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PREFACE. 


It is hoped that this attempt to make known the natis^e hif- 
toiy of'a countrj’, which ^vas the firll: fcenc of our. confequence 
in India, of the gallant exploits of General Lawrence, Lord 
Clive, Sir Eyre Coote, and, very lately, the field of moft 
important and fuccefsfal operation to Britain under Marquis 
Cornwallis, will not be wholly unacceptable. The earlier 
tnmlaftions oF our countr}'me[i in Dekkan have already been 
amply detailed, by the elegant pens of a Cambridge and an 
Orme. Dr. Thomson, in his Memoirs of the War in Afia, 
has done julUce to the fl.Ul and gallantry of Sir Eyre Coote 
and his deferving followers, who, fupported by tlie aClive zeal 
of the virtuous but yet fuffcring Hastings, (pofierity will 
moft certainly venerate his charafler, for prejudice will in time 
give place to judgment) faved our part of Dekkan to the 
BrxtHh empire, * 

Our late fuccefies have been lliortly narrated by Major 
Dirom, who had a fliare in the toils of the two campaigns; 
VoL. I. a and. 
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and, 1 have heard, that his and other able pens are employed 
in preparing a fuller detail of Britiih tranfadtions in Dekkan. 
Of that country I only profefs to give the native accounts from 
its own writers j which will, I hope, at lead gratify the curi- 
oQty of thofe who wllli to learn the former ftate of -this part 
of India, and fill up a chafm in hiftory. 

Ferishta, author of the hiftory now offered to the pub- 
lic in an Enghfti drefs, is one of the moft efteemed writers 
of Hindooftan, and was of noble wnk, and high in office at 
the coilrt of Ibrahim Add Shaw, of Beejapore, one ’of the 
fuUans of Dekkan* 

Beftdes the ‘Hiftory of the Dhely emperors, and this of 
Dekkan, Ferishta compiled one of every province in India, 
and many complete copies of his works have been brought 
home by .Englilh gentlemen. 

My firft intention was to have .publiflied a literal tranfla- 
tionj but, on revifion, I thought it would be more pleafing to 
an En^hflx cai, dR^cvved ^ feme c-5 wavsverwas hype^bo\ya^\ 
epithets and too frequent conjunctions, which drew out the 
periods to a ddlraClmg length, hurtful to the fenfe in our lan- 
guagc. This alone has been done j yet perhaps, Ibme readers 
may iUll tliink the ftilc too oriental; but to have deviated 
farther from the original, would ha\e been impofing a com- 
piktjon for a tranflation.

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To tliofe wlio have been in India, and are converfant with 
the hiftory and manners of the natives, fome of the notes may 
appeal; trivial: but every explanation is necelTary to render fatis- 
faaory, to moft readers, the perufal of foreign idiom, cuftoms, 
and uncommon names. The laft I haVe endeavoured to write 
as pronounced in the country. 

It is necelTary to mdhtion, that from page 400 to the end 
of the Nizam Shawee dynafty, is not taken from Ferishta, 
his work concluding with the fall of Ahmednuggur. What 
follows, -was from a 'work WTitten by Shaw-nowauz Khan, a 
nobleman of Dekkan, entitled, MalTer al Amra, or Biography 
of Nobles. 

In his account of the Golconda Princes, Ferishta was 
fo very brief, that, as he mentioned no more than what was 
contained in the Lub al TowareekI:, an abbreviated hilloiy of 
Hindoollan, I had recourfe only to the latter work; but it 
was thought inconvenient for fo few pages to alter the run- 
ning title of the volume. Had the moll eameR fearch after 
fuller materials for the liillory of Golconda been fuccefsful, my 
readers lliould hate had a fuller account of the princes of that 
fovcreignty. 
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Dekkan, or the fouthern divifion of ‘ Hindooftan, called by 
Europein geographers. The Peninfula, has varied in boundarj', at 
different periods, with the pofieflions of its rulers in adjacent pro- 
vinces. Khandelhe, and part of Maltva, now comprized in it by 
the natives, feem not to have been fo, till the late con^uefts of the 
Mharattas j fince which, Dekkan has been confidered by them to 
comprehend all the countries from the fouthern banks of the river 
Ncrbudda to Guzarat, which province is alfo chiefly dependant 
upon it.

WTRODUC.TION. 

When the Bhamenee fultans. whofe hillory is the fubjefl of 
the foUowmg pages, ruled DekUn, it was underftood to confift of 
that traa hounded from Nottli Weft to North Call by Guzarat, 
Khandelhe, that part of Berar called iJagpore, and the province 
of Oriffa, on the South and Baft by the Bay of Bengal, and on the 
Weh'by the Indian ocean, a region, according to the computation 
of Major Renneli., m his lately publiflicd and very valuable Map 
and Memoir of Hindooftan, equal to the Bntiai illands. Spam, and, 
Turky in Europe* 

Prior to the Maliummedan conquefts of Dekkan, have little 
information refpedlmg its hiftory. Feri^hta tfaditionally (and 
jwe ha\e unfortunately no better authority) writes, that Dekkan 
tookats prefent name from 'Dekkan, the fon of riind, fon of Ham, 
the fon of Noah* V ‘ Mheerut, *Kuz2, and '’.Tehnga, his fons, 
^ve their narnes to three divifions of Dekkan.. With any HindooeK 
accounts of Dekkan I am unacquainted..

On thedeatliof Maharauje they again revolted from his fucceflbr 
Kceforauje, who compelled them to fubmiffion, with the afliftance 
of an army fent to his fuppOrt by Manocherc, emperor of Perba, 
under Saum Nerecman, grandfather to the celebrated Rooftum, the 
hero of Ferdofi’s Shaw Nammeh, or Hiflory of ancient Perlia. 

Dekkan was aftetwards divided into feveral Hates : ICool Ghiifid 
founded the city and government of ‘ Koolburga ; Raja Mere Chund 
that of *■ Meruch ; and Beejah Chund the kingdom of Beejanuggur, 
the moft celebrated in * Dekkan. Raja Bieder, tlie founder of a

Now the capital of a Mharatta jaghircdar, fituated, according to Rcnnell, 
about one hundred and thirty railes South Weft from Poonah, the meiropohs 
of the Mharatta ftates,

till, in his account of the rctgn of the P.atan emperor of Dhcly, 
Jellaul ad Dien Firofe Shaw, he fays, tliat monarch fent his fon 
in law Alla ad Dien to reduce it to his autliority. 

In the year 1295 of our a:m, Alla ad Dien marched througli Bcrar 
to Deoghur, now called Dowlutabad, from the raja of which he 
gained an immenfe plunder. Ramdeo, it appears, was only fovcrcign 
of a part of Dekkan, as the rajas of Koolburga and Raujeinundrcc, 
(the latter diftrid at prefent forming only one of our nothern fir- 
kaurs, dependant on Madrafs) are ftilcd by Ferishta, Independ- 
ent Princes. . * 

Alla ad Dien. on his acceflion to the throne of Dhcly, which he 
acquired by the aflaflination of Firofe Shaw, in the year 1306 fent 
an airny to demand tribute from the raja of Deoghur. His gqneral 
Mallek 'Naib, after reducing that fortrefs and the territory of Meer- 
'hut, carried the raja Ramdeo prifoncr to Dhcly; from whence he 
obtained leave to return to Dekkan and had a jaghirc conferred on 
him by the emperor. 

In 1309, Alla ad Dien fent an army by way of Bengal to reduce 
Warunkul, the capital of Telingana, but without fuccels j upon 
which he dUpatched a reinforcement under Mallek Naib, who 
obliged the raja Ludderdeo to become tributary to the fultan, and 
exaded from him a contribution of money and jewels to a vaO: 
amount, befides three hundred elephants and feven hundred horfes. 

/ The 
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The year following, Mallek Naib invaded Carnatic, took the 
• raja Bellaul Deo prifoner, and puflicd his depredations as far as 
Sect Bunder Rameflar, where he ercdled a mofque. The booty 
acquired in this expedition was immcnfc, and next to incredible. 
He invaded Dekkan again in 1312, put to death the fon of the 
raja of Deoghur, and obliged TeHngana and Carnatic to become 
tributary to tlie throne of Dhely. 

In 1316, Herpaul Deo, fon to the raja of Deoghur, rebelled, 
and forced the muffulmauns to relinquifl\ feveral diftridls inMeerhut; 
but was afterwards reduced, token prifoner, and dayed alive by the 
Dhely emperor, Mubaric Shaw, who made confiderable conquefts 
in Dekkan. 

In the fuccceding reign, Ludder Deo, raja of Warunkul, and 
the raja of Deoghur, rebelled, but were fubdued by Aligh Khan, 
who took the 'fortrefles of Bieder and Warunkul, with the families 
of the rebels. In 1324, Aligh IChan fucceeded his father Gheaufe 
ad Dien as emperor of Dhely, and aflumed the title of Mahummud 
Tughluk Shaw. He fixed on Deoghur, which he renamed Dow- 
lutabad, as his capital, and obliged tlie inhabitants of Dhely to 
remove to it; but afterwards relinquifhcd it. His reign proved 
unfortunate, feveral provinces being wrefted from him by rebellious 
nobles, who affumed royalty; and Dekkan was then formed into the 
fovereignty, the hiftory of which is the fubjeft of the following 
pages.

Let It not remain concealed from the explorers of antiquity, that 
hiflorians, in their accounts of the origin and progrefs of fultan Alla 
ad Dien, arc varying and contradidlory. The moft provable and 
generally believed, I have, avoiding prolixity, drawn as briefly as 
poflibic into the circle of narration. 

Houfilin was an inhabitant of Dhcly, and dependant on Kangoh, 
a bramin and aflrologcr, high in the favour of the ^prince Mahum- 
mud Tughluk. Shaw. It is faid, that he laboured under the grcalcfl 
poverty. Upon his requefling feme employment from the bramin, 
he gave him a pair of oxen, with two labourers, to cultivate a piece

As the labourers were one day at work, the plough ftuck in foine 
hard body,- and Houflhn, upon examination, found it, was entangled 
„ in a chain round the neck of an earthen vefiel, which; proved ,to be 
, , full of antique gold coins. . He immediately. carried. them to the 
bramin, who commended his honefty, and informed the prince of 
the difeovered treafure.i. ,Thc circumftance. being communicated to 
» the emperor Gheaufe ad Dien, he ordered Hquffun to the , prefence, 
r; and conferred upon him the command of one hundred . horfe. - ^ 

It is alfo related, that the bramin Houfllmi Re favv from his 

ftars that he would rife to exaUe(i fortune, and be eminently favoured 
e. . He therefore requefted, when the'^ Almighty ‘ihould

. Kangch W his] own,' arid appoint him his' minifte'r of finance, in order

.'Dekkan, the protmfed land of empire, pofTcflcd the mind of Houffiin,*

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braced the fcrvicc of KuttuUugh Khan, and obtained from him in 
jagliire the town of Konechee, with lands dependant on the diftnd 
of • Roy-Baugh, 

, ’ Some years after this, fultan Mahummud Tugliluk drew his 
armies againft the refradlory nobles of Guzarat, who were 'de- 
feated, and many of them took refuge in Dekkan j where Kuftul- 
lugh Khan, contrar)» to his duty and die royal commands, entertained 
them in his fervice : upon which, the fultan determined to remove 
him, and all the nobUigr, to other provinces. With this view, he 
difpatchcd a finnaun by Ahmed Lacheen and other officers to Allum 
al Moolk, commanding him to fend the Dekkan officers to Guzarat. 

Allum al Moolk, in obedience to the royal orders", fent meflengers 
to fummon the perfons mentioned in the firmaun from the fevcral 
iladonsj but feme months clapfed before they were all collected at 
,Dowlufabad, At length they arrived, and having received their 
dlfnuffion, departed with Ahmed ‘Lacheen for Guzarat. Ahmed 
had entertained hopes of obtaining from them valuable prefents, for 
his intereft in their fe'vour with the fultan; but being difappointed, 
treated them haughtily; and remarked to his attendants, that tlie 
Dekkan officers deferved death, for harbouring the rebellious nobi- 
lity of Guzarat, and neglecting fo long ^thc royal fummons to the 
prcfence. The amras, hearing of his opinions, "were alarmed’ for 
their fafetyj and, upon their arrival on the frontiers of Dekkan, 
iheld a council among themfclves how to aCt. It was remarked, 

’ that the fultan frequently punifhed with death the flighteft offences, 
and often without examining an accuiatlon ; fb that it would be fafer 
f for them to remain. by force in Dekkan, than give thcmfelves'up 
tamely like Iheep to the flaughtcrer. 

‘ Their rcfolve being taken, they began their* retreat from the 
frontiers;, and Ahmed Lacheen, attempting to oppofc them, ivas 

" ' " . defeated, 

• Now belonging to the Nizam. * '' 
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defeated, and tlain. v/Uh many of his followers. They were no;v 
joined daily by numbers of the difalFefted, and repaired towards 
Dowlutabad in great force. The native princes of Dekkan, injured 
and difgufted by the tyranny of the foltan, rejoiced at this revolt; in 
which fome of them perfonally joined, and others, more circumfpedl, 
privately afiifted with money and fupplies. An infuiredtion arofe, 
which the hand of conciliation could not quell. JufUy docs a cele- 
brated poet obferve, ** The fobjeft, when opprefled by injuftice, 

** turns from his prince in the crifis of danger ; for, when a ruler is 
“ tyrannical, his government cannot continue to fiourifh.” Ummaud 
al Moolk, fon in law to the fultan, goVernor of Berar and Khandeflie, 
who redded at * EUchpore, finding himfelf daily deferted by num- 
bers of his troops, and fearing his officers would finally deliver him 
to the rebels, left the city with' his family, under pretence of hunt- 
ing, and retired into * Nudderbar; -upon which the nobles of Berar, 
having plundered the royal treafury, proceeded to join the male- 
contents near Dowlutabad. The ganifon of this fortrefr, ohferving 
the gathering force of the rebels, thought proper to feek their friend- 
foip: they feiaed their governor, and delivered up the place. Thus, 
in a few months, departed -from the yoke of the Dhely emperors 
their dominion in Dekkan, which had been conquered 'in a. long 
feries of War, and at avaff expenfc of blood and treafure. 

Upon the acquifitlon of Dowlutabad, the allied amras agreed to 
cleft from among themfclvcs a fovcrexgn, that their operations 
might receive dignity and order, when the lot of empire foil on.

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Mallck Moogh, commanded the imperial army in the province of 
Maltra. Jn the hopes that he would afllft his brother, the amras of 
Dckkati clcdled Ifmaecl their fultan, by the title of ‘ Nafir ad Dien. 
Honours were beftow ed, and each ameer gratified with a portion of 
the lands of the new fovercignty j when Honflun received the title of 
» ZufRr Khan, and fome diftridls in jaghirc for the fopport of his 
dignity and troops. 

Sultan Mahummud Tughluk Shaw, on this alarming crifis of 
his affairs, haftened with an army from Guzarat to Dekkan, and was 
joined by ' Ummaud al Moolfc Tibreezee, and Mallek Moogh gover- 
nor of Malwa. On Ids arrival near Dowlutabad, the newly eledled 
fultan quitted the fortrefs, and encamped with thirty thoufand horfc, 
on the fame plain where Alla ad Dien had defeated the fon of 
Ramdeo, raja of Deoghur. The rebels charged vigoroufly, and 
routed the two' wings of the imperialifts ; fo that fultan Mahummud 
was even preparing to fly, when fuddenly the curfe of difloyalty fell 
upon them. Khan Jehaun, one of the principal rebel chiefs, being 
wounded by an arrow, fell from his horfe, upon which his followers, - 
about fix thoufand, turned their ficcs to flight j and at the fame 
inflant, the flandard bearer of Nafir ad Dien, being flruck- with a 
panic, let the colours fill from his hands; The rebels, fuppofing 
their chief had forfaken them, defiffed from the fight; and night 
filling, retired to their camp. Sultan Mahummud did the fame, 
and both armies obferved the flrifleft vigilance. Nafir ad Dien, and 
Zuffir Khan, with the principal rebel chiefs, held a council, in 
which it was agreed, as it was not fife for the prefent to hazard 
another conteft in the field, that the new fultan fhould retire to

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Dowlutabad with a proper garrifon ; while the amras fhould protect 
their own diftrids, harafs the enempr’s convoys, and cut ofF fupplics.'’ 
This being concluded on, the rebels filently decamped to their feveral 
Rations, fo that at daylight Cultan Mahummud faw not a veftige of 
his late oppofers. Upon this, he difpatchcd a force under Ummaud 
al Moolk Tibreezee, to purfue Zuffir Khan, and prepared to befiegc^ 
Dowlutabad, The garrifon was nearly reduced to defpair, when 
intelligence arrived of the infurredion of the Dhellians, under a flavc 
named Tugheej who, with a body of difaffeded rabble, was com- 
mitting great enormities in the capital, and threatened the provinces, 
cfpecially Guzarat. Sultan Mahummud upon this quitted the camp 
to the care of his generals, and haftened to quell the infurgents. The 
Dekkan amras, encouraged by his abfcnce, colleded from all parts ; 
and the befiegers being alarmed, retreated foon after their fbvercign. 
They were clofely prefled by the Dekkanees as far as the banks of 
the Nirbudda, and lofl much baggage, with feveral of the imperial 
elephants laden with gold. 

Zuffir Khan, emboldened by this fuccefe, marched with twenty 
thoufand horfc to * Biedcr, where Ummaud al Moolk Tibreezec 
was Rationed j but did not for fome time venture to engage 'him, 
as the latter was much fuperior in the number of his troops, and 
Rrongly pofted. At length Zuffir Khan, being joined by fifteen 
thoufand men, fent by the raja of Telingana, and , five thoufand 
horfc, detached to his affiftance by Nafir ad Dien from Dowlutabad, 
attacked the imperial general. The aftion laRed from daylight till 
\\ve ^ciTi began \r> wi^ the greaXert obTtmai^ on bofti fides, 

At length, the Almighty difpofcr of kingdoms having decreed that 
Zuffir Khan fhouldbe exalted to the dominion of Dekkan, and the 
ring of empire grace his hand, Ummaud al Moolk was {lain, and his 

army

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timiy routed. Many of the fugitives took rtielter in Bleder, others 
in * Candahar, and fome few J-cUrcd whh didiculty to Mahva. 

Zuffir Klian, immediately on his viifbory^ detached Mallek ' Sycf 
ad Dien Ghorce to i educe Bicder and Candahar, uhilehe marclied 
himfelf with the trophies and plunder gained from the enemy to 
Dovvlutabad; at fome diflancc from which he nas met by Nafir ad 
Dicn, who, obferving that greater attention was paid by tlic nobility* 
and army to the general than himfelf,” and that tliey wilhed him for- 
their fo\ereign, judged it prudent to retire to a more private sta- 
tion. "Galling an alTembly of the amras, he declared 'himfelf from* 
his great age incapable of governing, and requefted they v.'OiiId- 
elc< 5 ta ncw'fultan j obferving, tlnl Zuffir Khan, » bn whofe afpc£t*. 
Ihone die rays of dignity and valour, feemed to him'hiodTworthy of- 
. thefthfone. The afiembly witlronc voice ‘applauded his remark, 
and the aftrolpgcrs w.cre directed to explore a fortunate’ inftant for 
* ‘’the inauguration of Zuffir Khan; Accordingly, in a chofen hour"on 
Friday, the 24th of Rubbee al Akhir, they placed the crown of 
’^empire, on his hrad, and fpread over his throne a black umbrella, 

. the colour of the Abafiide caliphs, as auspicious. The ‘Khootbah, 
was* read in his name, and coins ilruck, irhprcflcd with his tides of 
' Sultan Alla ad Dien Houflun Kangoh Bhamenec. * Koolburga, his 
refidcnce, was' newly named * Ahflunabad, and chofen for the capital 
of die muflulmauns in,Dekkan. ' ^

The countries from the * river 
Beemrah to the vicinity of the fortrefe of Roodnee, and from 
the port of ' Choulc to the city of Bieder, were brought within 
the circle of his poflellion. It is related, that his firft royal adt 
was the dillribution of four hundred pounds weight of gold, and 
one thoufand of diver, in charitable donations, in memory of Nizam 
ad Dien Oulea, who had predidled his riling fortunes. Mallek Syef 
ad Dien Ghoree, diftinguilhed for his integrity, judgment, and 
policy, was -appointed prime minifter, and the refigned fovef eign, *' ' 
who had reafllimed his original -^me of Ifmaeel, honoured \vith 
the title of ^ ameer al amrg. ^ Mindful, of his promife to Ins former 
patron, the fultan entruded the care of Jhis treofury to thc^bramin- 
Kangoh, who had quitted the fervice ^f the emperor '^ahummud 
Tughluk Shaw, and repaired t<rDekkan.^ Hi^ name was alfo affix- 
ed to all royal ediCls, ,and joined to that of the fultan.J "

Sultan Alla ad Dicn, as well by wife policy as force of anns, 
towards the end of the reign of Mahummud Tiighluk Shaw, fubdued 
every part of Dekkan which had been fubjed to the throne of Dhely, 
and gained over by conciliating mcafures the Afghaun, hlogul, and 
Raajcpoote chiefs, flationed by the emperor at Biedcr and Candahar, 
which were dehvered,up. lie took 'Kolaufs with its dependancies 
from .the roy of ‘ MJarunkul, and formed with him a treaty of 
allSnceA Tlie death of tlie emperor Mahummud Tughluk Shaw in 
752, removing all apprchenfions of attack from Dhely, the fultan 
engaged ..eafneflly -in the internal regulation and fecurity of his do- 
'minionS, and telebrated the marriage of his eldeft fon Mahummud 
with tlib daughter of Mallek Syefad_>Dien .Ghoite. ' On this occa- 
' fion hd’aiflributed iten thoufand '“robes pf clotli of gold, velvet and 
7 fattln among the nobility and others.

feme difafTcGcd nohki to uffaffmatc the fultan, and refume the 
throne he had’givcn up, As his defigns were not fatoiircd hy pro- 
vidence, the fultan Ind timely information of them, from perfons 
who had joined in the plot, hut had repented. Hning con-- 
vened all the nobles and eminent officers of the court, lie, in their 
prefence, nccufcd thenmccral amra of treachery, which he denied 
by a folcmn oath. The fvdlan then called forth the informers, and 
oftcred pardon to all the confpirators who would reveal the crimes 
of the ameer al amra; upon which mod of his aflbciaics tcdified 
againft him, fo that no doubt remained of his guilt, and lie was im- 
mediately put to death. His rchtions and adherents ^vcrc pardoned, 
nor was the fmallcft confifeatiou made of* their property ^ but 
‘ Bahadur Khan, fon to the deceafed, was appointed arncer al amra, 
and the royal favour extended, as before, on the family, ^ . 

From this, and other inftWes ofjufticc tempered with mercy, 
loyalty to the fultan became fixed in cvcry'brcaft, and his power' 
daily encreafed. 'The foyofTclinganat who )iad become difoEediontr 
but was treated with generous forbearance on account *of former- 
aiTiftifnce to the fultan, was overcome by ^thc' fenfe* of his virtue^ 
fubmittcd to his authority, and agreed to pay the tribute he had 
heretofore renUt^d to the fovcrcign of Dhely. ' , , , 


Sultan Aha adDien, by advice of Mallek Syef ad Dien Ghorce,' 
difpatched a confiderablc force againft the country of Carnatic, from 
\yhence his general returned fuccefsful, with valuable contributions 
from feveral roies in money and jewels, befides two hundred ele- 
phants, and one thoufand female fingers. Having received an invi- 
tation from, toy Percun, the rcprcfentativc of the ancient rajas of 
Guzarat, to invade that country, (which owing to the weaknefs of 
the Dhely emperors, was become a prey to rebelhous jaghiredars,)

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fultan Alii ad Dien, in the month of Shauban, 758, took the -field 
in perfon. The prince, Mahummud was advanced in front with- 
twenty thoufand horfe, while the fultan followed,, by eaher marches, 
with the main army. The prince arriving at * Nofaree, found the 
country abounding in game, of which he fent an account tojiis 
father, who was eagerly fond of the chafe and falconry. The fultan 
advanced with expedition, and fpent nearly a month in the pleafures 
of tlie field j at the end of which he was* attacked by an intermitting 
fever;, and, not ufing proper caution in refraining from violent exercifb 
and high living, his dlforder encreafed to an alarming illnefs, which 
obliged him to rcturn,hafidy to Koolburga. Upon his arrival at the 
capital, he convened the divme&^and holy men, in whofe prefence he 
vowed to abftain in/uture from all things forbiddeh by the law of the 
.^Koraun. Arranging his dommions'in fbur^principal governments, 
he (^nferfed that of the capital and ’its dependan'eies, to ^ Dabul,^ 
Beejorc,. and Mudkul, on Mallek Syef ad'Dien Ghoree; Ghoule., 
Khiher,^«Dowlutabad,^ and Alhecrdputtun, with the territoiy o£ 
^^Ihcerut,’'hc committed to Mahummud, fon of his brotlier- ‘All 
Sh^VMaboor/Ramgeeri^arfd hisdivifion qfBcrar, were entrufted 
tojKufd’er.Khan'Syeftauncej and Bieder,; Indour, with Kolaufs, and 
the pofieflions In, Telingana, to Azim Huniaioon, fon of AJallek

MAHUMMUD SHAW BHAMENEE. 


HEN fultan Mahummud fprcad over liimfelf, 'like Solomon, 
the royal umbrella, he greatly encreafed the magnificence and fplcn- 
dour of the court. He fixed 'a golden ball, fct. ^yid^ jewels, on 
wh\cVi was a bird of paradlfc cotnpofed of precious Aoncs, at the top 
of the umbrella. On the bird’s head was a ruby, incftimable m 
value, which had been prefented to the late fultan by tlic roy of 
Beejanuggur. He added*'grcat\y to the train of his attendants, and . 
divided the nobility and officers into four bands j appointing bach a ^ 
ftated fervice and time of waiting. He ^formed a corps of bardars, 
whofc employment was to muftcr the guards, and conduct perfons^ 
to audience j alfo one of Vtwo hundred youths, chofen among the 
fons of the nobility, to'carry the royiA armour and weapons ; and in- 
ftitutcda ‘‘body guard of four thoufand men, under the command of 
a nobleman of high rank, who was ftded meer nobut, or lord of the 
watch. Fifty fillehdars, arid a thoufand of the body guard, attended 
at the palace daily. Every day, except on Fridays, he gave pubhek 
audience early m the morning, and continued franfaflmg bufinefs 
till the crier proclaimed noontide prayer, when the court broke up. 
Before he afeended the throne, he always proftrated himfelf before 
it, out of refpedl to the memory of his father. The throne was of 
filver, placed under a magnificent canopy, on a rich carpet, and the 
court before the hall of audience was fliaded by an awning of velvet, 
brocade, or other fuperb manufiifture. The governors of his pro- 

o , 1 ^ ,vinces, 

» They -were cahed fjllsl dars, or arms-Wtrs, from their employment. 

This cotp* hhaufdi kind, otfelcftbaiid. 
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Vinces, he named terruffdars, or holders of a divifion. In the begin- 
ning of his reign, Mallek Syef adDien Choree enjoyed the diilinclion 
of fitting in the prefencc 5 but requcfting to rcfign this privilege, he 
afterwards flood, like the other nobles. The nobut, or band of mu- 
fic, played five times daily, at Rated iiours j and all perfons, when 
introduced to the fultan, knelt and proftrated their foreheads to the 
ground. After the diflblution of the houfe of Bhamenee, the fuc- 
ceeding princes ufed the umbrella and khootbah ; but none ftruck 
coins of gold in their own name, or founded the nobut five times, 
except the fuitans of Golconda, Riled Koottub Shawee, 

The gold and filver coins of the Bhamenee fuitans were of fquarc 
form ahd different value, having on one fide the * creed of tcRimony 
' and the names of- ‘the four holy friends. On the other was the 
fovereign’s title and year of his reign. TJie Hindoo bankers, at tlie 
inRigatio'h of the roies of Beejanuggur and Telingana, melting all 
winch fell into their hpnds, that the coins of the infidels might alone 
be current in Dekkan, the fultan was enraged j and when they per- 
fiftcd in the offence in fpite of his rcmonRrances, he put all the guilty 
to death, and reftrained the buGnefs of exchange to fomc Kutteries, 
dcfccndanis of Dhcllians, who had migrated to Dekkan. After this, 
the Bhamcncc coins alone were current in the Mahummedan do- 
minions ; but fince the cefiation of that dynaRy, the coins of the 
Hindoo princes have been allowed alfo to pafs univcrfally. 

In the beginning of the reign of fultan Mahummud Shaw, the 
roies of Beejanuggur .and Tclingana ddnanded from him the territo- 
ries which had been wrefted from them by his father, threatening, 
in cafe of refufal, to invade his country*, and draw upon him the 
armies of Dhcly, As he was not furc of the attachment of part of 
his nobility, and his treafury was low, owing to the great fums 
D ’ Avliicb

‘ Mabummud, All, Abuubekkcr, Omar. 
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Vi^hich he had given to his mother, Mallckeh Jehaun, who had gone 
on, pilgrimage to Mecca, Medina, and Kerballa, he, during a year 
and half, kept the ambafladors of the roies at his court, and fent 
his own to Beejanuggur, to amtife his enemies. In this period he 
difplaced fuch officers as he fufpeaed, and, liis mother being re- 
turned, refolved on war, and demanded from the roies all their belt 
elephants laden with jewels, gold, and the mod precious manufe^tures 
of Dekkan. 

The roy of Telingana, upon this, fent his fon Nagdeo with an 
army towards Kolaufs, and the roy of Beejanuggur difpatched a con- 
fvdcrable force to join his ally, who Was quickly defeated by the 
troops of Mahummud Shaw, under Bahadur Khan; and that 
general, having plundered all the country to the vicinity of Warun- 
kul, obliged the roy to pay a contribution of a large fum of money, 
twenty five elephants, and many valuable effcdls, which he pre- 
fented to the fultan at Koolburga. 

137J* Towards the end of the year 773, feme merchants arriving from 
difiant parts, 'offered horfes to the iuUan for fale, and he not approv- 
ing them, obferved, that they were unworthy of being peefented to-a 
prince ; upon which the merchants faid, they had lately poflefled 
much finer, which they had intended to bring him, but they had 
been forced from them, ai undervalue, by Nagdeo at * Velumputtun, 
though tlicy had fignified to him that they were defigned for the 
fultan.

Mahummud Shiw, already offended with Nagdeo. was refolved 
to revenge this fretti inlhinccof dirrcfpeO:, and. committing his affairs 
to the earc of Mallek Sycf ad Dicn Choree, repaired immediately to 
Ins camp at Sultanporc. Here he continued ten days, to review the 
army, and receive the prayers of the venerable Mahummud Scraujc 

ad

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ad Dien Juncedec for fuccefs in his expedition. On the eleventh he 
began his march. On his arrival at Kallean, a/Idng an attendant, to 
whom he allowed great freedom of Ipeech, in what time he might 
reach Velumputtun, the wit replied, that if he continued his prefent 
fpeed, he might perhaps fee it in twelve months. The fultan, 
nettled at tlie repartee, immediately felefted four thoufand horfe 
from his army, and proceeded with fuch rapidity, that in the fpace 
of a week he advanced near Velumputtun. He then ordered a band 
of veteran Afghauns to difguife themfelves in torn habits, and repair 
to the town, as horfedcalers who had been plundered by robbers, in 
order to amufe the guards at the gates. The Afghauns, on their 
arrival at the town, were queftioned by the guards, and replied, that 
they were merchants who had been plundered by a numerous ban- 
ditti not far from the place, and were come to implore prote^on 
and julHce from the governor. During this 'flory, Mahummud 
Shaw ruQred on with a thoufand horfe, and the guards attempted to 
Ihut the gates, but were prevented by the Afghauns, and Jlain. The 
fultan now entered the totvn, and commenced a Daughter of the 
inhabitants without mercy. Nagdeo, who expected nothing lefs 
than fuch an enemy, was engaged at an entertainment, and, on 
receiving the alarm, fled with precipitation to the citadel, wliich the 
fultan aflaultcd without delay; when the young roy, after a faint 
oppofition, tried to make his clcape by a poftem, but was taken 
prilbncr in the city. In the morning he was queftioned by the 
fuUan, why he had daicd to feize hoifes irom merchants on their 
way to Koolburga ? and making an infolent reply, Mahummud 
Shaw, who had before tliis rcfolvcd to'fpare his life, commanded a 
pile of wood to be lighted before the citadel, .and putting Nagdeo in 
an engine, had him ihot from tlic walls into tlie flames, in which lie 
was confumed. The fultan remained fifteen days in the town, and, 
as his troops came up, encamped them without the gates, while he 
repofed from his fatigues, and indulged himfclfin plcafure with his 
favourites.

The 
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The fultan, having feizcd the treafures of NagdeQ,and levied a 
heavy contribution from the inhabitants, left V^lumputtun, and 
retumed towards his capital ; but the Telingas, who had now col- 
lefled in great force, furrounded him on all quarters, and fo haraffcd 
his march, that he commanded his tents and baggage to be burnt, 
^'ith all his plunder, except jewels and gold. Thus lightened, he 
moved in dole order from dawn tilf nightfall every day, procuring 
from the villages he paffed, foch provifions as offered, and palling 
the night in ftriCt vigilance, fleeping on Ins arms. With all thefe 
precautions, the enemy deffroycd fuch numbers of his troops, in 
palTes and woods, that of four thoufand, only fifteen hundred men 
regained Koolburga. The fultan himfelf received a wound in his 
arm, and at Kolaufs was obliged to halt from indifpofition. Here 
he was fortunately joined by Mallck Syef ad Dien Ghoree, wldx the 
main body of his army, when the Telingas were driven back to the 
heart of their ov;n country with great llaughter, and feveral places 
taken from them j after which the fultan returned to Koolburga. . 

The roy of Tcllngana, enraged at the death of his fon, ferit 
petitions to the emperor Feerofc Shaw of Dbcly, acknowledging 
himfelf his vafTal, and promifmg, if he would fend a force, to aft 
in conjunftion with it, for the recovery of the imperial polTeffions in 
Dekkan, and pay alfo a confiderable tribute. -In this offer he was 
joined by his ally, the roy of Beejanuggur j but Feerofe Shaw, being 
too much employed with domefbc commotions* to affift them, did 
not attend to their reprefentations. 

Mahummud Shaw, hearing of the_proceedings of the roles, and 
the weaknefs of the court of Dhely, from his fpies, rcfolved on the 
conqueft of Tclingana. Having again committed the charge of 
internal goNcrnmcnt to Mallek Syef ad Dien Ghoree, he marched to 
Kolaufs, from whence he detached AzimHumaioon, with tlic troops 
of Bicdcr. tou-ards Golconda, and SuffUer Khan, with thofe ofBemr, 

againft: 
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agamftWamnkul, towards which he followed in perfonby regular 
marches. The roy of Telingana^ difappointed of afllftance from 
Dhely, declined engaging tlie royal array; and, retiring to tlie 
woods, fent fomc 'of his chiefs with valuable prefents to Bahadur 
Khan, entreating his intcrceffion for peace, which the fultan at firft 
rcfiifed. The roy tlien difpatched one of his fons to the royal camp, 
witli declarations of fnbmihion ; when Mahummud Shaw, at the 
earneft perfuafions of his nobility, confented to agree tofuch terms as 
Bahadur Khan ihould judge confident with tlje dignity of his ftate. 
It was fixed by him, that the roy fliould prefent to the fultan tliree 
hundred elephants, two hundred valuable horfes, and • thirty three 
lacs of rupees, and tliat he ftiould cede to him the city of Golconda 
with its dependancies. 

As the fultan had been near two years living with his army in 
the country of Telingana, the roy was much diftrefTed, and faw no 
relief, .but in fulfilling the conditions. It was agreed tliat Mahum- 
mud Shaw ihould retreat from the country of Golconda, and that 
Bahadur Khan fliould remain at Kolaufs, to receive the offerings of 
the roy. Mahummud Shaw, having committed the city of Golcon- 
da to Azim Humaioon, returned towards his capital. From Bieder, 
where he halted three months, he dilmificd 1^ nobility and their 
troops, to refrcfli themfelves from their fatigues, into Aeu* feveral 
diflriils. * 

‘VVlien the agents of the roy *camc to Kolaufs, Bahadur Khan 
conducted them to the fultan 5 \\ho, when they had prefented the 
offerings agreeably to treaty, conferred upon them rich khelauts, 
valuable jewels, and fine horfe. Some days after this, the ambafla- 
dors reprefented to Baliadur Khan, that if his majefij', filing tlie 
boundaries of theflate of their prince, would fign a treaty, binding 
bis fucceffors to proteCl the roics of Tchngana as their vaflals, they 
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would prefent him \yith a curiolity, worthy only to be laid at the 
feet of a great king. ‘ ■ 

Baliadur Khan having communicated their Offers to the fuUan, 
he was impatient to receive the promifed gift ; and the ambaifadors, 
being introduced* repeated their promife. Mahuitimud Shaw, find- 
ing them fincere, drew up a paper in his own hand* fixing Golconda 
as the boundary between its kingdom and the roy s pofTelfions, con- 
juring his fucceflbrs, as long as the roies of Telingana fhould refrain, 
from broking their.faith, not to mokft ,them. The treaty, being 
ratified with his own feal and thofe of the judges and principal nobi- 
lity, was given to the ambaffadofs. In performance of their pro-\ 
mife, they prefented to the fultan a throne fet vvith^valuable jewels, 
■which had been prepared by the roy of Telingana fome years before,. 
and intended as a prefent to fultan MaKummud Tughluk Shaw of 
Bhely. 

MaKummud Shaw was^. highly fatisfied, and diftniffed the am- 
bafiadors with great marks of honour and approbation. On his. 
return to Koolburga, he made a great feftival, and mounted this 
throne ^^ith much pomp and magnificence, calling it, FirozeK, or 
Cerulean. He confened prefents and honours on thofe who had 
merited his notice during the war. The lilver throne of his father 
was ordered to be laid up in the treafury, as a valuable memorial. 

I have heard fome old perfons, who faW the throne Firozeh in 
the reign of fultan Mliamood Bliamenee, deferibe it. They faid, 
that it uas in length nine feet, and three in breadth j made of ebony, 
covered with plates of pure gold, aild fet with precious ftones of 
immetife value. The jc\%clswcre fo contrived, as to be taken off 
and put on with eafe in a fhort time. Every prince of the houfe of 
Bhamcncc, who pofleffed thb throne, made a point of adding to it 
fome rich ftoncs} fo that when, in the reign of fultan Mhamood, it 


was 
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\ras taken to pieces, to remove fbme of the jewels to be iet in vafes 
and cups, the jewellers valued it at one * corore of oons. I learned 
alfo, that it was called Firozeh, from being partly enamelled of a 
fky colour, which was in time totally concealed by the number of 
jewels. 

This fcftival lafted forty days ; during which the ftridnefs of 
religious law was laid afide. The nobility and people followed the 
example of the fovereign in feftivityand pleafure. At this time, a 
number of capital muficiahs, who had learnt the compofitions of 
ameer Khooflroo, and Khajah Houilun Dhelic, and feme of them 
heard ihofe great mafters, came, attended by three hundred 
fingers, from Dhely to Koolburga. * Mahummud Shaw, regarding * 
their arrival at fuch a juncture as aufpicious, received them with 
much attention. One evening, in a fcle^l afiembly, he perrhitted 
hlallek Syef ad Dien Choree, and the ' fuddur al iliereef, to Jit at 
the foot of his throne j as alfo Bahadur Khan, on whom he confer- 
red the title of ameer al amra,' and 'alked his daughter in marriage 
for his fon, the prince Mujahid Shaw. 

^ MooIlali*Daood Biedcrcc, author 'of the Tofet al Sallateen, 
relates, that he was then twelve years of age, and feal-bcarcr to the 
king. He fays, that one evening, when the tpring of the garden of 
mirth had infufed the check of Mahummud Shaw with the roly tinge 
of delight, a band of muficians fung two verfes of ameer Khooflroo 
in.praife of kings, feflivity, and mufic. The fultan was delighted 
beyond meafufe, and ’ commanded Mallck Syef ad Dien Choree 
to gwe die three hundred performers a draft for a gratuity on the 
treafurj' of the roy of Bcejanuggur. The minifler, though he judged 
die order the cfFeil of wine, in compliance witli die humour of the 
fultan, v.rotc it, but did not dilpatch it. However, Alahummud 

Shaw 
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rifon, confiding of fix hundred men, of approved valour, left nothing 
undone for the defence of the place; but the governor, a relation of 
MallekSjefad Dien Choree, having impofed fome feverities on the 
troops* difaffedipn arofe among them, and the officers grew negleaful 
of their duty. In confequence, the fort fell into the hands of the 
enemy, who, with a rancorous cruelty, put men, women, and child- 
ren to the ‘fword, without fparing any. One man only efcaped ; 
who brought intelligence of the capture to the fultan. v 

Mahummud Shaw, on hearing it, was feized with a tranfport of ' 
grief and rage, in which he commanded the unfortunate meflengcr 
to be inftantly put to death j exclaiming, that he never could bear in 
his prefence, a retch, who could furvtve the fight of the daughter 
of fo many brave companions. The fame day, without waiting for 
the junction of his whole army, (in the month of jemmad al Awul, 

767) he began his march, and took a folemn oath, that till he ffiould. A.D. 
have put to death one hundred thoufand infidels, as an expiation for 
the mafiacre of die faithful, he would never Iheath the fword of 
holy war, nor refrain from daughter. When he reached the banks 
of the Kiflna, he fwore by the power who had created and exalted 
him to dominion, that eating or deep fhould be unlawful for him, 
till he had eroded that river in face of the enemy, by the bleffing of 
heaven routed their army, and gladdened the fouls of the martyrs of 
Mudkul with the blood of their murderers. He then appointed his 
Ton "Mujaliicl 'Shaw to luccccd him, and IvlaYick SyeT ad "Dien regent 
of his kingdom. He refigned al! his elephants, except twenty, to the 
prince, gave him his advice, and fent him back to Koolburga. He 
then crofled the river, with nine thoufand chofen horfe, without 
delay. 

The roy of Bcejanuggur, notwithdanding his vafirarmy, v.'as lb 
alarmcxl, tint he fent ofF all liis treafure, valuable baggage, and 
elephants towards Iiis capital, intending to engage the next morning, 

E or 
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Stev penetrated hU thoughts. The next day,* he enquired if the 
draft had been fent to the toy, and being anfwered, not, exclainred, 

•< Think you a word without meaning could efcape my lips J I did ■ 
" not give the order in intoxication, but' ferrous defign.” Mallek 
Sycf ad Dicn upon this affixed the royal feal to the draft, and dif-- 
patched it by exprefe meffengers to the roy of Beejanuggur. The 
roy, haughty and proud of his independance, placed the prefenterof 
the draft on an afs’s back, and, parading him through all the quarters’ 
^ of Beejanuggur, font him back with every mark of contempt and de-’ 
rifion. He alfo gave immediate orders for afTembling his troops, and 
prepared to attack tiie dominions of tlic houfe of Bhamenee. With 
this intent he marched witli thirty thoufand horfe, three thoufand’ 
elephants, and one hundred thouiand foot, to the vicinity of the 
fortrefs of* Oodnccj from whence he font detachments to deilroy' 
and lay waftc the country of the faithful. 


Mahummud Shaw, as his troops in Bicder and Bcrar had not yet 
relied from the fatigues of a two years campaign, contented himfelf 
with calling, for the prefent, Khan Mahummud willi the army from. 
Powlutabad, He fent his fon, the prince Mujahid Shaw, with a 
fifth part of the plunder of Vcluroputiun, to Shekh Mahummud 
Scravijc ad Dicn, to be diliribulcd to fyeds and holy men, afleing tliclr 
prayers for fuccefs againft the unbelievers. He called togctlicr all 
the religious ofKoolhurga, and, upon a Friday went, accompanied 
by tbtm, to tlic grand mofquc, where, he pronounced, with much 
nmeftnefs ofbeirt. a form ofinvocation for the fuccefs of the army 
of maarn. lie then fixed upon the lucky infiant if .march, and' 
ordered im camp to be pitched without thc^ity. 
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rifon, confifting of fix hundred men, of approved valour, left nothing 
undone for the defence of the place ; but the governor, a relation of 
Mallek Syef ad Dien Choree, having impofed feme feverities on the 
troops, difalFedlipn arofe among them, and the officers grew neglejflful 
of their duty. In confequence, the fort fell into the hands of the 
enemy, who, with a rancorous cruelty, put men, women, and child- 
ren to the 'fword, without fparing any- One man only efcaped ;

767) he began lus march, and took a folemn oath, that till he lliould A.D, 
have put to death one hundred thoufand infidels, as an expiation for 
the malTacre of the faithful, he would never llieath the fword of 
holy war, nor refrain from daughter. When he reached the banks 
of the Kiftna, he fwore by the power who had created and exalted 
him to dominion, that eating or Deep ihould be unlawful for him, 
till he had crofled that river in face of the enemy, by the bleffing of 
heaven routed their army, and gladdened the fouls of the martyrs of 
Mudkul with the blood of their murderers. He then appointed his 
fon Mujahid Shaw to fucceed him, and Mallek Syef ad Dien regent 
of his kingdom. He refigned all his elephants, except twenty, to the 
prince, gave him his advice, and lent him back to Koolburga. He 
then crofied the river, with nine thouiand chofen horfe, without 
delay.

The roy of Beejanuggur, notwitliftanding his vafl: army, vvasio. 
alarmed, that he fent off all his treafure, valuable baggage and 
elephants towards his capital, intending to engage the next morning, ' 

’ or 
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or letreat, as he {hould find it advifeable. The night being Aormy 
and heavy rain falling, the elephants and other beafts of burthen 
ftuck frequently in the mud, and were not able to advance above 
four miles from the camp. Mahummud Shaw heard of the enemy's 
movement during the night, and immediately marched towards them, 
leaving his encampment Handing. Towards the dawn he arrived at 
the toy’s camp, and the alarm being given, fo great was the confu- 
lion, that the infidels fled with the utmoft precipitation towards the 
fortrefs of Oodnee, leaving every thing behind them. Mahummud 
Shaw entered tire camp of their market and baggage, putting all 
to death, without any diftlndion ; and it is faid, that the daughter 
amounted to feventy thoufand men, women, and children. Accord- 
ing to the Tofet al Sallateen, two thoufand elephants, three hundred 
pieces of cannon, feven hundred Arabian horfes, and a • finghaufen 
' fct with jewels, were included in the royal fliarc of plunder. The 
reft of the effe(Hs were left Co the officers and foldiers. 

Sultan Mahummud, regarding this viftory as the omen of others, 
after pafiing the rains near Mudkul, and being reinforced by Khan 
Mahummud from Dowlutabad, marched againft the infidels tonnxrds 
Oodnee } in the plains of which, on the banks of the Tummedra, 
the roy of Bcejanuggur had taken up his Ration in his own territories ; 
having given the command of Oodnee to liis fifter’s fon. Here he 
had collected a. great army, and brought elephants, and all the 
Iplendid infignia of empire, from Bcejanuggur. 

Mahummud Shaw, by the advice of Khan Mahummud, did not 
fit down before Oodnee. He collected a train of artillery, which, 
till now, hadnc\cr been employed by the faithful in Dekkan, of 
whicli he ga\ c the command to Mukknb lOian, fon of Suffder Kltan 
Sycflaance, and attached to him a number of Turks and Europeans, 
Well acquainted with fireworking. As it was common for bands of 

tliievcs 
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thieves to ftcal into the camp at night, -and murder and maim men 
and horfes, he commanded all the elephants taken from the roy to be 
fent to Koolburga, dcfiring the officers to return all their baggage to 
that place, except what was abfolutely necefiary. The artillery was 
placed round the camp, held togetlicr.by ftrong ropes and chains 
every night, and regular patroles and rounds obferved. 

In a fliort time the fultan crofled the Tummedra, and entered the 
domains of Beejanuggur ; \%liich were now, for the firft time, in- 
vaded by a ^lahummedan fovercign in perfon. Roy Kiflien Roy, on 
receiving tlie intelligence, called together all the firil nobles of his 
court, and confulted on the befl mode of oppofingthc mufllilmauns. 
It was agreed, that Hoje Mul, a maternal relation to the roy, and 
commander of his armies, fliould have the conduft of the war. Hoje 
Mul, vain to excefs on receiving his command, afked the roy if he 
fliould bring tlie prince of the muiTulmauns alive- a prifoner into his 
prefence, or prefent liim only his head upon a fpear. KiQien Roy 
replied, that a living enemy, in any iituation, was not agreeable, 
therefore, he had better put him to death as foon as he fliould talte 
him- Hoje AIul, having received his difinifiion, marched to oppofe 
Mahummud Shaw, with forty thouland horfc and flve hundred thou- 
fand foot. He commanded the bramins to deliver every day to the 
troops, difeourfes on the meritorloufnefs of flaughtering the mahnm- 
medaris, in order to excite zeal for-cxpelling them. He ordered 
them to deferibe the butchery of ‘cows, the infults to facred images 
and deftroying of temples, praCUled by the true believers, 

Mahummud Shaw, when the enemy arrived within fifteen cof. of 
his camp, commanded his general, Kiian Mahummud, to mufler 
the troops j who were found to be fifteen thoufiind hor/e and fifty 
thoufand foot. Ten thoufand horfe and thirty thoufand foot with 
all the artillery, he advanced under Khan Mahummud Khan. ' On 


• They are regarded as facred by the Hindoos. 
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tlie fourteenth of Zeekaud the armies of light and darknefs met. 
From the dawn till four in the afternoon, like the waves of the 
ocean, they continued in warm conflia with each other, 'and great 
numbers were (lain on both fides. Moofeh IChan, and Eeefeh Khan, 
who commanded the right, and left wings of Khan Mahummud’s 
' line, drank the Iherbetof martyrdom, and the'ir troops broke ; which 
misfortune had nearly given a fatal blow to the army of Iflaam. At 
.this inftant Mahummud Shaw appeared, with three thoufand frefli 
horfe. This reftored the fpirits of Khan Mahummud, as allb of the 
difordered troops, who rallied, and joined him. Mukkrib Khan, 

, advancing with die artdlcfy, was not wanting in execution, greatly 
difordering the enemy’s horfe and foot. He alked leave to charge, 
and complete the rout. Khan Mahummud, upon this, detached a 
number of the nobility to fupport hith, and permitted him to ad- 
duce } which he did with fuch rapidity, that 'the inddels had no 
time to ufe dreworks, but came to fliort weapons, as fwords and 
daggers. At this time, an elephant, named • Sheer^hikar, belong- 
ing to Khan Mahummud, refufed the guidance of his driver, and 
rulhed into the center of the enemy’s line, where he was flopped by 
^thc elephants of Hoje Mul Roy, and his driver was killed. Khan 
Mahummud, with hve hundred horfe, followed, and the elephant 
becoming unruly, turned upon the enemy, throwing their ranks 
into confufion. Hoje Mul Roy, after receiving a mortal wound, 
fled, and his followers no longer made refiftance. 'The infidels, 
feeing their center broke, fled on all fidcs. The feymetars of the 
faithful were not yet flieathcd from .flaughter, when the royal um- 
brella appeared. The fultan gave orders to renew the maflacre of 
the unbelievers. They vicre executed with fuch ftrianefs, that 
pregnant women, and even children atUic-breaft, did not efcape 
tlic fword.*'

^ It may not be unnccc!Tary here to njcniwn, 
fetnalci accompany an Indjan army. 
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Mahummud Shaw halted a week on the field, and dlfpatched 
accounts of his viflor)' to his own dominions. In performance of 
his vow of mafiacre, he ne\t marched towards tlic camp ofKilhen 
Roy, who thinking himfelf unable to oppofe, notwithfianding his 
numerous force, fled to the woods and mountains for flielter. The 
fultan followed him from place to place for three months, putting to 
deatlj all who came in his way, without diftinftion. At length 
Kiflien Roy took the road of Beejamiggur, his capital. The fultan 
purfuing, loon arrived with his army near the city. The infidels in 
the night hovered round the camp giving abufive language, but not 
daring to attack. At the end of a month, the fultan, finding it im- 
pofiible to take tlie city, or draw the enemy out of tlieir works to 
engage, pretended violent illnefs, and gave orders to retreat ; which 
were put into execution. The army having moved, Kilhen Roy 
with his troops followed from the city, conflantly hovering on all 
fides, fliouting, and ciying, “ Your king is dead ; the prayers of 
our bramins luve been accepted, and we will not fuffer a Angle 
“ man of you to efcape to his own country.” In this manner the 
army crofled the Tummedra, follow'ed on every fide by the enemy. 
At length, the fultan entered a Ipacious plain, where he commanded 
a halt j and Kithen Roy alfo encamped at no great- dilhnce. Ma- 
hummud Shaw, now finding opportunity convenient to his willies, 
thought proper to give a general audience, that the fulpicions of his 
indifpolition might be removed from the troops, who were fome- 
what difpirited, being all, except a few confidential officers, unac- 
quainted with the llratagem. He retired early, under pretence of 
weaknefs, and calling the principal nobiliqr into privacy, command- 
ed them to arm tiicir troops, and wait liis orders at a certain place, 
to which, about midnight, he repaired armed ; and after forming the 
troops into various parties, proceeded to furprife the enemy. 

Killien Roy and his officers had paCed tlie m'ght in drinking, and 
the amufement of dancing girls and fingers. They were fatigued 

with 
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wKK pleafure, and drowned in fleep; from which they were 
awakened in the dawn of moining, by the groans of the dying, and 
the (liouts of the faithful warriors piercing the heavens. Kiflien 
Roy, finding it vain to keep any order among his affrighted troops, 
fled with his people in diflionour ; and did not draw back his reins, 
till he reached his capital of Beejanuggur. 

Mahummud Shaw acquired immenfe treafures from the plunder 
of the camp. About ten thoufand of the enemy Were Gain in the 
purfuit j but this did not faftsfy the rage of the fultan, who com- 
manded the inhabitants" of every place round Beejanuggur to be 
maflacred without"" mercy. ' The bramins and principal Hindoo 
officers, feeing fuch devaftation, rofc againft Kifhen Roy, com- 
plaining that his reign was inaufpicious over them, that their honour 
was loft, ten thoufand bramins bad been llain, and not a remnant of 
population would be left. Kifhen Roy replied, that he had done 
nothing without their advice, but that he had no power to controul 
fate, and was ready to accede to whatever they advifed. Upon 
which they deflred him to make peace, as his father had done, with 
the muflUlmauns, and endeavour to appeafe them. Kifhen Roy ac- 
cordingly difpatchcd ambafladors to the fultan, confeffing his errors, 
and entreating pardon and peace ; but was refufed by^Mahummud 
Shaw. ' ' 

■ At this time, a favourite remarked to the fultan, that he had 
only Iworn to daughter one hundred thoufand Hindoos, and not 
totally to deftroy their race. 'The fultan replied, that though twice 
the number of his vow might have been flain, yet till the roy fliould 
fubmit and faiisfy the muficians, he would not pardon him, or 
fparc the lives of his fubjeas. To this, the ambafladors, who had 
full powers, immediately agreed, and the money was paid at die in- 
ftant. Maiiumniud Shaw then &ld, ** Braifc be to God, that what 

** I ordered 
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I ordered has been performed. I would not let a light word be 
“ recorded of me in tlie pages of time.” 


The ambafladors, feeing the fult.in pleafed, bowed tiieir fore- 
iicads to tiro ground, and befought him to hear from them a few 
words. Being permitted to fpeah, they obferved, tjiat no religion 
commanded to punifli the innocent for the crimes of the guilty, but 
particularly helplefs women and children ; if Kilhcn Roy had been 
faulty, the poor and avretchedhad not been partakers in Iiis crimes. 
Mahummud Shaw replied, that the decrees of providence had fo 
ordered, and tltat he had no power to alter them. The ambafladors 
then faid, tliat as the Bcflower of kingdoms had conferred upon him 
the regions of Dekkan, it was probable that his fucceflbrs and the 
princes of Carnatic might long.rcmain neighbours to each other, 
which made it advifeable, to avoid cruelties in future quarrels, 
that a treaty (hould be made not to (laughter the helplefs and wretch- 
ed inhabitants. Mahummud Shaw was (Iruck by their remarks, and 
took an oath, that he would not in future put to death a Itngle enemy 
after viflory, and would bind his fuccelTors to ,obferve the fame 
lenity. From that time to ‘ tliis, it had been the gencnal cuftom in 
Dekkan to fparc the lives of prifoners in war, and not to flted the 
blood of an enemy’s unarmed fubjedts. ATahummud Shaw, after he 
had received fatisfadlion in all his demands, returned with his vic- 
torious army to Koolburga. He on his way, vifited fliefch Seraujc 
ad Dien, to whofe .prayers, and the charities fent to Mecca-witli his 
mother, he attributed all Ids fuccefies over, die Hindoos.’ 


Alahummud Shaw had not remained above five days at his 
capital, when he was obliged to advance the royal ftandard towards 

. - ' ■ - - Dowlutabad, 


‘ It might have tacen To when Fcrithta wrote, but modem warriors have tod often 
(lained their viaories with onncceraiy (iaoghter. erpeciaily Tippoo Saheb : for whieli 
he has been puniflied by our arms, in fpite of the pity of fome Britons, in oppolition 
who feem to have had more fade compaffion for him, than true for flieir own unf r 
ornate countrymen, made capdves in defending the glory of England. 
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Dow^Utata^l, a rebellion having broken out in that quarter. When 
thefoltan, pretending illnefs, had retreated from 'Beejanuggur, and 
\ras hemmed in on all Cdes by the enemy, a report of his death cir- 
culated through every patt of his dominions, and feveral adven- 
turers took the opportunity of exciting difturbances. Among the 

number was Bahtana Khan Mazinderanec, whom the late fultan had 

honoured with the appellation of fon. Finding the country of Do w- 
lutabad empty of troops, he, by the advice of Gcodeo * Mharatta, 
chief of the Naiks, fet up the ftandard of rebellion, and fome 
of the chiefs of Berar fecretly fent troops to aflift him, as alfo 
the raja of * Buggclhna. Elevated by his . fiiccefiful beginning, he 
appropriated to his own ufe fome years revenues of Mheerut and 
Berar, which fultan Mahummud Shaw had depofited in the fortrefs 
of Dowlutabad, with which he levied troops. Moft. of the towns 
and diftrifts of Mheerut fell into his hands, Thefe he divided among 
his adherents, who, in a little time, amounted to nearly ten thoufand 
horfe and foot. 


Mahummud Shaw received intelligence of the rebellion foon after 
his return to Beejanuggur, and wrote to him, that as he fuppofed 
the report of his death, with the temptations of ill-difpofed perfons 
had alone led him to be guilty of fach daring offences, if he would 
now repent and return to obedience, he would eflecm him and his 
adherents as formerly, and forget their crimes. This letter he fent 
by Syed Jellall ad Dien and Shaw Mallek, two princlpal’fervants of 
his court. '''''

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Bahrain Khan, upon receipt of the folfan's orders, confulted 
\Ylth Geodeo. That chief obferved, tliat Mahummud Shaw was 
"haughty, and jealous of authority, fo that, after having oiFended him 
by ihch afts of difobedience, it was by no means prudent to rely on 
Ills mercy 5 therefore, as they poffefled fuch a fortrefs as Dowlutabad, 
and the raja of Buggellana and chiefs -of Berar were in their intereO, 
it was fafer not to ftop, but take every mcafure to bring their defigns 
to a fuccefsful conclufion, by rendering themfelvcs independant. 
Bahram Khan, by tlie fpecious inftigations of Geodeo, attended not 
to the fultan’s admonitions, but encreafed Ins preparations 'for refift- 
ance. Syed Jellall ad Dien and Shaw Mallek returned to the fultan, 
and laid before him the oblfinate and infolent behaviour of the 
rebel. 

Mahummud Shaw became filled with rage at this reiterated dif- 
refpedt, and, upon his return from Beejanuggur to Koolburga, dif- 
patched Mufnud All Khan Mahummud with the bulk of his army, 
intending to follow himfelf (hottly after, and enjoy the amufement of 
hunting on his march. Bahram Khan, with Geodeo and many of 
the chiefs of Berar and Buggellana, moved to Puttun; where, 
opening the hand of liberality, they colIe<fled a great croud of needy 
adventurers, eager of opportunity. Mufnud Ali, who was a veteran 
of much experience and tried abilities, not thinking it advifeable to 
engage haftily, halted at Scugaum. Bahram Khan made an attempt 
to furprize his camp ; but, finding the royalifts on their guard, re- 
treated without effe^ing his defign. Mufnud Ali, from thisj pene- 
trated the inability of the enemy, and -marched againft them. At 
the fame time he, difpatchcd accounts of his defign to Mahummud 
Shaw, then engaged in the plcafurcs of the chafe in the liills on his 
frontiers, informing him, that under the royal aufpices, he fhouldon 
fuch a day attack the camp of the rebels.

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Maliummud Shaw, upon receipt of the general's letter, refolvcd 
to advance with his attendants, in all about three hundred. His 
minihers were alarmed for his fafety, and reprefented, that as from 
Mufnud Ah s difpatches the enemy appeared to be in great force, it 
would be prudent to advance flowly, fo that the nobility and army 
might be at hand to attack the rebels with the whole of the royal 
power. The fultan allowed the propriety of tlieir reafoning, but faid, 
that it interfered with his refolution: that as he had, with only a 
Aoufand horfe, penetrated the very center of Tellngana, andpuniHied 
his enemies, alfo, with only nine thoufand horfe, drove the hofts of 
eejanuggur to the receJTes of the hills and woods, and returned fuc- 
^ce . u to t e ^tent of his defires, three hundred were fufficient to 
e s. e, immediately after, mounted his favourite fteed 
ubdeez, and moved with fuch expedition, that he reached Puttim 
e mftant when Bahram Khan had^drawn up to engage the rebels.

or fly. The flichli replied, th^t as they had fought an afyltim from 
hlin, he would give them fmccrcly fuch coiinfcl as tended to their 
welfare. He fald, that retiring to the fortref., and fliuiting tlicm- 
Ich'cs up, was far from prudent j that they had better take their 
wives and children by the hand, and, difregarding their cffcifl?, 
make their cfcapc, while they had it in their power, to Guzarat. 
They complied with his advice, and fent mefiages to their fami- 
lies, defiring them to repair to the /liekifs without delay. The 
women, uho had previoufly received hints of the defign, brought 
witli them horfes, and necefiarics for flight. TJic ilickh, fpreading 
his hands over the heads of Bahrain Khan and Gcodco, dciircd them 
to depart, faying, that by the blcfiing of God tlicy would be fafej 
after which they haftened tow'ards Guzarat.' 

Mahummud Sliaw, in the morning hearing of their cfcape^ 
purfued tiiem with four hundred horfe; but, not overtaking the 
fugitives, returned in high wrath to Dowlutabad againft flickh Ein 
ad Dien, with whom he was before dilTatisficd on the following 
account. Sultan Mahummud liad demanded a declaration of alle- 
'giance from all the religious of his kingdom, who had ' univcrfally 
. made it, except the fliekh, %\ho refufed, bccaufe the king drank 
wine, and was guilty of feme errors repugnant to the divine law. 
'The fultan now fent a mcflenger to order him to ’his prefence, and 
‘perform his allegiance, ofjyvc an aflurance under his own hand of 
liis aflent. The fliekh wrote in reply, that once, a fcholar, a « lyed, 
and a proflitute were taken prifoners together by infidels, who 
' promifed to give tlicm quarter, if they would fall proflrate before 
their idols ; or if cot, put them to inflant death. The fcholar ’agree- 
ably to the cafuiftry of mental referv’alion, performed die ceremony, 
and the fyed followed his example. When it came to the turn of 
^ the proflitute, fhe-faid, I have been all my life committing crimes, 
and am neither a fcholar nor a fyed to atone for this fin by my other

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virtues. SKe refufed to pio{lrate> and was put to death* The fliekti 
obferved, that his cafe was like hcr*s, that he was refigned to the 
fultan’s refentment, but would neither come into his prefence, nof 
take oaths of allegiance. Mahummud Shaw was enraged, and com- 
manded him to quit the city. The (hekh obeyed immediately i and 
repaired to the tomb of* fhekh Boorahan ad Dien, upon which he 
feated himfelf, and exclaimed. Where is the man who will drive ; 
me from hence ? The fultan, admiring the refolution of the Biekh, 
repented of hIs pafiion, and fent the following verfe to him by the 
fuddur al diereef, “ I am fubmiflivc to thee, be thou fubmifiive to 
« me.” , 

The fliekh replied, that if fultan Mahummud Ghazee would, 
like bis father, promote the obfervance of religious laws, difcourage 
vice from his dominions, abftain from drinking wine in pubUck, and 
permit the judges to execute the laws of the faith againft crinfinals, 
no one would be dearer to him. He alfo fent the following verfes, . 
v;rittenin his own hand: ** While I live I would do nought but 
good. I can have no views but loyalty and attachment. Even to 
“ thofc who have done evU againfl: me, if in my power, I would 
•* only do good.” Mahummud Shaw was much pleafed with the 
name of Ghazee, given him by the ihekh, and commanded it to be 
added to Ids tides . * 

Having committed the government of Mhecrut to KhanJVEahum- 
mud, he returned to Koolburga ; where, upon his arrival, he com- 
manded all the diftillerics in his dominions to be deftroyed, and 
engaged earneftly m promoting ftrift obfervance of religious laws. 
The banditti of Dekkan, famous through all countries for their 

daring

■ May we not eaU this (htkh the Thomas a Beetet of Dekkan i 
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diiini; robberies on caravans, lie determined to root out entirely. 
For tliis purpofc, the royal mandate was ilTued to the governors of 
all the provinces to ufe the utmoil vigilance in clearing their coun- 
tries of thieves and highwaymen, by putting all to death without 
didindtion, and to fend their heads to the capital, as proofs of their 
obedience. Such expedition was made ufe of, that in fi.v or feven 
months there remained not a f.gn of thefe offenders in his kingdom. 
Near eight thoufand heads were brought to Koolburga from different 
parts, and were piled up in' heaps near the city, as e.vamples of the 
royal juftice. 

Sultan Mahummud Shaw, who had attended to liis internal 
oovemment at tlic admonitions of fliekh Bin ad Dien, conftantly 
kept up a friendly correfpondence with that venerable perfonage, 
and obferved towards him great attention and refpefl. The fliekh, 
in his turn, frequently fent exhortations and admonitions, in which 
he did not refiain from delivering his fentiments with honeff freedom,^ 

• As the roles of Beejanuggur and Telingana, with all the zemin- 
dars of Dekkan, were now confined in the path of obedience and 
fubmiffion, and did not neglefl to remit their ftipulatcd tributes, the 
extent of the kingdom was free from trouble or diforders. Sultan 
Mahummud Shaw laid afide ideas of further conquefts, and employed 
himfelf in promoting the happinefs of his people, and to make his 
territories flourifli. Every year he made a tour of one quarter or 
other of Ills dominions, attended by the governor of it, who efcorted 
him back to the capital. The evcurfion was employed in invefli- 
gating the Hate of the provinces, redrefling complaints, forming 
plans of pubhek utihty, and the pleafures of the chafe. During the 
rei™ of Mahummud Shaw all tanks of people repofed on the 
couches of fecunty, and enjoyed the fulneis of eafe and pleafure. 
Senliblc of the value of a juft king, they were grateful and obe- 
dient to his autliority, and prayed eameftly for his long reigning over 

■ them. 
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them. But as the wclf of death, greedy of prey, conftantly feizes a 
frefh ‘ Jofeph, and a Jacob becomes plunged m grief, the claws of 
the favage darted on the victim of his life, and on the nineteenth of 
Zeekaud, 776, fnatched him. from the abode of this vain world, and 
overwhelmed mortals, like Jacob for bis fon, in lamentations and 
tears for his lofs. He was buried by the fide of his father, and 
All IS vanity,” v;as written on his tomb. Happy the reign that 
paffed like his, and the king, of whom fuch memorials have remain- 
ed* He was refpeded in Ins life, and at his death remembered 
b) his Virtues. » 

According to the Seruaje al Towarekh, fuch great treafiires and 
numbers of elephants, as were coUeiled m the houfchold of Mahum- 
mud Shaw, were never enjoyed by any other prince of the houfe of 
Bhamenee In his time, there were belonging to him, of great and 
fmall, male and female elephants, three thoufand, and in the reign 
of any other fultan, we read of never more than two. The fums 
accumulated by him, according to the fame book, exceeded thofe 
acquired by other princes a full half Ko prince before him ever fo 
far reduced the toies and zemindars of Carnatic, from whom he 
vvrefied much of the accumulated riches of feven hundred years. It 
IS computed that near five hundred thoufand unbelievers fell by the 
fvsords of the warriors, in defence of the faith of Illaam., by which 
the diftnds of Carnatic were fo laid vv afte, that th'^y did not recover 
their natural population for fcvcral * kerruns, Mahuramud. Sbaw. 
reigned feventeen years, ‘

MUJAHID SHAW BPIAMENEE. 


Sultan MujaWd shaw, fon of Maxiummud Shaw by the daugh- 
ter of Mahek Sycf ad Dien Ghorec, on tlie death of his father fat 
on the throne of Dckkan. He was of great bodily ftrength, tall of 
ftature, and in dignity and majefty of afpedt e\cecded all the princes 
of his family. He was unrivalled in valour, fortitude, and flrength 
of conftitution. He fpokc the Turkiflt language elegantly, and his 
favourite companions were Turks and Pcrfians, was fond of 
archery from his infancy 5 and would converfe of nothing but difeipline 
and arms. While a youth, he broke open the door of his father’s 
treafury, and taking from it fome bags of gold, divided the whole 
among his play-fellows. ’ The treafurer difeovering* the theft, in- 
formed Muhummud Shaw; who, enraged at fuch vicious conduct* 
fent Mubarik, his * betel carrier, to call the prince before Jiim. 
Upon his arrival in the prefence; he faw his father angry, and 
^uefled the caufe.j but, ufiablc to cxcufe himfcl^ remained filent* 
though he received from the angry fultan fome fevere llrokes with i 
whip, tint drew blood. When he was difmifTedi he went and com- 
plained of Mubarik to his mother; obferving, that if he had inform- 
ed him of tlie affair, he could have made her his intercelTbr, or have 
contrived an excufe to evade going to his father’s prefence, till his 
paflion was abated. The princefs obferved, that the fervaht was not 
in fault, as obedience to the fultan was his duty. TJie prince made 
no reply, and took care to ftifle every fign of refentment againfl; 
Mubarik, to whom he behaved with more attention and ktndnefs 

than

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than he had ever fliown before. At tJic end of a week, he took an 
opportunity of telling Iilrn, with much art, that he had heard he 
was bleffed with remarkable boddy ftrength, and had overcome the 
moft celebrated wrelllers by the force of his grafp, on which account 
he had a defire to try a fall. Mubarik. to pleafe the prince, con- 
fented; anda ftruggle enfued, m which Mujahid Shaw threw him 
to the ground with fuch force, that in the fall he broke his neck, 
and died immediately. The prince was then in his fourteenth year. 


Mujahid Shaw acceded to the throne in his nineteenth year. 
Immediately upon his acceffion, he made a pilgrimage to Dowluta- 
bad, in order to pay his refpefts at the tomb of fltekh Boorahan ad 
Dien j and having chofen fbekh Zien ad DieA for his fpiritual direc- 
tor, returned to his capital. As he was jealous of the power of Khan 
Mahummud, he appointed Azim Humaioon governor of Dowlutabad 
in his room, and recalled him to the prefence. He wrote to Kiflhen 
Roy, raja of B*eejanugguf, that as fome forts and diftrifts, between 
the ICiftnah and Tummedra rivers, were held by them in participa- 
tion, which occafioned conftant difagreements, he muftfor the future 
limit his confines to the Tummedra, and give up all on the eaftern 
fide to him, With the fort of Beekapore, and fome other places. 
Kiflien Roy anfvvered to tlus demand, that the forts of Roijore, 
Mudkul, and others on the banks of the Kiftnah,^ had*'for ages 
belonged to his family, therefore the fultan would -do wifely to fur- 
render them, confine hirafelf to the boundary of the KiRnah, and 
reftore the elephants which fultan Mahummud^Ehaw had obtained 
from the ill behaviour of bis fervantsj by which conceflions their 
difgufts might be changed into fricndniip. 


Mujalud Shiw, on receipt of this infoient anfwer, opened the 

entmd additions to his oLy. He

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of Dowlutabad, Eieder and Berar were colledled, lie moved, car- 
rying with him a great treafure, and five hundred elephants. Hav- 
ing crofled the Kiftnah and Tumm'edta, he arrived before the fortrefs 
of Oodnee, in ftrength unequalled in Dekkan, which he ordered 
Suft'der Klian Syeftaanee to befiege with the army of Berar, and fent 
the ameer al amra Bahadur Khan and Azim Hmnaioon, with their 
troops, onwards. Upon hearing that Kilhen Roy was encamped on 
the bank of the Tummedra, he advanced in perfon towards that 
river, by flow marches, and with great caution. The Hindoo 
prince, on the approach of the advanced army, and the motions, of 
the fultan, made preparations for an engagement. 

■ Mojahid Shaw, upon his march, was informed by fame zemindars, 
of an enormous tiger that daily committed great ravages, infomuch 
that, as a road lay near his den, many travellers had been killed by 
him, and pafiengers had, tlirough dread, now left oft' going the 
path. Being fond of hunting, he commanded them to conduft him 
to tlieforeft near his den, which they did. The fultan forbad any 
perfon entering without permifiion, and with fei en attendants only on 
foot, advanced into the foreft. The tiger foon perceived them, and 
roarin"- horribly, ftalked towards them. Mujahid Shaw commanded 
his attendants to referve their weapons, and going on fome paces, let 
fly an arrow, which entered the fide of the favage animal, who 
inllanlly fell dow n dead. ' The fultan declared, that had he mifled 
his aim, it was his refolution to have attacked the tiger with fword 
and dagger. As it w as extraordinary that one arrow only fliould kill 
him, he commanded his attendants to open the body, tliat he might 
view what entrail had been pierced. -This being done, the arrow 
was found ftuck into the heart. 

The idolaters of Bcejanuggur, upon hearing of this e.vpIoIt, were 
ftruck with dread. Though they had advanced, relblved to ^ve 
battle, they altered their intentions, and determined now on keeping 
^ clofe 
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clofe in the woods, from the cover of which they mightiannoy-^he: 
faithful, and he themfelves fecure. With this vieiv Kiflien Roy 
quitted Beejanuggur to his minifters, and, with his army, entered 

the forefts to the fouth of the city. ‘ t 

Mujahid Shaw, having heard great praifes of the beauty of the 
city, advanced to Beejanuggur : but thinking it too ftrong to befiege 
at prefent, he moved in purfuit of the enemy in the field. Kiflien 
Roy fled through the woods and hiUs towards ‘ Sect Bunder Ramef- 
far, followed by the fultan, who cut pafTages for his cavalry through 
forefts before inaccefllble. In this manner the roy fled from place to 
place, for fix months, but never dared to appear without the woods. 

It was in vain that the favourites of the fultan reprefentedthe purfuit 
as fruitlefs, and'deftruilii’e to the troops. He would not defift. At 
laft, his good fortune prevailed. The health of Kifiien Roy and his 
family became affedted by the noxious air of the woods, and they 
were warned to’quit them by the phyficians. ' Kifhen Roy had enter- 
tained hopes that the fultan would have been taken ill from the un- 
wholcfome climate, and, infteadiof himfelf, been obliged to retreat. 
Driven by ncceflity, he retired by fecret paths to his capital of Bee- 
januggur. The fultan difpatched an army after him ; while he 
liimfclf, with the ameer al amra Bahadur Khan, and five thoufand 
men, i\cnt to amufc himfelf with the fight of Sect Bunder Rameflar. 

Tlic fultan at this place reputed a mofque, which had been built 
by the officers of fulun Alla adDicn KMljcc. He broke down many 
temples of the idolaters, and laid waftc the country i after which he 
haftened with all expedition to Beejanuggur. To that city there 
were two roads, one fit for the paffage of armies, the other narrow 
and difficult. As the former was lined with amhufhes, he chofc the 
litter , through which he marched w-itli a felea body of troops, and 

appeared 


'1' CoTOmindtl ttnft, oppoRte ihc illand of Ceylon, and'eRctmed 
* cicd by thcHmdoo*, aj ihc femtofgcaatcxploitsoCtlwir godRam. 
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appeared fuddenly in the fuburbs of the city. KUhen Roy ■n-as 
aftonilhcd at his boldnefs, and fent myriads of his people to defend 
the ftreets. The fultan drove theni before him, and gained the bank 
of a piece of water, wliich only novv' divided him from tlie citadel, 
in which Kiflien Roy refidcd. Near this was an eminence, upon 
which flood a temple, covered with plates of gold and filver, fet 
with jewels, much venerated by the Hindoos, and called in, the 
language of the country, Puttuk. The fultan, eftceming the deflruc- 
tion of it as a religious obligation, afcended the hill, and, having 
razed the temple, ' poflefied himfelf of tlic precious metals and 
jewels. 

Theidolaters, upon feeing theirobjedl of veneration deftroyed, raifed 
their fliricks and lamentations to tlie iky. They obliged Kifhen Roy to 
head them, and advanced refolutely inaflomfhing numbers. Upon' 
which the fultan formed his difpolition. He laid afide his umbrella, 
and with one of hisarms-bearers, anAfgbaun named Mhamood, crofTed 
a fmall rivulet to obferve the numbers and motions of the infidels. A 
Hindoo, who knew the fultan from the horfe he rode, relblved, by 
revenging tlie deftniftion of his go’ds and country, to gain immortal 
reputation for himfelf. He moved unperceived through the hollows 
and broken ground, along the bank of the rivulet, had gained the 
plain, and was charging towards the fultan on full fpeed, when 
Mujaliid Shaw, at a lucky inflant perceiving him, made a fign to 
Mhamood Afghaun, who without delay charged the Hindoo. Mha- 
mood’s hor/e rearing, he fell to the ground. His antagonift, having 
every advantage, was on the point of putting him to death, when 
fultanMujahid Shaw advanced with the quicknefs oflightning. The 
Hindoo, changing his objedl, aimed a* heavy ftroke at the fultan, 
giving at the fame inflanta fhout of triumph, which made the fpec- 
tators believe his hlow was dffeilual. Luckily, a helmet of-iron 
faved the head of the fultan, who now infiifted fuch a wound on his 
enemy, that he was divided from the ftioulder to the navel, and fell 

■ G 2 deai 
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dead from his horfe ; upon which the fultan remounted Mhamood,'^, 
and joined his army on the other fide of the rivulet, amid the accla- 
mations of his friends and admiration of the enemy, who could not 
withhold their appUufe for fuch gallantry and valour. 

Kifhen Roy advancing with his army, the fultan committed his 
right and left wings to the ameer al amra3ahadur Khan and Azim 
Humaioon. Suffder Khan advancing with the fireworks began the' 
attack, and, after much ftrugglc and (laughter, the enemy were put 
to flight. :The conquerors had fcarce repofed from' their fatigue, 
when the brother of Kifhen Roy, arrived at the city from his govern- 
ment, with a reinforcement of twenty thouland horfe, and a vad: 
army of foot. ICilhen Roy, having collefted his broken troops, 
marched once more againfl the-fultan. Great inftances of valour 
were (hewn on both fides, and numberlefs foldiers fell in each army. 
Mukkrib Khan, with many principil officers, drank the (herbet of 
martyrdom, Sultan Mujahid Shaw engaged in perfon in all parts of 
the line. Wherever he charged, the enemy fled before him,”^ like 
flocks of (heep before the (hafp-fanged wolf. He tempered the clay 
with the blood of his enemies. Wherever he guided the reins of his 
fable fleed, the idolaters were proftrated under his fpear, ' 

Daood Khan, who had been Icft'wUh fix thoufand horfe and a 
great body of foot, tg keep pofleffion of a poft called Dhunna Sodra, 
learning that the engagement had begun at diwn, and that the 
enemy \serc ^not yet djlperfed ; alfo, that new fuccours were 'coming 
to them every inftant, was alarmed for the fafety of the fultan. He 
quilted his ftation, and joined the battle, in which he behaved with 
aftonifiiing gallantry. He wjs three times obliged to dilmount, his 
hotfes being Moimiled, nml lo fight on foot. ' The fultan, on feeing 
the fiandarii of Daood Khan, was ontwged ; but ftifled his difpleafure 
tdl tlK gale of viSoiy had waved the fianddtds of the faithful. He 
then called Daood Khan bcfoic him, gave him^a Itarfii reprimand for, 

^ quitting 
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‘quitting a Nation, fo important, that ftiould the enemy gain pofieflion, 
not a mulTulmaun could make his efcape from the city. 

The fultan no\r fent a body of troops to fecure tlie poll, but tlie 
enemy had taken advantage of Daood Khan’s abfence, and obtained 
polTeffion j of which, tlie officers, feeing them too ftrong' to be 
attacked, fent advice to the fultan, Majahid Shaw, who though he 
had llain forty thoufand of tlie enemy, yet had loft great numbers of 
Iiis own army, did not tliink proper to remain longer where he was, 
and moved towards Dhunna Sodra. The enemy fled on the flght of 
his ftandards. He then, with a choice body, remained in perlbn at 
the entrance of tlie pafs, until his whole army had crofted in fafety, 
as he judged Kiflien Roy would harafs his retreat. All who have 
beheld this country acknowledge, that fultan Mujahid Shaw, in this 
expedition, performed an action fcarccly poftible but from the hand 
of providence. 

The country of Kurrah, called alfo Carnatic, is in length from 
nortli to fouth, from the Kiftnah to Sect Bunder Rameftar, • flv 
hundred cofs, and its breadth from weft to eaft one hundred and fifty, 
along the fliorcs of the Indian ocean to the borders ofTeHngana. 
The people fpeak, ftipie the Kuzzi, and foine the Tehng language ; 
and are fo brave, that they advance to battle ' with fongs and dances ; 
but their ardour does not laft for any time. The countr}’^ is full of 
faftneftes and woods, almoft impenetrable to troops. The princes of 
the houfe of Bhamcncc maintained themfelves by fuperior valour 

only; 

• Twelve hundred miles j bul this muft be, I fancy, an exa^senlion. Major Rcn- 
ncll, m his Memoir, fa) s, the Catnaiic anciently comprized all that part of the pcnln- 
fula fojth of the Gondejama and Tungbedra ri\er», from the coart of Coromandel 
eartward, to ifie Glut mountains weftward, and was divided into Balia Gaui and 
Pav-rn Gaut, or the upp*r and lower Gauts; the former being the weftem, ard 
confarning the dirtnils which now compofcthccojntr) of TippooSaheb; and th- 
Utter cartem, or Carnatit, according to its prefent dcAnitioa, the dominions of our 
ally, Mahummud Alee Mun, navob of Arcot, 
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only j for, in power, wealth, and extent of country, the roies of 
Beejanuggur were greatly their fuperiors, efpecially in the time of 
fultan Mujahid Shaw, when as yet the whole of the country of 
Telingana had not fallen under the yoke of Bhamenee. The “ fea- 
port of Goa, .the fortrefs of ‘ Malgoan, and other places not included 
in Carnatic, belonged to tlie roy of Beejanuggur; and many diftridls 
of*Tulghautwerelnhi5pQireffion. ^His country was well peopled, 
and the fubjefts fubmiflive to his authority. The roies of Malabar, v 
Ceylon, and other lilands and countries, kept ambafladors at his 
court, and fent annually rich prefents. The ancellors ofKiilien Roy^ 
had lineally poflefled the empire for feven hundred years ; during 
which, being undillurbed by revolutions,, and fparing in expenfe, 
their treafurcs fo accumulated, as to equal thofe of all the kings of 
the earth. In the time of fultan Alla ad DIen IChiljce, the grand- 
father of Kiflien Roy buried his treafures from religious motives, and , 
a great part fell into the hands of the chiefs of Alla ad Dien, at Sect 
Bunder RamejTar, where they were concealed. 

Sultan Mujaliid Shaw, feeing it impofTible at prefent to reduce 
Bcejanuggur, moved from the vicinity of it, with his captives. 
They amounted to between fixty and feventy thoufandperfons, moftly 
women } as, in performance of the commands of his father, he had 
refrained from daughter after the fury of battle. As his troops were 
lying before Oodnee, the fultan marched to that fortrefs, which he 
befieged for nine months., A fcarclty of water had nearly reduced the 
garrifon to fubmit, when a heavy fliowcr of rain falling, eafed tlieir 
difrrefs, and they continued to holdout. At this time a want of grain, 
proaded m the royal camp, and fluxes and choHcky pains carried off 
great numbers , fo that the army in general wcic diflatisfied, and 
began to cry loudly for return to their own country.

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/ Mallek Syef ad DIcn Ghorec, hearing at Koolburga of the un- 
promifing Hate- of afiairs, petitioned the fultan for leave to join hmi 
with his troops, as he ]}ad a great delirc to view the fortrefs of Ood- 
nee, of which he had heard fo many wonderful accounts. The 
fultan having confented to his requeft, he marched ith great ex- 
pedition, and foon had the honour of killing the border of the royal 
IVIufnud. After reconnoitring the fortrefs, he obferved to the fultan 
in private, that the conqueft offuch a place, uhich had fifteen forts 
communicating with each other, was not to he hoped for in a fhort 
time ; that, preparatory to it, the Ibrts between the rivers, from Goa 
to Malgoan and Beekapore, fliould fir/l be taken. Mujahid Shaw 
upon this confented to retreat, and, through Mallek Syef ad Dien 
Ghorce, a peace being concluded with the roy of Beejanuggur, the 
fultan moved towards his own dominions, fending the miniAcr on 
before him to Koolburga. ’ 

When the royal army had crolTed the Tummedra, and arrived 
near the fortrefs of Mudkul, the fultan with fomc favourites, the 
companions of his plcafurc', went to fake tlie amufement of hunting, 
attended only by four hundre'd horfe. Among the number were 
DaoodKban, SulfderKJianSycftaanee, and Azim Humaioo"^n." Hc^ 
generally hunted all day, and pafled the night wherever overtaken 
by the darkncls, - J ' 

Daood Khan, who could not brook the reprimand given him at 
Beejanuggur for quitting his port, and alfo had a view to the throne, 
had fecretly plotted the afiaffination of thefiiltan. He was Joined in ’ 
this" confpiracy by Khan Mahuminud and Mufaood Khanj* the' ^ 
former of whom was dilgufted at 'having been ‘removed from the 
government ofDovvlutabad, andthe preference fliovvn by the fultan 
to his rival Azim Humaioon. The latter had a defire to revenge the 
death of his father Mubarik Khan, betel-bearer to the late fultan. 
The traitors waited impatiently for, an opportunity m execute their^ 
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employments. In tlic morning he difpatchcd liis nephew’s body to 
Koolbutg.i; and, after halting two or three. days, fet out for that 
capital himfelf, in great pomp and magnificence, being joined by 
the royal army. 

The death of fultan Mujahid Shaw happened in the night of the 
fevcntecndi of ijeeliidge, 779, after a reign of not quite three years. A. E 
The hillory of Hajee Mahummud Candaharee relates, tliat he 
received his lad w ouud from the Ion of Mubarik the betel-bearer.

; DAOOD SHAW BHAMENEE. 


The hiftorians of Dekkan relate, that when the news of fultan 
"Muiahld Shaw's afladination was fpread abroad, diflendon awoke m 
every quarter. Suffdcr Khan and AiimHumaioon, who had reached 
Bcejapore, entering into alliance with each other, repaired to Kool- 
hurga j and, having" vifited the murdered prince's body, they retired 
towards EVichpore and Dowlutabad, carrjdng wiih’thcm all the royal 
elephants and horfes that were Aationed at Beejapore. They w^te 
to Daood Shaw, that they were only retiring to their diftridls to 
refrefla their troops, and ftiould wait for his gracious encouragement 
wth impatience $ but whenever he fliould give them orders to repair 
to his prefence, they would haden to court without delay. The 
army of theroyof Beejanuggur, upon intelligence of the death of the 
fultan, made great rejoicing ; and overrunning the country as far as 
the Kiftnah, fat down before tbe fbrtrcfs of Roijore. The inhablt- 
\ ants of Koolburga became ^vided into two parties ; one delirous of 
I the authority of Daood Shaw, and the other of that of*Mhamood 
Khan, the youngeft. fon of fultan Alla ad Dien. This prince had 
lived confined in the citadel fince the acceflion of Mujahid Shaw. 

. Mallek Syef ad Dien Ghoree obferved to the nobility, that fac- 
tions could only occafion the nun of the ftate, therefore, it was pru- 
dent 

‘ A younger fon of the fultan Alla ad Dien HouGun Khangoli Bhamenee. 
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dent fince'Daood Shaw had already placed the crown on his head, to 
obey him,' and avoid a civil war. As Mallek Syef ad Dien was the 
firft minifter and prime fupporter of the houfc of Bhamenee, the 
officers and people of the capital agreed to follow his advice ; as did 
alfo all the ladies of the liaram, except the ffiler of the late fultan, 
and grand-daughter,' by the mother’s fide, to the minifter himfelf. 

She rebuked him for his conduct, and entreated him to cliange if, 
but without efFedt. 

' ' Mallek Syef ad Dien read the khootbah in the name of Daood 
Shaw, and went to meet him, attended by all the nobles, divines, 
and rcfpe<Rable perfons of Koolburga. He conducted the fultan in 
great* pomp to the city, where he afcended the throne Firozeh. 
Daood Shaw, at the requeft of the minifter, permitted him to retire 
from his office, and took the dire<^ion of affairs into his own hands. 

He was obeyed by all the nobility fo that liis authority, feemed fully 
eftabliflicd. The lifter of Mujahid Shaw, * Rhupervver Ageh, 
however, ftill refufed to acknowledge his authority, though Daood 
Shaw ufed every means to gain her aflentj but flie refufed to give 
any anfwcr to his meflengers. As ffie had great influence in the 
haram, of which Ihe was regarded as chief fince the death of Ma- 
hummud Shaw, the fultan did not chufe to adt towards her otherwife 
than with attention and refpedl. At length the princefs prevailed 
upon a young man of great valour, who had ftood high in the 
efteern and favour of Mujahid Shaw, by facrificing his own life, to 
revenge the blood of his patron. 

On the twenty firft of Mohirrim, 780, Daood Shaw, attended A.D 
by Khan Mahummud, going, to offer his devotions at the great 
mofque of Koolburga, was followed by the aflaffin, who placed 
himfclf at prayers behind him. While tlie king was proftmte in 
H 2 prayer

prayer, lie drew hiis fabrc, and before the attendants were aware of 
his defign, wounded him in fuch a manner, tliat he died inftantl} . 
Khan Mahummud, feeing the fiiltin dead, let not the murderer 
make his cfcape from tlic mofquc ; but, with a ftrokc, feparated his 
head from the body. Daood Shaw reigned only one month and 
five days.

MHAMOOD BHAMENEE. 


Upon the death of Daood Shaw, Mufnud Alee Klian Mahummud 
rcfolved to place on the throne his fon Mahummud Sunjer, then in 
his ninth year. For this purpofe, having coUedted his dependants, he 
repaired to the palace. Rhuperwer Ageh, being informed of his 
defign, fliut the gates, vowing that tlie fon of a traitor who had 
aflaflinated his fovereign and her brother, fliould not be fultan while 
Ihe had life. At the fame time fhe declared Mhamood, the youngeft 
fon of fultan Alla ad DIen, pofleflbr of the throne* 

As Mahummud Sunjer was in the palace, and in the power of 
the princefs, Khan Mahummud was diftreiled how to ait. Going to 
the houfe ofSyef ad Dicn Choree, he endeavoured to pervail upon 
him to join his party, but received for anfwcr, that as Mahummud 
Sunjer and fultan Mhamood were both in the hands of Rhuperwer 
Ageh, he thought it advifcablc to avoid contentions, and leave the 
choice of a prince in her hands. Khan Mahummud, as he knew 
both the nobles and the people, muflulmauns and Hindoos, would 
be guided by the advice of Mallck Sycf ad Dien, fubmitted to his 
- arbitration, and accompanied him to the palace. The princefs, after 
much perfuafion, having blinded Mahummud Sunjer to prevent all 
attempts in his favour, with the concurrence of the miniilers and 
nobility, placed Mhamood on the throne Firozch.

A }'oun^ fon of fultan Alfa ad Dien. 
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Sultan Mhamood was a prince of fweet difpoRtion, liumane, N ir- 
tuous.and juft. He hada penetratingjudgmcntin all aff.tirs of ftatc. 

In the beginning of his reigu he confined Khan Mahummud in the 
fort of Saugher, regarding him as a fower of feditions ; and he dicd> 
not long after, in his prifon. He commanded Mufaood, who had 
aflifted in the murder of Mujalud Shaw, to be impaled alive* 
Malleh Syef ad Dien Ghoree was prevailed upon, with much entreaty 
and encouragement, to rc-accept the honours of prime minifter and 
got ernor of the capital. The fultan engaged in no affairs without 
his advice. This caution proved fortunate ; for, during his reign, no 
difturbanccs’happencd in the empire, nor was there any relaxation of 
the orderand ccconomyof government. 

Bahadur Klian, Suffder Khan," and Azim Humaioon, haflcncd 
uith the expedition of obedient fubmiffion to the capital; where 
they vowed their allegiance, and made proper offerings of congratu- 
lation. The roy of Beejanuggur raifed the fiege of Roijorc, out of 
tefpea to the fultan, and agreed to pay him tlie tribute ftipulatcd in 
the reign of fultan Mabummud Shaw Ghazee. 

Sultan Mhamood had a tafte for poetry, and wrote elegant verles 
hisnCelf. Hefpokefiuently the Pcrlian and Arabic languages.* When 
profperous events occurred, he was not intoxicated with joy, nor im- 
merfed in grief at the attacks of misfortune. He never cohabited 
but with one wife, and paid great regard to the opinions of divines, 
of whofe company be was very fond. In his reign, the poets of 
Arabia and Perfia reforted to Dekkan, and Were benefitted by the 
gracious flow of the ftream of liberality. Ivleer Fyez Oollah Anjool 
who prefided on the feat of juftice, once prefenting him with an ode, 
\\ as reu arded with a thoufand pieces of gold, and permitted to retire, 
covered witli honours , to his own country. The fame of tlie" fultan's 
aflabdity, 3udgment, and munificence, fpread fo wide, that the 
celebrated poet of Shiraz, Khaujeh Hafiz, determined to vifit Dckffan ; 

but 
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but was prevented by a train of accidents, which, with the caufe of 
his intention, are thus related. I 

Meer Fyez Oollah Anjoo fent tliis famous poet a prefent with a 
letter, intimating, that if he would confer honour on the fultan’s 
dominions by his approach, and make Dekkan the envy ofparadife 
by his bounty-.fliedding prefence, the inliabitants would value pro- 
perly fuch an honour, and have him conducted back to Sliiraz, 
enriched to the height of his defires. The poet, from the kind- 
nefs and aflurances of Fyez Oollah Anjoo, became ardently defirous 
of vifiting Dekkan. He difpofed of the gifts fent him among his 
relations and creditors j and, departing from Shiraz, arrived fafely at 
* Lar. Here he afiifted a friend, who had been robbed, with great 
part of Iiis ready money. From Lar he was accompanied to Ormus, 
by Khaujeh Zieh al Ab ad pien Hammadanee, and Khaujeh Mahum- 
tnud Gazroonee, who were alfo going to vifit HindooRan. With 
them he took fliippingin one of the royal, velTels, that had arrived at 
Onnus from Dekkan j but he had not weighed anchor, when a IVorm 
arofe, and the fea became very rough. , Hafiz repented of his jour- 
ney j and, pretending tliat he had forgotten to take leave of fome of 
Ills friends at Ormus, left the ihip. Having written the following 
ode, he entrufted it to be given to Fyez Oollah Anjoo; after which 
he returned to Shiraz. 


ODE. 

«* The breeze of my garden is not to be purchafed by the poflef- 
** fion of the world. 

My companions rebuked me, and laid. Quit this Ipot. What 
“ whim hath poflefied thee, that thy cell is not to be valued? 

Yonder 

• A port in the Forfian gulph. 
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“ Yonder royal crown, on which is fet danger of life, rs all 
“ heart-enticing ornament, but not worth my lofs of head. 

'From defite of pearls, the dangers of the fea appeared eafy to 
<■ me; but I miftook ; for one wave is not to be appeafed by trea- 
fares of gold. 

<■ Is my heart difpirited in the affembly of friendfhip ? All the 
'■ gildings of att are not worth a Angle cup of-generous wine. 

" If Hafiz chufcs to retire from the world, contented with a 
«> little, hundreds of pieces of gold are not wotth one inftant of 
** NCTtalion.” 

When Fyez Oollah received this ode he read it to the fultan, 
who was much pleafed \Vith the poetry, and obferved, that as Hafiz 
had fet out with intentions to vifit his court, it was incumbent upon 
him not to leave him without proofs of his liberality. He then com- 
mitted a thoufand pieces of gold to Mahummud Cafim Mcfliidec, 
one of the learned in his court, that he might purchafe with it what 
was mod acceptable of the curious produftions of Hind, and fend 
them to the poet at Shiraz j which ^vas done accordingly. 

Sultan Mhamood Shaw was fond of rich and curious apparel, 
while a youth, but, upon his accetfion to the throne, would wear no 
other than plain white. He frequently obferved, that kings were 
only truftce? of the divine riches, and that to expend more upon 
thcmfelvcs than neceffity required, was a breach of truft. A i^ine 
falling out during his reign, he kept ten thoufand bullocks on his own 
account conftantly going to and from Malwa and Guzarat for grain 5 
vhich was fold out to the people at a cheap rate. At tlic cities of 
'to Blcdcr, Candahaj, EUchpore, and Dowlutabad, alfo at 
t-houlc, Dabul, and other great towns, he cftablifljcd fchools for 

orphans. 
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orphans, with ample foundations for their fupport. He appointed 
ftipendsfor the expounders of the feriptures and the prophet’s hiftory ; 
and gave monthly falaries to the blind in all his dominions. He paid 
great attention to fiickh Serauje ad Dien, vifited him in his laft illnefs, 
and, going often to his tomb, ofFeied prayers for'his happinefs; and 
'gave alms to the poor pilgrims. 

As the fultan, on his acceffion, cliofe the bleffings of peace in' 
preference to the tumultuous glories of war, his government pafled in 
cafe and fecurity 3 fo,that the Dekkanees gave him the title of 
Anftotle. During his reign of nineteen years nine months and> 
twenty four days, only one difturbance occurred, towards the latter, 
end, which was quelled in a few months. 

Baha ad Dien Dowlutabadee pleafing the fultan, was appointed 
to the command of the fortrefs of Saugher5 and his two fons, the one 
named Mahummud, and the other Khaujeh, were honoured with the 
royal confidence. By degrees they afeended the mufnud of nobility, 
and gained fo much dignity and power, that tlieir profperny excited 
the envy of their rivals, svho let loofc the tongue of defamation againfl: 
tliem, and accufed them of breaking the royal truft. Though the 
fultan lent but little attention to fuch accufations, deeming them 
falfe, yet the brothers were alarmed for their own fafety, and fetting 
up tlie fiandard of rebellion and difobcdience, fled to Saugher, with a 

joined in the rebellion, and levied troops. He twice defeated the 
royal army font againft him, and acquired much plunder and power. 

Sultan Mhamood Shaw the third time difpatchcd againfl him 
Eufiiff Azdlr, a Turkifli flave, with a pow crful army ; who lay before 
Sauglier for t\%o months ; during which the rebels made fcveral def- 
perate rallies. One day, in particular, the elder brother Mahum- 
mud, witli four hundred bra\e companions, charged the rear of the 
^ royaL 
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royal camp with great fuccefs, till he wounded in the hand by 
Mahummud Kallapaharce j whom he, in turn diTablcd, but his 
troops fled. He would not then quit his horfe j and, his father com^ 
irig to his affiftance, renewed the light till night, when darknefs put 
an end to contention. The two brothers, contrary to their cuflom, 
paired this night on the edge of the ditch without the fort, unmind- 
ful of the treachery of fortune. A number of the garnfon, in league 
with the royaYifts, took this opportunity of writing to Eufuff A'idir, 
the general, that the l^rothers were without the fort, and offering, if 
he would fend a chofen band, to admit them by a wicket, and put to 
death the chief rebel Baba ad Dien. Eufuff Azdtr having fele( 3 :cd a 
number of refolute foldlers, commanded them, if the head of Baha ad 
Dien ffiould be fent them by the garrilbn, to enter and take poflcllion i 
otherwife, to dehft and return to camp. When they arrived at the 
place of appointment, their friends within threw over to them their 
chief’s head, which fatisffed their doubts 5 and, entering the fort, they 
founded the march of viflory. At this fignal, the brothers were 
attacked by the royaliffs without, feeing no road of efcape, they 
chofe to die fighting defperatcly, with moft of their followers. After 
performing wonderful ads of valour, they quaffed the ftierbet of 
annihilation. This was the firft. and laft time, in which the fword 
of punifhroent was drawn from the fcabbard during the reign of 
Mliamood Shaw. ' 

The fultan, not long after this vldory, on the twenty firft of 
D.135&. Rejib,'7g9, died of a putrid fever } and the next day Mallek Syef ad 
Dien Choree, the chief prop of the houfe of Bhamenee, after hav- 
ing trod the path of life ibr one hundred and feven years, placed the 
fcal of laffing filence upon his lips. He was buried, agreeably to his 
will, m the court of the tomb of fulun Alla ad Dien Houffun 
Kangoh Bhamenee, and over his grave was laid a great terrace of 
Hone.

It Is recorded, tliat fultan Mhamood was fo Ilridl a promoter of 
the Ia\^ s, that no negledts were fuffered by him in the fmalleft points 
A woman, convidtcd of the crime of adultery, was once brought to the 
comtof jufticetoreceive thepuniflunentof thelavv. The judgemade 
fome enquiries why flie had been guilty of fo great a crime. She re- 
plied, “ I knew not, O judge, tliat the a<5l was unlawful ; but believed, ' 
that as one man might have four women, I might be indulged, 
with equal propriety, witli four men; ‘but, as I am now informed 
I was guilty of error, I will not offend by repetition of the crime/" 
The judge was perplexed at her anfwer, and /lie efcaped, by her 
Wit, the punl/hmcnt infli<5ted by the law on adultery. Sultan Mha- 
mood reigned nineteen years, nine months and twenty four days^

'GHEAUSE AD DIEN BHAMENEE. 


HEN the kingdom of Dekkan was deprived of the virtuous and 
juft fulun. Mhatnood, his cldcft fon, Cultan Gheaufe ad Dien, in his 
feventcenth year, ornamented the throne of empire hy his gracious 
acceftion. Ohferving the rules and enftoms of hU father, he behaved 
gracioufly to ah j and remembering the old fervants and fupporters of 
his family, comforted them with favour and kindnefs. Intelligence 
of the death of Suffder Khan Sycftaancc arriving at court, tlie fultan 
having conferred upon his fon Sullabut Khan the title of Mujihfs Alee, 
together with his offices and eftates, difpatchcd him in great fplendour 
and magnificence to Berar, Ahmed Beg Cazvvcenee, ** pcfliwa to 
Mahutnmud Khan, fon of A 2 im Homaioon, was exalted to the office 
of mcer nobul, or lord of the \\alchcs, and the fultan ftioncd him 
uncommon regard and attention. This excited the jealoufy of Lall- 
cheen, one of the moft powerful Turkifh flaves of fultan Mhamood, 
who afpired to the dignity of prime minifter, and vviflied the poft of 
meer nobut for his fon Houfiim Khan. Not fuccceding in his views 
he became difcontented, and was reproved by the fultan } who often 
obferved before him, that it was highly injurious^ to the publick to 
put Haves in office oyer the heads of thofc who were, many of them, 
defendants of the prophet; or that he Ihould depart frorfi the 
cultoms of his royal anceftois-

Lallchecn 

The title is ftill retained by the 
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Lallclieen, angry at the remarks of the fultan, treafured the in- 
fults in his mind. He turned all his thoughts on revenge, hut openly- 
appeared fatisfied witli his condition, and fubmilfive to the king. He 
had a daughter, celebrated for her be.uity, wit, and Ikill in mufick, 
whom the fultan was defirous of poirelTing, and privately fent her 
profefiions of his love. Lallcheen, foon after his acceffion, invited 
the young fultan to an entertainment at his houfe. The fultan, in 
hopes that he tv ould prefent his daughter as an oifering before him, 
condefeended to his requeft with much fatisfaftion. Lallcheen treat- 
ed his royal gueft with much fplendour and magnificence. ' When 
he had exhilerated his fpirits with wine, he rcquelled him to clear ' 
tlie prefence of Ids followers, making ligns, which the fultan inter- 
preted in favour of his wifhes. Eager to enjoy the flave’s beautiful 
daughter, and drowned in the fea of dclire, the fultan, without cau- 
tion, commanded all his attendants to retire. Lallcheen, leaving a 
eunuch with inflrufUons to ply the fultan with wine, departed 
towards his haram. .as if for his daughter; but in a little time after 
re-entered with a drawn dagger. The fultan, though intoxicated, 
attempted to make refinance, but could not walk firmly; and, foon 
falling to the ground, rolled down a flight of flops. Lallcheen came 
up with him at die lafl flop, and feized him by the hair. By the 
help of the eunuch, having throw n him upon his hack, he picrcc.l 
out both his eyes with the point of his d.aggcr ; then fending for the 
royal attendants one by one, as if by the fultan’s orders, he put them 
to death fingly, as they came, to the number of tw enty four perfons, 
all of thchighcft diflindlion andofnee; fothat no ore rcinained alive 
powerful enough to obflrnfl his dcligns. die then placed Shuinie ad 
Uien, brother to the dethroned prince, on tlic throne, and fem the 
latter in copnnement to the fortrejs of Saughcr. 1 hts cv cat haj'pcii- 
cd on the icvcntccntlt of llamazin, 799, after a reign of only one A. D. i 
.month and twenty dtjs.

• SHUMSE AD DIEN BIIAMENEE. 


Sultan SUumfe ad Dien acceded to the throne m his fifteentli 
year, and, warned by the fate of his predcceffor, was contented 
with the name of fovereign Lallcheen was honoured with the title 
of ^ tnaUek naib , and the nobihty who had eftaped the fword feeing 
no fafety but m fubmiflion, bowed their heads to his authority. The 
mother of the fultan, who had been a (lave, anxious for the fafety of 
her child, paid the utmoft deference to Lallcheen, and inftrudled her 
fon to do the fame She reprefented to him, that it was by his good 
offices he was raifed to the throne, that he had no loyal fubjedt butr 
him , fo that he (hould be careful not to depart from his advice, or 
liften to the malicious reports or infinualions of mterefted perfons 
againft him. Lallcheen behaved to the fuUan's mother witli 
great refpeft, frequently fending her coftly prefents of valuable 
curiofities, and ufing every means to enfure hej^onfidence. 

Sultan Daood Shaw had left behind him three fons, Mahummud 
Sunjer, blinded, as before related, by the prmcefs Rhuperwer Ageh, 
Titozc Khan, and Ahmed Khan The two laft were born of the 
Lme mother, and at tlie time of their father’s death were between fix 
and feven years of age Their uncle, Mhamood Shaw, had behaved 
With paternal tendernefif, educated them m a manner becoming their

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ranV, and taken care to have them accoropliflied in all military exef- 
cifes, under the prcceptorfliip of Mecr Fyez Oollah Anjoo Sheerazee. 
As Sultan Mhamood Shaw had not then a fon, he gave each of the 
princes one of his daughters, and would fbmetimes Ay, that Firozc 
Khan Ihould be his fucceflbr. He frequently feated him by his lide 
on the throne, and would declare, that none of his houfe was more 
deferving or accomphflied, or likely to add lullre to the throne. 
When the Almighty blefled him \\ith fohs, he appointed the eldeft, 
fultan Gheaufe ad Dicn, his fuccefibr in the throne; and conjured 
Firoze Khan and Ahmed Klian, upon his death-bed, to be loyal and 
obedient to him. - They accordingly ferved him with fubmilHon and 
fidelity. 

When fultan Gheaufe ad Dien was depofed and blinded by Lall- 
cheen, his fillers infiigated their hiilbands to revenge his cajfc; which 
they rcfolved on doing tlie firft opportunity. Lallchecn learning their 
intention?, complained of them to the fultan. He accufed tliem of 
falfchood and treachery ; hoping by this means to alarm his fears, and 
obtain an order for their death, or imprifonment, but all in vain ; as 
fultan Shumfc ad Dien would not believe them faithlefs. Lallcheen 
then reprefented to the queen mother, that if flic did not get rid of 
the brothers, her fon would be depofed, and Ihc, who was accufed of 
love to his perfon, be expofed to mi(cry and infult. This art had a 
full effe£l on the princefs, who at length gained over her fon to con- 
fent to the muider of hiscoufinsj but they having obtained intelli- 
gence of the deftgns forming againft them, cfcaped from Koolburga 
to theforirefs ofSaughcr. 

Suddoo, a Have of the royal fimily, who commanded in Saugher, 
W’-as rich and pov\ erfuh He received them into the fort with Tclpecl, 
and left nothing undone to teftify his loyalty. Ahmed Khan and 
Firozc Khan from hence wrote to fultan Shumfe ad Dien, and the 
principal nobilit)', that their defign was only to expel Lallcheen

whbfe treachery to fultan Ghcaiisc ad Dicn, and other crimes, which 
had caft diflionour on the royal family, \verc known to all, and 
demanded punifliment ; that if that was effedtcd, they fliould remain 
loyal, and fumiflivc to the royal authority, and regard fultan Shumfe 
ad Dien as their lawful prince; but if their willi 'was not complied 
with, they would not negleft to ufe all the power in their hands to 
obtain tlaeir dehre. 

Sultan Shumfe ad Dien, by advice of his mother and Lallcheen, 
fent back an anfwer which ferved only to raife the flames of conten- 
tion. The brothers, witli the aflTiftance of Suddoo, having colieaed 
three thoufand horfe and foot, in hopes that great part of the 
troops would join them from the capital, marched towards Kobl- 
burga. Being difappointed, they halted fome lime on the banks of 
the Beemrah, but no one joined from the city. It was, notwithftand- 
ing* agreed tliat they fliould advance, and the umbreDa of royalty 
sm fpread over the head of Firoze Khan. Ahmed Khan was exalt- 
ed to the ofRce of ameer al amra, Suddoo to that of meer nobut, and 
Mcer Fycz Oollah Anjoo was appointed vaqueel, or prime minlfter. 
Titles of honour and employments were alfo conferred on their 
dependants, accorchng to their rank, quality, and merit. 

Upon their arrival witliinfour cofs of tlic city, Lallcheen having 
diflributed great fums of money in largcl^o the officers and troops, 
marched out, wuh fultan Shumfe ad Dien, to oppofe them. A fevere 
engagement took place in the vicinity of the town of Merkole, and 
the brothers being defeated, fled with their remaining friends and 
adherents to Saugher. The power and haughtinefs of the king's 
mother and Lallcheen at length grew to fuch an height, that many of 
the officers about the court privately offered their fervices to the 
bfothen,, whom they advifed to procure pardon frbm fultan Shumfe 
ad Dit:n,and repair to Koolburga, where they might form plans for 
forwarding their tiews at leifurc. 


Firoze 
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Firoze Klnn, relying on the affurances of his friends, fent Meer 
Fyez OoiUh Anjoo and Sycd Kummaul ad Dien, with other refpe< 5 ta- 
ble perfons, to the queen and LaUcheen, rcprefcnting, that fear only 
had occafioncd their rebellion, of which they now fincerely repented ; 
and if the fultan would fend them letters of pardon,, they would re- 
pair to court, and live under the fliadovv of the royal munificence. 

The queen mother and LaUcheen, highly pleafed at fuch a requeft^ 
fent letters of pardon, filled with the moft flattering affurances of 
flavour. 

Soon after the arrival of the letters, the two brothers were fitting 
upon a terrace, and confulting whetlier tliey fliould yet go to Kool- 
burga, when a • Caflimirian madman palled by, and exclaimed, I am 
come, O Firoze of lucky aufpices, tocondudl thee to Koolburga, 
and make thee fultan. Regarding tliis as a happy prefage, they 
marched immediately to Koolburga j where they were honoured by 
drelTes and gifts from the fultan ; but LaUcheen and Firoze Khan, 
ftill fufpicious, were ever on tlieir guard againft each other. 

About a fortnight after tlieir arrival in the capital, on Thurfday; 
the twenty third of Suffer, anno 800, Firoze Klian came into the A. 0.139? 
durbar, attended by twelve ^ aflillehdars firmly attached to his intereft, 
and about three hundred of Iiis other followers obtained admittance 
into the fort, by one or two at a time. . He then lent fgr his brother 
Ahmed Khan, and, upon his arrival, told LaUcheen that fome of his 
relations were come from his jaghirc, in order to pay their relpe< 5 ls 
to the fultan, whofe commands he requefted might be given to the 
porters, to admit whomfoever he ibould lend for.

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FirozeKhan taking care to employ Lallchecn in convciiadon, 
his brother went out, on pretence of introducing his relations. 
Attempting to pafs with twelve perfons at once, he was flopped by 
the porters; when, finding that his feheme mufl be betrayed, he 
refolved to run all hazards, and attacked them. The porters were 
cut down, and he ruflied into the durbar without delay. Some oppo- 
fition was made by Lallcheen’s fons, but all the reft of the afTembly 
fled. Sultan Shumfe ad Dien ran to hide himfelf in a fubterraneous 
apartment. The three hundred friends of Firoze Khan, agreeably to 
the plan formed, attacked and put to flight die dependants of Lall- 
cheen in the courts of the palace ; fo that every thing fucceeded 
according to defign. 

FirozeKhan having put chains on fultin Sliumfe ad Dien and his 
miniftcr, confined them in the apartment to which they had fled for 
flielter. Then, accompanied by the nobility, he repaired to the hall 
of audience, where he afeended the throne Firozeh. To fulfil the 
prediftion of the Caflimirian, and as a ‘fortunate prefage, he flilcd 
himfelf Firoze Sbaw Roze Afzoon, and girt himfelf widi the fword 
of fultan Alla ad Dien. When his authority was eftablifhed, he 
blinded fultan Shumfe ad Dien, and fent him to confinement in the 
fortrefs of Bieder. Having fent for fultan Glieaufe ad Dien from 
Saugher, he gave up Lallchecn to Iris refentment. That 'prince, 
though quite blind, having ordered him to be placed bound before 
him, killed him with one ftroke of his fabre. He then afked with 
much carnctlnefs of fultan Firoze Sbaw to be allowed to gp 
grimage to Mecca. This was granted, and he failed from Choule, 
and arrived m fafety at the holy city. Sultan Firoze Shaw fent annu- 
ally for his fupport five thoufand pieces of gold, and quantities of the 
befl; manufa€lures of Hind, tilf his death, which fell out at Mecca, 
a ter many years. Sultan Shumfe ad Dien reigned only five months 
nnd feven days.

From various luftories we learn, that /iilfan Firozc Sh.nvfar ex- 
ceeded his prcdeccflbfs in power and magnificence ; and that in him 
the houfe of Bliamcnec became nioft celebrated. He forced tlic roles 
of Beejanuggur to give liim a daughter of their houfe in marriage, 
though againil their cufiom of marrying only in their own tribe. 
Neither did he neglcdt the promulgation of the true faith, but made 
four and twenty glorious catnpaigns, by the fuccefs of which he great- 
ly enlarged his dominions. The fort of '* Beckaporc, and the bcfl 
part of Telingana, were by him reduced to the lilaani yoke. He 
■was alfo the firft of the Dekkan fultans who wore a crown fet with 
jewels in tlie form of a turban. On liberality, one of the prime vir- 
tues of royalty, he valued himfelf.much, and required a great repu- 
tation. He was guilty of no offences againft the rules of religion, but 
drinking wine and likening to mufic- He failed often, and regularly 
' obfen.'ed the preferibed ceremonies of the holy law. He \\ ould often 
exprefs anxiety for his two offences, but laid, that as mufic lifted liis 
mind to contemplate the divinity, and wine did not make him 
' . ' K 2 paflionate,

At length the fultan em- 
braced the judgment of the Shecahs, and took into his haram in 
one day three hundred women. . 

According to Hajee Mahummud Candaharee, Firoze Shaw, 
every fourth day, made a point of copying fixteen pages of the 
koraun j after which he engaged in pnblick,bufinefs. He generally 
ipcnt his evenings, till twelve o'clock, in company of divines, poets, 
reciters of hiftoty, and chaunters of the * fhaw nammeh, and the 
. moft learned and \\ itty among his courtiers. In this aflembly he laid 
afidc the royal dignity 5 obferving, that wben he fat on the throne 
to tranfaft bufmefsi he was a fovereign, and nece/Iarily obliged to 
affume ftate, that his dignity might traprefs the hearts of the people 
and the order of government be fupported ; but that, in their com- 
pany, he regarded himfelf as a private ‘perfon, and wiihed to be

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treated without form or ceremony. He defired that all might come 
or go at will; tliat each peifon might call for what he chofe to eat 
and drink, and fpeak freely on all fubjecls but two, which he forbad 
being introduced into conveifation; the firil, affairs offtate, and 
thcfecond, flandcrofan ablent perfon. 

Mullah E^uk Sirhindee, a man of great learning and wit, 'ob- 
ferved one day to the fultan, that his defiring his attendants to ufe no 
ceremony towards him was contrary to the genius of kings ; the 
truth of which was proved by an anecdote of the emperor ^ Mahum- 
mud Subuftageen, and the phyfician and aftrologer, Anwerec Khan. 
The fultan defired he would relate the ftory. Having heard it, he 
laughed, and obferved, that fuch behaviour could only proceed from 
princes void of jufticc, difeernment, or fcience; and that he hoped 
fuch weaknefs, as could occafion a like conduct, was not in his dif- 
pofition. Thofe who frequented the fiiltan’s aiTemblies, had full 
experience of his excelling moft princes in uniformity of behaviour, 
and ftcadinefs of conduit. 

There arc many curious anecdotes of fultan Firoze Shaw by 
Moolla Daood Biederee, the relation of which would occafion too 
great prolixity, and perhaps caufe my being accufed of departure 
from truth; fo tiiat I Iliall notghc them to my readers ; but as 
Subuftageen and the phyfician Anweree have been mentioned, it 
may be proper to give the flory in the words of Moolla Daood 
Biederee.

Hroze Shaw built a town on the hanks of the Beemrah, which he 
called Fvvozeabad.

In the apartments where 
any of his own women refided, he Bid not allow more than three 
female attendants to one perfon, who were to be always of the fame 
nation, or fpcak the fame tongue as their miflrefs. He had perfons 
conftantly employed to buy women Raves of all nations ; from whom * 
he chofe perfons to fupply the vacandcs occafioned by death, or other 
caufes, among his miftreffes or their fervants. He had Arabians’, 
Circafiians, Georgians, Turks, Rulfians, Europeans, Chinefe, Af- 
ghauns, Raajepootes, Bengalees, Guzaratees, Tellnganees, Mharat- 
tins, and others, in his haram, and could converfe with each in her 
own language. 'He divided his attention fo regularly among them, 
that each lady fancied herfelf moft. beloved by the fultan. He could 
reaifne '•Tl oretft and Aryec’i j and relpeStecif ne tenets o1 a£l religions, 
but acknowledged with raptures the faith of Mahummud fuperlor to 
all others, as it commanded keeping up women from the eyes of 
Grangers, and forbad the ufe of wine, contrary to the other fyftems 
of religion. r

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- When'fultan Firoze Shaw afcendedthe throne, he appointed his 
brother Ahmed Khan ameer a 1 amra, with the title of* Kiiaa Klianan, 
and raifed Meer Fyez Oollah Anjoo, his preceptor, to the office of 
*'vaqueel al fultunnut and title of * mallek naib. Honours were 
alfo conferred on many of tlie family of Bhamenee. Hiftorians 
unitedly agree, that he made twenty four campaigns againft the Hin- 
doos, but the particulars of a few only are related by MooUah Daood 
Biederee in his Tofet al Sallateen. 

In the year 8oi, Dewul Roy, of Beejanuggur, with thirty thou- 
fand horfe, and a vaR army of foot, invaded the royal territories 
between the rivers, witli a defign to reduce the forts of Mudkul and 
Roijore. Sultan Firoze Shaw having intelligence of his motions, 
moved \rithout delay from Koolburga to Saugher, where he took a 
muiler of his army. After this he put to death a zemindar, with 
fevcn or eight thoufand Hindoos, who had been always very troublc- 
fome and rcfradlory. The armies of Dowlutabad and Berar had 
joined him, and he was preparing to move againft Dewul Roy, when 
fuddcnly advice was brought, that Nerfing, pofiefibr of j Kurleh, at 
the inftigations of the fultans of * Mando and ' Afeer, alfo the roy of 
Beejanuggur, had invaded the province of Berar, where he committed 
cver^'’ cruelty and depredation on the muflul^r^auns as fu’ as tlie walls 
of* Dahoor. Upon this the fultan fent back tlie forces of Dowluta-

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ted to oppofe Nerfmg, and marched with the remainSef of his 
troops againft Dewul Roy. 

It being the rainy feifon, and the river Kiftnah very full. Dewuh 
Roy had pitched his camp, in felf-fecurity. on the bank; and ftation 
ed.Iarge bodies, of foot along the lliore to oppofe the paffage of the 
muffulmauns. Sultan Firoze Shaw, on his arrival near the river, 
held a council of war with his chief officers, but received no advice' 
that to him appeared fatisfa^lory. While the fuUan was debating 
in his own mind how to a(^, “Cauzi Serauje, feeing his concern, 
offered, if the faltan would permit him, to crofs the river with a few 
of his friends, whom he would feleft for the purpofe, to affaffmate 
Dewul Roy, or his fon, as he found it moff convenient ; obferving,' 
when the alarm that .would attend fuch an exploit Ihould throw the’ 
enemy's camp into confufion, the fultan might fend a party acrofs the 
river, fecure a paffage for the whole army, and make the infidels^ 
repent of their infolcnce and difobedience to the prince -of the faithful^* 


. The fultan approving the meafufe, Tome hundreds of hurdles 
covered with leather were prepared expeditiouHy for the troops to 
crofs. Cauzi Serauje* with feven of his friends, difguifed as holy 
mendicants, proceeded to the roy’s camp, and repaired to'thc quarter' 
where tKc dancing girls refided. Here the cauzi pretended to be en- 
raptured with a courtezan, and was guilty of a thoufand extravagan- ’ 
cies to fupport his charaiffcr. In the evening, the girl having adorned 
herfelf in her xicheft, ornaments, prepared to go out j on which, the' 
cauzi, like a jealous and diftratled lover, falling at her feet, entreat- 
ed her to day, or Jet him attend her, and not rend his heart by 
abfcncc. The woman upon tlus informed him, that Jhe was ordered 
to attend an entertainment by the toy's fon, and durff not difobey,^

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'nor could flie take him with her, as only muficians and dancers 
would be admitted. The cauzi upon this replied, tliat he played on 
the fame inftrument as herfelf, and had, befide, fome curious accom- 
plifliment that would highly pleafe the roy's fon. rThesdancing girl,, 
thinking him in jeft, out of contempt gave him her ‘mundul, and 
defired him to play ; which he did in fo mafterly a manner, that (lie 
was delighted, faying, that his company would give her fuperiority 
over her fellows, and do her honour with the roy*s fon. Accord- 
ingly, he with his companions attended the girl to the tents of the 
young roy. ^ \ , 

As is the cuftom of DekJean, many fets of loolies and dancing > 
girls were ordered to perform at the fame time, and having iiniihed 
their parts, the roy’s fon called for the players and mummers. The- 
dancing girl now obtained leave for the cauzi and one of his com-'' 
panions to fliow their feats. Having aflumed the drefs of women, 
they entered ogling and fmiling, and fo wellimitated the mummers 
in playing on tlic mundul, dancing and mimickry, that tlie roy's fon 
was charmed with their performances. At length they each drew a 
dagger, and, like the dancers of Dekkan, continued to flourilh them 
for fome time, making a thoufand antic poftures in advancing, retreat- 
ing, and turning round. At laft, fuddcnly rufliing upon die roy’s fon, 
they plunged both the daggers intoliis bread, afterwards attacking his 
companions. Their remaining friends, who were w'atching widiout 
die tent, on hearing an alarm, ripped up die curtain, and entered to 
aflift diem. -Many of the company being much intoxicated, were 
eafxly put to death. The cauzi with his friends extinguifhed all the 
lights ; and, making their efcape through the rent, mingled with the 
crowd. The outcry foon became general round the tents. Great 
confufion enfued, and various reports and alarms took place. Some 
faid, that the fultan had crofled tlie river and furprized the camp;

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others, that one of his chiefs, with twelve thoufand men, had cut off ^ 
both the roy and his fon The night was uncommonly dark, and 
the camp extended near ten miles, (b that circumftances weie va- 
rioufly reported, and the different chiefs, ignorant of the real caufe 
of the alarm, contented themfelves with waiting m their feveral 
quarters under arms About four thoufand of the fultan’s troops in 
this interim, croffed the river in boats ana rafts, v\hicli had been pre- 
pared for the purpofe The enemy s foot Rationed to oppofe the 
paffage, terrified by the alarm in camp and the approach of the 
fultan s forces, fled in confufion, without waiting to be attacked. 
Before the morning Firoze Shaw had crofled the river with his whole 
army, and at dawn affaulced the enemy’s camp with great fury. 
Dcwul Roy, grieved by the death of his fon, and panic Rriick at 
die bravery of the affailants, made but ^ faint refinance Before 
funrift, having taken up his fon s corpfe, he fled w iih his army The 
fultan gamed immenfe plunder m the camp, and purfued him to the 
Mciinty of Bcejanuggur Several actions happened on the way, all 
of which were fortunate to the fultan, and the roads wereTieaped 
up with the bodies of the flaughtcred Hindoos 

When Dewul Roy had fliuthunfelf up in the fort of Beejinuggur, 
and DO enemy remained in the field, Tiroze Shaw difpatched kbaii 
Khanan and Meet Fuzzul Oollah to lay wafte the diftnfts fouth of 
the city, which v* ere uncommonly populous and fiounfhmg Cauzi 
Seraujc, m reward for his heroic exploit, being taifcd to a high rank 
of nobihtj , w as detached with them They left nothing undone in 
performance of their infirufltons , and having taken captives without 
number, returned to camp 

As great numbers of bramms had fallen into the hands of the 
tnuffulmauns. thcr fnends at Bcejanuggur oflered to aflift the roy 
wih hrge fums of money to purchafe peace and ranfom the captives, 
uwu oy accepted their offers, and, after much negotiation, 

Mcer 
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Meer Fuzzul Oollali agreed to accept * ten lacs of oons for the royal 
treafury, as a ranfom for the prifoners, and one lac for his own 
interceflion. Accordingly, tlte bramins fent fix lacs, and Deunil 
Hoy five^ all which Fuzzul Oollah laid before the fultan, who 
greatly praifed his difinterefted fervices. A treaty was then conclud- 
ed between, the powers, by which it was agreed, that their bound- 
aries fliould remain the lame as before the war, and that one party 
fliould not molell the fubjeds of the other. Sultan Firoze Shaw 
releafed his prifoners, and began his march to his own dominions. 

When he had pafled the Tummedra, he dilpatched Folaud Khan to 
regulate the country between ** the rivers, and, leaving Uie army, 
hallened with a few attendants to Koolburga. 

^ In a few months after the conclofion of this campaign, and the I 
beginning of the yeat 802, the fultan marched to puniHi Nerfing; A.D.'isgg 
and upon his arrival before Mahoor, the governor of that place 
having obtained quarter at the interceflion of fome of the nobility, 
made large offerings, and joined the army with his children, Tlie 
fultan halted a month and five days at Mahoor, when he moved 
towards Kurleh. Nerfmg, uho had ^reat wealth and power, being 
poflefied of all the Jnlb of ‘ Gondwaneb, and oilier countries, fent 
rich prefents to the governors of Mafwa and Khandeflie, 'entreating 
afliftance ; but though they had, through drea^ of his power, furnifhed 
him formerly with aids, ypt as they in fa€l’wifhed his ruin, they now' ^ 
gave him a pofidve rcfufal. Notwithflanding this, Nerfing was 
rcfolvcd to engage the fultan j and, marching tw o cofs from Ivurleh, 
uahed for his approach.

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Sultnn FIrozc Shaw was anxious to lead the battle in perfon ; but 
as Khan IChanan and Mecr Fuzzul Oollah Anjoo requeued to be 
allowed to crufl\ the enemy with their own troops> he confented, and 
gave them their dirmiflion. They firft wrote to Nerfmg a letter of 
rtmonilrance on the folly of his condudb, and advifmg him to fubmit 
to pay tribute j but he anfwcred it only by threats of defiance, and 
greater preparations for war, Khan Khanan and Alccr Fuzzul 
Oollah then attached his lines, and a fevcrc conflid enfued ; in 
which Shvqahut Khan, DUla\vcrIClian,and Bahadur Khan, principal 
nobles, obtained martyrdom j and, the infidels charging flirioufly,^ 
the troops of Iflaam were broken. At this inflant it was reported to. 
Fuzzul Oollah, that Khan Khanan was flain. He commanded the 
informer to keep .the report feerct, and advancing with two hundred 
horfe, ordered the march of vidory to beat, crying out, that the 
fultan was coming to‘ their afliftancc. The troops at thefe tidings 
rallied in great numhers, and he drove off the enemy. He was fooa 
after joined by KJian Khanan, fuppofed to be flain j and they now' 
togetlier charged the remaining enemy with fuch vigour, tliat they 
foon put them to flight, and took prifoner Goful Roy, the^ fon of 
Nerfing. The fugitives were*purfued to Kurleh j about ten thoufand 
were flain in their flight ; and Nerfing, having vt-ith much difficulty 
gained thefortrefs, fhuthimfclf. up, and was clofely befieged by the 

viftorious army of Iflaam, 


At the end of two months, being reduced to great diftrefs he 
egged termsj but received anfwer' from the generals, that they 
power to grant any ; and, unlefs Nerfmg would tlirow him- 
felf at the fultan’s feet, he muft cxpedl none. Nerfing, feeing no 
r oomc ut conipliance, went with his family to the fultan’s carnp

remain conllant in the paths of obedience. 

Sultan Firoze Shaw having pardoned Nerfing, gave him a drefs 
of honour, richly embroidered with gold ; and having received one 
of his daughters among his women, with forty fine elephants, a fum 
of money, and otlier valuables and curiofities, ordered the liege of 
Kurlch to be difeontinued. Upon the jun<fUon of Khan Khanan and 
Meet Fuzzul Oollah with his army, he difmifled Nerfing, and 
returned in triumph to the capital of Koolburga. As this viiStory 
was chiefly, owing to hfeer Fuzzul Oollah, that nobleman was pro- 
moted to the command of tlie Berar army. 

In the year 804, repeated accounts coming from the court of A. D. 1401, 
Ameer Timur, of that great conqueror ha\ing conferred the throne 
of Dhcly on one of Ins Tons, witli orders to fubduc all the kingdoms 
of Ilindooflan, and that he had rcfol\cd*to march in perfon to afllll 
Ids defigns, if nccc/Tiry ; Sultan Firoze Shaw fent ambilTadors to the 
emperor, with rich prefent^, and a letter expreflive of rcfpcSlful 
attachment. Timur received the amballadors gracioufly, and ac- 
cepted the prefents. At the end of fix monthc, by means of fome 
of the favourites at court, tliey reprefented to the emperor, that Firorc 
Shaw was dcfiroiis to be numbered among Iris fliv cs, and wouU, 
whenever his majefty fliould march lumfclf, or fend one of tlie • 
princes, to conquer Hindoofian, haflen to join from Dckkin with 
Ins troops. Timur, plcafcd at his ofiers of attaclunent fropi fo great 
a pronounced iliat he gave him the rovcr..ignt) of Dekkan, 

Mrivva, ind Guzarat, with permifiion to ulc the umbrella, and all 
other inHgnn of empire. lie alfo delivered to the ambilEidors a 
firmann, centamng the grant of the above countric', a fword fet 
with jt.vvcl> Irom Ins own tide, a royal roln:, a 7'u''kilh fltvc, and 
four hr-.fes, fuperbr in hearty to any ever feen in Dekkan.

Khanan alfo joined the army of the fultan with about fixty thoufand 
capuves, male and female, and a very nch plunder in treifure and 
effe6ts The fultan received them with the favour due to their fer- 
vices, and made a fplendid fcftwal in honour of his fuccelTes, at 
which he confuhed on further operations. After fomc debater it 
was refolved that Khan I\hanan fliould remain oppofed to Dewul 
Roy, while the fultan, accompanied by Meer Fu^zul Oollali, 
marched to befiege the fortrefs of Oodnee, the flrongefl: in poiTeflion 
of the enemy. 


Intelligence of the Tultan’s defigns reaching Dewul Roy, as he 
had been refufed aflhlance from the fultans of Malwa, Khandeflie, 
and Guzarat, he was plunged into a Tea of defpaii, and fent fomc of 
lus principal nobility to treat for peace at the royal camp The fuU 
tan at hrft refufed to grant it on any terms , but at length, being 
moved by the advice and entreaties of Fuzzul Oollah, agreed, on 
condition tliat the roy foould give him his daughter in marnage, 

‘ ten lacs of oons, five ^ muns of pearl, fifty chdicc elephaots, and 
two thoufiind men and women flaves, finger!, dancers, and muGcians, 
alfo, that the fort of Beekapore, already in his poflefllon, fliould, to

Though the * roics ofCarnatic had never yet married their daugh- 
ters but to perfons of their own caft, and giving them to ftrangers

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was higWy dlfgraceful, yet Dewul Roy, out of necefilty, complied, 
and preparations for celebrating the nuptials were made by both 
parties. Per forty days comrcronication was open between the ‘dty 
and the foltan’s camp. Both fides of the road were lined with fhops 
and booths, in which the jugglers, 'drolls, dancers, and mimics of 
Carnatic difplayed their feats and fkill, to amufe pafTengers. Khan 
Khanan and Meer Fuzzul OoUah, with the cuftomary prefente of a 
bridegroom, went to Beejanuggur, from \n hence at die expiration of 
fevea days, they brought the bride, with a rich portion and oSeiings 
irom the roy, to the fultan*s camp. J)ewul Roy having exprclled a 
flrong defire to fee the foltan, Piroze Shaw with great gallantry 
agreed to vifit liiin ivitli his bride, as liis fother in law. 

A day being fixed, he with the bride proceeded to Beejanuggur, 
leaving the camp in charge of Khan Khanan. On the way he ivas 
met by Dewul Roy in great pomp. From the gate of the city to the 
palace, being a diftance of nearly fix miles, the road was fpread with 
cloth of gold, velvet, lattin and other rich fiuffs. The two prin- 
ces rode on horfeback together, bctvNcen ranks of beautiful boys and 
girls, V, ho wa\ cd plates of gold and filver ‘ flowers over their heads as 
they advanced, and then threw them to be gathered by the populace. 
After this, the mhabitants of the city made offerings, both men and 
women, according to tlieir rank. After paffing through a fquare 
' dircdty in the center of the city, the rebuon« of Dcwail Roy, who 
hid lin£d the ftreetb in crowds, made their obcifmcc and offerings, 
and joined the casalcade on foot, marching before die princes. 
Upon their arrival at the palace gate, the foltan and roy difmoanted 
from tlieir horfes, and afccadcd a Iplendid palanquin, fct\nth % aluable 
jc^%cls, in which they were carried together to the apartments pre- 
pared for the reception of the bride end bridegreom; when Dcwul

Roy took, his leave, and retired to Jus own palace. The fultan, after 
being treated with royal magniftccncc for three days, took liis .leave 
of the roy j ■whoprefled upon him richer prefents than before given, 
and attended him four miles on his way, when he returned to the city. 
Sultan Firoze Shaw was enraged at his not going with him to his 
camp, and faid to Meet Fuzzul Oollah, that he v/ould one day have 
revenge for the affront offered him by fuch ncglcd.^ This declaration 
ring told to Dewul Roy, he made fbme inlolcnt remarks, fo that, 
notwithflandmg the conncdtioii of family, their hatred was not calm- 
c . Sultan Firoze Shaw proceeded to the capital of his dofninions, 
and difpatchedperfons to bring the beautiful Pcrtal and her family 
!? being done, her beauty waS found to furpafs all 

that had been reported of it. The fultan ohfemng tl.at he was too 
d to cfpoufc her h.mfelf, gave her to his Ton HonlTun Khan in 
TOamage, and gratified Jier parents with rich gifts and grants of land

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) Ivlian IClunan, brother to the fwlt-in, entertained for the holy 
f}cd the ftrongeft; venervtion, built for him a fuperb coment, tpent 
great part of his time m attending his leaurcs on divinity, and was 
never abfent from Ins » wujd, or extacies , at which tim6s he diflri- 
buted large fums to the fervants of the convent, and dirvcflies. 

In the year 818, the fuUan having fixed on his fon Iloiifiun, a A D 1415. 
weak and diflipatcd prince, to fuccced him, conferred upon him a 
royal cap and veftband, with an umbrella, tents, and elepliants, 
peculiar to ro>alty When he invited die nobles to acknowledge 
him, he requefted iilfo of the hply (yed to give hinv his blcfTing, but 
he anfwered, that to one chofen by the fultan the pnyers of a fakecr 
were of no moment. Sultin Firozc Shaw, difiatisfied with his de- 
clining the blefling, fent to beg it again, with much importunity, 
upon which the fyed obferved, that as the crown after him was 
decreed to his brother Khan Klnnan, by the will of providence, it 
was vain to try to beftow it on another. The fultan, on hearing this, 
was much alarmed, and ordered the iyed to leave the city, pretending 
that his convent was too near the palace, and that the crowds of his 
difciples and ftudents weie dangerous to the peace of the capital 
The (yed immediately obeyed, and retired out of die town to the 
fpot where his tomb now ftands_, and his followers foon erefted for 
him a magnificent dwelling 

In the year 820 the fultan difpitched ambafiadors to the royof a D 1417. 
Telingana, demanding fome years’ arrear of tribute , and he obey- 
ing, fent the fums due, with fuch valuable prefents of money and 
effeits, in addition, as fatisfied die fultan. 

•Tie Mahummedan dirvcflies often fall into real or pretended extacies at tJieir 
rel g ous afTcmbl es, when verfes are recited from their poets , and, when in thefe fits, 
nbae they utter is regarded bj the'r difcplesas fhceflWi of prophetic mfpiration 
Dunngthe paroxyfms they dance, teaf the r clothes, and commit a thoufandextrava- 
ganacs. The wujd is not unlike thedefcribcdextacyof the ancient Pythianpnetlersr 
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In the midiile of this year, fultan Firozc Shaw formed the dc%n 
of reducing the fortrefs of Alankul, now generally called Bilcondah. 
Witliout regarding* his rclationfliip to the roy, he marched and com- 
menced the fiegc, \vliich extended to two whole years ; at the^end of 
which, its reduflion not being the will of heaven, a peftilcncc broke 
out in the royal army, in which men and horfes died every day in 
alarming numbers. Dlfcontcnt and fear filled the furvivors, and 
many of the fitft nobility deferted the camp, and fled, with tlieir 
followers, to their jagliircs. At this crlfis Dcwul Roy coHedled his 
- army j and having obtained aids from all the furrounding princes, 
even to the raja ofTeUngana, marched againft the fuUait with a 
vaft holt of horfe and foot. 

Tiroze Shaw, though he judged his army unequal to oppofiliou^ 
yet impelled by royal jealoufy of his glor)', In fpitc of all the rc- 
monftranccs of his friends, gave battle. Mecr Fuzzul Oollali, who 
commanded the troops of Iflaam, charged the infidels with heroic 
vigour, and, routing their center, proceeded to attack their right 
Wing. He was on the point of gathering ^Ihc flowers of viilory, 
when one of his own attendants, bribed for the purpofe by Dewul 
Roy, gave him a mortal wound on the head, and he inftantly 
quaffed the flierbct of martyrdom. This fatal event changed the for- 
tune of the day j the fultan was.defeated, and with the utmoft diffi- 
culty, by the moft furprizing and gallant efforts, made his efcape from 
the field. * The Hindoos'made a general mafiacre of the mufliil- 
mauns, and ere&ed a platform with their heads on the field of battle. 
They followed the Tulton into his own country, which they wafted 
with fire and fs\ord, took many places, broke down mofques and 
holy places, flaughtcred the people Without mercy j by their adfions 
feeming to dilcharge the treafured malice and refentment of ages. 
Sultan Fiioze Shaw, in the exigence of diftrefs, requefted aid of tlie 
fultan of Guzarat, who,^^aving but juft acceded to the throne, 
could afford none. At laft fortune took a turn favourable to his 
' TL ^ afiairc 
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a^rs, and tlie enemy, after repeated battles, \vcre expelled from 
his dominions by the fultan*s brother, Khan Klianan. But thefe 
misfortunes dwelt on the mind of Firozc Shaw, now old, and he 
fell into a lingering diforder and lownefs of fpirts. 

During his illnefs, tlie fultan gave the reins of government into 
the hands of .two of his Haves, one named ‘ IIoHiiar Ein al Moolk, 
and the other ** Nizam Ecdar al Moolk, flrcngtliening their influence 
tvith the whole weight of his authority- Thefe miniiiers, jealous of 
tlic popularity and ambition of Khan Khanan, oblcrved to the fultan,. 
that the governihent of Dekkan could only be fecured to, his foa 
Houflbn Khan, when the kingdom should be cleared of the power 
and influence of KJian KHanan. The fultan thearccollewted the pre- 
diihonoffyed Mahummud Geefoo-derauz, and determined to prevent 
a poflibility of Ids afpiring to the throne, by having his brother 
• blinded. Khan Wianan, being informed of the fultan’s defign by his 
fples, prepared for flight. During the night he went with his fon 
Alla ad Dien to the dwelling of the holy lyedi to requefl his advice 
and blefiing. The fyed took the turban from his own ion’s head, 
and dividing it into two parts, tied one round the head of the father 
and Ibn, and extending his hands over them, hailed them both with 
future ro)alty. Khan Khanan, after this ceremony, returried to his 
houfe j and, having Ipent the remainder of the night in preparation, 
iflued Irom the gates at dawn of day with four hundred faitiiful com- 
panions. At tile gate he was iaiuted, after the royal form, by a 
celebrated merchant, named Khulf Houfliin Buflbreh, one of his^ 
carliefl: acquaintance, wljo'had heard of his deflgn. 

• . 

Khan Khanan defired him to haften to his own dwelling, left he 
fhould be feen by the ofHccrs of the court, and fuffer trouble on his 
account. . To this Houflun remarked, that to be a companion in the 
N ' days

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days of piofpcrily, and to caa the dud of mconftancy b the cycS of a 
friend in advcrfity, was not t)ecoining a virtuous man > that wlu c he 
had a fnark of life svithin him, he mould he loath to quit Ins patron- 
age; and hoped, if he would reccisc him among the numl'cr of hit 
fmants, to perform fome fervto of importance, khan Khanan, 
plcafed at his attachment, confented to hr. accompanying him, and 
faid that if the reins of empire fljoulJ ever be licld in hii hnndj, he 
(liould be his guide and miiiHlcf. He then left the City, and in the 
evening arrived ut Ktiankhananporc, which he voxved to dedicate to 
the life of the fyeds of Mecca, and Medina, Nujeef and KerhalU,^ 
fhould he become king. 

Hofldarand Bedar, on learning the'fliglit of Khan Khanan, went 
with anjtlous impatience to the fulun j and» having obtained per- 
niiflion to putfuc him. matched with aU expedition, attended by four 
thoufand horfe and fome war elephants. Khan Khanan was for con- 
ccaVmg himfeif in the country, till he could prevail on fome of the 
nobility to alTcrt his caufc; but HoufTun, diBlnding him from ir» 
fent to Koolbiirga, Biedcr, and Kallcan, from whence lie procured a 
number of the diGifTcftcd and idle to enlift. Some days <scrc pafied 
in moving from place to place, to avoid fighting, when, at laft,-the 
minifters were reinforced, and all hope of cfcape cut ofFj nor could“ 
Khan Khanan hope to engage with fuccefs, the enemy being eight • 
thoufand ftrong, and his whole force not amounting to more than a 
thouCind. In this crifis, a band of grain merchants, Cfilled in. Hln- 
dooftan, Bunjarebs, in their way from Uerar, with two thoufand 
head of oxen, halted in the neighbourhood of Kallcan, as alfo three 
'hundred horfes. Which fome dealers hiui brought to Veil from Lahore. 
Khulf Houfiun, who was eager for oppofiuon, purchafed them all, 
end making red and green bannerb. after the cuilom of Dekkan. 
monmed a man n nh a flag on each o.x. He placed fome cavalry- in 
Wof rh,5 mock force, with orders to appear at a d.llance when 
engagement fliould commence, and to proclaim, that fome prin- 

cipal 
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cipal amras had arrived from their jaghircs to affift Khan Khanan. 
Khan Khanan at dr/l regarded the fcheme as ridiculous, but at iaft 
confented to embrace it, as he .could not avoid fighting. In the 
morning Kinan Khanan moved flowly with his motley army towards 
the enemy, encouraging his troops by declaring that fuch and fiich 
noblemen were haftening to join him, and then only a few miles 
from them. Hofliinr and Bcdar alfo dreaded the event of his being 
r^nforce'd, and eagerly accepted the prcfent ofier of battle, Jioping 
to prevent it. ' When the fight had begun, Khulf Houfiun, advancing 
his horfc in front of the oxen, and waving his banners, appeared 
marching from behind a grove at Ibme diftance, which ftruck tlie 
enemy with a belief that the amras were arrived to Khan Khanan's 
afliftance j and a vigorous charge being made at the fame time, the 
right of the enemy broke -in confufion. Hofiiiar and Bedar, who 
Were in the center, feeing their men on the right fly, and terrified at 
tile fuppofed new troops, after a flight oppofition were routed, and 
driven from tlie field, * Khan Khanan, thus unexpectedly victorious, 
purfued the fugitives j and having taken many elephants, horfes, and 
much plunder, encamped at a fmall diftance from Koolburga, and 
was joined by numbers of the ro)aI troops from all quarters. 

, Sultan Firoze Shaw, notwitliflanding his indirpofition and weak- 
nefs, fpread the royal umbrella over the head of HouQim Khan, by 
the advice of his minifters j and having cntruflcd the citadel to fomc 
faithful fervants, put himfclf in a pabnquin (being too infirm to 
travel oiherwlfc) at the head of many of the nobility, four thoufand 
horfc, a great number of foot, ibme artillery, and many clcpliants, 
to oppofc his brother. Khan 'Kh.'znan. .An engagement rook place a 
few miles from the city. The body in which fultan Firoze Shaw 
\\'as, being hard puflicd, a report fpread through the army that he 
was killed j upon wliich the nobility and troops came over in great 
numbers to the flandard of Kiian Khanan. Ilofluar and Bcdar, being 
N 2 alarmed.

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alarmed at the great dofertion, fled with the fuUan prccipitltelj^ 
towards the citadel, at the gates of which fultan Firozc Sliavv re- 
covered from a fainting fit, into which he had fallen from alarm and 
fatigue. 

Khan Khanan, out of refpe^l, would not allow the fultan to be 
purfued i but when he heard of his being in the fort, marched to the 
capital, and encamped under the walls of the citadel. Ho’lluar and 
Bedar, together with Houffun Klwn, manned the works, and bcgait 
to molcft the behegers with Hiot and arrows. A ball entering the 
tent of Khan Khanan, wounded fome perfons fitting near liim, upon 
which he retreated to a greater dthance. 

Sultan Firoze Shavv, at length, calling hl'^ fon Houflltn Khan 
before him, obferved, that empire refted on the attaclimcnt of the 
nobility and army, and as they had moftly declared for his uncle, 
he had better wind up the rolls of oppofition, which could only 
occafion publick calamities/ and fubmit to his power. After this 
he ordered the gates of the palace to be thrown opcii,,and admitted 
Khan Khanan, with a number of his attcildanis. Khan Khanan ap- 
proaching the bed of the fultan, bowed h'ls head at his feet, when 
Firoze bhaw exprefled pleafure at feeing him, faying, that he^ 
praifed God for letting hun behold his brother fovcreign, of which 
high dignity he was truly defervingj that paternal afFedlion had 
made him wifh his fon for hi? fucceflbr, but as he was difappointed, 
he left his kingdom to' God, and his fon to his care. He then 
begged he would alTumc the throne, and take care of his perfon 
for the little time he might remain his gueft. Khan Khanan, the 
fame day, put on the‘ royal turban 'invented by his brother, and 
- mounting the throne’ Firozeh, filled hinifelf Sultan Ahmed Shaw, 
commanding coins to be llruck, and the khootbah to be read in his 
name. As fultan Firozc Shaw, ten days after this, refigned his 
. foul 
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foul to the guardians of paradife, his- body was depofited with 
great funeral pomp and royal ceremony, near the • tombs of Ids 
anceflors. ' He reigned twenty five years, feven. months, and fifteen ■ 
'days. It is faid in fome books, that he was put to deatli through 
policy, by his brother j but no good foundation appears for the 
reoort.: ‘ ' ■ ■ '

•AHMED StlAW WULLEE BHAMENEE. 


Sultan Ahmed Shaw underftood well the rules of civil policy 
and military affairs. Copying his brother, he paid great refpeA to 
the fyeds,* learned men, and divines, omitting voluntarily nothing 
for their benefit and encouragement. In the beginning of his reign# 
on account of the prediftions made by him of his fuccefs, he fhower- 
ed favours on the venerable fyed Mahummud Geefoo-derauz, and„as 
the people generally follow the opinions of their king, the'hatives or 
Dckkan chofe him for their guide in religious affairs j fo that his 
rcfidence became a place, of pilgrimage m^all feCts. The fultan with- 
drew bis attachment from the family of Ihekh Serauje ad Dien, to the 
holy fyed 5 to whom he granted in perpetuity feveral towns, villages, 
and cxtcnfive lands near K.ooiburga, and built for him a moft mag- 
nificent college, not far from the city. . ^ Though it has now pafled 
from the family of Bhamcnec to the fultans of.Beejapore, yet moft of 
the eftates, given by the former princes, are ftill in poffefllon of the 
fyed’s ^efeendants. The people pf Dckkan have fuch a refpedt for 
the faint, that a Dekkance, on being once queftioned by ahumourift 
who was die greatfeft perfonage, Mahummud or he, replied, with 
fceining wonder at his query, that the prophet was undoubtedly a 
great man, but fyed Mahummud Gccfoo-dcrauz a far fuperior kind 
of being, ,

' Fcrllhv J m lilt httion-n, „f Jdunn-tcr. about the j ear 1 607. 
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Sultan Ahmed Sha\7, from tJie inftant he mounted the throne, 
turned all his attention to ftrengthen his army, and obtain revenge 
for tlie invafions of the roy of Beejanuggur in tlie lafl reign. He ap- 
pointed ICliulf HoufTun vaqueel al fultunnut, with the rank of twelve 
hundred ; and, as he was a merchant; conferred upon him the title of 
' mallek al tijar. This title is frill given in Dckkan, where it is 
efreemed one of the moft honourable. Houflun, admiring the fidelity 
of the minifters of tlie late fuUan, thought them worthy of confidence, 
and interceded for them with the fultan, who, at his recommenda- 
tion, honoured Hofriiar Ein al Moolk with the title of ameer al amra* 
and rank of fifteen hundred j and giving the government of Dowlu- 
tabad to Bcdar Ni 2 ain al Moolk, exalted him to the rank of two 
thoufand. We are told, that the princes of Bhamenee confined the 
higheft rank of nobility to two thoufand, in which were admitted 
only four perfons,*theterruff*dars, or governors of the four capital 
divifions of the kingdom. From this, the ranks were continued 
down as low as two hundred, but none of lefs rank were efreemed 
noble. An ameer of a thoufand had the privilege of carrying in his 
fuit the “ toghc, * uUum, and drums, as infignia of dignity. 

‘ The late fultan^s fon, Houflun Khan, though legal heir Co the 
ibvereignty of Dckkan, Ahmed Shaw, (contrary to the’ opinions of 
his minifrers, who advifed his being ftriftly confined or put to deatli,) 
a.*? AEoeer nf five JmndrecU and A\\ro shs pjJjre 
Fjrozeabad for his refidence, mth an ample jaghire, and permifiion 
to hunt or take his pleafure wjtbin eight miles round his palace, 
without reftri-frion to time or form. As this prince was entirely 
devoted to indolence and pleafure, he was more fatisfied with this 
power of indulging his appetites, than with the charge of empire.

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While his unde li\cci, he enjoyed his cafe, and no dlficrcncc ever 
Inppcncd between them; b.nhcwas aftcnNauli blinJed andhept 
confined to the julr.ee of Virozcabad. 

Wlicn Aluned Slnw Ind, by hr xirttiCr, iinjtrcficd the mincU of 
his people with afiedion to hb p-jovcninicnt* he fiationed a /lron^4 
force oiuhc frontkrs of h> donnmon* lo-.vard, Oov-rM, lo prevent 
invafions from that (jinricr. and then imrdicJ lowaril; Carnatic ullh 
forty thoufind horfe. Dewid Key whlioui delay colkdcd hi* 
'troops, and calling the rny of Waninkid lo his aniflance. nurched 
with a moll numerous army, in the h)pc of cxtirpitiJig the initflul- 
maun-i, to the b\nk of the Tmnmedra, where he fisrcd Kis camp. 

Suhin Ahmed Shaw being atrited on the oppofitc hank, fur- 
rounded lus camp With carnages, after the u^^gc of * fU'jm, to 
prevent the enemy's foot from making tiight attacks, and halted for 
forty dajsj during \\hich his detachments of horfe laid waAc all 
the country of Dcwul Roy on one fide the river. He endeavoured to 
tempt the Hindoos to crofs and give him battle on the ground width 
he regarded as advantageous, but in vain. ’ At length, tired with 
delay, the fuUan fumnjoned a council of his nobility, and finding 
them unanimous for crofling ilic river^ then fordable, and attacking 
the enemy on ihcir own ground, rcfolvcd on doing it the next 
morning. 

*^’06 roy aruriKul hcIcrtccl'His a'Uy, and W'itlidrew to his own 
country, with all Ids troops. Early in tlie morning, Lodi Klian, 
Aulum Khan, and Dillawcr Khan, who had marched durin^'tltc 
night and forded the river at a difiance, reached the environs of the 
enemy's camp. It happened that the roy was fleeping, attended by 
only a few perfons, in a garden, clofc to wluch was a tliick plan-

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tatlon of fugar cane. A body of the muiTuImauns entered the garden 
for plunder, and Dewul Roy, being alarmed, fled almoft naked into 
the fugar cane plantation. Here he was found by the foldiers, who 
thought him only a common perlbn, and having loaded him with 
bundle of canes, obliged him to run with it before them. Dewul 
Roy, rejoiced at his being undifeovered, held his peace, and took up 
tlie burden readily, hoping that he fliould be difeharged as a poor 
perfon, or be able to make his efcape. 

They had not gone far, when the alarm of fultan Ahmed Shaw's 
having croffed the river, and the lofs of the roy, filled the camp, and 
the Hindoos began to dirperfe. The foltan entered the camp, and 
Dewul Roy’s mafiers, hoping now for more valuable plunder than 
fugar cane, haftened to join their, friends, leaving him to fiiift for 
himfelf. Dewul Roy ran with his own troops, and about noon came 
up with fome of his nobles, by .whom he was recognized and received 
with great joy. .His fafety being made known, his army rallied into 
fome order) but, as he regarded the late accident as an ill omen, he 
laid afide all thoughts of engaging in the field, and fled to Beejan- 
uggur. 

Ahmed Shaw not flopping to befiege the city, overran the open 
countr)’, and wherever he came, put to death men, women, and 
- children, without mercy, contrary to the compadl made by his 
an/eftor Mahummud Shaw with the roies of Bcejanuggur. Laying 
iiUde all humanity, whenever the numbe. of fl.iin amounted to twenty 
^tlioufand, he halted three days, and made a feflival in celebration of 
the bloody work. He broke down the idol temples, and deflroyed 
' the colleges of the bramins. During tlicfc operations, a body of five 
. .tlioufand Hindoos, enraged to dcfjieration at tlic deftruilion of their 
^untT}' and the infults to their god®, united in taking an oath to fa- 
^ crificc their lives in attempting to kill the fultan, as tlie grand author 
O of 
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of all their fufferlngs. For this purpofe they employed fpies to obferve 
his motions, that they might feize the firft opportunity of aaion. 

Ithappened, that the fnltan going to htint, in the cagernefs of chafe 

feparated from the body of his attendants, and advanced near twelve 
, miles from his camp. The devoted infidds, informed of the circnin- 
ftance, immediately liaftened to intercept him, and arrived in fight 
when even his perfonal attendants, about two hundred Moguls, were 
at feme diftance from him. The fultan alarmed, galloped on in 
hopes of gaining a fmall mud inclofure, which flood on the plain as 
a fold for cattle . hut was fo hotly purfued, that fome brohen ground 
falling in his way, he was not able to crofs it before his pnrfuets 
came up. Luckily fome archers at this inftant arrived to his aid, fo 
that the enemy were delayed fufficiently to give the fultan time to 
reach the inclofure with his friends. The infidels attempted to enter, 
and a lharp conflid took place j all the faithful repeating the ‘ creed 
of teftimony, and fwearing to die, rather than fubmit. Syed Houffun 
Buduckfhi, Meer AU Syeftaanee,' Meer Ali Cabulee, and Abdoolla 
Khooed, in this fight did fuch fetvices, as procured them the fultan’s 
lading praifcs and gratitude. Their little troop being moftly killed and 
■wounded, the afladants advanced clofe to the wall, which they began 
to throw down with pickaxes and hatchets, fo that the 'fultaa was 
reduced to the extremity of dillrcfs. At this critical jundlure ariivcd 
Abd al Kadir, firll armourbearer to the fultan, and a body of troops, 

^ With whom, fearful of fome accident having happened to occafiou 
his abfcnce, he bad left the camp in fearch of his mafter. The lU" 
fidels had completed a wide breach, and were preparing toienter,. 
• when they found their rear fuddcnly attacked. The fultan with his 
remaining friends joined Abd al Kadir m attacking the enemy, who 
after a long llrugglc were driven off tlie field, with the lofs of a ’thou- 
fandmen.andabout five hundred of the mnffulmauns obtained martyr- 
dom. Thus the fultan, by tin* almoft infpired caution of Abd al Kadir, 
' acceded, 

* Ttwe IS no god btfTGod, and Mahummud is his Prophet, 
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seceded, as it were a fecond time, from the depths of danger to die 
enjoyment of empire. It deferves place among the records of time, 
as a remarkable event, tliat two Ibvercigns at the head of armies, 
fliould fall into fuch danger for want of numbers, and both efc.ipc 
uninjured. Sultan Ahmed Shaw, the fame day, raifed Abd al Kadir 
to the rank of two thoufand, the government of Berar, and title of 
Khan Jehaun; to which he added the appellations of Life-beftowing 
Brother, and Faithful Friend. Abd al Lutteef, his brother, was 
raifed to the fame rank, witli the title of Azim Khan. All who had 
riny Ihare in thefultan’s deliverance were amply rewarded with titles, 
bounties and commands. As the Mogul archers had been of great 
ule, he gave orders toMallek al Tijaar tolbrm a body of three thou- 
&nd, compofed of the natives of 'Eerauk, KhoralTan', Maweralnere, 
Turky, and Arabia, and commanded all his officers to pradlife them- 
felves, children, and dependants, at fliooting witli the arrow* 

After this event, Ahmed Shaw, baling laid vvallc the whole 
country, marched to Beejanuggur, which he kept fo clofely blocked 
up, that the inhabitants were reduced to the grcateil diArefs j when 
Dewul Roy, to fpare his people, fent ambafiadors to theXultan en- 
treating peaces to which he confented, on condition that he would 
fend the tribute of as many years as he had negledled to pay, laden 
on his beft elephants, and conduced by his fon, with his drums, 
tn.mpets, and all other infignia of ftatc, to his camp. Dewul Roy, 
i aable to refufe compliance, agreed to the demands, and fent his fon 
with thirty favourite elephants, loaded with treafurc and valuable 
/> effects. The fultan fent fome noblemen to meet him, and, after 
/ being led m cerfemony through the market and great flreets of the 
camp, he was brought to the prefence. The fultan, after embracing, 
permitted him to fit at the foot of his tlirone; and putting on his 
ihoulders a magnificent robe, and girding him with a lafare fet with 
jewels, gave him twenty beautiful horfes of various countries, a male 
O 2 elephant.

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clspKant, dogs for the chafe, and three hawks, which the Car- 
natlckehs were till then ftrangers to the ufc of. He then ntarched 
from the environs of Bcejanuggur, and on his arrival on the bank of 
the Kiflnah, difmifled thc,roy*s fun, and returned to Koolburgst. 

This year, no rain falling, a grievous “famine raged through all 
Dekkan, and multitudes of cattle died on the parched plains, for 
want of water. The fultan enlarged the pay of his troops, and 
opened all the royal ftores of grain for the cafe of the poor; but tlie 
next year alfo no rain appearing, the people became feditious, com- 
plaining, that the *fultan’s reign was unlucky, and dilplealing to 
God. The fultan was much affliSed, and repaired to pray for the 
divine companion on his fubjeds. His prayers were heard, and a 
pkmifol fliower fell almoft. immediately. Thofc who hadabufed 
him, now became load in his praife, calling him*^ Wulleh, and 
worker of miracles. The fultan returned with joy and ihankfglving 
to his palace, amid the acclamations of his people, who now blamed 
their own raflmefs of opinion. 

In the year 8-28, the fultan, to be revenged of the roy of Warun- 
kul for joining the roy of Beejanuggur, marched- to fubdue his 
country, and all Telingana. On his arrival at Golconda, he fent an 
army before him under Khan Azlm, and made a halt with tlie main 
body for twenty feven days. During this lime he received accounts 
that Khan Azim, notwithftanding his fmall force, had defeated th'i 
enemy, killed feven thoufand men, and obtained pofiefiion of War*

* Among other fuperftition^ the natives of Hmdooflan regard the failure of the 
niual rains, as a mark of divine difpreafure to their So\crcigns} and in times of 
tougiU, it is nfual for the emperor, or governors of towns and diiirifls, to go out, 
attended by eminent Tehgious and the people, to pray for rain.

tinkul, the roy being flain in the aaion. The fultan moved to 
Warunkul, and took pofleflion of the buried treafures of ages, which 
had till now been preferved from plunder, and accumulated yearly by 
the mconomy of the roies. He conferred on Khan Azim ten large 
and ten fmall elephants, a girdle fet with jewels, four firings of fine 
pearls, and a large fum of money; after which he detached him to 
reduce the other towns of Telingana; which hating effeiSed in tire 
fpace of four months, he returned to the fidtan at Warunkul. , 

He was now ordered to reduce feme ftrong polb in pofTelfion of the 
deceafed roy’s heirs, while Ahmed Shaw returned to Koolburga. 

In the year 819, Ahmed Shaw marched to reduce a rebellious A. D. 1425. 
zemindar, who had feized the fort of Mahoor from the royal garri- ‘ 
fon. The rebel was foon reduced, but the fultan, who had aflured 
him of pardon on fubmifiion, put him to death as foon as he fell 
into his hands, with five or fix thoufand of-his followers, as examples 
to deter others from rebellion. The fultan poflefled himfelf of a 
diamond mine in Gohndwareh, where he railed many temples of 
idols, and eredling mofques on their fites, appropriated to each fome 
traflsofland, to m.aintain dirvefhes and fupply lamps and oil for 
divine fervice. He halted near a year at Elichpore, founded 
Kaween, repaired the fortrefs of Pernalleb, and then returned to his 
cyiital Koolburga. 

As fultanHofliungShawofMalwa dreaded the neighbourhood of 
Ahmed Shaw, he made propofals to his tributary, Nerfing Roy of 
Kurleb, to enter into alliance againft the houfe of Bhamence ; and 
. the roy refufing to accede to his demands, Hofhung Shaw twice in- 
vaded his country, but was expelled botli times witli difgraceful 
Ioffes. He hbweier made a third attempt, fb unexpedtedly, tliat 
Nerfing could not gain time to coUedl his troops, and was obliged 
to retire to his fortrefs. In the year S30, Nerfing petitioned Ahmed ^ ^ ^ 
Shaw for afliflancc, obferving, that from the day of his having fub- 

mitted 
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vifit iCurleh, entertained him with princely fplendouri making rich 
offerings, among which were many valuable diamonds, rubies, and 
pearls. He conduced the fultan hack as far as Mulhoora, from 
whence he received leave to return home, after having been favoured 
with honorary dreffes, and other marks of the fultan’s approbation. 

• It is written in the hiflory of Malwa, that another battle hap- 
pened between the two fultans, on account of Nerfing’s calling 
Hofhung Shaw to his afiiftance, when Ahmed Shaw befieged 
ICurleh : but as the writers of Dekkan do not record it, God only 
knows the truth. The fultan, in his march from this war, on his 
arrival at Bieder took the amufement of hunting ; and'eoming to a 
moft beautiful fpot, finely watered, refolved to build upon it a city 
to be called after his own name, Ahmedabad. A citadel of great 
extent and ftrength was ere^ed on tlie very fite of Bieder, the an- 
cient capital of die princes of the country, who, according to the 
Hindoo books, five thoufand years back polTefled the whole extent 
of Mcerhut, Carnatic, and Tclingana. Raja Bheem-SeUi was one 
of the moft celebrated of this hdulc ; and the hiflory of the loves of 
his daughter and Raja Kul, king of Malwa, -are famous through all 
Hindooflan. Their (loiy was tranflated from the Hindoo language 
by flickh Ficzec, under the title of Nul and Diimmun, into perfian 
■verfc, at the command of the emperor Akber.

Sultan Ahmed Shaw, willing to ftrengthen his family by alliance, 
afkcd the daughter of Nufleer Khan, prince of Khandefiie, whoi 
prided himfclf on his defeent from* Omar Farook, in marriage fori 
his fon fultan Alla ad Dicn. NufTcer Khan, who dreaded the king 
of Guzirat, regarded the offer of this alhance as fortunate, and, 
readily confenting to the marriage, fent his daughter in great pomp 
with ambaffadors to Alimcdabad Btcdcr, and fidtan Alimed Shaw

prepared a palace ^vjthout the city for her refidcncc, till preparations 
were finiflied for her entry^ The nuptials were then celebrated with 
great rejoicings and magnificent fcIHvals, which lafted for two months. 

--The fultan now thought proper to make a divifion of his terri- 
tories among his children. Ramgcer, Mahoor, and Koollum, with 
part of Berar, were allotted to Mhamood Klian, whom he diipatched 
to take pofleflion. To Daood Khan he gave royal infignh, and ient 
him with a numher of the nobility to eftablifli himfelf in Telingana. 
Alla ad Dicn he appointed to fuccecd him in the throne, and his 
youngeft fon, Mahummud, to he his colleague in power. He took 
the oaths of his fabjefts to obferve' this arrangement, tJiinking by 
thena to fecure what was impofiible could ever iland. . Mallek id 
Tijar was raifed to the rank of two thoufand, and appointed gover- 
nor bf Do wlutabad. 

In the latter end of the year 833, the fultan ordered Mallek al 
Tijar to march into the countiy of J Kokun, extending along tlie 
coafi of the Indian ocean, and to clear it of rebels and difiurbers. 
'Mallek al Tijar in a fiiort time executed his inftruftions fo fully,, 
tliat he delivered the whole country from confufion, and ient fevcral 
elephants and camels loaded with gold and filver, the fruits of his 
conquefts, to court. .Ahmed Shaw, in reward of his ferviccs, con- 
ferred upon him a fuit of his own robes, a fword fet with jewels, and 
orficr giVb?, wrffi wiViinV, aW, no ifervancs of ti\e A0U18 of 

Bhamenee Iiad ever been diftinguifhed. 

Mallek. al Tijar, from his excefs of zeal for the fultaa’s glory, 
reduced tlie ifland of^Mahaim, belonging to tlie kings of Guzaratj 
, P upon 

•At prefent In the hands of T«ppoo and the Mharattas principally. I apprehend 
the term to be applied here to the s^hoie extent of \vhat \\c call the coaft of Malabar 
below tlie palTcs. 

‘ I apprehend Bombay, vthkh the Indians call Mahaimbee, Mahe Is too far 
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’rriltted to become tributary to Firozc Shaw> he had never wandered _ 
from the path' of obedience ; that he was efteemed by all the fur- 
rounding Rates as a tributary to his houfe, whom to delay fupportmg, 
in the days of misfortune, would be ungenerous, ' ’ 

Ahmed Shaw immediately ordered Khan Jehaun, governor of 
Eerar, to march to the fuccour of Nerfmg j and moved himfelR 
with feven thoufand horfe, to Elichpore, to be ready, if necefiar)’, 
to fupport him. Hofhung Shaw, judging the fultan’s not being 
with the army to proceed Rom fear, advanced to Kurleh^ plundered 
the country round, and opened the tongue of ridicule on the inadbi- 
vity of Ahmed Shaw j which being informed of, he marched rapidly 
to relieve Kurleh. 


At this time Come venerable divines reprefented to the fultan> 
that none of his anceftors had ever alTilied inddels againR muRiil- 
mauns, that it was againft the laws of the faith, and ftiould be 
avoided, as indelible difgrace. The fultan, .then within forty miles 
of the enemy’s camp, was ftruck with the remonftrance, and im-_ 
mediately flopped his march; writing. to Hofhung Shaw, that, 
as Nerfmg was one of his dependants, it would promote friendfhip to 
defift from attacking him, and return to hjs own country ; that he 
himfclf was, at the remonflranccs of the divines, going back im- 
mediately to his capital. . ' 


^ Ahmed Shaw begun his retreat before the meflenger had arrived 
in the enemy s camp. Hofhung Shaw was filled with nige and con- 
tempt at the meflage ; and know ing his own army fuperior to the 
fultan’j, as he had only fifteen thoufand horfe, by double his num- 
bers. refoUed to purfue him; which he d,d witli fuch rapidity, as 
d«ays to encamp on the ground hts enemy had left in the mbming, 
committing great depredations on lus route. 


Ahmed 
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Alimed Shaw, ftung at this affront, affembled his divines, telling 
tliem, that he thought he had already fufficiently Ihewn his regard 
for the laws of the faith, by fuffering diflionour to his arms. He 
then ordered his baggage to go on’befbre, and halted his army in 
djfpofition of battle ; giving the command of his right wing to Khan 
Jehaun, the left to Abdoolla Khan, grandfon of* Ifmael Mukh, and 
committing the royal umbrella to his Ion, the prince Alla ad Dien, 
pofted him in the center. He then, widi two thoufand chofen horfe 
and twelve war elephants, refued to a ipot he had fixed upon as an 
ambufii for the enemy. 


Hofiiung Shaw, who had not yet been oppofed, ex-pefted the- 
Dekkanees were flail flying before him, and advanced without any 
regard to the order of his army. When he came up with them, he 
had not time to make a difpofition ; but feeing no remedy ft/ 
negledl, but valour, charged in a confufed manner with feventeen 
thoufand men. When the fines were engaging, fultan Ahmed Shaw 
ruffled from his amburti, with his elephants and two thoufand men 
on the rear of the army of Malwa j which, confounded between tw * 
attacks, was panic ftruck, and fled witli precipitation. The Defc 
kanees purfued them, and killed above two thoufand men, took II 
their baggage and two hundred elephants, with'the women and n 

tlioharamofHoihung Shaw. NerCng, hearing of the defeat Fh 

Ipalwes, quitted his fortrefs, and intercepted them in thc^ 
through his country, killing great numbers. Sultan Ahmed^'sta 


lamented tills misfortune, and having conferred magnificcDt r ^ 
on tlic women and children of Hoihung Shaw, fent them t ^ 
efcorted by fome perfons of rank and confidential eunuchs^ 
demanding any ranfom. Ncrfing came to pay his ref pA

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, The author of tlie * Tarekli Alfee relates, that in the year 835 A.D, 1431. 
the fultan, hearing that I^Iahumtnud Khan, fon of the fultan of 
Guzarat, was employed on' a diftant expedition to Nudderbar, 
inarched againft him j upon which Ahmed Shaw Ghzaratee haftened 
to afiHl his fon; but the Dekkances, on his approach, retreating 
four^ftigcs, he returned towards his capital, and encamped on the 
banks of the Taptee. Here he learned that the Dekkanees had 
returned and hid ficge to Tunbole ; upon which he moved againrt: 
them, and an engagement enfued, which lafted from morning till 
night, without decilion in the favour of either army ; but both the 
• fultans in the night retreated to their own country, ivithout propoials 
of peace or any agreement. Some other hiftorians relate the particu- 
lars of the fiege of Tunbole; but, as copying them would occafion 
prolixity, I pafs them o\er. 

In. tills year was finiHied the citadel of ‘ Ahmednuggur, built 
■with flone, for which tlie fultan ordered pubHck rejoicings. He 
put to death his dRer’s fon. Sheer Khan, whofe life he regarded as 
prejudicial to the intcrcRs of his owm children . In tlic year 837, a.D. 1433. 
Hofliung Shaw', taking opportunity of the dxfagrccmcnts between 
Guzarat and Dekkan, imadedthc country of Nerfing, whom he 
killed In battlci and the fort of Kurlch widi its dependancics came 
into his pofleflion. 

Sultan Ahmed Shaw, upon receiving intelligence of this loR, 
marched toward'- the Malwa anny; but Hufleer IChan, prince of 
Khandclhe, interfering, by his mediation the two fultans were pre- 
\ cnicd from coming to adlon , and, after much negotiation, it w as 
agreed, that the fort of Kurlch Hiould belong to Hofliung Shaw',

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‘ On the lirft day of tlie year 840, faltan '‘Alla ad Oien'conferred A.D. 1436. 
robes of honour on Dillavver Khan, and difpatched him to reduce the 
country of *Kokun, inhabited by a ftubborn and hardy race of men. 

The rajas of Amede and Sungccr bein^ ibon humbled, agreed to pay 
regular tributes j and Dillawer^ Khan having taken the beautiful 
daughter of the latter' for the fultan, returned with her and fome 
years* arrear of tribute to tlie ' capital. Tlie fultan, at hril, was 
pleafcd at his ferviccs, and charmed with the raja’s daughter, who 
was witliout her equal in beauty, dirpoiition, and knowledge of mufic^ 

He gave her the title of ‘•Perichcrah, andtheiamcof their loves 
became noKed abroad. At length, finding that Dillawer Khan hid 
received bribes from tlic nijas of Kokun, and not done h;s litnioft to 
reduce their fortreffes, he became cool to the minifter ; who iecing^ his 
difguft, rcfigncd, of his own accord, the ring of the vaqueelut, and 
by fo doing faved himfclf from danger. This important dignity was 
tlicn conferred on die eunuch Duftur al Moolk, but all ranks of peo- 
ple foon became dilguRcd at his tyrannical beliavlour j which though 
daily rcprcfcntcd to the fultan, made no impreflion on his mind, as' 
he regarded the complaints ngainfl the mimftcr as proceeding from 
envy and the fclf-infcrcft of fadlion; on which account he fliewed 
him every day more countenance and favour. At length, Humaioon 
Shaw, the fultiin’s fon, de/iring the eunuch lo'grant fome petition be 
had recommended, he replied, he could not immcdntely, but in a 
day or two would take it under his tonfideratjon. At the expiration 
of two or three da^s the prince fent him a mefiage, obferwng, tJi it 
the bufincls wasilzll unfinilhed, and dcfinngtbat heivould conclude 
it without dchy. To this tlic mimftcr infolcntly rctimicd for anfwer, 
that the cafe did not come under his department, and that it was 
unbecoming in the prince to interfere. 

The pnncc, naturally violent in Ins temper, loft all patience at 
this aTfront ; and calling to him in privacy one of his arrns-be-ircrs, 

ordered

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ordered him to affaflinate the eunuch, and promifcd to protect him 
from all danger of the confet^ucnces. The fillehdar, who liad fuffercd 
from themmifter's tyranny, accepted the commifljon ; and accord- 
ingly, the fame day, as he was coming from the court, having 
approached him as if to prefcnt a petition, fuddcnly drew a dagger,, 
and ftabbed him to the heart. The prince’s guards, who had waited 
the event, by tbe inftru£tions of their mafter favoured his cfcape 
among them j and a fcuffle arofe between them and die minifter s 
attendants, who purfued the aflaflin. The noife reached the fultan's 
apartments, and Humaioon Shaw' went out as if to enquire the caufo^ 
of the difturbance. ' Upon his return, he told the fultan tha*t a filleh- 
dar of long fervice, and much, claim to the royal favour, havins: ^ 
heen contemptuoufly treated by Duftoor al Moolk, and nowpartic- 
larly with abudvc language, being inflamed with paflion, had flab- 
hedhlm,’and was feized by the troops, who waited orders concerning 
lus difpofal. The fultan, who in the firfl. part of his reign would not 
pafs fentence of death on any one, and alfo, from his fon’s manner, 
guefling the truth, only ordered the murderer to be confined, and 
immediately conferred the vacant dignity upon Meamun Oollah 
Uckkanee, one of the learned of the time of Firoze Shaw, who pof- 
fcflfcd great qualities and virtues, 

D.T437. 841, Mallekch Jehaun, wife to the fultan, and daugh- 

ter of X^ufiecr lOian, pruice of Khandelhe, jealous of her hulband’s 
preference of Perichcrab, and his coldnefs to herfelf, wrote com- 
plalning letters to her father, Nufleer Khan was enrage'S^^t fultan 
AUaadDicn, and, by die approbation of Ahmed Shavy^F Guzarat, 
planned the conqueft of Berar. He wrote privately the nobihiy 
of that province, offlimg great rewards if they would join liis 
ftandard, and with fo much fuccefe, that they became unanimous in 
ihcir refoUe of fupportmg his pretenfions ; obferving, that as he was 
defeended fiem the great Omar, if they fell in battle fighting againft 
bis enemies, they fiiould be honoured as martyrs. They accordingly 

fent 
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lent him afTorances of loyalty and attachment, with an invitation to 
take pofTeffion of tlie province ; upon whicE Nufl'eer Khan entere'd 
Berar, with all the ti'oops of Kliandelhe, and a confiderable 'force 
was fent to his aid by the raja of Gohndwareh Tlie treacherous 
nobles confpired to confine KJian Jehaun, their governor, who was 
firmly attached to the houfe of Bhamenee, and join tlie invaders; 
but ^an Jehaun, being lucidly informed of their defigns in time 
for his efcape, fled to tlie fortrels of Pemalieh, where lie fhut him- 
felf up7 and wrote accounts of the ftate’ of affairs to court. The 
traitors having joined Nufleer Khan, read the ICliootbah in his name, 
as fultan of Berar, and marched wnth Iiim to befiege Pemalieh. 

Sultan Alla ad Dien, on receiving this intelligence, fummoned 
the minifters and nobility at the capital to confult on meafures to be 
taken in fuch a critical juncture of afiairs. The Dekkan lords re- 
commended, that the fultan fliould march in perfon againfh the 
enemy, as it was probable the fultans of Guzarat and Malwa, alfo 
the roies of Gohndwareh, would join in aflifting Nufleer Khan. The 
fultan, thinking he perceived difaffe^lion to his perfon in this advice, 
appointed MallekalTijar, governor of Dowlutabad, to condufl the 
V’ar. 

Mallek al Tijar ha>:ing accepted the commifllon, obferyed, tliat 
fervants could have no rule but fubnuflion and refignation of life at 
command of their inaftcrs; but remarked, that it was \\ell known 
the defeat at Mahaim was occafioned entirely by the enmity of the 
Dckkancc and Abyffinian amras, who could not bear to fee a 
• foreigner diftinguLlli liimfclf in the fcrvicc of tlie fulUn; tliat if his 

majefiy,

the body guards, and all tlic foreigners, without any Dekkance or 
Abyflinlan officers, he hoped tliat, by the hlcfling of the Almigh^% 
and tlie royal aufpiccs, he Ihould be able to bring affairs ia Berar to 
a profperous iffuc, 

Sultan Alh ad Dlen confentingto his propofals, appointed three 
thoufand' Mogul archers from the body guards to attend him ; 
as 'alfo many Mogul amras*, who had been bred up under Firoze 
Shaw and Ahmed Shaw. Among them were two princes, Mujnou 
Sultan and Shaw KooUi Sultan, lineal defeendants from the great 
conq^ueror * Chungecz Khan. 


• Mallek al Tijar proceeded firft to Dowlutabad, from wlicncc he 
difpatched a force to guard the frontiers towards Guzarat and Malwa. 
He then entered Berar with a well fupplied army of feven thoufand 
veteran Moguls j and lOran Jebaun having found opportunity to quit 
Pernalleh, came to meet liim at Mhaker. Mallek ol Tijar dif- 
patched IChan Jehaun with his troops to Elichpore, in order to pre- 
vent the roy ofGohndwarehfrom entering that way to the affiffance' 
of Nuffeer Khan, and then moved with the main army towards the 
\ . . didridl 


As the Abyffinlans appear, from this hiftory, to have had great power in Dekkan, it 
is ncceflary to relate, that formcriy ^at numbers of (laves were brought by Arabian 
merchants from the coaft of Abyilinia, and fold throughout India to the fultans and 
principal chiefs, who employed them frequently m high offices, when they again pur- 
chafed their countrymen offered for flaves j by which means, colonies (if they may be 
fo called) of them were eftabliflicd In many parts of Hindooftan, but particularly on the 
two coalls of the peninfula and in Bengal, where a few Abyffinians, at one period, 
afiumed royalty. Mr. Bruce, in his travels, mentions this trade from Abyflinia, but 
feems to think eunuchs only were fold from thence. Many were, but numbers alfo m 
a petfea date. r

All a,e continent of Afia, 
Turkey in Europe, and part of RulTia,- were contiucrcii by him , from whom are alfo

At the pafs 
of Rohher, he t’.-as oppo.ld by a detaclmicnt of the Kliandcliicef, 
v.honi he routed with great flaughtcr; and NuITecr Ktian, tliinking 
llih defeat an ill omen; retreated witli precipitation from Rohker to 
Kc'O.mlt.t.np.'.’rc, to v.-hith !ie was purfited by Mallek al Tii.rr, .and, 
not thinkin? Iilmfclf Ctfc at the capital, he fled to the fo.'trcts of 
Tchtng. 
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the day of this diftinftion, till the prefent time, the niofl: rooted 
hatred has been kept up. between the Dckkanccs and Moguls j wliich 
the fonner have gratihed, on fcvcral occafions, by cruelties on UtO 
latter, whenever they had opportunity. 

About this time, Deo Roy of Beejanuggur called a general conn- 
cil of his nobility and principal bramins, obferving to them, tliatits 
his country of Carnatic, in extent, population, and revenue, far 
exceeded die territories of the lioufc of Bh:vmcncc j and in like man- 
ner, Iris amvy was far more numerous, he wiflicd therefore to explore 
the caufc of the muffidmauns’ fucccflcs, and his being reduced to pay 
them tribute. Some faid, tliat the Almighty had decreed a * iiipcri- 
ority of the mUflulmauns over the Hindoos for thirty tliouGind j'cars 
or more yet to oomc, which was plainly foretold in their fciipturcs ; 
that, therefore, the Hindoos 'were generally fubdued by them; 
Others faid, that the fuperiority of the muflidmauns arofc from two 
circumftances : one, all tlictr horfes being frrong, and able to bear 
more fatigue than the weak, lean animals of Carnatic ; the other, a 
great body of excellent archers always kept up by the fultans of 
the houfe of Bliamenec, of whom the roy had but few in his army. 

"Deo Roy, upon tills, gave orders for the entertainment of muflhl- 
mauns In Ids fervicc, allotted them jagliitcs,, crewed a mofque for 
their ufe in the city of Beejanuggur, airf commanded that no one 
friould molefr them in the cxercifc of their religion. He alfo ordered 
a koraun to he placed before his throne, on a rich defic, that the 
mufluhnauns might perform the ceremony of obfcifance in his pre- 
fence, without finning againft their laws. He allb made all the 
Hindoo foldiers learn the diicipline of ilie bow; in which he and his 
officers ufed fuch exertions, that he had nt length two tlioufand 

muffiilmauns, 

* At pfcfcat this pTopliecy feems to W fufpended j ilie H mdoo Mhirattas having the 
emperor of the Mahutnmedans, and many ofWs provinces, under tlicir government. 
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muflultnauns, and fixty thoufand Hindoos, well Ikilled in archery, 
befides eighty thoufand horfe and two hundred thoufand foot, armed 
in the ufual manner, with pikes and lances. 

With tills hoft he refolved on conquering the Bhamenee princes ; 
and, accordingly, in the year 847, croffed the Tummedra fuddenly, A.D.^443 
took the fortreft of Mudkul, ient liis ions to befiege Roijore and 
Beckapore, encamped himfelf along the bank of the Kiftnah, and 
fent out detachments, who plundered the country as far as Saugher 
and Beejapore, laying wafte by fire and the fword. 

Sultan Alla ad Dien, upon intelligence of this invafion, prepared 
to repel it, and commandfid all his forces from Telingana, Dowluta- 
bad, and Berar, to repair to the capital of Ahmedabad vvitliout delay. 

Upon dicir arrival he reviewed the whole, and found Ids army com- 
pofed of fifty thoufand horfe, fixty thouland foot, and a confiderable 
train of artillery, Witli this force he began his march againft the 
cncm^^j and Deo Roy, upon his approach, fldfted his ground, and 
encamped under the walls of the fortrefs of Mudkul, detaching a 
large body to harafs the fultan. 

The fultan halted at the diftance of twelve miles fiom Mudkul, 
and dilpatchcd IMallck al Tijar, with the troops of Dowlutabad, 
againft tlie fons of Deo Roj ; alfo, Klian Zummaun, governor of 
Beejapore, and Klian Azim, commai\der of the forces of Berar and 
Telingana, againft the main body of the enemy. Mallek al Tijar, 
going firft to Roijore, gave battle to the eldeftfpn of Deo Roy, who 
was wounded in the adtion, and fled toisards Bcel^aporc, ironi 
whence he was joined by his younger brotlier, w ho quitted the fiegc 
of that fortreft. 

In the fpacc of two months, three a^ons happened near Afudkul 
betw ecn the tw o grand armic' j in the firft of u Inch mul{itude<j were 

lliin 
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flain on both fides, and the Hindoos having the advantage, the 
mufihlmauns experienced great difficulties.. The fultan was fuccefs- 
ful in. the others j and, in the laft, the eldeft Ton of Deo Roy was 
killed by a fpear thrown at him by Khan'Zummaun, which event 
flruck the Hindoos with a panic, and tliey fled with the greateft 
precipitation into the fortrefs of Mudkul. Mujeer al Moolk and his 
brother, officers of note, following the higitives, in the ardour 
of purfuit entered the fort with them, and the infidels, admiring their 
valour, took them both ptifonere without injury, and carried them 
before Deo Roy, who ordered them to be kept in confinement.^ 
Sultan Alia ad Dien, upon tliis, wrote to him, that the two chiefs 
were regarded by him as of equal importance to two hundred thoufand 
common men j therefore, as it was a rule with the» princes of his fa- 
mily to kill a hundred thoufand Hindoos in revenge for the death of 
.afingle mufihlmaun, ffiould he take away their lives, rill he had 
revenged the death of each, by the flaughter of an hundred thoufiind 
Hindoos, he would not leave the country. 

Deo Roy, who knew by experience the refolution of the prffices 
of tills houfe, difpatched to the fultan confidential perfons, propbfing, 
that if he would promife not to molefl: liis territories in future, he 
would bind himfclf to pay annually the fUpulated tribute, return the 
two prifoners, and never again withdraw his feet from the circle of 
obedience. The fultan acceded to his requeft, a treaty was executed, 
and Deo Roy immediately feat haek-Mujeec al Moolk. and lus, bro- 
ther, alfo an offering of forty w'ar elephants, and valuable effeilstoa 
great amount, witli tlic tribute due for feme years paft. The fultaa 
then honoured the roy \Yitli a rich drefa, and horfes in furniture fet 
Mith jewels j after which he began liis return homej and, during 
the reft of liis reign, Deo Roy rcgubrly remitted his tribute, while 
tlic fiilfan elfo ftrialy obfened his part of thetreaty. 


In’ 
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In the firft part of his reign, fultan Alla ad Dien ereded at 
Alimedabad Biedar an infirmary, to fupport tlie expenfes of which 
he granted confiderahlc tracts of land, and efiablifiaed in it botli 
mufiulmaun and Hindoo phyficians. To every part of his do- 
minions he fent ‘ cenfocs and juft judges 5 and, tlioiigh he drank 
wine himfelf, he forbad the ufe of it by others, as alfo gaming. He 
put chains on the necks of coUinders, and idle, difiipated vaga- 
bonds, and puniflied them by employing them in removing filtli 
from the ftreets, drawing heavy ftones, and all kinds of laborious 
workc, tliat they might reform, and get a livelihood by fome calling, 
or elfc quit tlie country altogether. If any one, after admonition and 
moderate correftion, was convided of drinking wine, melted lead 
poured down his throat. The rank of offenders was no feciirity 
from punifliment. 

’ One of the grandfons of «Mahummud Geefoo-derauz, being 
captivated in the fnares of a courtezan, and tempted by her to drink 
wine, became quarrelfomc from the effects of it, and, beating the 
woman, cut offher fide locks. The affur w'as complained of to the 
cuwval, who confined both parties; but, confidering the rank of tlie 
fyed, he thought proper to refer the decifion of the caufe to the ful- 
tan; who being much enraged, ordered the offender to be carried to 
the moft publick fquarc of the city, there to receive nvo hundred 
blows on the foies of lus feet, and to take a folemn oath againft 
drinking wine. The courtezan ^vas led through the ftreets drefled in 
an afs’s Ikin, and afre^\^’a^ds banillicd from the city.

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ThcTuUan fo \vifely regulated his civil and military departments, 
that the aflions of* Feredoon and Nollicrowan loll their lullrc> when 
compared witlt his juftice. On Fridays and all holidays, he attend- 
ed at the morque, and heard fermons. lie was averfe from ilicdding 
the blood of man. He deftroyed many idol temples, and erc£lcd 
mofques in their room. He held no converfation with “Hazarcncs 
or bramurs, nor would he permit tliem to liold civil offices. 

After the war of Becjanuggiir the fultan changed his conduit, 
being captivated in luxurious enjoyments. Giving up the total 
management of government to minifters, he all at once entertained 
a thoufand beautiful women j to accommodate whom, he erciled a 
magnificent palace, and laid out elegant gardens round it, on the 
banks of a piece of water. This he called the abode of blifs, and 
in it fpent mofl of his hours in drinking ruby-coloured wines, prefT- 
ing the lips of fdver-bodied damfels, or lUlening to the melody of 
fweet-voiced muficians. During this intoxication of pleafure, he 
only appeared in the publick audience hall once every four or five 
months, and the Dekkanee amras exercifed the powers of govern- 
ment uncontcouled. 

At tills time, Meamun Oolla Dekkanee formed a plan for reducing 
all the fortrefles along the fea coaftsj to perform which, he fent 
MaUek al Tijar, with feven thoufand Dekkanee and tliree thoufand 
Arab hoife, befides his own troops, Mallek al Tijar fixing upon 
' Jagneh as his feat of government, ralfed a fort near tlie city 
of « Jeneah, from whence he fent detachments at different times into 

Kokun,

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Kokun, and reduced feveral rajas to fubjcQion. At lengtli he moved 
to that country in perfon, and laid fiege to a fort, the raja of tvhich 
was named Sirkch, whom he fpeedily obliged to deliver himfelf and 
family, with his pofleffions, into his hands. 

Mallek al Tijar infifted, that Sirkeh (hould embrace the faith of 
Iflaam, or be put to death ,- upon which the fubtlc raja, with much 
humility, reprefented, that there exiftfd between him and roy 
* Songeer, who owned tlie country round tlic fortrefs of ■■ Kalneh, a 
family competition and riv.alry, and that they were near relations. 
Should he therefore enter the order of Iflaam, and his rival remain 
fecure on the mufnud of power, he would, on the general’s return, 
extend the tongue of mockery on his change of faith, and raife up 
his whole famdy and fubjedls to rebel j fo that he fhould lofe the 
countries Us anceflors had held forages in independance. He added, 
that if Mallek al Tijar would reduce Us rival, and give his country 
cither to hutifelf, or one of his amras, which might be effedled with 
little trouble, he would then readily pronounce die creed of the true 
faith, enroll himfelf among the Haves of the fultan, and annually 
remit a tribute to Us treafuiy, as w ell as aflifl in reducing thofe roies 
who might hereafter fail in their duty and allegiance. 

Mallek al Tijar to tliis replied, that he had heard the road to

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erous Sirkcli, about midnight ruflicd from tiens, pafles, andcaverns^ 
on the muflulinaims unfufpicious of furprize* and buried in the deep 
of wcarinefs and fatigue. Nearly fcven tliouCind of tlic faitliful were 
put to death like Hieep, with knives and daggers j for the wind being 
liigh, the clafliing of the trees, which feparated them from one 
another, prevented tlieir hearing the groans of their fellow-fuftcrers. 
Mallek al Tijar fell, with five hundred noble fyeds of Medina, Iver- 
baila, and Nujeef; as alfo fome few Dekkanec and Abyfiinian no- 
bles, witlr about two thoufand foldiers of thofe countries. \^^ien 
the roy tliought his bloody revenge -had been glutted fufficiently, 
he retired with his people from the fbreft. 

^ The furvivors of this dreadful maflacrc, with much difficulty 
travelled back the path they had advanced, and joined tlic Dekkanec 
and Abyfiinian ainnis, who had remained encamped on the plains. 
They advifed them to retire to their jaghires, that they might repofe 
a little from their fatigues, and fiipply themfelvcs with necefiarics for 
future fervicci but this the Moguls refiifed doing, as the town of 
Jagneh vn.$ nearer, and they might in a fiiort time recruit tliem- 
felves, and be able to rejoin tiie army. Some of the Moguls allb 
imprudently obfcn*ed, that the defeftion and tre;ichcry of tlic Dek- 
kan amras had principally occafioncd the deaths of Mallek al Tijar 
and the fyeds, of which, on their arrival at Jagneh, they would 
write full .accounts to court. 

The Dekkances, alarmed at this remark, refolved to be tlie firfi 
accufers; and tlicreforc ^\^otc by exprefi to the falian, that Mallek 
al Tijar, at the inftigation of a zemindar named Sirkeh, and the 
councils of tlie fyeds ahd Moguls, had entered on a wild plan, in 
defiance of their mofi earned rcmonftrances, and that he liad fuf- 
fered the punilhment of fuch imprudence, by his own death and of 
mofi: of his followers ; that the furvivors, infiead of agreeing to 
remain with them till another general fiiould be appointed by In's 
R s niajcfiy. 
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majeftjs to take revenge on Sirkeh and roy Songeer, had behaved 
with infolence, fpoke difrefpeOfiiHy of tlic fultan, and were gone in a 
body to the fortrefs of Jagneh, intending to ferve the rajas of Kokun, 
and tempt them to raife the ftandard of rebellion, 

Thefe complaints they forw'arded to Sheer al Moolk Dekkance, 
and Nizam al Moolk, fon of Ummad al Moolk Ghorec, who were 
thirftmg for the blood of the Moguls, as their rivals in fhe fultan's 
efteem. They prefented tliem to Alla ad Dicn when heated with 
wine, and related the defeat of Mallek al Tyar, and the beha- 
viour of the furviving Moguls, with a thoufand aggravations and 
mahdous remarks. The fultan was inflamed with paflion, and, 
Without a moment’s refie<5tIon on the probability of the guilt of die 
Moguls, commanded the two amras to repair to Jagneh, and put 
them all to the fword. 

. Like * Abdoolia Zcad, or Shuinfe al Joflihun, putthig on armour 
againll the defeendants of die prophet, they moved towards Jagneh 
with' a great force. The fyeds and Moguls hearing of their approach, 
fhut themfelvcs up in the mud fort, and fent off petitions, relating 
the truth of affairs and'thcir own innocence, to court. Their me£ 
fengers were intercepted by Sheer al Moolk, ^vho tore the pacquets. 
They alfo difpatched other letters, but as none of their own com- 
panions could pafs, they entrufted them to two natives of Hindoo- 
ftan, who had been for years fed amply with their bounty. Thefe 
wretches, black in heart as complexion, giving way to their natural 
treachery, carried the letters to Sheer al Moolk, who tore them as 
he had done the former, and rewarded die traitors with gifts. He 
then clofely blocked up the roads, fo that no perfon could pafs with- 
out fearch, and the unfortunate fyeds, like their great anceftor 
HoufTcm, were reduced to the extremity of defpair, but, with the 
V t Moguls, 

• Two chiefs fent againft the fons of Alee by Yezeed. 
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'Moguh, refolved to ftand out as long as poliible. Sheer al Moolk 
upon this fummoned the Dekkan amras from Kokun to affift him, , 
and arrived before Jagnch with a great array. The fiege continued 
for t%vo montlis without effect, during which time he \^TOte fre- 
quently to court, that the fyeds and Moguls, continuing in obfti- 
jiatc rebellion, liad alkcd afliftancc of the king of Guzarat, oiTering 
to give Jiini up Jagneh, and alTift his invafions. The Dckkanee 
minifters backed thefe letters with their own afluranccs, and procured 
repeated orders from the fultan to punifli the rebels in fuch a manner, 
that tlicirfate might remain an example of terror to otliers. If now 
and then a letter from t!ie accufrd found its way to tlic capital, the 
rninifrers took care to prevent its being fecn by tlic fultan, who, they 
pretended, was fo enraged, that he would not even hear or read a 
word from them. 

When provifions in the fort grew Icarcc, tlic befieged refolved, 
that leaving a fufHcicnt number to defend tlicir families, tlicy would 
make a fally. fight their way tlirough the enemy, and, flying to the 
capital, lay die truth of affairs before the fultan, and implore jufticc. 
The Dckkanccs learning their defign, dreaded the event, as dicy 
knciY they would fight dcfpcratcly, and that feme mufr make their 
avay good to court, which would immediately occafion a difeoverj' of 
their treachery. They therefore had recourfc to frratagem to get 
the befieged in their own power. They fenta meflage to them, tliat 
being followers of the prophet, and pitying their misfortunes and the 
children and women of the they had interceded with the fultan 

for ilwir pardon, who at hft complying .with their petition, had given 
orders tint they fiiould be pcnmttcd to retire unmolcfrcd out of his 
dominion*-, w Itli thesr lamilic'^ and cffcils, A forged order was pro- 
iiuccd, a' 3 fof^fof the fincc.dty of llicir declaration^ and both chiefs, 
like "V creed, fwort: bj the Almiglny, the koraun, and the prophet 
of Ged, that the) wculd net injure them in perfonor property. 

Relying 
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Uelying upon their oaths, the unfortunate, in number about W o 
thoufand five hundred, of whom twelve hundred were fyeds of un- 
mixed defeent, evacuated the fort, with their wives, children, and 
-property, and encamped at rv hulc diftancc, to provide carriage and' 
conveyance for their rnarcU» The Dekkan chiefs for three diyi 
abided by their promifes, and ufed every endeavour to gain their con* 
fidence, and lull fufpicion, by kiivd oflicts and oilers of alTifting their 
wants.' On the fourth day, they prevailed on the chief among them 
to come to an entertainment in the fort. AU the principal men, 
about tlrree hundred, excepting Kafim Heg, SufT Skekunn, Kirra 
Klian Kivoord, and Ahmed Beg Mcccre, attended. While they were 
eating, a number of armed men* on a fign.al given by Sheer al Modllc, 
rulhed from ambulh upon them, and put every man, to the fword.\ 
At the fame inftant, four thoufand Dckkances without live fort 
attacked their camp, and put every male they found to dcatlv, even 
to infants at the breaft. After this tragedy, tlicy plundered the tents, 
and treated the women with all the.infult that luft or brutality could 
infpire. Since the time of Houflem, the fyeds were never before fo 
abufed } but is it not aftonifliing tlvat men, who called thcnafclvcs 
femnts of the prophet, fliould fo bafely treat his defeendants ? 

Kafim Beg, aftd the Moguls who liad encamped about two miles 
from the relt of their unfortunate companions, on hearing the alarm,, 
armed themfelVcs, and, putting even their women in foldrers’ habits, 
fled towards the capital. Sheer al Moolk. inftantly difpatchcd two 
thoufand horfe to purfuethem, under Daood KIvan, and wrote to all- 
the jaghiredars and firmcrs to intercept them as rebels, or cut them 
off, under pain of the fultan’s difpleafure. * Kafim Beg, with tlirec' 
hundred followers, polled on without -halting, except t when ‘the 
Dekkances coming near, obliged liim to dliperfe them, which he did 
frequently with defpeme valour. He palled the nights on the plain, 
and in this manner proceeded fijr fbine days" ; till at length, near the ^ 
town of Sirkch he was clofcly preffed by Daood Khan, who had 

fummoned 
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lummoned Houflun Khan, the jaghircdar, to his fuccour. This 
nobleman had once been relieved from great_ danger "in a battle 
by Kafim Beg, whom he now refolved to aflift in turn. He told 
Daood Khan, tliat it was impofTible the Moguls could be rebels, as 
they were liaftening of their own accord to the capital. Daood 
Khan finding he would not join him, attacked the Moguls witli his 
own people, and Kafim Beg, w’ith his followers, refilled hke men 
fighting for life, Daood Khan was luckily killed by an arrow in the 
firft onfet ; but this fpurrcd on the Dekkanees to revenge, and they 
had almoft overcome the Moguls by numbers, when Houflim Khan 
came to their afiiftance 5 upon which the Dekkanees fled with their 
cliief *s body towards Jagneh. Houflun Khan condufled the brave 
fufferers to his refidence, where they were fupplied with relief by his 
indulgence, and wrote reprefentations of their cafe to the fultan, who, 
iaanfwer, commanded Kafim Beg and his companions to repair to> 
courts 

. Upon their arrival, fiilian Alia ad Dien commanded them into his 
prefence, and examined into the whole aflairj which being explain- 
ed to his fatisfadlion, he t\’as enraged at his treacherous mimfl:ers,» 
and afliamcd of his ow-n fatal confidence. Pie ordered Muflapha 
Khan, who had kept the letters from his penifal, to he beheaded on 
the fpot, and Iris body to be expofed to view through the ftreets,- 
'Hc appointed Pvahm ^eg to the government ol Do\^utabad and 
Joneer, witli all the honours of Mallek al Tijar, and railed all his 
followers to tank, ordering frefli levies of Moguls to be made under 
them. Hefeized the houfes of Nizam al Moolk and Sheer al Moolk 
to his own ufe, and commanded them, with all the other capital 
aggrefibre, to be brought walking on foot, loaded with hca\y chains,, 
to the capital. Such as had been inflrumental in forging the firll 
accufation, he put to dcatli in various ways, and deprived their 
■cJiildren of their eflates, Co that tlicy wanted c\cn a meal. Accord- 
ing to’ the Tubbukkat Mahmood Shawce, Shccr^al Moolk and 
. Kirani 
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Nfeam al Moolk were afflifted with leprofy the fame year, 'and their 
fens walked the markets for fiiameful purpofes, among the outcafts 
of fociety. ' 


In the jear 850, fliekh Aazree, the fultan’s preceptoi, for whoni 
w en a yout , e a great refpefl, wrote him a long letter of advice 
from laioraffan The fultan was much affedted with the perufal. 
He forfwore the ufe ofwrne. and anfwered the letter with his own 
Ahm Jsi"' He now reftored all tlie'inlKtutes of 

exoellS n t , adminiftration of affairs, and 

expelled all Dekkanees from offices of truft. ' , 

iultan‘s^n^^!^'•l^^’ eraption breaking out in the 

bv it from "“I fubmit to medicine, he' was prevented 

fp-IXorarffi! ^P®«ments,-and reportage often 

diftrifts round his MV ° liimfelfof many 

t'o Secunder Khan! mlndfTO 

Shaw.

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and many other offences befides the prefent, was not to be fatisfied of-' 
tlie fultan’s faith to his promifes, and tliereforc rcfolved to fccurc 
liimfelf by new crimes from rerentment. He reprefented to tlic 
fultan of MaUva, Shaw Mhamood Kliiljee, that fultan Alla ad Dicn 
had been long dead, but that tlic miniflcrs, tofecurc their own intcreft, 
pretending he was IHU alive, had turned all their endeavours to 
deftroy the principal nobility, and divide the kingdom among them- 
felves and adherents j that if he would march, tlie provinces of Berar 
and Telingana would fall, wthout a blow, into his hands* 

Sultan Mhamood crediting thefe a/Turancef fo flattering to his- 
ambition, by the advice of the fultan of Kliandeflie, in the year 860, A,D.i45J-. 
moved towards Dekkan with a great army, and was Joined by 
Secunder IChan, who advanced with a thoufand horfe, as a body 
guard, forae days’ journey to meet him. 

Sultan Alla ad Dien, upon receiving intelligence of this invafion,. 
changed his^dellgn of going in perfon to Telingana. He fent Khajeh 
Mhamood Geelanee, commonly entitled Gawan, firft promoting him 
^ to the rank of a thoufand, with feveral of the nobility, to that 
quarter, againft Jellall Khan. He diipatched Khan Jehaun, gover- 
nor of Berar, to obferve the motions of the prince of Boorahanpore,^ 
and ordered Kafim Beg, governor of Dowlutabad, to advance with a 
corps of obfervation towards the enemy. He himfelf followed, with 
the troops of Beejapore, at tlie difiancc only of ten miles, carried, by 
reafbn of his dlnefs, in a palanquin. 

Sultan Mhamood, having received fatisfafiory accounts of the 
fovereign of Dekkan’s being alive, and marching againft him, re- 
treated fuddenly, with the greateft part of his attendants j leaving an 
ameer, under pretence of affifting Seconder IChan, but giving fecret 
inftnidtions, that if that chief ftiould attempt to join the Dekkances, 

_ . • ‘ . S 5 not 
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^ not to permit him, but bring him prifoncr to Mando, with' all his 
tc^fures and efFedls, Secunder Klian, being timely informed of the 
intended treachery, made his cicape from the Malwa army, with two 
thoufand Afghauns and Raajepoots, to the fortrefs of Blicondah ; bht, 
as Khajeh Mhamood Garran was then befieging it, 'it proved but 'a 
temporary afyium. 12 Shortly after, he, by the' intercefiion of Khajeh 
Gawan, obtained his pardon from tlie fultan, delivered up the fortrefr, 
and, going to court with that cliief, was again honoured with Bilcon- 
dah in jaghire. The fultan having left Fukhir al Moolk Turk in the 
government of the Mahoor diftridts, and Fcrreh al Moolk in com- 
457. mand of the garrifon, returned to his capital, where, in the year 862, 
the diforder in his foot encreafing to a mortification, he left this 
world of vanity for another, after a reign of twenty three years, nine 
months, and twenty days. ' < ^ 

• a 

Sultan Alla ad Dien is faid to have been eloquent, of great wit, 
and fond of learning. He would fometimes afeend the pulpit in^tlie 
grand mofque on Fridays and holidays, and read the khootbah,^in 
winch he mentioned himfelf by the following titles j The monarch 
juft, merciful, patient, and liberal to the fervants of God, chief in 
worldly and religious affairs, fon of the ddUnguilhed among kings, 
Ahmed^Shaw Wullce Bhamenee. One day, an Arabian merchant 
who had fold fome horfes for the fuUan’s ufe, the payment for which 
W'as delayed by the officers of the houfchold, being prefent when the 
fultan read the above titles, infpired by vexation at ill iifage, and 
the flaughter of the innocent fyeds, exclaimed with a loud voice; 
Thou art neither the juft, the merciful, the patient, nor the liberal 
king, but tljc cruel and the falfe i who haft maflacred the prophet's 
clefcendants, dareft to affumc fuch vaunting titles in the pulpit of 

the true believers. Tlic fultan was ftruck with lemorfe, and com- 
manded the merchant to be paid on the fpotj faying, that thofo 
v.ould not cfcapc the \vrath of God, who had thus injured his repu- 
tation 
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tation among mankind He then retired to his palace, at inch he 
never left till he was brought out a corpfe to be interred The 
fultan findmg hmifelf,dying, appomted his fon Humaioon his ftic- 
ceflbr, againft the Willies of all his court, who dreaded his cruel and 
fanguinaiy temper , and feveral of the amras made their cfcape to 
Guzarat before the fultan’s death, to at old the tyranny of lus 
fuccelTor.

^Vl-HLE fultan Alla ad^Dien was breathing 'hiS'laft, the prince - 
Humaioon was in his, own palace.-'. Syef Khah and MuUoo JChani 
two chief amras,' concealing the "king’s -death, ‘privately feated his 
youngeft fontHouflan I^an-on the -throne. '^They were, joined b3j 
.Hubbccb.OolIa, -and.fome other anaras, who regarded' the'mcatUre 
as an .unexpected; blefGng. A body .was .detached to plunder the 
palace of fultan Humaioon and fecure his perfon, when great clamour 
and confdfion took place,'* Humaioon Shaw oppofed his, enemies with 
rcfolutiori; obliged them i to ■ retire, and ,.purfued -them towards .the 
royal apartments.,- On the way, the elephant drivers, ‘ perdehdaurs, 
fillehdars, and body guards, with other pcrfons of the houfehold,' who 

averedgnorant of die plan for his deftruiflion. Joined Humaioon, fo 

he entered the grand hall Of audience without ^oppofition, and 
cized his brother, .who fat panic-ftruck and trembling .upon the 
Arone. Humaioon lafccndcd .in his 'room, and was acknowledged 
fultan without farther oppofition. * He ordered Syef Khan, ‘ tire con- 
tnver of the plot, to be dragged through the city chained to the foot 
ot an elephant, and confined Hubbeeb Oolla. - _ -

.Agreeably 
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' Agrteatiy to the will of his Mier, he gave the office" of 
vaqueel al fultilnnut to Khajeh Mhamood Gawan, with the title 
of Mallek al Tljar, and the government of Beejapore. Mallefc 
’"Shaw, faid to be difcended from the great Chnngeeze lOian, he 
appointed governor of Telingana, with the title of Kliajeh Jehaun i 
and conferred jaghites in that ptovince, witli the rank of a thoufand 
and title of Ni/am al Moolk, .on tlic nephew of Ummad al Moolk 
Ghoree, a young nobleman of dilUnguiflied abdities. Sccunder 
IChan, fon of Jellall Khan, a favourite companion of tlie fultan 
before liis acceffion, being difgufted at not having the government of 
Telingana, of which he whs ambitious, fled from court to his father 
at Bilcondah, and began tO raife troops in rebellion. 

Humaioon Shaw immediately fertt againft liim Khan Jehaun, 
governor of Betar, who hdd come to court to congratulate his 
acceffion ; and that chief* being defeated by the rebels, the fultan 
tliought it necelTary to marcli againft them in perfon. He hoped, 
upon his arrival in the'viiiinity of Bilcondah, that Jellall Khan and 
SecunderKhan would fee their error, and fuBrtiit : but tlic latter made 
a Bidden attack upon Ids camp by night with fome fuccefs'. Which 
determined the fultan next day td fay liege to the fort. Sectirider 
Klian having great dependence on the'attachment and bravery of Ids 
troops, marched out to offer battle witli eight thoufand Dekkanees 
and Raajepoots. Humaioon, in regard to their former fnendfhip, 
font Iiim a melfige, importing, that though'appearing in armsagainft 
his foveteign was an heinous offence, yet he wilhednot to deftroy fo 
brave a fubjedt, would forgive liim, and grant him in jaghire any 
diftnCt he fliould chufe in the province of Dowlutabad. Secunder 
Khan returned in anfwer, that if Humaioon was the grandlon of 
Ahmed Shatv, he was alfo himlclf his grandfon by his daughter, 
Confequently, his partner in the kingdoms of their grandfather, fo 
that he muft refign tiic fovereignty of Telingana to liim, or prepare 
for battle. 


Humaioon 
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Humaioon Shaw was enraged at this infolcnt reply to his offers, 
and commanded die inarch of attack to be founded. Scciindcr Khan, 
exalting the ftandard of ranmefs. advanced to battle, and repeatedly 
repvilfed the vigorous charges of the royal army. The aflion con- ^ 
tinued long indccifivc* At laft, Malick al Tijar Gawan, with the 
Beejapore troop'i, and Khajeh Jehaun Turk, with the army of Berar, 
charged from the right and left wings at the fame inflant, and made 
a great daughter among the rebels, who began to give way to thc^ 
fliock. The fultan obfen'ing their confufion, drew from the center 
* five hundred archers and five hundred fpearmen, at the head of 
whom, mounted on an elephant, he ruflied on the enemy, among 
whom a dreadful carnage was made. The rebel, undaunted, oppofed 
fo firmly with the troops about hisperfon, that the fultan was deferr- 
ed by his followers, who fled in confufion. Seconder Khan then 
advanced fingly, and. with his fpear charged the fultan, \shore ele- 
phant, by the critical diredion of the driver, feized the rebel in liis 
tmnk, drew him from his horfc, and dafhed him forcibly on the 
ground. His followers, who were on full fpeed to fupport his. 
charge, not able to flop their career, rode in great bodies ovcrhim;| 
by vvhich accident he was foon cruflicd to death. Upon the lofs of 
the chief, hU army fled j and the fultan, rallying his troops, purfued' 
the ^gitives, with great (laughter, a confidcrable diflance from the 
field of battle, • ^ ‘ 

j , • 

The nevt day the fultan commenced the fiege of Bllcondah, and 
at the* end of a week Jellall Khan," iccmg no refoufee but fubmifiion, 
offered to furrendcr. ’ By the mediation' of Mallek al Tijar and 
Klian Jehaun, having obtained pardon, he threw himfelf at the 
fultan $ feet, with' an offering of the accumulated 'wealth of forty' 
years of high and profitable employment; and, though he was con- 

f u days oflifc a fufficient prize for the forfeiture' 

of all his poffeffions. j 

^'Humaioori'^ 
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* Humalooii Shaw, on the fall of BUcondah, meditated the reduflion 
of the fortrefs of Dcwercondah, belonging to a zemindar of Telingana, 

^ who had lent his fupport to Secunder Khan. For tliis fervice he 
detaclied JCljajch Jchaiin and Nizam al Moolk, while he marched 
^ himfelf to Warunkul. The Telingas uniting, fought feveral battles 
in tlie field, but were in all defeated by Khajeh Jehaun, and at length 
retired within the fortrefs 5 which was clofely befiegcd on every fide, 
though fituated among high mountains and difficult woods. The 
Telingas applied for afliftance to the roies of Orifla and ‘ Oureah ,* 
who, being tempted by offers of great fums of money, fent a con- 
fidcrable body of troops, with many \vfar elephants, to fupport them, 
promifmg to advance quickly themfelves witli their whole force* 
The Telingas, infpired by hopes of fpeedy relief, held out obfti- 
natelyj and the two generals, hearing of the negotiation, became 
doubtful how to a€t. Nizam al Moolk was for raifing the fiege ' 
for the prefent, and marching out of the hills and pafies to* engage 
the auxiliaries to advantage on the plain, and prevent their jundlion. 
To this Khajeh Jehaun objected, faying, that the Telingas would 
attribute a retreat to fear only, iffue from tlie fortrefs, and moleft 
their march ; fo that it was better to continue the fiege, and oppofc 
' the junction, where, tliey were, Nizam al Moolk was obliged to 
fiibmit to this opinion of Ids fuperior officer. Tlie very next day, 
the troops of Orifla and Oureah, alfo the Telingas from the fort, 
attacked them at the fame infiant, and the cavalry being unable to 
exert themfelves from the badnefs of the ground, a total defeat was 
fuftained by the army of Illaam, in which great numbers wete llain. 
The two generals with the greatell difficulty made their efcape from 
the field, and did not halt till tlicy arrived at Warunkul, being pur- 
fiied for eighty miles by the infidels. Humaioon Shaw, enquiring 
into the caufe of the difafter, Khajeh Jehaun, to fiive his own life, 
fiilfely accufed Nizam al Moolk as the advifer of the meafure he had 
difapproved, and the fultan in his rage, without examination into the 

. truth 


• On the fea coaft of Orifla. 
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tmth of the charge, ordered that gallant nobleman to be put to death 
inllantly in his prefence ; x\*hich \vas done. His relations and fol- 
lowers fled, entering into the fcrvicc of fiiltati Mhamood of Malfl'a. 
Ivhajeh Jehaun was difgraccd, and fent clofe prifoncr to one of tlio 
royal fortrefles, by the fultan. 

Humaioon Sha^Y, determined on revenging tire infuU to his 
arms, was bufdy preparing a fredt army to go againfl; Dcwcrcondalt, 
when fuddenly, advices were brought him fronr the capital of bis 
dominions, Ahmedabad Bicder, thatEufufTTurkhadfctailibertytiie 
blind prince HoufTun Khan and Hubbeeb Oolla, and had fled with 
them into the country. The fultan, upon this, cafting the reins of 
patience from lus hands, and leaving Mallck al Tijar to protect 
• Telingana, in the year 864 returned by forced marches to his capitab 
*and lighting up the fire of tyranny, fet no bounds to his rage 5 but it 
is ncccflary, before his cruelties arc recorded, to mention their 
original caufe. 

Shaw Hubbeeb Oolla, an eminent divine, had been imprifbncd 
for his attachment to tlic prince HoufTun Klian. Upon the fulton’s 
marching againft Sccunder IChan, towards Bilcondah, feven of the 
fltaw’s difciples formed the refolution of procuring his liberty. For 
' this purpofe they addrelTcd EufufF Turk, flave to the late fultan Alla 
ad Uien, a man generally beloved, and celebrated for his virtue, 
TffAtgrity, piety, and extenfive charities, alfo a firm dilciple and 
fnend to the fhaw’s family. He promifed liis aid, and corrupted 
fome of the guards and porters of the palace. The number of the 
confederacy encreafed to twelve horlemen and fifty foot, all bent 
upon facrificing their Ih es to the fcrvice of the fhaw. Eufuff, ad- 
vancing in the path of fortitude, one evening went with his friends 
^ of the royal haram, in which the prilbners were confined. 

® guards were abfent on their occafions, but he was 
tiueftioned by the few on duty. He replied, that he had the fultan’s 
' orders 
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orders to enter the prifon, and blind fuch and fuch criminals, pro- 
ducing a forged firmaun to prove his aflertions j at feeing which, 
they were filcnt, and fuffered him to pafs in. Upon his arrival at 
the fccond gate, the guards refufed to admit him j and, though he 
fliowed the firmaun, infiftcd.that the cutwal’s order was ncceflary 
before he could be allowed entrance ; upon which he ruflied upon 
them with his friends, put tliem to dcatli, with fbmc rcHflance, and 
pafled on. EufufF firft haftened to die apartments of die capital 
prifoners, and took off die chains from Hubbeeb Oolla. HoulTun 
Khaii and Yiah IChan, fons of die late king, and Jcllall KJian Bok- 
haree, entreated him to break dicir chains, and take them with 
him; to which petition he confented. After diis he went into every 
apartment of the prifon, proclaiming aloud, diat all who wifhed to 
be freed from captivity, fliould repair to the gate of the palace, and 
join him. About feven dioufand unfortunate captives, of all condi- 
tions, rofe upon dieir keepers, and, amaing theinfelves with clubs, 
or whatever came to hand, ranged dicmfelves at die gate as dirctfled. 
By this time die cutwal of the city, having received die alarm, had 
advanced to the palace with his people; but the captives, de/peratc 
for/reedom, received him fo warmly with fhowers of flones, and* 
clubs, that they were defeated. The prifoners, during the night, 
difperfed to different quarters among their friends. Jellall KJian, 
near eighty years, old, and the prince Yiah IClian, fell^into the 
cutwal’s hinds again in a few hours, and ivcre put to death. 
Houflun Khan and Hubbeeb Oolla took belter in the houfe of a 
barber, where they fiiaved their beards, and put on the dreis of beg- 
gars. The latter now advifed making their cfcape to foiiie humble 
retirement; but the prince obferved, that the people in' general 
being wearied and dlfgufted with his brotlicr’s cruelty, and attached 
to liimfelf. It V. as likely he could fbon nuie an army, and regain tlie 
throne he had loft. Hubbeeb Oolla confented to aflift his news. 
When they had got out of the city to fome diftance, Houmin Klian 
made himfelf known, and adventurers and the difaffcded joined him 
-« ^ from 
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from ’all quarters. Eufuff-Turk alfo joined his ftandard; and in a 
few' days the prince was able, with an army of tlircc thoufand horfc 
and five thoufand foot, to advance to the garden of Kumtanch, only 
fiv miles from the capital, in hopes of being able to take it. Finding 
this, however, impoflible, he retreated to tlie tow'n of Peer, which 
he poflelTed himfelf of, with the country round, and levied frefli 
troops. Such was the ftate of affairs when the fultan arrived at 
Alunedabad with his army. 

The firfl. bufinefs of the fultan was to punifli the garrifon of the 
city j all the foldicrs of which, above trvo thoufand, lie put to dcatji 
in various ways, the moll cruel that could be devifed. The cutw.!! 
he confined in an iron cage, every day cutting off feme member 
from his body, which he obliged him to cat, fo that he died fliortly 
of his maims. He then difpatclied eight thoufand horfe and foot 
againtl the rebels, who at firfl were vidtorious ; upon which the rage 
of the fultan was e.\treme. He reinforced liis army, but confined 
the women and children of the officers j vowing to put them to 
.death if they fhould be defeated, or defett to die prince Houifun 
Khan. ^ 

In the next battle the rebels fuffered a total defeat, and Houlfim 
Khan, after a defperate refinance, quitted the field with liis ad- 
herents, hoping to find an afylum at Beejanuggur. Upon his arrival 
near fne fort of Beejapore, with about eight hundred horfe, the 
governor, Serauje Khan Juneedec, font out a meffage to invite him in, 
declaring, that he would give him up the fort and all its depend- 
ancies. Houflhn Khan, hy the advice of Hubbeeh Oolla and Eufuff 
Turk, entered the fort of Bcejaporc, then only of mud. Serauje 
Khan receited them with officious refpea and attention. At night- 
fall he came, with all his attendants, to the prince’s apartment, under 
pretence of paying his reTpeSs, and furrounded it. The next day he 
attempted to take his guefls prifoners, and Hubbeeb Oolla fuffered 

martyrdom 
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martjTdom in the refinance. At length, the prince HoufTun Khan, 
Eufuff Turk, and his btlicr followers, even to carpct-fprcadcrs, water- 
men, and fwcepers, were feized, and fent prifoners, by the treacher- 
ous Scraujc Khan, under a ftrong efcort to Ahmedabad, 

Humaloon Shaw, letting loofc tlie bridle of puniflimcnt, and mad 
with rage, ordered ftakes to be fet up on both fidcs of tlie king’s mark- 
et, and vicious elephants and bcafts of prey to be Rationed in different 
parts of the fquarcj in others were placed cauldrons offcalding oil and 
boiling water. Then, afcending a balcony to view the fpeftaclc, he 
firft call his brother Houffun Khan before a voracious tiger, who foon 
tearing the wretched prince in pieces avith liis teeth and claws, left 
fcarce a relic remaining. Eufuff Turk, and lus feven friends, Were 
beheaded before him and their innocent and hclplels families, being 
dragged from their houfes, were violated and otherwife tortured in 
tlie court of the palace by ruflians, in ways too indecent to mention* 
Puoifliments invented by the fultan were infli(£led on young and old, 
women and children j who fuffered fuch tortures as the imaginations 
of ‘ Zohaak and the tyrant Hijaaje never could have conceived. 
About feven thouiand of the unhappy prince’s women and fervants, 
who had not the moft diftant concern in his rebellion, even to cooks, 
waiters, fcuUions, and other menials, were fomc ftabbed with dag- 
gers, others cut in pieces with hatchets, and the reft killed in cruel 
methods by fcalding oil and \vatcr. This tragedy happened in 
Shauban, the fame year as the rebellion. 

The author of the Tarekh Mhamood Sha^vee fays, he heard from 
the royal attendants, that upon learning the efcape of Houffun IChan, 
rage and paffion fo overcame the fultan, that he fometimes tore his 
robes, at others, bit his pUlows, and often his own lips, in fuch a 
manner that they dropped with blood. Alarmed at the example of 
Houffun Khan, lie put to death feveral mnocent perfons of tl>e royal 
T 2 family.

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family, who were confined in different fortreffes. Nor did lie ftop 
here. He became ^fpicious of all his court, and the innocent and 
guilty w'ere undilHnguifhed by his favage tyranny. He extended his 
hands to the children of his fubjefls, tearing them from their parents 
to fatisfy his lufts. He would frequently flop nuptial proceflions in 
the ftreet, and feizing the bride, after deflowering her, fend her 
back to the hufband’s houfc. He put his women to death on trivial 
occafions j and when any of the nobility were obliged to attend him, 
fo great was their dread, that they took leave of their families, as if 
preparing for death. 

At laft the Almighty took pity on the fufferings of his people, 
and liftened to^ the complaints of the wretched. The tyrant was 
taken ill, and judging he fltoald die, appointed his eldeft fon, Nizam 
Shaw, then only eight years of age, his fucceffor; and calling 
Kliajeh Jehaun Turk from Berar, and Mallek al Tijar from Tcling- 
ana, made his will j conftituting them regents and guardians to his 
fon during his minority ; commanding tliem ftridly to tranfadl no 
affair without the advice of the queen mother. He died on. the 
twenty eighth of * Zeekaud, 865, according to Ibme; but others 
relate, that he recovered from this illnefs, and was affaffinated in a 
fit of intojdcation by his own fervants, wearied out with his inhuman 
cruelties. His reign was three years, fix months, and fix days.

NIZAM SHAW BHAMENEE. , 


When Huinaioon left the world, out of pity to mankind, and his 
fon Nizana Shaw acceded to the tlirone of Dekkan, tlie queen mother, 
a woman, of great abilities, did nodiing without confulting Khajeh 
Jeltaun and Mallek al Tijar Mhamood Gawan f admitting no otlaer 
amras to Ihare in the adndniftration. Mallek al Tijar was appointed 
vizier, with the government of Berar, and Khajeh Jehaun to the 
office of vaqueel and * temiffdaree of Telingana.. Thefe two minif* 
tcK attended every morning at the palace,” and tlirough a female 
meflenger communicated their opinions to the queen mother; who, 
after flic had given her approbation to the meafurcs of the day, fent 
the young^ fultan out of her apartments to die hall of audience, 
where he fat on the throne. On his right hand Hood Kliajeh 
Jehaun, and upon the left Mallek al Tijar j who witli fidelity and 
dilpatch tranfadled bufinefs. By the happy co-operation and agree- 
ment of thefe three perfbnages, the injuries occafioned by the tyranny 
of the late fultan were foon repaired ; but the furrounding potentates, 
both mufTulmauns and Hindoos, hearing that the throne of Dekkan 
was filled by a child, and that the nobility and officers were dif- 
afTcftcd from the cruelties of their late fovereign, call their eyes 
tms'ards his dominions with a\ idious looks. Firfi, the roics of Oriffii 
and Ourcah, in conjunilion with the 7cmindars of Tclmgana, in- 
vaded the country by the way of Raajmundrec, plundering and laying 
waftc as far as Kolaufs.

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• Soon after this, Mhamood Shaw, fiiltan of Malwa, invaded the 
territories of Bhamence, witli eight and twenty thoufand horfe, hy 
the route of Kliandefhe j and the roies of Otireah and Tclingana, 
upon diis irruption, entered again into alliances, and renewed their 
depredations on the countries of tlic muflulmauns. The minifters, 
upon tliis, ordered the army of Telingana againft the roies, and 
attended Nizam Shaw, with the troops of Beejapore, Dowlutabad, 
and Bcrar, againft fultan Mliamood, whofc camp they foon ap- 
proached, and both armies prepared for battle. 

Nizam Shaw, notwithftanding his extreme youth, appeared at 
the head of his army. Mallek al Tijar, with ten tliouiand horle, 
formed the right wing, and Nizam al Moolk Turk, with otlier 
amras, the left wing, with a (imilar force. The fultan himfelf 
took poft in the center, with Khajch Jehaun, Seconder IChan, his 
fofter brother, eleven thoufand horfe, and one hundred war ele- 
phants. 

Sultan Mhamood committed the charge of his right wing to his 
fon prince Gheaufe ad Dien, and tlie left to Mahabut Klian, gover- 
nor of Chunderee, fupported by Zaliecr al Moolk ; while he himfelf 
took poft with Iris bell troops in the center. 

Mallek al Tijar firft advanced, and began the battle by a furious 
charge upon die enemy’s left wing, which, after fome refinance, 
fled; Mahabut Khan and Zaheer al Moolk being both killed. 
Nizam al Moolk Turk, widi the left wing, charged die right of the 
Malwa army under fultan Gheaufe ad Dien; whole fame for courage 
and condudl had been long founded throughout Hindoollan. It 
happened in the lieight of afhon, that the two generals came to 
clofe combat with each other. The Avord of Nizam al Moolk 
breaking, he threw the hilt in the ftice of his antagonifl: with fuch 
violence as to wound him in the eye, which bled exceedingly, and he 

fell 
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fell from Ws horfe with agony. The troops of Malwa, feeing him 
fallen, turned tlieir faces to flight, and'were purfued four mUes by 
the Dekkanees, who made a great flaughtcr among them, and took 
mnch plunder, with fifty elephants. Sultan Mhamood, obferving 
tire defeat of botla his wings, was ready to retreat, but another of 
his fons and fome of his nobles perfuaded him to W2ut. At this 
time Kliajeh Jehaun charged him with ten thoufand horfe, and fultan 
Mhamood, ftanding the fliock with great refolution, wounded the 
elephant of Seconder KhanTurk’with an arrow. The huge animal, 
mad with pain, turning back, trod down many of his own troops, and 
had nearly feized Nizam Shaw himfelf. Secunder Khan, either out of 
fear, or enmity to Khajeh Jehaun, drew oft* his troops, and the fultan 
with lum, to a little dlftance from .the* adion jmpon which the Dek- 
kanecs, mifllng the royal flandard, fled, and did not flop till they reach- 
ed tlie capital. Khajeh Jehaun, now feeing that the right and left 
wings were gone in purfuit of the enemy, and that tlie fultan with tlie 
Dekkanees had fled, tliought it beft to retire ; and, with much con- 
duft, quitting the fight, brought off the royal horfes and elephants to 
Ahmedabad.’ Mallek al Tijar and his troops, on viewing this flrange 
change of fortune, retired alfo. Secunder Khan Turk, on his arrival at 
the capital, w'aS af firfl rewarded by the queen mother for bringing her 
Ton off the field in fafety j but upon her hearing the truth from Kha- 
jeh Jehaun, was confined for his cowardice and difgraclng flie fultan, 
_ by taking him from the field on the point^of viftory. The friends of 
Secunder Khan complained •to the queen, affirming that he had faved 
the fultan from deflrudtion, as the wings had difperfed to plun- 
der, and no troops remained for his freurity, and declaring, that 
they would no longer fubniit to be ufed with indignity by the 
Moguls, nlio had ufurpud the guidance of the royal authority. As 
ihy tunes tvould not allow the puniniment, Khajeh Jehaun rcleafed

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Sultan Mliamood, hearing of tlic diflike of the Dekka’nees to tlie 
minifters, marched to bcficgc the capital of Ahmedabad ; upon 
which the queen, jealous of Kiiajch Jehaun, to whofc remiflhefs file 
attributed the defeat of the army, by the advice of Mallck al Tijar 
committed the charge of the citadel of Ahmedabad to MuUoo IClnn 
'Dekkanee, and, with the fiiltan, retired to Firozcabad. 

Sultan Mhamood now laid fiegc to the city, wliich he took in 
feventeen da}’s j upon which, great part of tlic country fiibmitted to 
his authority, and it was the general opinion, that the power of tlie 
houfc of Bhamenee would pafs into that of KJiulliJe ^ when, fud- 
denl}', the fiandards of fultan Mhamood of Guzarat advanced from 
that kingdom. Nizam Shaw had, before liis retreat, by the advice 
of Mallek al Tijar, font ambafiadors to requeft his afliftance ; in 
hopes of which he had, at Firozcabad, colle^led together his fcattered 
army, to defend himfelf and harafs tlic enemy. Intelligence ar- 
riving that the fultan of Guzarat had reached the frontiers of Dek- 
kan, with an army of eighty thoufand horfc, tlic queen motlier 
difpatched Mallck al Tijar to his prefence to beg fpeedy relief. The 
fultan immediately fupplied liim with twenty thoufand horfe, under 
fome of his principal nobility ; and the allied armies, in a fhort time, 
moved towards the capital. 

Sultan Mhamood Shaw, who had not been able to take tlie 
citadel, upon this raifed the fiege, and retreated with precipitation 
to^va^ds Malwa. Mallek al Tijar immediately font tivo thoufand 
Dekkanee horfe to harafs his retreat by the way of Berar, while he 
took poft hunfelfi ivith ten thoufand horfe and his allies, between 
Candahar, Beer, and tlie road to Mando, fo that the enemy ^v^e^e 
fhut in on all quarters. He harafled their foraging parties, and cut 
off all fupplies of provifion. Sultan Mhamood, who, according to 
the beff accounts, had near thirty thoufand horfe, frequently tried to 
bring on an action ; but Mallek al Tijar was not to be led from his 
U defign^ 
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defign ; till at length famine grew to the greateft pitch in the Malwa 
camp, and fultanMhamood was left, without remedy, to the Clamours 
of his troops. 

In this exigence, having killed numbers of his elephants, and 
fet fire to all Hs heavy baggage, he moved unincumbered towards

ABOU NUSSUR, AL GHAZEE 
MAHUMMUD SHAW BHAMENEE, 


JN^AHUMMUD Shaw afcended the throne of Dekkan in his ninth 
year, and the affairs of government were condufted as in the late reign, 
by Khajeh Jehaun and Mallek al Ttjar, under the diredtion of the 
queen mother. Ahmed Shaw, younger brother to the fultan, had 
an ample cftablifliment fettled for his fupport. Kliajeh Jehaun took 
the charge of educating Mahummud Shaw, who made great progrels 
in all branches of learning under Shoofteree, the moft celebrated 
fcholar of his age ; fo that, next to Firoze Shaw, he became the 
moll accomplillied prince that ever hUcd the thrbne of Bhamence, 
Khajeh Jehaun acquiring great power and influence in every depart- 
ment of the Rate, diredled affairs as he thought proper, without 
regarding any other authority. He deprived many old nobles of their 
jaghires, and gave them to creatures of his otra railings extended 
the hands of peculation on the royal treafury, and took care to keep 
Iris collca^ic, Mallek al Tijar, employed on the frontiers, fb that 
he could interfere but little in adtruniflration. The queen mother, a

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princefs of great prudence and difcernmcnt, alarmed at this beha- 
viour, put the fultau on lus guard againft him, and refolved on Ws 
deftrudtion. For this purpofe fhe inftrufl:ed her fon, on the Khajeh s 
coming next to conn.cU> to order his attendants to put him to dcatli* 
Khajeh Jehaun the next day, according to cuftom, without fufpicion 
attended the Durbar i where feeing Ntzatit al Moolk 'Turk with feme 
guards, he was alarmed, but could not properly retire, and as ufeal took 
his poft near the fultan. Suddenly two female fervants appeared, and 
faid to the fultan, in a loud voice. It is proper to perform what the 
queen requefted you. Upon which the fultan, turning to Nizam al 
Moolk, exclaimed. That wretch is a traitor, put him'^to deatli. 
Nizam al Moolk, who was an enemy to IChajeh Jehaun, without 
Iielitation dragged him from, his place, and cut lum down with his 
fabre in the fultan’s prefence. 

After feme days, Mahummud Shaw conferred upon Mallck.al 
iTijar the title of Khajeh Jehaun, by the advice of his mother, 
adding the oSice of vaqueel al fultunnut to his other dignities. When 
the fultan reached his fourteenth year, his marriage with a princefs 
of his own family was celebrated with royal fplendour > and tlie queen 
mother then delivering over to him all power, betook herfelf to a 
life of devotion : ^but the fultan ftill continued to confult her opinion 
on all matters of importance, and wcnt.every day regularly to nay 
heriiisrcfpcas. ' T" 

When fultan Mahummud Shaw had reached maturity, he" be- 
came anxious for revenge upon his enemies, and to clafp the bride 
of conquea in his embrace. On this account, having appointed 
.1467. Nizam al Moolk governor ojpfBerar. he fent him in the year 872. 
^vith a powerful army, againft the fortrefs of Kurleh, in the poffeflion 
of the fultan of Malwa. Nizam al Moolk laid fiege to the place, and 
, Icvcral times defeated annics fent to relieve it. The laft was a veiy 
obflinatc engagement, as^twdvc thoufand Raajepoots and Afghauns 

feught 
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ibugKt'defpcrately in the Malwa army, and great numbers were 
ilain on botli /ides, but viftoo% the end, declared for tlie Dek- 
kanees. ‘ A great number of the troops belonging to the fort, who 
had joined the enemy, were fo clofely purfued by Nizam al Moolk, 
that his fbldiers entered tlie gates widi them, and .a paflage being 
fecured to the army, he made Iilmfelf mafter of the place. As is the 
cuftom of the common foldiers of Dekkan, they gave abufive lan- 
guage to the conquered garrilbn ; which fo enraged two brothers, 
Raajepoots, that they refolved to ihew tlieir enemies an example of 
defperate bravery. When the confiifion was over, and the Malweans 
had evacuated the fort, tlie Raajepoots addrefled Nizam al Moolk's 
attendants, laying, they had pafTed their whole lives in the army, 
feen many brave men, but none equal to their general in lieroifm, 
and begged tliey might be permitted to kifs his feet before they 
departed. Nizam al Moolk, feeing them unarmed, ordered them to 
approach his perfon } upon wliich they came up in a fubmiflive man- 
ner i but turning fuddenly, and fnatching the fabres from the hands 
of the ncareft guards, mortally wounded himi after W'hich they 
fought in dcfpair, till they were both cut to pieces. Nizam al Moolk 
‘had two adopted brothers, Adil Khan Sewm and Direa Khan Turk, 
who, after eflablifliing a /bong garrifon in the fort, took up the 
general's body, and marched mth a valuable plunder to court. 
The fultan, approving their ferviccs, appointed them both to the 
rank of a thoufand, with the fortrefs of Kurleh and its dependancies 
in jaghire. 

The fultan of Malwa now feeing the fpirit of the Dekkanees, and 
fearing their refentment for the infults offered to them in the late 
reign, fent an ambaflador, named Sherf al Moolk, -with valuable 
prefents to Mahummud Shaw, to court his friendffiip and alliance. 
He reprefented,' that foltan Ahmed Shaw Bhamenee, and fultm 
• Hofliung, had entered into folcmn treaties, by which it was agreed 

that

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^at province of Berar fiiould belong to the former, and the fottrefs 
of Kurkh to the latter j and that a lading peace fliould fubfift 
between them and their heirs for ever j' that the amras of Dckkan 
had pofleffed themfelvcs of Kurleli, but, if Mahiimmud Shaw chok, 
the treaty might dill be obferved, and the fubjedls of both Rates be 
faved fiom contention, and join in mutual intercR and alliance. 

Mahummud Shaw difpatched fliekh Ahmed Sudder ^vith Sherf al 
Moolk to Mando, reprefenting, that he was firm and true to the rules 
of friendlhip and alliance j and while Carnatic abounded in every 
quarter with’ftrong holds poffeffed by infidels, for the employment 
of his arms, he had no occafion for the fortrefs of Kurleh. He 
praifed God, that the breach of treaty had not happened on the part 
of the houfe of Bhamenee j it being clear, that in the late reign of 
his brother, an infant, tlic Malwa fultan, taking advantage of the 
weaknefs of adminifixation, had invaded his dominions, and com- , 
mitted fuch ravages on the poffefiions of the faithful, as had not 
been perpetrated by the de(lru€tivc Chungeeze Khan in his conqueRs j 
what was paffed, however, had pafled, and could not be recalled; 
therefore, whatever flrekh Ahmed, who was a true promoter of the 
repofe of the faithful, fliould agree to, from that he would never 
deviate in the Imalleft point. Shekh Ahmed was met near Mando by 
a deputation of the principal nobility of Malwa, and conducted \vith 
much refpeft and ceremony into the city; where, being introduced 
to fulUn Mhamood Khiljee, he delivered his commlflion. The 
Malweans acknowledged that^the breach of treaty proceeded from 
'themfdves, but they hoped that'the Almighty, out of his abundant 
mercy and goodnefs, would not call them to account for it. Sultan 
Mhamood alfo faid, that he had been tempted to aft improperly 
hut hoped it would be' forgotten; and that fuch treaties might now 
be formed, that his/uccelTots, and thofe of Bhamenee, would in 

luturc never aft towards each other contrary to the laws of religion '■ 
ard humanity. SheUi Ahmed on the part of Mahummud Shaw, and 

Riekh^ 
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fhekli allflaJimontliatofMhamoodShaw, drew up a treaty, to which 
were affixed the feals of the divines and learned men of botli ftates. 

Botli princes wrote on the margin, in tlieir own hands, tliat whoever 
fliould deviate from the contents of the treaty, would be curfed by God, 
and rejedied by tlie prophet. The fum of the alliance was, that both 
parties ffiould refrain from molefting each other’s dominions ; that the 
fortrefs of Kurleh, as in the reign of fnltan Ahmed the Juft, fhould 
be delivered up to the Mahva fovereign ; and that whatever countries 
might be conquered from the Hindoos, by either ftate, fhould not 
be coveted by tlie other. When the negotiation w'as concluded, fhekh 
Ahmed wrote to the governor of KurlcH, wliich was immediately given 
up to the deputies of tlie fultan of Mahva. Shekli Alimed then returned 
to Dekkani and then; never happened afterwards any difagreement 
bchvecn tlie two royal families. 

■ In the beginning of tlie year 874, Mallek al Tijar IChajeh A.l>. 1469, 
Jehaun Gawan marched with a powerful army againil tlie roies of 
Songecr, Khalneh, and other rebels in Kokun. The troops of 
joncer, Jagneli KJiurruU, Dabul, Glioule Mapun, Damaun, and 
other parts, were ordered to join him on this fervicc. The roies of 
Songecr and Khalneh conftantly had a * fleet of three hundred veflels 
at fca, to diftrefb the trade of the faithful. Upon the report of Mallek 
al Tijar’s approach, the infidels made alliances with each other, and 
aflembled in great numbers at the head of the pafles j but Mallek al 
Tijar by degrees forced them from the enemy’s pofleffion. Seeing 
that his cavalry was ufelcfs in the mountainous countries, he fent 
back what horfe he had brought from tlie capital, and, contenting 
W ^ himfclf 

• Thcfc nj3* \'erc in all probability the anceflor* of tliofc who ftill maintain pirate 
fccts on the Malal ar coafl, and ihc ddeendanw of iljofe whom RcnneJl, in the Memoir 
to Ms Map, fays, Pliny notices as committm^ in his time, depredations on the Roman 
Eafl India trade. The places mentioned, as fumiihin;* troops for their rcdu£lIon, are 
on the Malabar coafi. Damaun is at prefent a Ponusuefe fctllcmcni j the others arc 
in the lundi of the Mharaltas, 
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himfelf with the troops under Afaud Gcdancc and his own dependants, 
made his way by fire and the axe through the woods. He lay five 
months before the fort of Khakeh without effeft, and the rains fetting 
in, relinquiflied the fiege; when, committing the guard of the pafles 
to ten thoufand men, on whom he could depend, he defeended the 
mountains, to pafs the wet feafbn in the diflrx<ft oflCoIapore, where 
he reduced the fort of Mukneh. After tlic rains he again afeended 
the pafles, and by ftratagem, with unbounded giftj, of money, obtained 
the fortrefs of IChakeh, which had ‘never been conquered by the 
miifliilmauns. At the approach of the rains, he took the fame mea- 
fures as he had done t(ie former feafon; and at the expiration of the 
four wet months marched into the country of Songeer, which he 
reduced with great eafe, taking ample revenge for the (laughter of 
the' ' former Mallek al Tijar. He then moved againft the port and 
ifland of ** Goa, belonging to the roy of Beejanuggur ; fending an 
hundred and ttventy veflels to attack it by fea, while he marched with 
his army to a£t againft, it by land. Before the roy of Beejanuggur 
could oppofe his defign, he made himfelf mafter of the place. 
Mahummud Shaw, on information of this important conqueft, order- 
ed the nobut to beat the march of triumph for feven days, and made 
other rejoicings fucceffivcly. 

Khajeh Jehaun, having fixed a ftrong garrifon in the fort, and 
laid in plentiful ftores of eveiy kind, returned after an abfence of 
three years to the capital of Ahmedabad. Mahummud Shaw con- 
defeended to honour him with a viGt of a whole week, conferring 
upon him the highcft titles, with a fmt of liis own robes } and the 
queen mother gave him the appellation of brother. One of his de- 
pendants, named Khoofh Kuddum, who had behaved with diftin- 
guiftied gallantry m the different campaigns, was at his recommend- 
ation promoted to high rank, witli the title of ICifhwer Khan, and

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the forts of Goa, Bundoch, Khundwal, and Kholapore were granted 
him in addition to his otlier governments. When Mahumnwd Shaw 
left his houfe, Khajeh Jehaun, retiring to his chamber, difrohed him- 
felfofhis fplendid drefs, threw lumfelf on the ground, and wept 
with much lamentations after which he came out, put on tlie habit 
of a dirvelh, and caUing together all the deferving learned men, 
divines, and fyeds of Ahmedabad, diftributed moft of h^ money, 
jewels, and effedts, excepting his elephants, ^ 

among them 5 faying, that praife be to God, jie had efcaped tlie 
temptations of Ids evil paOions, and was freed from danger. 

. Moolla Shumfe ad Dien alked him why he had given away every 
thing but his hbraiy, elephants, and horfo ? He replied, diat when 
Aeliltan honoured him with a vifit, and the queen moAer cahed 
him brother, his evil paCions began to prevail over his reafonj and 
the ftruggle of vice and virtue was fo great m us mind, tliat he 
became IftrelTed even in the prefence of his majefty who kmd^ 
Lquired the caufe of his concern 1 on wWch he was <>bbged to ft.gn 
fflnefs in exci.fe for his conduct when the fultan adv.fed his taking 
xepofe, and returned to the palace. He had diercfore parted with 

wLlth, the caufe of his temptations, that lus hbnt^ he had defigped 

for the ufc of ftudcnts. and his elephants and horfes he regarded a 
the fultan’s lent only to him for a fcafon. After this, he ahrays 
wore piain ’apparel , and. when at leifure from toe affairs, reuVed to 
his own mofque and college, where he fpent his ume 111 die foc.ety 
of the learned, and perfons emmentfor piety and '’“•to- On Friday 
nights he Mentdirgulfcd through the differentw^rds ofAe cq-, and 
dillnbutcd alms to the poor, faying, as he gave them. This is fent by 
the fultan. 




. In the ycTT 876 , 1 limber, uncle's Ton to the roy of Ourcah, com- 
plained to Mahunimud Shaw tliat the roy being dead, Mungul Roy, e 
fla\e, his adopted fon, had ufurped the government, in defiance of Ins 

2 . legal 
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legal claim of inheritance, and proimTed, if the fultan would affift 
him with troops to regain his right, he would become liis tributary# 
Mahummud Shaw, who had a ftrong defire to poflefs Oureah, * Raaj- 
mundree, and Cundapul, thought this requeft favourable to his 
views; and, by the advice of lOiajeh Jehaun, having conferred the 
title of Nizam al Moolk on Mallek Houfliin Bheheree, difpatched 
him with a confiderable army to thofe parts. On the borders of 
Oureah he was joined by Hunber with his troops, who became the 
guide of the army; and MungulRoy, having colledted a great body 
of troops, advanced in oppofition, but was foon defeated with great 
flaughter, and Himber put m pofleflion of his hereditary dominions. 
Nizam al Moolk proceeded without delay, accompanied by Himber, 
againft Cundapul and Raajmundree, both which he quickly reduced, 
and by the orders of Mahummud Shaw, havmg ehabUGied proper 
Rations of troops for their fecurity, he difmified Himber to his own 
country, and returned with the plunder of his campaign to court ; 

here, by the reconamccidadon of the queen mother and Kltajeh 
Jehaun, he was honoured with the government of T^cUngana. Um- 
mad al Moolk was appointed governor of Berar. A few months 
afterwards, Eufuff Adil Khan Sewai, one of the flaves of Khajeli 
Jehaun, eminent for his great prudence and other qualities, on 
which account the miniftcr had adopted him^as his fon, was appoint- 
ed to the government of Dowlutabad, the raoR important in the 
Rate. Mahummud Shaw, confiding in his abilities, fent him to 
reduce the fortrefs of Wetagur, and to recover that of •’ Antore, 
a\hLich, during riic Malwa invafion, !iad fillcn into the poffenion of a 
Mharaua, v.ho did not pay proper fubmiflion. Add Khan, upon 
his armal at Doulutabad, difpatched Cafim Beg Sulf-lliekun to 
reduce Aniore, and Direa Khan agamft Weragur. The chief of the

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former delivered up the place witliout oppofition, on receivnng quar-* 
ter; but the raja of the latter held out againft the befiegers for fix* 
months ; at the end of which, feeing no hopes of relief, he fent a 
mefiage to Adil Khan, promifing, if his life fliould be fpared, to 
make an offering of all his effects in the fort, and evacuate it with 
his family. Adil Khan agreeing to thefe terms, ordered Direa 
lOian to permit the inhabitants to,retire witliout hurt to their perfons 
or honour; and, accordingly, tlic * roy Jey Sing, with his fimily and 
dependants, quitted the ancient abode of his anccRors, leaving be- 
Jiind him his treafures and all his hereditary polTeJIions. Adil Khan, 
.who had come poft to the camp, entered the fort the fame day, and 
took poflefTion of the treafure and valuable effedts ; after \vhich he 
encouraged tlie principal inhabitants and farmers of the country, by 
aflurances of protedrion and juftice. He then marched againft the fort 
ofRanjee, the chief of which, whole father was lately dead, after 
little oppofitlon, on promife of quarter, furrendered it with all tJte 
contents. Adil Khan having fcle(£ted elephants, horfes, and what 
richer effefts he efleemcd fit for the fultan’s ufe, received the chief 
among the amras, and gave him back liis fort and country in jagliire. 
He then returned to Amedabad Bieder, and laid before the fultan 
fuch fums of money, jewels, valuable cfFefts> elephants, and horfes, 
that the plunder of Raajmundree and Bilcondah appeared trifling 
when compared to this offering. Mahummud Shaw on this account 
conferred upon him great honours, faying. Whoever had *■ Khajeh 
Jehaun for a father, could not fail of perfbnning important fervices. 
He ordered Khajeh Jehaun to entertain Adil Khan for a week at 
Ills own houfe, with all poffiblc magnificence; but the minifter ob- 

fervlng,

Accordingly, on the eighth day, Mahummud Shaw went to the 
minifter's palace, where he paffed a week in continued feafting, and 
admitted Ada lOian to tlte honour of drinking wine with him. 
lihajeh Jehaun treated the king avith uncommon fplendour, and 
prefented him with fo many rich curiofities, that beholders were 
aftomlhed at Ae fight. Among thefe were fifty difiies of pure gold,

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Balgoan, a ibrtrefi of great ftrength, harming round it a deep 
wet ditch, and near it a pafs, die only approach, defended by re- 
doubts. The fultan fat -down before it, and roy Pirkna, out of 
regard to'his future welfire, fent privately perfdns to JOiajeh Jehaun 
tO'bcg terms of peace, which were prefented to the fultan for his 
acquiefccnce j but Mahummud Shaw, in order to Ihew his power, 
and deter others by example, would not confent to them, and refolvcd 
to take the fort by ftorm. He commanded tlic artillery, as they valued 
their o;vn fafety, to cffcH. a pradlicabic breach in fourteen daj^ ; and 
comiiiitlcd to lUiajch Jehaun the .charge of filling up tlic ditch, 
Taying, tint he expedi^d to have it paflablc for the troops when the 
breach foould be ready. Though Khajch Jehaun during the day 
threw great quantities of wood and earth into the ditch, the enemy 
.in the night always removed them*; upon which he changed Ins 
operations to another quarter, and began to creft batteries, and dig 
•mines, whidi till now liad not been ufed in Dekkan. Pirkna, 
confiding in bis wet ditch as a furc protection, was fclf-fccurc, when, 
fuddcnly, three mines from tlic polls of Kliajch Jehaun, Adil Klian, 
and Fattch Oolla Ummad al Moolk, were conduClcd under the fort 
tvall, and fprung with fuccefs. Tlic troops of Pirknah advanced to 
defend tlic breaches, Nearly two thoufand of the fuUan’s troops 
W'crc flain in ftorming, and the befieged Iiad nearly filled up the 
breaches with wood and Aoncs, when Mahummud Shaw himfclf 
ad^-anced to the alHuh, and with great gaTfantiy' drove the enemy 
from the breach, and gained the fort. X^Hiilc he was attacking the 
citadel, Pirkna having difguIfeJ himfclf, came to the royal attend- 
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thanks for the fuccefs of his arms* Having added Balgoan and its 
dependanaes to the jaghire of Khajeh Jehaun, he returned towards 
the capital. Soon after this expedition, in which the had accom- 
panied her fon, died tlie queen mother, by whofe prudence the ftate 
had acquired new fplendour. The fultan fent her corpfe in great 
pomp to be interred at Alimedabad Bieder. 

When the royal ftandard reached the city of Beejapore, Mahum- 
mud Shaw, at the requeft of Khajeh Jehaun, in whofe jaghire it 
was, halted jlo repofe himfclf from his fatigues, .and, to divert his 
grief at the death of his mother, engaged ii^ pleafures. .-Liking the 
fituation.of the place, he fefolved to remain at it for the rainy feafon ; 
hut it happened that this year a drought prevailed through all Dek-’^ 
kan, fo that the wells of Beejapore were dried up, and the fultan, 
againft his inclination, was obliged to move to Ahmedabad. No rain, 
fell the next yearj when the cities, towns, and villages became 
almoft delHtute of population. Many of tlie inhabitants died. of 
famine, and numbers migrated for food to Malwa, Jaajnuggur, and 
Guzarat. In Tellngana, Meerhutt, and all tlie Bhamcnee domini- 
ons, no grain was fown for two ye*ars fucceffively; and the third, 
when the Almighty ftiowcrcd his mercy upon the earth, fcarcc 
any farmers were left to cultivate the lands. 

Not long after this dreadful vifitation of famine, while the coun- 
try was reviving from depopulation, intelligence came that tJic gar- 
rifon of Cundapul Iiad mutinied, and having killed tlieir governor, 
who was tyrannically oppreffive, and feized the property and women 
of Ids dependants, had given up the fort to roy Ourcah, who was 
’protefted by Mahummud Shaw, Ourcah, on this acqtnfition, lent 
agents to the roy of Onfia, reprefenting, tliat if lie wiilied to recover 
liii, hereditary dominions in Tclingana, now was the crifis, as Dek- 
kan hid been ruined by tvso ycir^ of famine, and the armies were 
reduced to a fmall body j that he ouW join lilm on confidcration of

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being admitted to ftiare-in the conquefts of the muffulmaun?, and fof 
the prefent give him up the fort of Cundapul, with the dependant 
country. The roy of Orifla, tempted by thefe offers, having col- 
lected ten-thoufand horfe and eight tlioulhnd foot, alfo fummoned 
the, rajas of Jaajnuggur'to his afliftance, entered Telingana without 
delay. Nizam al Moolk, governor of Raajmundree, unable to cope 
with fo great a force, fliut himfelf up in that fortrefs, and fent 
exprefs accounts of the htuation of affiiirs to court. 

MahUmmud Shaw, by the advice of Khajeh Jehaun, refolved to 
oppofe the infidels in perfon. Having advanced one year’s pay to the 
troops, he.began’his march with great expedition. Upon his arrival 
near Raajthundree, tlie enemy not thinking it advifeable to meet 
him in the field, roy Oureah retired to ihe fortrefs of Cundapuh 
and llie roy of Oriffa croffed the lake of Raajmundree, and retreated 
towards his own dominions. Mahummud Shaw, enraged at this 
unprovoked invafion, having left Khajeh Jehaun with the prince 
Mhamood Khan at Raajmundree, marched with twenty tlioufand 
horfe to punifli the deceitflil idolater. In the latter part of die year 
882 he penetrated to the capital of Orifla, and uied no mercy in A. D. 1^77, 
flaughtering the inhabitants and laying wafte the country of the 
enemy. As the roy had retired to the very extremity of his poflef- 
fions, the fultan had unmolefted range for operation, and collcCled 
vaft fums from the people ; after which he determined to fend for liis 
ion ana’ AjiajeA jehaun, and" citahiiifi them ih rhe province. 

The roy of Oriffi, hearing of the fiiltan’s intentions, fent repeated 
cmbafiies, with elephants and other valuable prefents, to open the 
door of forgivenefs, declaring Iblcmhly, that he would never in * 
future, in any manner, aflift the zemindars of Telingana. To this the 
fultan replied, that if he would give him up twenty five noted ele- 
phants, which had belonged to die late roy his iadicr, lie would 
grant him peace. Tlie roy valued dicfc elephants next to his life, 
yet durft not refiifc, and'dicreforc-/CTt them in rich trappings, and 
X cliains 
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chains of. gold and filver; upon which the Mtan began his march 

fromOnfla. . , 

The hiUan on the march, when engaged at fome diftance from 
his route in hunting, faw a fort upon a high hill, and going to view 
it nearer with his attend^ts, afked fome of the country people to 
whom it belonged. They replied, that it Was the property^ of the 
roy of OrilTa, and that no power dared be fo rafli as to caft even 
a look of conqueft upon it. The lultan, inflamed at this infolent 
reply, halted at the foot of the hill, and tl^c next day began tlie fiege, 
which continued a month and half witliout effedt. At tlie expiration 
of that time, the roy fent an apology for the rudenefs of his people, 
who were clowns and unacquainted with politenefs, entreating that 
his majefty would regard the fort as his own by conqueft, and beftow 
it upon him as one of his vaflals. This apology pleafed the fultan, 
who raifed die flege, and continued his march. 

Mahummud Shaw next fat down before Cundapul; and roy 
•Oureah after fix montlis, being much diflrefled, fued for pardon j 
which being granted at the intercefiion of fome of the nobihty, he 
furrendered the fort and city to the royal troops. The fultan went 
to view the fort, and broke down a temple of idols, killing Ibme 
bramince devotees who officiated at it with his own hands, from a 
point of religion. He then gave orders for a mofque to be eredled on 
the foundations, and afeending a pulpit, read fome prayers, diflxibuted 
alms, and commanded the khootbah to be proclaimed in his name." 
Khajcli jeliaun reprefented, that as his majefty had flain fome in- 
fidels with his own hands, he might now properly alTume the title 
of Gliazcc ; which he did. He was the firft of the Hhamenee lamily 
tliat killed a bramin ; and it is the belief of the Dekkanees, that

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this a£t was inaulpicious, and conducive to tlie troubles which foon 
after perplexed the affairs of himfclf and liis family, to their dilfb- 
lution. 

•' Mahummud Shaw, according to die advice of Kliajeh Jehaun, 
remained near three years in Raajmundree, to fettle the conquered 
country and efhiblifli proper pofts of defence on the borders. Hav- 
ing fecured tlie whole country of Telingana, by expelling all the 
refradlory zemindars, he refolved on the conqueft of * Nerfinga, and 
confulted Khajeh Jehaun on eftabUfliing a governor for the province of 
'Telingana. The minifter replied, that no one was more capable of 
fuch a charge than Nizam al Moolk Beheree ; 'and the fultan ap- 
proving of that nobleman, committed to his care Raajmundree, 
Cundapul, and feveral other places. Warunkul, and other di/lridts, 
he conferred on Azim I^ian j and, after thefe regulations, began his 
marcli toivards Neriinga. Nizam al Moolk, dilgufted at Azim 
Khan’s appointments, rcprefented to the fultan, that he wifhed to 
leave his goiernment in charge of one of his fons, and attend the 
royal ftirrup. To this tlie fultan replied, that his only aim was the 
proteftion of die country, and that he was indifferent by whom that 
Ihould be effedlcd. It is faid, that Khajeh Jehaun perceiving Nizam 
al Moolk to be of great ambition, did not willi that his Ibn Mallek 
Ahmed, who had married a lady out of the fultan’s haram, and \vas 
more afpiring than his father, fhould be ftationed \\ ith liim in the 
iame jaghircj thereibre, when Nizam al Moolk was before appoint- 
ed go\ernor of Raaimundrec, he perfuaded the fultan to Ration 
Mallek Aluned witli Kliodawund Klian Hubfliec, and give him a 
jaginre in Mahore, with the rank of dirce hundred. Mahummud 
Shaw now complying nmiIi the rcquefl of Nizam al Moolk, called 
Mallek Ahmed lo camp, and having promoted him to the rank of a 
thoufand, djfpatchcd hun, as Ins fatlicr’s deputy, to Raajmundree.

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NecEng was a powefful raja, pffcffing the country between 
Carnatic and Telingana, extending along the fca coafl to Matchih- 
puttun, and had added much of tlie Beejanuggur territory to liis own 
by conqueft. with feveral ftrong forts. He had frequently excited 
the frontier zemindars of Bhamenee to rebel ; and the amras on the 
borders, unable to curb his infolence, had frequently reprefented it 
to court, which at length determined the fultan to reduce him. 

Mahummud Shaw, in the beginning of this expedition, marching 
by a ruined fort, and being told' that it had been erefted by tire em- 
perors ofDhely to awe the borderers, halted, and commanded it to be 
repaired without delay. Kliajeh Jehaun ufed fuch adlivity, tliat the 
common work of two years was accomplilhed in the fpace of fix 
months j a ganifon appointed, and ample Bores of all kinds laid in’ 
for defence. He then conduSed Mahummud Shaw to view the 
works completed ; and fo fenfible was the fultan of his merit, that he 
exclaimed, " The Almighty hath bountifully conferred upon me 
“ two great bleflings. an important empire, and a fervant unequalled." 
Having Cud tWs, he took off his npper robe, and putting it on the 
ffioulders of Khajeh Jehaun, took his in return, and put it on his own 
perfon. Such an honour being done by a fultan to his fervant, we 
read not of in any hiftory. 

Mahummud Shaw, having ffationed three thoufand horfe near 
the fort to proteft his rear, marched on. Wherever he came he 
laid wade the country, and llaughtered thofe inhabitants who made 
refinance. Upon his arrival at Ghondporc, he was informed by the 
country people, that at the diftance of ten days’ journey was the 
temple of ‘Kinjee, the walls and roof of which were plated with 
gold, ornamented with precious ftones, and that the fultans of Iflaam, 
as yet, had never feen it, nor heard of its name.

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Mohummud Shaw, having feleAed fix thoufand horfe from his 
army, made forced marches towards Kinjee, but moved ib mpidly 
himfelf, that only forty horfemen could keep up iWtli him, among 
whom were Nizam al Moolk Beheree, and yeghru/h Khan Toork. 
When they appeared before the temple, from it advanced feme Hin- 
doos, one of whom appeared above the reft of uncommon ftature, 
mounted on horfeback, and brandifhing a drawn fabre by way of 
defiance. Advancing full fpeed towards the fultan, he aimed a 
blow at him without effefti when Mahummud Shaw, with great 
agility, ftruck him with his feymetar with fuch force, as to cleave 
him in two. Another infidel tlien attacked the fultan, whofe little 
force was engaged man againft man, but he had the good fortune to 
flay him alfo, upon which the reft of the Hindoos fled into tlie 
• temple. Crowds, like bees, now iflued from within, and ranged 
themfcives under the walls to defend it. The troops coming up, 
the fultan afiaultcd the place, which was carried \vith great /laughter 
of the Hindoos. An immenfe plunder fell to the vi<ftors, who took 
notliing away but gold, jewels, and filver, fo abundant were thpfe 
valuable commodities. The fultan then plundered tlie city of Kin- 
jee, and after repofing in it for a week, returned to his grand army. 

After this, Mahummud Sliaw fent many of the foreign officers. 
With the troops of Dowlutabad and Jonecr, againft the capital of 
Kerfmga, going himfelf againft * Matchiliputtun, whicii he reduced, 
witA aiV tlie abpcnokmr caunttyi ana* cilcir rcturnctf tti ^Sftonujjorc. 
Nizam al Moolk, Zircef al Moolk, and others, hod bribed fevcral of 
the moft confidential fen’ants about the fuhan’s perfon to throw out 
hints, now and then, prejudicial to Khajch Jehaun, and thefe traitors 
loft no opportunity of alarming the royal mind witli fufpicions of his 
afpiringvicNvs, and pccuhtxon of the royal revenue ; till, at length, 
tlicy brought tliat great minifter to dcftrudlion, by contriving the fol- 
lowing infamous forger)’ : but it is ncccfiar)^ before the particulars 

arc

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are related, to difpky the caufes of the ontnity of the nobUitj^ who 
contrived hvs ruin. 

■ The dommions of Ehamenee having in the reign of Mahummud 
Shaw become very extenfive, iChajeh Jehaun thought it political to , 
make feveral alterations in. the rules cftablifhed by fultan Alla ad 
Dien Kangoh, which were formed for a fmall fhte ; and having con- 
vinced the fultan of their utility, he was permitted to carry them into 
execution. The whole kingdom, originally divided ' into four ter- 
ruifs, or provinces, under four chief governors, he diftributed into 
eight, Berar was portioned into two governments 5 Katyeel under 
Fatteh Oolla Ummad al Moolk, and Mahore under Khodawund 
Klian Hubfhee, Dowlutabad was conferred on ' Add Khan, and 
Joncer, with the dUlri^ls of Alore, Baeen, Ban, the port of Goa, and . 
Balgoan, on Fukhir al Moolk. Beejapore, with many diflrifts as 
far as' the Beemfah, alfo Royorc and Mudkul) were conferred upon 
himfelf. Ahflunabad, Koolburga, with Saughcr, as far as Nulder- 
ruck andSholapoces were entrufted to the AbylTinian eunuch, DuRoor 
Deenar. The country of Telingana, which had been left entirely to 
Nizam al Moolk Beherec, was allb divided. Raajmundrec, Matchi- 
liputtun, Bdeondah, Oureali, and other places, were continued under 
his charge j and the government of Warunkul was conferred on 
Azim Khan. Several places in each of the eight divifions were 
fcfcn'cd as peculiar revenues for the fultan's private expenfes, and 
particular collectors appointed to manage them. 

From die time of fultan Ada ad Dien to the prefent reign, it had 
been the rule of the fVatc, to leave all the forts in each province to tlic 
charge of the governor, or terruffilar, who appointed his own depu- 
ties and g-irrifon, wiiiiout rcOriaion. In confcqucnce of tins im- 
polUic indulgence, the governors of provinces had fometimcs rebelled 
agrinft the royal authority, and it liad as often been found didicult to 
reduce them. By die new rcgiilatioiyine fortrefs only was left in the 

ciiicf 
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chief governor’s hands for his own rehdence, and all the reil were 
garrifoned by officers and troops paid and appointed by the fultan, 
without any intervening authority over them. 

Another change of tlie rules of fultan Alla ad Dien, was in the 
pay of the troops. By tliem^ the amras of five hundred had one 
lack of * oons per annum j of a thouf^d, two lacks in ready money, 
or a jaghire producing an equal revenue. IChajeh Jehaun, after the 
entire conqueft of Telingana, to encourage tlie army, fettled the pay 
of an amra of five hundred, at one lack and twenty five tlioufand 
obns j of a tlioufand, at two lacks and fifty tlioufand j and the jaghires 
were fo eftabliflied, tliat if the revenues were one oon lefs ffian the 
allowed pay, it -was fuppUed from the royal treafury; and if tlie 
amras kept one foldier under their fixed numbers, a fiim equal to his 
pay was deduced from their allowances. By thefe rules, fuch a 
confiftent order and dependance was maintained, that government 
acquired full force, and all ranks of people enjoyed their rights in 
fecurity and repofe j but this ftridlnefs difgufiing to tliofe of 
afpirbg minds, who conceived a rooted hatred for the minifier. 

Khajeh Jehaun faw their malice ; but as all his view was the 
fultan’s intcreft and profperity, he regarded it not ; and as a finccre 
attachment fubfified between him and Adil Khan, whom he had 
adopted as his own fbn, no one dared, while they were together, to 
attempt openly the fmallcfi injury againft tlieni. At length, Adii 
Khan going upon the expedition againft Nerfinga, the tw’O friends 
were feparated j and a number of Dckkances and Abyffinians, wlio 
had been raifed to high offices at the recommendation of JChajeh 
jelnun, entered into confederacy with Nizam al Moolk Behercc 
againft tlielr patron ; advifing, that advantage of Adil Khan's abfenco 
Jhoald be taken, to cfTcdl Ids deftruftion,

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Ziteef d Moolk Dekkanee and Miftah Hubfliee being charged * 
with the plot againft their patron, paid their court to one of his 
Abyflinian daves, who had the care of his feals; and having gained 
his friendihip by large prefenfs, haftened to finifli their defign. One 
day, after drinking wine together, Zireef al Moolk and Miftah Hub- 
ftiee produced a folded paper, faying, that it was the account of one 
of their friends, and had received the feals of molt of the heads of 
offices, only requiring die Khajeh’s, whifch if he would afEv, they 
Ihould regard it as a great obligation. The Have, being intoxi- 
cated, with liquor, complied with tlieir defirc ; and, witliout die 
caution of unfolding the paper, * damped the feal on die part they 
pointed out to him. The two wretches, overjoyed at their fuccefs, 
went the fame night to Nizam al Moolk, who, in conjunffion with • 
them, wrote on the paper a letter, as if from Khajeh Jehaun to the 
roy of Orida, in thefe wotds : “lam weary of the drunkennefs and 
" cruelty of Mahummud Shaw. Dekkan may be conquered with 
“ little trouble, as at Raajmundree and that i frontier there is no... 
. “ general of any note. You may invade that quarter without oppo- 
“ fition j and as mod of the nobility and troops are devoted to me, 

“ I will join you ivith a powerful army. When we have in con- 
“ junflion reduced the fultan, we will divide his terrrtories equally 
“ between us.” Zireef al Moolk and Miftah Hubthee delivered 
this letter to the fultan, in the prcfence of Nizam al Moolk. Ma- 
hummud Shaw, feeing the feal of his minlder, was inflamed with 
rage. Nizam al Moolk finding opportunity to Ipeak, by falfe accu- 
fations fo raifed his paRion, that he loll all command over his reafon, 
and without weighing probability, or 'afking to fee the meflenger, 
who, it was pretended, had been intercepted carrying the letter to 
the roy of Orifla, fent for Khajeh jehaun to the prefence. His 
friends who had heard the canfe, infonned him of it. and remarked, 
that it would be pmdent to form fome e.vcufe for not obeying that 
day, and to vtah rill the fultan flioiild recover his reafon, when the 

forgery

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forgery would -be eafily detefled, and the criminals puniflied. IClia- 
jeh Jehaun in reply, repeated a verfe to this efFedt : “ As martyrdom 
« to love is glorious here and hereafter^ happy Ihould I be to be 
** carried dead from the field immediately/’ He then faid, “ This 
" beard has grown white in the aufpicious fen'ice of the father, and 
** it will be honourable fliould it be dyed with my blood by the 
“ fortunes of the fon j there is no evading the decrees of fiite, and to 
** draw the neck from its Sentence is impoflible/’ Many capital 
amras, attached to his caufe, now fent mefiengers to him, informing, 
that they had heard alarming reports, and had ten thouland horle 
ready for hisfervice; that if he would fly to Guzarat, they would 
attend him, and facrifice their lives in his defence. He anfwered, 
that he had for many years enjoyed honourable repofe in his mafter's 
fervicc, in which he had been gudty of no crime | and that, on 
account of the mere accufations of his enemies, tlie fultan could not 
believe him unfaithful j but if, impelled by providence, he fliould 
punifli him innocent, it -was beft to fubmit to the decree. That 
what they hid propofed as duty and friendihip, was ingratitude and 
rebellion. 

Having faid thus, he inllantly went to court. Mahummud Shaw 
ftemly exclaimed, ** When any one is dilloyal to his fovereign, and 
** his crime is proved, what Ihould be his punifhment ?" The 
Khajeh replied, The abandoned wretch who praftifes treachery 
againfl his lord, fhould meet nothing but the fword.’" The fultan 
then flicwed him tiie letter j upon feeing wliich he, after repeating 
the verfe of the koraun (O God, this is a great forgery) faid, “ The 
** feal is mine, but not the letter, of which I have no knowledge.’* 
Ide concluded by repeating the following verfes : ** By the God 
whofe commands the juft have obc}^ with their blood, falfe as 
“ the ftory * of Eufu/F and the w'olfi is that my enemies have forged 
** of me." As the fultan was intoxicated wdth wine, and had 
. Y reflgned 

‘ Alluding to Joftph’s brethren telling Jacob that he ^\as tom by a i\ild heart, 
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refigned his reafon to anger, and the decline of the houfe of Bha- 
menee was near, he attended not to the examination of fails ; but 
rifing from the aflembly, ordered Johir, an Abyflinian, to put the 
mimfter to death on thefpot. ICliajeh Jehaun addreffed the fultan, 
faying, “ The death of an old man like me is of little moment 
“ to myfelf, but will be to you the ruin of an empire, and your own 
" glory.” The fultan attended not to his words, but abruptly retu-ed 
into his haram. The flave then drawing his fabre advanced towards 
the Khajeh ; who, kneehng down facing the * Kibleh, faid, “ There 
“ is no God but God, and Mahummud is the prophet of God." 
Vfhen the fabre reached his neck, he cried, “ Praife be to God for 
the blefling of martyrdom," and refigned his foul to the divine 
mercy. Afaad Khan Geelanee, an amta of high rank, and friend 
to the Khajeh, happening to be prefent, was put to death by 
the flave alfo, without orders. Khajeh Jehaun at the time of his 
death was feventy eight years old. A little before, he had written a 
poem m praife of Mahummud Shaw. 

I. His death happened on the fifth of Suffur, 886, and MooUa Abd 
al Kerreem Smdee, author of the Tarekh Mhamood Shawee, one of 
tile fervants of the Khajeh, compofed the following verfes on his 
martyrdom. ^ , 

" The innocent martyr, truly deferving veneration, by whofe 
<■ bounty the world was made glad; if you wilh to know the 
•' date of his death, read the * record of the unjuft flaughter.’j 
Again he fays, ” If any are defirous to know the year of his death, 
fay, without guilt Mhamood Gawan was martyred." 

There arc in Dckkan many remains of the munificence of this great 
man , particularly a college, budt by him at Ahmcdabad two years 

before

‘ Thu cxprellion m numerical lelters^^fnpofed the date. 
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before his death, containing alfo a mofque and a large fquare of 
fliops, which, at. the date of this hiftory, were as entire as if juft 
finiflied. Kliajeh Jehaun had great learning, and much judgment in 
compofition of profe and verfe. In arithmetic he i^'as unequalled ; 
and his ‘ Rozet al Infha and poems are IKll extant in fome libraries in 
Dekkan. He annually remitted valuable prefents to the learned in 
Klioraflan and Ecraak, and the princes of thofe parts'beftowed ho- 
nours upon liim. Molana Jami Abdal Rahmaan correfponded with 
him, and fome of his letters are to be feen in his works. ' There is 
alfo in the Alolana’s poems one written in his name. Moolla Abd al 
Kerrun Tummdee has given an account of him from his birth to his 
deatli, part of which is inferted as worthy of a place in hiftory.

Kliajeh Jehaun’s anceftors in former ages, for generations fuccef- 
/ivciy, held tlie poft of vizier to the princes of Geclan in Perfia, and 
one of them became fultan of Rilhd j which territory, according to 
Hajcc Mahummud Candaharee, - continued in his family till the time 
of Shaw Talimafp Suftewi. Khajeh Jehaun, as he was of royal 
cxtra(ftion, alarmed at the jcaloufy of Talimafp, perfuaded his mo- 
ther to quit liis birth-place ^ and, though invited to the high office of 
vizier by the princes of Ecraak and Khorailan, refufed the honour, 
chufing rather to become a merchant. In tliis capacity he travelled 
through many countries, and made acquaintance witli celebrated and 
learned men in each. In his forty third year, partly to trade, and 
partly to vlfit the religious of Dekkan, he came by fca to the port of 
Dabul, and from thence over land to Ahmcdabad, intending to 
proceed from tliat capital to Dhcly. Sultan Alla ad Dicn the fecond, 
feeing his great qualities, with much entrea^* prevailed upon him to 
become cnrollctl among his nobility. In the reign of Humaioon Shaw 
Zalim, he was honoured with the title of fvlallck al Tijar, and 
rofc to the firft office in the flatc. Alahummud Shaw added fcvcral 
otlicr lionours to his name, and among them the title of JCJiajcli 
Y z Jehaun.

He entertained two thoufand Moguls in Ills ov/n pay, and 
ten thoufand horfe from tlte fultan were under his command. The 
following reafon is given for Ids being called ‘ Gawan. Being one 
day.in the fultaiVs company fitting on a terrace of the palace, ax:ow 
happened to bleat underneath, when one of the aflcmbly laughingly 
faid, O vizier, what fay's tlie cow ? To which he replied, She fays 
I am one of her fpccics, and (hould not fit among atfes. When he 
received the title of Gawan he prophetically obferved, that he feared 
» it was unlucky, as all who had held It fuficred unnatural deaths. 
He was by fc& a funnee of the ftridlcft order. His loyalty to Ma- 
hummud Shaw was fincerc, and the dime of his liberality fpread over 
Afia j there being fcarcc a town or city, the deferving of ivhich did 
not taftc of his bounty. His behaviour was aftable to all ranks, and 
Ids juftice in his dealings unimpcachcd. 


Mahummud Shaw having heard frequent reports of tlic vaft wealth 
of Khajeh Jehaun, fent for his treafurer, Nizam ad Dien HoulTLin 
Geelance, and demanded where his money, Jewels, and plate were 
depofited. The treafurer, alarmed, told the fultanj that if he would 
promife to fpare his life, he would difcover all j upon which, think- 
ing to receive a great treafurc, he took an oath and promifed, if he 
concealed nothing, to reward him widi royal bounty. The treafurer 
dien faid, O fultan, my lord had nvo trcafurics, one of which he 
“ called the fultan’s, from which were ilTusd the expenfes of his 
** troops, ftables, and houfehold ; in this there are now ten thoufand 
iaarees, and three" thouiand ooos. The other he named the trea- 


“ fury of the poor, and in this there-is a fealed bag, containing three 
“ hundred Iaarees.” The fultan laid, How comes it that the 
** Khajeh, whofc revenues equalled that ‘of many kings, fiiouldbnly 
“ have fuch a fmall fumP' The treafurer replied, ** Whenever 
“ money came froin his jaghirc, having taken for the king’s trea- 
“ fury the pay of his troops^md ftables,- he gave the remainder, in 
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** your majefty’s name, to the poor, not refen’ing a * cowrie for his 
“ own life. A Aim of forty thoufand Uarccs, which he bi ought with 
« him Aom Perfia to Dekkanr he employed, by means of agents, in 
« trade ; and preferving always that capital, expended two laarces 
« each day for his kitchen and apparel out of tlie profits, the 
“ remainder of which was carried into the poor’s treafuty, and HTued 
“ Aom thence in Aims, remitted to his mother, relations, and 
worthy perfons, with whom he had made acquaintance in his 
** travels, and who would hot come to HindooAari.” ’ 

The niinlAer’s enemies were confounded at this account, but 
emdoufly remarked, that thcKhajch was a cautious man, andfufpeft- 
ing Ids expenfes might betray his riches, had leA them fecreted at 
the capital. To which the treafurcr replied, that if one laaree, his 
property, fiiould be found there, or any where, beyond the Aims he 
had mentioned, he w'ould Aibrait to the fevcreApunifliment. The 
fultan then aflembled all the head fervants ; and firA qucAioned the 
- chief * fcraafii } who faid, that all the tents and carpets his lord had, 
. were now in the camp, except feme mattings in the city on the 
floors of his mofquc and college, and that the Khajeh always flept 
himfclf upon a bare mat. The overfeer of tlie kitchen was then 
called, who declared, that all die utcnfils and vcflels were with him, 
but that the visuals for his mafler’s own eating, were always drefled 
in earthen pots. The librarian laftly flood forth, and acknowledged 
tliat there were in the library tlircc thoufand volumes, but all in trafl. 
for the Andents of the college. The f«It.m now became melancholy, 
and the treafurcr took courage to fay, •* O fultan, may thoufands 
“ fuch as hlhamood Gawan be ratifoms for tliy fafety ! but why 
“ didA thou not rcganl tlie claims upon ihcc for his fcrviccs ? why 
•< call not before tliec the bearer of the letter to the roy of Orifla, 
** that his treachery might appear to us ami all mankind clc.ir and 

** undoubted?”

* Tenr-lccpcr, 
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** undoubted?” Mahummud Shaw, aruck with this querns awoke 
from the trance of ftupefai3ion, and called to the accufers of the un- 
fortunate rainiftcr to bru\g the bearer of the letter before him. None 
could be found. He then rofetrctnbling with horror, retired into his 
haram, full of remorfe and forrow, at his rafli credulity and unjuft 
fentence againft his faithful friend. The hearfe of tlie deccafed ^vas 
fent off, in melancholy pomp, to' Ahmedahad for interment ; and 
three days after, the prince Mhamood KJian and many of the nobility 
were ordered to vHit the grave. ' 

The fultan now prepared to march, but the night of the orders 
being ilTued, Ummad al Moollc and Khodawund Khan, with the 
troops of Bera? and Mahore, feparated from the camp, and moved 
four miles diftant. Mahummud Shaw upon this account deferred 
his march, and fent to them to enquire the caufe of their movement. 
They anfwered, that as the fervants of his majefty had by their 
machinations dedroyed fuch a character as Khajeh Gawan, they 
could not but be fearful of their own fafety, if tliey remained at^ 
court. The fultan, upon this, fent a pnvate meflage, defifing them 
to come to his prefence, that by their afTifbnce he might punifli the 
traitors who had abufed his confidence by fuch forgeries ; but to this 
they replied, that whenever Add Khan fhould arrive, they would 
come with him, and kifs his majefty’s feet. The fultan, feeing that^ 
nothing but patience and complying behaviour would fucceed, lent a , 
firmaun to Add Khan j who came with all expedition to Ghondpore, 
and pitched his camp clofe to that of the two difgufted chiefs. All 
three obtained whatever they chofe to alk, witliout referve. The. 
jagliire of Khajeh jehaun, Beejapore, was conferred on Adil IChan,, 
who was appointed tcmiffdar, and Drrea Khan, FitUiir al Moolk, 
and Mulloo Klran, wdth moft of the mogul amras attached to him, 
obtained jaghires in that diviCon. Ummad al Moolk and Khoda-' 
wiind Khan were fixed in thcin,govemmcnts, and obtained all their 
demands When they had attended the fultan to Ahmedahad, they 
It encamped 
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frequently fay, If they obey not me, who reigned glorioufly for many 
years, and conquered nations with my f\Vord, how will they ftoop to 
fubmit to a child? His weaknefs daily encrcafedj but, upon his 
return to Ahmedabad, he grew better, and prefuming upon it, in- 
dulged in debauches. His fever had -not entirely left him, when one 
day he drank a large cup of wine, and retired to his haram, which 
brought on a fevere fit. The phyficians adminiftered to him medi- 
cines immediately, and, feeing him fomewhat recovered, retired. In 
their abfence, the fultan, from the vulgar maxim that nothing is fo 
good to remove the lafTitude from intoxication as a frefli cordial, drank 
wine, and inftantly fell into ftrong fiisj during which he frequently 
cried out, that Khajeh Jehaun was tearing him to pieces : till at 
, length he trod the path of mortality, on the firfl of Suffur, 887, after 
a reign of twenty years. The date of his death is comprized in the 
following verfes. ^

MHAMOOD SHAW BHAMENEE. 


Sultan MUamood Shaw afccndcd tlic throne of Dekkan in the 
t^’clfth year of lus ogc ; and die amras then at court, Nizam al 
Moolk Behcrcc, Kowaam al Moolk, Cafim Berced Turk, and 
others, fwore allegiance. His inauguration was condudlcd witli 
much ceremony. The dironc Firozch was placed in the grand hall 
of audience, and on each fide of it a chair of filvcr. Shaw Moliib 
Oolla and Syed Hunneef, the two moft celebrated divines of Dek- 
kan, having offered pniyers for his profperity, placed the crown on 
the fultan’s lie.id j then, each holding an ami, helped Iiim to 
afeend the tlironc, which at diis time, in magnificence and mtrinfic 
value, exceeded every other in the v’orld. This done, they feated 
themfclvcs on the Giver chairs. Nizam al Moolk and Cafim Berecd 
then advancing, made offerings of congratulation, and their example 
was ibllowcd by all the nobility and officers prefent. Some of tlie 
aiTemfify ofiicrvcd', rfiat Aa’a’ /CAan TUrk, imkfiir ai’ A/bo/k, ihrea 
Khan, and Mulloo Khan, who were among the prime Turkifh 
nobility, not being prefent, the ceremony was not binding. To this 
Nizam al Moolk replied, that to keep the tlironc vacant would caufe 
diflentionsj but when they returned from Kokun, the ceremony 
might be repeated, and titles and honours be conferred. Moolla 
Abd al Kerrum Tummdcc, who w’as preient, writes, that tlie people 
regarded this difputc as ominous of evil ; and fb it proved, as the 
Z reign 
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reign of Mhamood Shaw, though a ^long one; paffed in troubles and 
civil wars, and the royal authority fell from the houfe of Bhamenee. 

’ When the late fultan Mahummud Shaw afcended the -throne, 
being but a child, the chief nobUity had alpired to independance j 
but by the able condudt of the queen mother and Kliajeh Jehaun, 
their defigns were overthrown, and they dared not openly {hew their 
withes. That prince, from his abilities, foon became capable of 
managing affairs in perfon, and by degrees the power of the nobility 
was reduced to proper bounds. < He had encouraged a number of 
Georgians, Circaffians, Calmucks, and otlicr Turkith tribes, betides 
two thoufand • Haves, AbytTinians and Hindoos. From thefe were 
feledlcd the officers of government, and by degrees many of them 
rofc to high power. Nham al Moolk Beheree, one of the Hindoo 
flaves, was confidered by the Dekkanees and AbytTinians jas'', their 
head ; while the Turks attached themfelves to Adil Khan, originally 
a Turkifli Have. As Khajeh Jehaun favoured the Turks, Adil 
Khan was permitted to {land at court above Nizam al Moolk, which 
hurt his pride, and, in the end, led him to plan the dellruftion of that 
great miniflcr, as before related j but Adil Khan, by his prudence, 
efcaped his Hratagems, and being appointed terruffdar of Beejapore 
became daily more powerful. 

Upon the death of Mahummud, and the acceffion ofMhamood 
Shaw, Adil Khan, and the nobility with him, 'having entered into 
alliance to fupport each other, came from Kokun in great force to 
felicitate the young fovereign, and encamped without the walls of 
Ahmcdabad. Adil Klian, Direa Klian, Fiikhir al Moolk, Ycghrufli 
Klian, Azdauh Khan, and Ghuzzunfir Khan entered the city with a 
thoufand Mogul and TurUm borfe, to 'pay their allegiance to tlie 
fultan. When they arrived at the palace, though it was againft the 
cticpiatc of the court for noblemfti to enter with attendants, yet, 
fearful of treachery in Nizam al Moolk, they took with them two 

hundred 
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hundred armed followers. Nizam al Afoolk, with five hundred feleft 
attendants, met tliem with much ceremonious attention, and intro- 
duced tliem to tlie fultan’s prefencc. Adil Klian, having paid his 
refipcdls in form, took his place as formerly above Nizam al Moolk 
and all the nobility. Dirca IClian fat between the Nizam and his 
fon Maliek. Ahmed, that, in cafe of treacherj% they might be firil 
revenged on the perpetrators, and truft.to fortune for the reft. 

Ahmed IChan attempted to move next his father, who forbad him ; 
and to prevent diflurbances, wliich he faw, from the caution of his 
rivals, would be hazardous to liis perfon, haficned the ceremony of 
bcflowing khelauts from the fultan, and rifing of the court. EufiiiF 
Adil Klian, at coming out, led Nizam al Moolk by the hand, under 
•pretence of converfation, to tlie outer gate of the citadel; where, 
being joined by his force, he parted from him \\ith profufe aflur- 
ances of regard and fnendfliip, and took up his refidence at his houfe 
in the city, with a guard of a thoufand chofen men for his protedlionj , 
giving orders to Dirca Klian and his other friends to return to camp, 
and be upon their guard. 

Nizam al AToolk tlie next day vifited Adil Khan; and, after 
many declarations of friendfliip, defired that he would, with all the 
Mogul and Turkilh amras,. refidc in the city, that tliey might attend 
with him at court, and afllft in the management of tlie ro}'al affairs. 

Add Khan replied, that lus afiurances of friendfhlp accorded 
with his Q\\ n iflies j but for hi^ daily attendance at court, there was 
no occafion, as he and his fnends were only Ibldiers, and ignorant of 
the political arcana of government. Agreeably to tlie will of tlieir late 
foiereign, he defired he would condudl adminiftration, and lea\e him 
the military execution of tlic fultan’s orders ; that his friends had 
better remain encamped \\ ithout the city, as they were rude and 
ignorant, and quarrels might arife, dangerous to the publick repole 
of tlie town between tliem, the Abyffinians and Dekfcanees, It 
Z 2 ^vas 
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was at length, agreed, that Nizam al Moolk (hould havfc*the poft of 
vaqueel al fultunnut, and leave the various great offices which he had 
held under Mahummud Shaw, to others. By this plan the vizarut 
was conferred on Kowaam al Moolk, fenior, and Warunkul on 
Kowaam al Moolk, junior. Raajmundree, with the ‘nizarut, was 
given to DiUawer Khan Huhfhee. Every poft was fhared by mutual 
confent among their friends. They then repaired together to court, 
where the fultan’s aflent being pafTcd, and khelauts of confirmation 
given, Adil Khan returned to his own houfe, and never after con- 
cerned himfelf in the internal management of the royal affairs. 

For a fhort time the Moguls and Turks lived amicably with the 
Dekicanees and Abyflinians; but Nizam al Moolk and Kowaam ai 
Moolk, fenior, at length infringed the treaty, as they wifljcd to 
remove Eufuff Adil Khan Turk, and fill his place with Adil Khan 
Dekkance, then deputy governor of Warunkul. With this defign 
they called him to court, with Fattch Oolla Ummad al Moolk, on 
pretence of felicitating the fultan’s acceffion. They came accord^ 
iugly, with a great army, and encamping without the tvalls, entered 
tlic city with a few attendants to pay their compliments and offerings 
to the fultan, who received them very gracioufly, and honoured them 
wiili kheUuts. 

About three weeks after this, Nizam al Moolk, who had lulled 
the weak Ummid al Moolk Turk into a reliance on his friendMp, 
told him, that he wifhed, with the afTiflance of the Dekkance 
noVdity, to deftroy HufuiT Adil Khan Turk, that they might botli 
l>c fecured from his machinations, and fend off his partizans to tlicir 
difTcrcnt flntions ; tint the Dekkance amras could not leave their 
houfes for fear of the Turkr, fo that, if he approved the plan, it 
uxuld be atUifcable for liim on the day of its cxcaiiion to order the 
1 urkiOi troop, under him to keep within their hahitations. Kowaam 

» of il e ro)al fcrigUe. 
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al Moolk appioved of the dcfign, and the following day, Nizam al 
Moolk having fcated tlie fultan upon one of the towers of tlie citadel, 
fent orders to Adil Khan Dekkance and Fatteh Oolla Ummad al 
Moolk to pafs in review with their troops before the fultan, in order 
to receive tlieir khelauts and audience of difmiflion to their govern- 
ments. Ferraud al Moolk, the ‘cutwal, hearing by fomc means of 
the defign, informed Kowaam al Moolk that Nizam intended trea- 
chery againfl: all the Turks without exception, and that the plot to 
afialTinate Eufuif Adil Klian was only a cloak to his deiigns; fo that 
for the Turks to remain paflive in their houfes, on fuch a day, would 
be the height of folly. Kowaam al Moolk, who wiflted the deftruc- 
tion of Eufuff Adil Klian, and relied on tlie fmeerity of Nizam al 
Moolk’s friendfliip to hlmfelf, would not believe the information. 

^ i 

Adil Khan Dekkance and Umniad al Moolk came into the city, 
witlt all the troops oftTelingana and Kaweel, and drew up before 
the citadel. The fultan Mhamood Shaw, who was merely a tool 
in tlie hands of his ininiRcrs, by the inftrudlion of Nizam, having 
called the two chiefs to him in die tower, faid, that as the Turks 
were become difobedient to his authority, and committed great dif- 
turbances in the city, he thought it neceflaiy to employ their forces in 
punifliing them without delay. Ummad al Moolk, who had a fincere 
regard for Eufuff Add Khan, having placed him in fecurity, fent 
his army with Add Khan Dckkanee to deftroy the Turks. Kowaam 
al Moolk was made the firfl facrifice j and the gates of the city being 
keptfhut, a great daughter was made among the Turks, who were 
unprepared for fuch an attack ; but Yeghrufli Khan, Kuddiin Khan, 
and other officers who were friends of Eufuff Add Khan, maintained 
a running fight to the gates, which they forced } and Direa Klian, 
informed of the attack on Ids companions, entered the city with a 
great force, which made tlic combat eq[uai. It is faid, that fkir-

niilhes occurred in the ftrects of the capital for twenty days fucceffive- 
ly, and about four thoufand men were flaughtered on each fide. At 
length the divines and holy men interfered as mediators; and, as 
many ,Turki£h officers of rank had fallen, Eufuff Add Khan con-_ 
fented to peace, and quitting die capital, with liis dependants, retired 
to Beejapore. 

Nizam al Moolk. having now the foie power of adminiftration in 
his hands, conferred Beer, Darwer, and many other diftridb, upon 
his own fon Mallek Ahmed. Fukhir al Moolk Dekkance, the fon 
of a have of Khajeh jehaun, a gallant and learned man, was raifed 
to the rank of a thoufand, and his fon exalted to the title of Khajeh 
Jehaun. Ummad al Moolk was honoured with the vizarut, and his 
fon Shekh Alla ad Dicn fent to command on the part of his father in 
Bcrar. Calim Bereed, who had fliewn. great adUvity againft the 
Turks, was made cutwal of the city and meer nobut. Kowaam<al» 
Moolk, junior, was difmifled to Telingana, Nizam al Moolk and 
Ummad al Moolk, during four years, in conjundlion with the mother 
of fultan Mhamood, tranfailed all the alfairs of government. 

At length, Ddlawer Khan Hubflice, envying their power, repre- 
fented to the fultan, that his minillers paid no regard to his authority,' 
and, in league with the queen motlier, ufufpcd all the power of the 
ftate, regarding him Hill as a weak infant. This obforvation pro- 
voked Mhamood Shaw to adtion, and he ordered Dillawer Khan to 
affaffinate the miniftcr. , One night, when both -were gone to the 
queen mother’s apartments, to confult her on fome urgent bufineis, 
Dillawer Klian placed himfelf in the paflage with another perfon 
armed, and, as the minifters came out, ruHicd upon them with their 
fabres. Nizam al Moolk reccued a wound, but as both were perfedl 
m tlie art of defence, they kept up a running fight, and made their 
efcape out of the palace. Having fent word to Calrm Bereed tliat the 
fultan intended his affiffiiiauon alfo, they fled vvitii their followers 


out 
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out of the city. Cdfim Bereed having fhut tlie gates of the palace; 
prevented any perfons from going to the fultan ; who was at lengtii 
reduced to fuch diftrefs, tliat he wrote to the minifters, apologizing 
for his condudt, and inviting them back ; but they infifred that* prior 
to their return, Dillawerl^anlhouldbeputtodcath; wliich refolve 
coming to his hearing, he made Jiis efcape with his JamiJy to Boora- 
hanpore. Nizam al Moolk with his fon Mallek Ahmed returned to 
tlie capital; but Ummad al hloolk retired to his government of 
Berar. 

Nizam al Moolk now, in order to ftrengthen his party, raifed 
Mallek Wujjeli and Mailek AdirufF, formerly dependants on JChajeh 
Jehaun, to high rank ; appointing tlie firfr governor of Dowlutabad, 
and the other his deputy? and having exafred promifes of attach- 
ment and fidelity from them to his fon Mallek Ahmed, fent tliem to 
Dowlutabad. He alfo committed the fortrefs ofPorundeh and Sho- 
lapore to Mukhdoom Khajeh Jehaun Dekkanee, binding him by a 
fimilar oath of attachment. At the expiration of three months, 
having procured tlie fultan’s permifiion, he difpatched his fon Mallek 
Ahmed to Joneer, as his deputy. 

In the year 891, Adil Khan Dekkanee, governor of WarunkuU A. D. x^S6. 
dying, Kowaam al Moolk, junior, haftened, by forced marches, 
from Raajmundree to that city, and letting up the ftandard of rebel- 
fibn, poffellecf fiunlefr ot'’ atf Teiingana. iVizam af Mooi’i:, taking 
the fultan with Iiim, marched tou'ards Warunkul; upon uhich, 

Ko\\’aam al Moolk rctre.ired to Raajmundree, and wrote privately, 
complaining of the ufurpations of tlic minifter, to the fultan j w’ho 
having refigned himfelf to WTctchcdncfs, through fear of his guar- 
dians, returned no anfwer, but font immediately the petition to 
Nizam al Moolk. When the royal flandard had reached 'Warunkuh 
advice came from Mallek Ahmed, that the port of Goa, uhich in 
the late reign had been granted to Kifliwer I^an, and was deputed 

by 
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by him to tlic charge of Nujum ul Dien Gcclancc, on his dcath> had 
been feized by one of liis officers, named Bahadur Gcclancc, as alfo 
Dabul, Kolaporc, Kulher, Punnallch, Scrwalch, and Balgoan, and 
that, at the inftigation of Eufuff Adil Khan, he daily grew more 
infolcnt, and committed infults on the port of CIioulc and other 
places j alfo, that Zien ad Dien, the jaghiredar ofjagnch, liad 
rebelled. 

Nizam al Moolk commanded Iiis fon, firft to reduce Zien ad 
Dien, and font orders to Khajeh Jebaun Dekkanee, governor of 
Forundeh, and Mallck Wujjch of Dowlutabad, to march to his 
afliftancei Upon this Zien ad Dien applied for protedlion to Eufuff 
Adil Khan of Becj'iporc j who fcnl fix tlioufand horfe to join him* 
commanding them to encamp near the fort of Indaporc; and if 
Mallek Ahmed fliould move towards Jagnch, to haften there, and 
afliff in oppofing him. t 

When this news reached Warunkul, the influence of Nizam al 
Moolk vifibly declined. He was treated with flight by the fultan* 
and the attachment of Cafun Berced, Duftoor Decnar, and all the 
Abyffuiian amras to him fell off. The fultan, who carnefUy wilhed 
his deftniition, encouraged the change, by complaints of the minif- 
tcr, and ordered them to aflaflinate liim on the firft opportunity that 
fliould occur. Nizam al Moolk being informed of the plot againft 
his life, fled from tlie camp at midnight ; but, inftead of taking 
fhelter with his fon at JoncerJ haflened to Ahmedabad, hoping to 
fecure the royal treafury. Puffund Khan Dekkanee, who had been 
raffed from the depth of wretchednefr to nobility and the govern- 
ment of the capital by Nizam al Moolk, received him into the city* 
With afliiranccs of obedience to his orders. The miniftcr, 
thinking himfelf fecure, wrote to Mallek Ahmed to join him from 
Jon^r, and opening the royal treafures, diftributed them with a 
lavifh hand to levy troops and fupport his rebellion. 


Mhamood 
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Mliamood Shaw, upon intelligence of this proceeding, appointed 
Koottub al Moolk, ‘governor of Telingana, 'and vvitlr the reft of his 
nobility haftened towards Ahmedabad. Nizam al Moolk, finding 
Ills influence in the city decline, refolved to feize ?s much of the 
royal treafure as he could, and join his fon. Pufilind Khan con- 
trived to delay him by artful flatteries, and Wrote privately to tlie ful- 
tan, defiring Iiim to advance without delay, as he would give up the 
rebel into his hands. Mhamood Shaw fent for anfvver, that if he 
was fmeere he fiiould fend the traitof s head to him, as a proof of 
loyalty. Pufiund KJian, attended by five hundred followers, went Co 
Nizam al Moolk, who refided in the palace, and pretended that he 
wiflied to converfe vvith him in private, on affairs of importance. 

The ininifter complying with liis requeft, they retired into a room 
together. Pufiiind Khan, who was young and ftrong, fell upon the 
old, dcfencelefs minifter, and feized him by the neck with fuch force 
tliathc was foon ftrangled. Having then cut offliis head, he brought 
it out} and, expofing it to the people, cried out, Such is the reward 
of traitors to their fovereign. After which he fent h by e.vprcfs 
mcficngcfs to the royal camp. 

Mhamood Shaw now entered the city with his friends, and en- 
tmftcd them witli the direftion of public affairs j but, impelled by 
llie indifcrclion of youth, and a ftrong attachment to pleafure, he 
devoted liis time to drinking, mufic, and love, without attending in 
tlic leaft to the care of liis kingdom. He took many of the jewels 
from the throne Firozch, to fet in falvers, vafes, and cups for ban- 
quets. 

In the year 896, envy poflefil-d the minds of the Dckkances and a. D. 1450 
Abyffmians, who tried every art to prejudice tlic fultan againft his 
favourites, but in vain. PufiUnd Klian at length united i^ith the 
tDckkanccs to aflaffinate Mlumood Shaw, and place another prince of 
the royal family on the tlirone. The co.n/pirators repaired to the 
A a pahec 
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pahce armed ; and, left the Mogul troops fliould come to the ftiltan’s 
aftiftance, flint the gates after them. It ivas late in tlic night, and 
the fuUan was engaged in feftivity, when they ruflicd towards tlic 
royal apartments. This occafioned fome noife, but before Mhamood 
Shaw could know the caufc, a number of Dckkanccs, admitted by 
the porters, ruflied in upon his privacy. Yezeez IvJian Turk, with 
four other llavcs, Houflun Ah Subzwaarcc, and Syed Mirza Mchii" 
dec, though unarmed, threw thcmfclves between tlie villains and the 
fultan, giving their lives a mnfom for his fafety. The fultan had 
time to gain the terrace of the * royal tower, except which, and the 
haram, all the palace was now in the pofieflion of tlic traitors, who 
purfued their fuccefs, but were gallantly oppofed by Mhamood Shaw 
with a few Turks and Moguls, the conllant companions of his plea- 
furcs, with ftones, darts, and clods of earth. The fultan alfo for- 
tunately difpatched a meffage to the Turkilh and Mogul troop'", of 
the dangerous fituation he was in from the confpirators, and his 
hopes of preferving liimfelf till they ftiould come to his relief, Caiim 
Bereed, with fome other noblemen, and about five hundred foU 
lowers, liaftened inftantly- to the palace, but found the gates fall. 
Eight perfons with great difficulty (baled the walls, and founded 
trumpets on their entrance. Many of the Dekkanecs and Abyffini- 
ans, thinking all the Moguls had entered the fort, fled, and opened 
the gates to make their cfcape. Eight and twenty Moguls of Subz- 
waar received them with fhowers of arrows, which drove them back, 
and they attempted to re-fhut the gates j but the Moguls rufhed on 
and prevented them. Skinnifliing now enfued, and Kifliwer IClian, 
who had gone round to the foot of the king’s tower, hearing of the 
gate being opened, entered without delay. The traijore took fhelter 
in the agate mahal. A great dillurbance now arofe in the city, of 
. _ whiefi

break' open and plunder the houfes of die Turks and Moguls. At 
length the moon rofe, when friends and enemies could be diftinguifli- 
ed. The fervants of the palace, who had admitted the conlpirators, 
now turned againft them, from a /hew of loyalty, and fet fire to the 
’/Iraw roofs, under wliich numbers had been concealed, patting 
tliem to the fword as "they ran out. It now became known, that 
about three hundred were i\^iting together in an apartment, for an 
opportunity to rufli out, and, by refolute charges, force their way 
through die gate at dawn of day, Sultan Jehangeer Klian Turk, 
upon this, took charge of the gates, and difpatched Khan Jehaun to 
guard the city and markets. The horfes from the ropl frables were 
'taken out, and divided among the fultan*s friends. At funrife fultan 
Mliamood afeended die throne, and ordered the Moguls to enter the 
houfes of the treacherous Dekkances and Abyfiinians, to flay all with- 
out diflindtion, and feize their effedts for the royal ufe. For three 
days fuccefiively, the flames of daughter and devaftation raged in the 
city, no one daring to intercede with the fultan for pardon; till, at 
length, one of the Tons of * Shaw Mohib Oolla requefred that the 
maflacrc might be flopped, and was fuccefsful in his application. 

Mhamood Shaw, to celebrate his efcape from this danger, held a 
magnificent feflival of forty days, and went in folcmn proccfTion 
through the city, the ftceets of which were ' adorned on the occaflou. 
As he regarded the roy.al tower as au/picious, he erefred upon it sT 
fplendid pavilion, in which, when finiflied, he Ipcnt moft of his time 
In a continued round of voluptuous amufements. To the affairs of 
government he paid no attention ; leaving Uicm entirely to the direc-

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tion of his favourites. Muficians and dancers flocked to liis court 
from Lahore, Dhely', Perfia. and IChoraflan ; as alfo • ftory tellers, 

“ reciters of the Shaw Nammeh, and all other minifters of pleafure. 
The people, copying the' example of the prince, ftudied nothing 
but dillipation ; reverend fages pawned their decent robes at the wine 
cellars, and holy teachers, (pitting their cells, retired to the taverns, 
and prefided over the calk. The governors of provinces, feeing the 
court thus. employed, afled independantly ; fo that tlie royal officers 
only who'joined ffieir views were allowed to hold their polls, and 
ffiofe who refufed to wink at their encroachments, were expelled with 
difgrace. In a fliort time, except the province of Telingana and the 
diftridls adjacent to Ahmedabad, no parts of the kingdom properly ' 
remained in poflefiion of the fultan. The terruffdars, however, 'ex- 
except Mallck Ahmed Bcheree, openly acknowledged the rt^ral 
authority j but their fubmiffion was only (hewn in this point { If the 
fultan, at the defire of his minUlcr Cafim Bereed, took the field, and 
they faw advantage to themfelves in the cxpediton, they accompanied 
the royal ftandard, but with a force and fplendour, before which 
the fultan's funk to wretchednefs of appearance ; and upon a return, 
they quitted him on the route for their feveral countries, without 
even the ceremony of afking leave. That they might not undergo 
the mortification of (landing in the royal prefence, or performing the 
cufiomary obeifance -to the fultan, they evaded vifiting the court.*

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and taking upon lumfelf the honours of majefty, fent imbafiadors to 
•Eufuff Add Khan and Fatteh OoIIa Ummad alMoolk, to prevail 
lipon them to copy his evample, and read the khootbah in their 
own name. It was accordingly rcfolved by ?^\\ three, to avow their 
claims to royalty.' , 

Cafim Bereed, avho hid obtained, or rather cliofen for Ins eftab- 
lilhment, the terruffdaree of-AIimedabad and its vicinity, wilhed 
that tlie forts of his government fliould be gamfoned by his o\vn 
dependants, but was denied pofleflion by fcveral governors As he 
regarded their refufal as proceeding from the private orders of the 
fultan, he alfo tlirew off his allegiance, and endeavoured to reduce 
them by force He twice defeated the royal army, and was near 
driving the fultan from his capital, when Di]la\Yer Khan Hub0jee, 
who had taken flieltcr at Boorahanpore from the refentment of 
Nizam al Moolk, haftened with an army to his fovereign’s rehef. 
Cafim Bereed was defeated, and fled towards Golconda, and Dd- 
lawer Khan purfued him clofely, hoping to take him prifoner, when 
providence decreed a change of fortune. In the heat of purfuit, near 
Kolauff, a vicious elephant of DiilawCr Khan's refufed the guidance 
of his driver, and ran back upon his own army, trampling many 
perfons to death, which occafioned much confufion, DiUawer 
JUian, taking a fpear in his hand, with fome of his attendants,

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attempted to turn him, but in vain. The elephant rulhing on, tlic 
foldierfe fled, ^atid Dillawcr Klian was fei2ed by tlie furious animal 
wifli his trunk, and crufhed to death. Cafim Bcrecd foon hearing 
of this event, turned back upon the yet viitorious army, who fled, 
difpirited by the lofs of their chief, and all the baggage and effe^ 
fell into his hands; after which he carried his rebellion IHIl farther 
vnih impunity. As the fultan could not rcfift his power, he ad- 
mitted him into the capital ; a feeming reconciliation took place, and 
the minifler, feated fecurely on the mufnud of adminiftration, 4 eft 
nodiing but a nominal royalty to Mhamood Shaw. The hillorianS 
of the Bereed dynafty -reckon the eftablifhment of it from this 
period. 

Cafim Bereed wrote to the toy of Beejanuggur, that Eufuff* Adil 
Khan, having rebelled againft the fultan, had aflumed royal honours, 
indifhe would invade his, country,* he lliould be rewarded by the 
reftoration of the forts of Mudkul and Roijore. The roy being a 
child, his miiufter Ramraaje fent a powerful army againft Adil 
Khan, and having committed great devaftation, obtained pofleffiofi 
of the ptonufed forts. Eufuff Adil Khan> at length, having effected 
ft peace wth Rftmraaje, mardicd to take' revenge on Cafim Bereed, 
who being much alarmed, applied for afliftance to Mallek Ahmed 
^^izam al Moolk 5 offering, when his enemy fhould be expelled, to 
ftfiift him with the royal influence to obtain pofleflion of Goa, 
ICokun, Punnalleh, and Mangalore, from the hands of Bahadur 
Geelanec, and to lca\ e them entirely at his dilpofal. Mallek Ahmed, 
approving the conditions, marched in great force to Ahmedabad, j and 
Cafim Bereed being thus ftrcngtltened, moved with the fultan, whole 
inclinations he never confultcd, againft the enemy. A fevere engage- 
ment enfued, in which the mmifter and fultan were defeated. Mal- 
Ick Ahmed, and Add lUian, who had previouOy fettled their difputes 
privately, without attacking each other, retired to their own coun- 
tries. * 


In 
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In the year 899, fultan Mhamood Guzaratee fent an ambaflador 
to the fultan, reprefenting, tliat Bahadur Geelanee, who commanded 
on the fea coaft of Malabar, had feized many ridi /hips belonging^ to' 
the Guzarat merchants 5 and, not Bopping at fuch excefles, had fent 
his ilave Yacoot Hub/liee, with twenty flups of war, to Maheem, 
winch he had laid w'aBe, witliout mercy 5 imprifoning the people, and 
burning mofques and otlier buildings, intending next to proceed againB 
Surat; tlia.t an army from Guzarat could not march into the country 
of die rebel Bahadur, without fome injuiy to DekJtan ; and to convey 
a fufficient force by fea was impoffible ; tlierefore it w'as incumbent 
on die fultan to puni/li the excefles of the rebel : but fliould he find 
himfelf unequal to the ta/k, if he "would acquaint his friend, fuch 
meafures fliould be taken in Guzarat as would prove effectual. 

Mliamood Shatr, roufed by this meflage, refolved to march to 
reduce Bahadur Khan, and applied for fupport from his vaflals; who> 
as tliey feared die refentment of the king of Guzarat, and hoped to 
/hare in the plunder of the rebel, complied with his orders. Adil 
Khan fent his general Kummaul Khan, witli five thoufand horfc to 
the royal flandard. Malick Ahmed Bcheree fupplied the fame num- 
ber under Muttubba IChan, and Ummadal Moolk alfo furniflied fome 
troops under the command of one of liis chief officers. 

Mhamood Shaw dxfpatchcd firfl a iinnaun to Bahadur Geelanee, 
informing him of die complaints of his ally the king of Guzarat, and 
demanding rc/Htution of the places, fliips, cfTefts, and captives he 
liad feized from diat Bate. Bahadur, hearing that a confidential fer- 
\ant had been di/patchcd with a firmaun, gave orders /or his being 
detained on the road in die toivn of Mlrcli, and fpokc Infiiltingly of 
the ro3'al authority and the fultan’s per/bnj upon which iVIhamood 
Shaw immediately began liis march, and pufhed on without delaj'* 
Upon his arrii’a! before the fortrefs of Jamcondah, he ordered Koottub 
al Moolk, tenruffidar of Tclingana, to befiege it ; but that general 

being 


ipi 
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being killed by an arrow from the \ralls, as he wasreconnoUring, the 
fultan conferred his oilicc and titles on SuUan Koollec, with Khongecr* 
Terkce, and other diftrias of Tclingani, in jagbirc, to fupport his 
dignity. Jamcondah being taken, and delivered over to the troops 
ofEufuff AdiUChan, the fultan moved to Mangalore, where Baha- 
dur had fixed his rcfidencc ; but before tlic royal army could arrive 
he deferted the place, ^^hich was taken from liis gamfon in three 
days, the works not being completely finiflicd. Sultan Mhamood, 
by the advice of Bereed, moved next againll Mirch; and the troops 
of Bahadur met him in the field, but were defeated uiih great Daugh- 
ter. The furvlvors retired into the forU-efs. After a long ficgc, the 
governor feeing no liopes of relief, begged quarter, which was grant- 
ed by "the approbation of Bereed; who received twenty five horfes 
belonging to Bahadur, and affuranccs were given to his followers 
that fuch as chofe to enter into his fervicc fltould be entertained, and 
the reft allowed to depart, but without either their Jiorfes or arms. 
.All the Moguls replied, that after furrendering the fort, without horfes 
or arms they could not approach their chief, and would rather be 
put to death. The fultan, admiring their fortitude and fidelity,’ 
gave them up their horfes and arms, with permifiion to join Bahadur 
unmolefted. j 

The fultan, on the fall of Mirch, marched towards Baloeh ; and 
in the interim Bahadur, liftening to the advice of his friends, fent 
Khajeh Neamut OoUa Gcelanee to make offers of fubmifiion for him 
to the fultan. The fultan, by the approbation of Cafim Bereed, agreed 
to pardon Bahadur, alfo to reftore fome of the conquered places, and 
confirm him in his remaining pofleffions, if fie would come to the 
prefence, and give a fum of money, with two elephants for the royal 
ufe.^ Neamut OoUa wrote him of the fuccefs of his embafly. and 
advifed his repairing to the royal camp without delay.

Bahadur, on die receipt 'of his agent’s letter, thinking that the 
fultan’s gencrofity proceeded from we.iknefs, was again filled witli 
pride j and fliarpening the tooth of avidity on tlie royal baggage, 
vaunted infblently, that he *lntended that year to Imethe khootbah 
read in his own name at the capital of Alimedabad, and, in the ne.\t, 
in Guzarat. Mhamood Shaw, enraged at diis infolence, marched 
from Baloeh to Kulher, which he took ; and followed his fuccefs with 
fuch rapidity, that Bahadur’s affairs declined daily j* and at length he 
fled to the fortrefs of Punnalleh, the ftrongeft in his poffeflion. _ The 
fultan, not wifhing to fit down before it, went to Kolapore, intend* 
ingto proceed from thence to Dabul, and amufe himfelf on the fea : 
upon which Bahadur quitted Punnalleh, witli defign of lying in am* 
bufh for the fultan on his route j but in the end, not having courage 
to execute his plan, fied, and numbers of his people leaving him, 
foine joined the fultan, and others went to Adil Khan. Mhamood 
Shaw, by the advice of Bereed, fent Khajch Jehaun, governor of the 
fort of Porundeh, to prevent Bahadur’s re-entering Punnalleh ; and' 
on his arrival at Kolapore, as the rainy feafon hadTet in, rcfolved to 
halt for feme time. ' 

Bahadur now became humble, and again fent Khajeh Neammut 
Oolla and Mujd ad Dien with petitions to tlie fultan, declaring, if a 
promife of pardon ftiould be font lum under the royal hand-writing 
• and the feals of Cafim Bereed and the principal chiefs, he would 
come to the prefence, and during the remainder of his life ne\ er de- 
part from tlie path of loyalt}'. The fultan complied with his requefl ; 
and, to calm the fears of the rebel, difpatchcd feme relpedable per- 
fons to conduft him to court. On their arruTil at Bahadur’s camp, 
his ill fortune w ould not allow him to fiibmit, and he ftarted new 
difficulties; upon which the fultan called Khajch Jehaun from the 
flegc of Punnalleh, and fent him, with other amras, againft him. 
Bahadur advanced to meet tlic royalifls, with two thoufand horfe 
and fifteen thoufand foot, A fevere action cnfued,»and Baliadur 
B b being 
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being killed by an arrow, his troops fled. IChajch jehaun cut ofl" 
^the rebel’s head, and marched to the royal camp, where the fultan 
honoured him with a Tuit of his own lobcs, elephants, and horfes. 

Two or three days after the victory, the fultan went to view the 
fortrefs of Punnalleh, and difpatched Mallek Ein al Moolic Cananec 
to Goa, to confole Mallek Saiced, and bring him to the prefence. By 
the apjjrobation of Bereed, Bahadur’s jaghire was conferred on the 
former ; and the fultan, with a few of his principal nobility, having 
gone to Dabul and failed for his amufement along the coaft, returned 
tQ^vardshis capital. On the route he fpent fome time atlCallabaug, 
near Beejapore j and, on his arrival at Ahmedabad* difpatched am- 
bafladors with rich prefents to fultan Mhamood of Guzarat, as alfo 
Kummaul Khan, Suffder Khan, and all tlie prifoners taken by the 
rebel Bahadur, with the twenty fhips and cargoes that he had feized. 

495, In the year 901, Sultan KoolU Koottub al Moolk Hammadahee, 
was appointed terruffdar of Telingana, and Golcondaand Warunkul, 
with their dependancies, added to his jaghire. Duftoor Deenar was 
conflituted governor of Saugher and Ahflunabad Koolburga. The 
fultan being perfoaded that the munfubdars ftationed with the great 
amras ftrengthened their poweri withdrew all who rvere wdth 
Duftoor Deenar, and ordered them to remain on duty at court. 
Duftoor Deenar, difgufted at the removal of the munfubdars, in con- 
jundtion with Yezeez al Moolk. Dekkanee, raifed a rebellion j and 
having colledlcd between feven and eight thoufand Abyftinians and 
Dckkances, feized the country ncarKoolburga. Mhamood Shaw> by 
nd\ ice of Cafim Eerced, demanded the afliftance of EufufF Adil Khan,' 
who joined hun with an army. An engagement happened near the 
town of Mhundrec, in which the rebels were defeated, and Duftoor 
Deenar taken prifoner. The fultan would have put him to death, 
but was prevailed upon, at the inierccffioit of AdU Khan, not only 
to pardon, but reinftate him in Iiis governments. As fome of the 

rebels 
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rebels had taken Ihelter in the fbit of Saugher, the iultan laidiiege 
to it, and on its redu€lioni gave it to Add Khan ; after which he 
returned to Ids capital. 

In the year 902, Eufuff* Dekkanee, Yeghrufh Klian, Mirza A. D. 1496. 
Shumfe ad Dien, and otliers who had tlie fultan’s confidence, entered 
into a plot witli foine of the Turki/h officers to dedroy Cafim Bereed ; 
but he, gaining intelligence of their defigns, put them to death, with 
ail their abettors. The fultan was enraged at tlds prefumption, 

^vould not admit him into his prefence, and became his own miniiler. 

At length, by the mediation of Shaw Mohib Oolla, he was with 
much difficulty prevailed upon to forgive and receive Jiim again into 
favour ; after which he relapfed into Ids ufual indolence and de- 
baucheries. 

In 903, the fultan alked the infant daughter of Adil IChan in A. 12.1497, 
marriage for his fon fultan Ahmed, then fourteen years of age. 

After much negotiation, it was 'fettled tliat tlie nuptial ceremonies 
fliould be performed at Koolburga. Accordingly, tlie fultan repaired 
to that city, where Add Khan entertained him with great fplendour. 

The knot of marriage was tied by Abd al Summie Cauzee Of the 
royal camp, and it was agreed that tlie bride fiiould be delivered to 
the prince as foon as flic fliould reach the age of ten years. The 
was /Kii u'Jjcn Va/ioev’ ard Add KAan 

quarrelled about the government of Koolburga, but the fultan \vould 
not interfere in the difpute. Dufloor Dccnar retired to Ponindeh, 
and contention grew high between Add Khan and Cafim Bereed, 

'who oppofed his pretenfions. Koottub al Moolk fiding with the 
former, Bereed w-as alarmed, and retired with his eldcft Jon and Ids 
followers to Allind ; upon which Adil Khan, leaving the feflival un- 
concluded, took tlie fultan witli him, and together with Koottub al 
Moolk, Alallek Elias, and Ein al Moolk, marched againft Bereed, 

B b 2 who, 
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who, being defeated in an aftion, fled to Porundeh. By tliis fiicccfs, 
the power of Adil Khan became fo raifed, tliat the fultan, in his pre- 
fence, did not afeend his throne. All the allies having by his 
influence obtained their demands, retired to their diftrifts. Cafim 
Bereed then venturing to return to court, obtained the vaijualut as 
before ; but condufted himfclf fo haughtily to his unfortunate fove- 
reign, that he could not even fatisfy his thirfl witliout permiflion. 

38. In 904, Adil Khan led an army againft Duftoor Decnar, who 
fled from Koolbnrga, and by advice of Cafim Bereed took proteftion 
with Mallek Aluned at Ahmednuggur. That ameer furniflied him 
witli auxiliaries j upon which Adil Khan, unable to oppofc, came 
to Ahmedabad, and tlic fultan dcfircd Mallek Ahmed to dcfifl: from 
war, which he did j only fending a petition to the fultan, reprefent- 
ing that Duftoor Decnar was an old fervant of the throne, whom 
Add Khan was eager to deftroy, fo that if his majefty would com- 
mand him to quit his unjuft perfecutlon, it would be wortliy of the 
royal gencrofity and care of his fubje^s. 

1504. In the year 910, Cafim Bereed dying, his fon Ameer Bereed fuc- 
ceeded him in office ; and, afliuming ftill greater power, deprived 
Mhamood Shaw of what little authority had been left him by his 
father. This year. Add Khan having put Duftoor Deenar to death, 
pofiefled himfclf of Koolburga and all lus country. He read the 
khnothdi ijj. vgivirJtJty <tti Sunns u 5 \Vit ftitiaVi feSi j 

wHch, having never been done before in any part of HindooftanJ 
turned the minds of all the Dekkanees'^againft him. Sultan Mha- 
mood, at the defire of Ameer Bereed, wrote to Koottub al Moolk, 
Uminad al Moolk and Khodawund Khan, that Add Khan, Iiav- 
mg fcown off all allegiance; had not only e.valted the enfigns of 
rebeu,™ but introduced the caftoms of heretics in the countries of 
, mj o t at it was neceflary they ftiould repau: to the royal 
'* ' ftandard 
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ftandard with their armies, in order to expel him. In the margin of 
each firmaun tlie fultan wrote the following verfe; “ He is grown fo 
*« vain in the pride of his riches, that the fun, to his eyes, appears 
” but anatoni.” 

Koottub al Moolk, with the aniras of Telingana, repaired to 
court without delay ; but Ummad al Moolk and Khoda^N*und IChan 
made excufes : upon which. Ameer Bereed applied for fuccours to 
Mallek Ahmed Bcheree, who, with Khajeh Jehaun Dekkanee and a 
great army, came to Ahmedabad, and joined the fultan. Adil Khan, 
thinking it vain to oppofe fo powerful a league in the field, having 
committed Koolburga and Ailmd to the charge of Direa Khan and 
Fulthir al Moolk Turk, and fent his fon Ifmaeel, then an infant at the 
bread, with his women and trcafures, to Beejapore under the care of 
Kummaul Khan Dekkanee ; went, attended by five thoufand chofen 
horfc, into Berar. Sultan Mhamood and the allies purfued him with 
great expedition. Upon Adil Khan’s arrival at the camp of Ummad 
al Moolk, that ameer refufed to ptote€t Iiim, as it would be difre- 
fpe^ful to oppofe the fultan in perfon j upon which he retired to 
Boorahanpore." 

Ummad al Moolk now hinted privately to Mallek Alimed, that 
‘Ameer Bereed wifljed the ruin of Adjl KJian, merely to pollcfs him- 
if kc A’e-ep ihe A’.Vj.o J.o 

his hands, he would then meditate the defiruflion of others; that, 
therefore, he had better retire to his own country, and leave lum to 
watch themirufter. ^Mallek Alimed and*Koottub al Moolk, approv- 
ing this advice, fuddenly marched homewards, without taking leave 
of the fultan ; and the nej.t morning Ummad.al Moolk fent petitions 
to court in favour of Adil Khan, begging the fultan to pardon his 
crimes, and return to the capital.

The fultan, at the inftigatlon of Ameer Berecd, refiifed to com- 
ply; upon which Adil Khan, hearing of the retreat of the two 
powerful aihras, returned to Ummad al Moplk, and, in conjundlion 
w’ith him, moved to attack the royal camp j which Ameer Berced^ 
thinking himfelf unable to defend, left ftanding, and fled with the 
fultan to Ahmedabad. Adil Khan and Ummad al Moolk, having 
divided the plunder 'of the camp, returned to their feveral capitals. 

'• In the year 916, Add Khan being dead. Ameer Bereed mdrched to 
reduce Beejapore ; but all his attempts proved vain, and the family on 
i. that throne encreafed daily in power. In the year Koottub al 
Moolk, afluming royal independance, caft the fultan’s name out of the 
khootbah. He continue'd however to fend fultan Mhamood, privately^ 
14. every year a pfefent in money. In 920, Ameer Bereed levied a great 
army with the royal treafures, and marching with the fultan, took 
Koolburga from the garrifon of IlmaecI'Add KJian, and gave it' to 
Jehangecr Khan, fon of Mallek Deenar, for whom he procured the 
title of Duftoor al Moolk. This chief having collected troops, took 
all the forts on one fide of the Beemra, from Saugber to Nuldirruk; 
and Ameer Bereed, receiving reinforcements from Nizam al Moolk 
and Koottub al Moolk, eroded the river with twenty thoufand men, 
and proceeded by regular marches to Beejapore. Ifmaecl Add lOian 
gave him battle near the city, and totally defeated him, fo tliat he fled 
in the greateft confufion ; and Mhimood, who* had fallen from lus 
horfe and received a feverc bruife, with his fon fultan Ahmed, was left 
defencclcfs on tlic field. Ifmaecl Adil Khan obferving the refpetfr 
due to princes, treated the fultan with attention, providing him with 
all conveniences becoming his high rank. 

Mamo'od Shaw fliortly after went with Ifmacel Adil Khan to 
TO where the ceremony of the nuptials between Sultan 

Ahmed and Bibi Suttee, fiOcr to Ifmaecl Adil Khan, ■^^'as celebrated 

with 
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witli great pomp and magnificence. The fukan having obtained five 
thoufand Mogul Ijorle to afiift him, marched to Ahmedabad, which 
Ameer Bereed evacuated on his approacJi, and retired to tlie ibrt of 
Oufeh. Mhamood Shaw now took pofiefiion' of Jiis capital ; but ' 
foon after, the officers of Ifmaeel Add Khan, on hearing tliat Ameer 
Bereed had rccehed aids from Boorahanal Moolk, defertedthefultan, 
and the minifter returning, put him under greater reftraint tlian before. 

Tired of his fituation, the unfortunate Mhamood Shaw found means 
to make his efcape to Kaweel in Berar, and beg affiftance of Ummad 
ad Dien, wdio marched ^vith him towards the capital. Ameer Bereed, 

Ihutting himfelf up in the citadel, applied for relief to Nizam al 
Moolk, who difpatched Klinjeh Jehaun to join him with a confider- 
able force, and he entered the citadel. 

Ameer Bereed and ids ally now fallied forth againll the fultan 
and Ummad al Moolk, who prepared to receive them, and drew up 
their troops for action. It happened that the fultan was bathing, and 
the melTenger fent by Ummad al Moolk to inform him of the 
enemy’s approach, infolently obferved, that it was no wonder, a 
prince who could be fo employed at fuch a critical time, (hould be the 
Iport of his nobles. The fultan, /lung with the remark, and en- 
raged at what lie thought the infoicnee of Ummad al Moolk, 
joined the line as fbon as poffible ; but fuddenly /piuring his hor/e, 
galloped over to Ameer ^creed’s army. Ummad al Moolk im- 
mediately retreated witli precipitation towards his own country, and 
the minifter returned triumphantly into the ci^* with the fultan. 

Ameer Bereed now put the /ititan in fuch clofe con^ement, 
that he could not poffibly efcipc again. Mliamood, wearied 
with difappointments, old, and weak in mind, gave up the ftruggle 
for authorit)’, and contented him/elf with the pleafures of wine, 
uomcn, and the c.\tcmal pageantry of roj’alty. In the year 923, a. 0.1517, 

Ameer 
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Ameer Berecd found it necetTary to marclt with him to Mahore 
againft Budicer lUianj wlio, witli his fon, was flain in battle, 
and the fultan gave the place to Ghalib IClian, after which he 
i8. returned to his capital, where he died on the fourth of Zcclcidgc, 
after a reign of thirty feven years and twenty days of condant 
viciffitude and trouble.

AHMED SHAW'bHAMENEE. 


*'AmEER Bereed, as he had but a Cnall territory in his pofleffion, 
and dreading, fliould he afliime open independance, that the fur- 
rounding powers would attack him, placed fultan Ahmed, fon of 
Mliamood Shaw, upon the throne, leaving him the palace, witli 
the ufe of the royal jewels, and a daily allowance of money for his 
fupport i tvhich not being equal to his expenfes, the lultan privately 
fold feveral valuable jewels. The minifter having information of 
this, put many muficians and others to death, for being concerned in 
the fde ; but he never could recover the jewels, as the purchafers 
had fled with them to Beejapore. Sultan Ahmed fent agents pri- 
vately to limaeel Add Khan, complaining of the ill ufage of Bereed ; 
and Add Khan dilpatched ambafladors with prefents to court, but, 
before their arrival, fultan Ahmed died, two years after his acceflion 
to the throne, in the year 927.

Ameer Sereedkept tlie thrtne Vacant near fourteen days after 
the death -of Ahmed Shaw, and then feated upon it fultan Alla ad 
Dien. 'This prince, warned by the fatal confequences of the de- 
baucheries of his ■ predeceflbrs, refrained 'from. pleafure, an<l.’turn’ed 
his thoughts to humble I3ereed,-\vhom he conciliated fo muchi as to 
throw hirii in the end off his guard. He then-'privately placed near 
his apartments a band of.armed men, rcfolved to take the mihiffcr 
prifoner, when he 'lliould repair to vifit him at the following new. 
moont Bereed, agreeably to cuftom, came with hfs fons to congra- 
tulate the fultan j but juft, as he bad reached the apartment, one of 
' the concealed • peefons happening' to fneeze, he was alarmed, and 
turning ba'ckj fent in guards to examine the avenues. The plot was 
difeovered, and all who were concerned in it put to death except the 
fultan, whom he confined ftrifkly, and feated another prince on the'* 
throne., bv,the.tUle,o£, fultan. W«dlee’Jlnll9-.,wham-f’fter.tsv/\.'y*4?jr5-he- 

depofed, and put to death, having conceived a paffion for his queen, 

whom he forced to fubmit to his defires. ’ •

KULLEEM OOLLA BHAMENEE. 


Sultan ZCulIeem enjoyed nothing but the name of fovercign, and 

never allowed to leave die palace. In the year 933 the A.D.ijjS# 

emperor ’Baber conquered Dhely; upon which, Ifmaeel AdLQ Shaw, 

Booralian Nizam Shaw, and Koottub.Shaw, fent ambaffadors to 
his court. Sultan Kulleem OoUa difpatched one of his companions 
in difguife with a petition to lhe%cmperdr, fetting forth, that his 
kingdom had been ufurped and his perfon confined by rebellious 
ferv'ants; alfo offering, if the Mogul would relieve him from his 
diftrefs, to cede to him Dowlutabad^ and the province of Berar* 

As Baber was yet unconfirmed in his conqucfts, and the fultans of 
' Mahva and Guzarat were his enemies, he did not attend to the 
requeft j of which Ameer Bereed coming to the knowledge, treated 
him with great rigour. The fultan made his efcapc to his uncle 
Ifmael Adil Klian, who received him honourably, in hopes of 
ufing his name to his own advantage j but not latisfied, he fled to 
Boorahan Nizam al Moolk. ” That prince at firft behaved to him 
rcrpe<fffully, even fubmitting to frand in his prelencej but being 
told, that fuch homage u-as acknowledging a deleft in his own title 
to he difeontinued it. Sultan Kulleem died fliortly after at 

C c 2 Ahmed- 
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Ahmednuggur, and -with him ended the dynafty of Bhamcnce. 
Dekkan was in fia. before tliis event, divided into five kingdoms ; 
Add Shawee, or Bcejapore , Koottub Shawce, or Golconda j Um- 
maud Shawee, or Berar; Nizam Shawee, or Alimednuggur; and 
Bereed Shawee, or Ahmedabad Bieder; the hiftoiy of which forms 
the fubjea of the following pages.

EUSUFF ADIL SHAW BEEJAPOREE. 


JVbOU al Muzzuffir Eufuff Adil Shaw, the founder of the-Adil 
Shawee dynady, was a (bn of one of the emperors of Turky, of the 
Olhomaun Amily. His father, fultan Morad, dying in 854, was a»D,x45o* 
fucceedcd by his elded fon» (hUan^Maliummnd 5 upon whofc ac- 
ccfiion the officers of date advifed, that as in the beginning of the 
late reign a perfon had called himfelf Muftapha, fon of*iElderrum 
Bayazeed, and occafioned great infurre<dions in the empire ; in future, 
only one prince of the family (hould be fuffered to live. Sultan 
Mahummud, aflentlng to the propofal, gave orders for his brother 
fultan Eufuff to be put to deaths and the executioners came to de- 
mand him from his mother, that, having ftrangled him, the body 
nught be expofed for publick information. The fultana entreated 
them to Ipare the innocent child ^ or, if the policy of ihitc demand- 
ed fo fevere a facrihee, to indulge her with deferring it a day, that 
(he might prepare her mind to take a lad leave- The miniders con- 
fented to tltc delay, and ffic improved it to favc the life of her fon. 

She fent for Khajeh Ummad ad Dicn, a merchant, who had con- 
dantly fupplied her houlchold witli the produ£l:s of Perfia, and 
enquired how many male flaves he bad for fale. He replied, dve 
Georgians and two CircaHians > one of the latter of whom die choft, 

as

as he bore the ftrongell: relemblance to the prince. She then com- 
.mUtedCultan Evduff to the merchant's care, with a large fum of 
money, entreating him to haflen with him to a place of fecurity out 
of the TurkUh dominions. The Khajeh, moved by her tears and 
gratitude for former favours, accej5ted the commiffion j and began 
his journey, with the infant prince, the fame night. The next 
morning, the minifters came^ to the door of her apartments to de- 
mand her fon, when flie admitted one, on whom flie could depend j 
and informing him of the deception, bound him to favour it by large 
gifts. The Circafiian Have was ftrangled, and brought out, wrapped 
in a fliroud, by the minifter, whole integrity not being fufpedled, the 
body was buried without examination. 


Khajeh Ummad ad DIen arrived with the young prince at • Ardc- 
becl, and made rich offerings, enrolling Eufuff among tlie difciples of 
the venerable ^ fhekh Suffi j after which he carried him to the city of 
Saweh ; and, as he ^vas feven years of age, explained to him theme- 
Lcflity of keeping his illullrious birth a fecret, and put him to fchool 
with his own children. The next year, the fultana fent a perfon to 
Saw ch to enquire after the IMcty of her child ; and the meflenger, 
after a Ray of nine months, departed j but was taken {b ill at Alexan- 
dria, tliat he remained there a year and half ; after which he returned 
to the fultana, and prefenlcd a letter, written by ’Eufuff himfell^ 
with flattering accounts of his progrefs in the acquirement of every 
accompliflimcnt. TIte princcis beftowed great chanties, in gratitude 
for the prefervation of her (bni and flxortly after fent his mirfc wdth 
her fon Ghuz^unfir Beg, and her daughter Dil-flinad Aga, alfo her 
former meffenger, and a large fnm of money for the ufc of the 
prince, to S.twch. Here he continued till his fixtccnth year, when 
be took ihc rcfolution of going to try his fortune in flindooffan ; and 

acco«lingly.

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accordingly, having taken Ihipping at -Jerroon, arrived without 
accident at ‘Dahnl, in the year S64. From thence he proceeded, A.D.143S. 
under proteiSion of Khajeh Mhamood Kohjukkanee, to Alimedabad 
Bicder, and v/as recommended by him to Kliajeh Ummad ad Dien 
Mhamood, who introduced him>as one of his Turkilli flaves into the 
royal houfehold, as the bell method of acquiring fpcedy promotion. 


After two or three months Khajeh Jehaun, by the approbation 
of the queen mother, committed Eufuff to tlie protedlion of Yezeez 
IChan, matter of the hOrfej who finding him accompliflied for the 
talk, and being old and infirm himfelf, committed to hun the whole 
condua of his employment j which gave Eufuff frequent opportu- 
nities of going into the prefence of Mahummud Shaw, and acquiring 
his notice. On the death of Yezeez Khan, he, at the recommend- 
ation of Khajeh Jehaun, fiicceeded to the office j but, not agreeing 
with the bramin who fuperintended the accounts, refigned his poft. 
and attached himfelf to Nizam a 1 Moolk Turk, one of the chief 
nobles i whofe friendlhip he acquired to fiich a degree, that he 
honoured liim with the appellation of brother. 


When Nizam al Moolk was appointed governor of Berar, he 
procured for his friend from the fultan the Utle of Adil Khan, with 
the rank of five hundred, and took him with htpi. 'Nnam al 
Moolk being kUled at Kurleh, Eufuff Add Klian, leavmg a ftrong 
garrlfon in the fort, condiiaed fafely to court all the rich plunder of 
averyfuccefsful campaign, with thirty elephants, wteh procured 
him tlie fuUan’s approbation; and from 'that time the liar of s 
fortune began to Ihinc with enercafing fplendour.

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When fultan Mahummud Shaw left this vain world, and diffen- 
tlons began to prevail in the kingdom, moft of the foreign officers 
and foldiers attached themfelves to Eufuff Adil Khan ; who, feeing 
the minillers of fultan Mhamood bent on Ins deftnidion, withdrew 
himfelf from Ahmedabad, with his family and followers, to his 
government of Beejapore, Refolving now to be the founder of a 
kingdom, he began to add to his territories by conqueft. 

When the eagle of profperity had fpread the /hade of hisjwings 
over Ills head, he, with the aflent of Mallek Ahmed Beheree, in the 
year 895, under authority that, ‘ “ The fword is his who can ufe it, 

“ and dominion for him who conquers,” read the khootbah of Bee- f 
japore in his own name, and fpread the umbrella of empire. All the 
Turks and foreigners acknowledged his tjtle to royalty. He now- 
conquered many of the forts from the governors of fultan Mhamood ; 
and brought within the circle of his authority all the country from thc- 
river Bcemrah to Beejapore, the inhabitants of winch acknowledged ^ 
his royalty i and he was alfo joined by many Dekkanee amras, who 
had formerly deferred him on his retiring from Ahmedabad, fo that 
great fplcndour began to reign in his court. 

The flames of envy rifing in the breaft of Cafim Bereed, who ' 
had entertained hopes of founding a kingdom for himfelf in Beeja- 
porc, he wrote to Hcemraaje, the minifter of Beejanuggur, who 
had ufurpedthat fovercignty, leaving the roles only nominal power, 
that fultan Mhamood would cede to him the forts of Mudkul and 
Roijore, if he could vvreft them from Add lOian j and at the fame 
time to Bahadur Geelance, who poflefled Goa and all Direabar, in 
the language of Dekkan called Kokun, tempting liim to invade the . 
country of the ufurper.

Heemraaje, 
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Hcemraaje, with a great army, crofled the river Tummedra, and 
after laying wafte the country, took Mudkul and Roijore ^vithout 
advancing iarther; and Bahadur Geelanee reduced die fortrefs of 
Jamcondah. Add Shaw’s power was too weak to refift by force 
this double attack. He made peace with Heemraaje, and drove 
Bahadur Geelanee from his dominions j but, without attempting to 
recover Jamcondah, led his army, compofed of eight thoufand 
Turks and foreigners, againft Cafim Bereed, towards the capital of 
Ahmcdabad Biedcr* 

Bereed, in this exigence, applied for aid to Mallek Ahmed 
Beheree, who Joined him, with Khajeh Jehaun Dekkanee, gover- 
nor of Porundch. The allies, with fultan Mhamood, marched 
from the capital, and were 'met by Adil Shaw at^the diftance only of 
ten miles. Direa Khan commanded tlic right wing, Fukhir al 
Moolk Turk the left, and Adil Shaw the center. Ghuzzunfir Beg, 
his foder brother, commanded a referved corps of a thoufand Turkiili , 
archers, to aftift wherever there might be occalion. Cafim Bereed 
fled with the fultan at the firfl onfet; upon which Adil Shaw and 
Mallek Ahmed difeontinuing the fight, entered into a treaty on the 
field, both retiring to their own dominions. This aftion ho^^cvc^ is 
difierently related by an hifiorian, who fijs, hlallck Ahmed was not 
in the field, but his general Khajeh Jehaun only j that .Adil Shaw 
was defeated, and retired to Bccjaporc, where fic ctfcCTccf a peace 
with all his enemies; and foon after, learning tliat difientions prc-. 
vailed in Becjanuggiir, marched againfl; Roijore. 

■ Upon his arrival on the banks of the Kiflnah, being tempted by 
the Inrauty of the country', he amufed himlclf for fome time in 
pleafurc, and exceft brought on an ague and fever, which confined 
him to his bed for two montlis 5 during which, his brotlier Ghuz- 
zunfir Beg dircdctl all publick a.fiairs. In this inici^-al, Heemraaje, 
having fettled his difientions, advanced witii the voung roy at the 
D il a * ^ head 
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head of a great army to Roijore, which ftmck teiror into the army 
of Add Shaw, for whofe recovery fervent prayers were offered up by 
his fvibjedts. The arrow of entreaty reaching the mark of acceptancp, 
w^eaknefs was changed to ftrength, and Adil Shaw recovering, dif- 
tributed fixty tlioufand rupees among holy men andfyeds of Medin?, 
Kerballa, and Nujiff. He alfb committed a confiderable fum to 
IChajeh Abdoolla Herdee, who had come with him to Hindooftan in 
tlie'fame fliip, direfting him to go and build a mofque at Sawch» 
and to give the furplus of the money among the poor of that city. 

Intelligence arriving that Heemraaje had croffed tlic Tummedra, 
and was advancing by hafty marches, -Eufuff Adil -Shaw ordered a 
general ' review of his army, which was found to conlift of eight 
^oufand * doafpeh and feafpeh horfe, alfo ttvo .hundred elephants, 
great and fmall. He, after the review, addrefied,himfelf to Ghuz- 
zunfir Beg, Mirza Jehangeer, and Daood Khan Lodi, his favourite 
nobles, faying,' that he had confident hopes of being able^to beat 
.the enemy with this force, and thought it advifeable to advance 
towards diom. 'His opinion being approved, 'he moved immediately, 
and encamped at a little diftance from their army. Dividing the 
ground among his amras to the beft advantage, he .threw up in- 
trenchments round his carnp, to prevent -furprize.- • Several days 
1492. paired inactively, till on Saturday in Regib, ^898,- both armies 
drew out, and in the beginning of the aftion near five hundred of 
Adil Shaw’s troops being ilain, the reft -were difordered and fell 
back, but were rallied again by the fultan. One of the officers, who 
had been taken prifoncr arid made his efcape, obferved, that the 
enemy were bufdy employed in plunder, and might .be attacked • 
with advantage. The fultan relifticd his advice, and ^proceeded j 
when Heemraaje, not having time to colleCt'his ^vholc army, :drew 
out with feven thoufand horfe and a confiderable number of foot, 
alfo three hundred elephants. Adil Shaw charged his center with 

fuch 

* Doafpeh Is a Toldier having two horfes, and feafpeh one having three. 
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fuch fary, that Heemraaje was unable to Itind the fliock. Vidlory 
waved the royal ifcindard,' and the infidels fled, leaving two hundred 
elephants, a thoufand horfcs, and *fixty lacks of 00ns, witli many 
jewels and valuable cfTedb, to the conquerors. Heemraaje and the 
young roy fled to Beejanuggur ; but the latter died on the road of a 
wound he had received by an arrow in the aftion. Heemraaje-feized 
the government of the country } but fome of the principal nobility 
oppofing his ufurpation, diflentions broke outj which gave Adil 
Shaw relief from war for fame time from that quarter. 

• Duftoor Khan relates, that the victory was gained by the follow- 
ing ftratagem. Add Sfiaw, after the diforder of his troops, fent a 
meffenger to Heemraaje, entreating peace, and offering to acknow- 
ledge allegiance to the roy for tltc country he held ; ,upon which the 
minifter and roy came, attended by three or four hundred followers, 
and tlieir principal nobility, to a conference in the field } when Adil 
Shaw fell upon them by furprize with his whole army, and routed 
them, killing feventy perfons of rank. Their troops, alarmed at the 
death of their chieft, fied, and left tlie camp to be plundered by the 

Adil Shaw, after his fuccefs conferred on Soobjung Baliadur 
Khan fifty elephantt, with one ^ lack of 00ns, and detached hint with 
a force to reduce the forts of Aludkul and Roijore, which he efic^led 
in the fpacc of forty days, and tlic fultan then returned to his capital 
of Becjaporc. This vi^ory, and the great acceffion of wealth, 
•llrcngthencd his power, extending far the acknowledgment of his 
royalty. He, out of refpe^ to fnlcan Mliamood Bhamcnee, lent 
him two fplendid vefi', the borders of which were adorned wdth 
predous ftoncs, tw o horfes fijod with gold, and firddlcs and bridles 
fcl w’ith jc\scls.

About one mnilon e'g’U fiandcwj thoufiRd pounJi ilttllns, 
* Thirty thouSwd pouedi. 
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Adil Shaw was preparing to march againfi; JamconcJah, which 
Bahadur Geeknee had taken from him ; but fultan Mhamood, upon 
receipt of an embafly from the king of Guzarat, going in perfon 
againft that cliief, he laid afide tlic dcfign, and fent his general 
Kiinimaul Khan Dekkanee, with five thoufand horfe, 'to attend the 
fultan; for which fervice Jamcondah was delivered up to his troops, 
as foon as taken from the rebel. When fultan Mhamood returned 
from his expedition againfi Bahadur, Add Shaw went to meet him; 
and having conducted him to Beejaporc, then newly furrounded with 
a wall of fione, entertained him for ten days with royal magnificence. 
At his departure, he kid before him an offering of twenty elephants, 
fifty horfes, four arm bracelets fet witli jewels, and other rare and 
valuable articles to a great amount. Sultan Mhamood having made 
choice of one elephant, fent back every thing elfc, with a private 
meffage, that as they would not remain with liim, but be feized by 
Cafim Bereed for his own ufe, he had returned them, to be kept for 
him in trufi, till fuch time as Add Shaw, like a faithful fervant," 
ftiould deliver him from the ufurpation of his minifier. '' ' 

Add Shaw, though he had it in his power to effedl the defires of' 
fultan Mhamood, did not think it accorded with his own interefii* 
and anfwered, that fuch an undertaking could not fuccced, unlefs 
Mallek Ahmed fliould agree in promoting Itj as alfo Ummad al 
Moolk; but that when his majefiy Ihould reach his capital, he 
^^ould prevail upon thofo chiefs to join with him in punifoing the * 
infolent minifier. Mhamood Shaw was fatisfied with this declara- " 
tlon, and departed for his capital ; but, before his march, Adil “ 
Shaw conveyed to 'him privately a large fum of money, and made ' 
confiderable prefents to Cafim Bereed and Kbottub al Moolk, ivho 
had attended the fultan.

In the year 901^ Dufioor Deenar, an Abyfliman eunuch, who"^ 
held the governments of Koolburga artd Saugher,^ with Allind, and 

' other 
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other forts and psrgunnahs bet^’cen tlie river Beemrali and Telingana, 
afpircd to royal power : for this purpofe he commenced a friendfliip 
witli Mallek Ahmed. Bchercc, and obfcrt'cd to him,-tliat as Fatteh 
OoUa Ummad al Moolk had, by the fupport of Adil Shaw, aHumed 
royal titles in Bcrar, it would be agreeable to friendfliip to fupport 
him in Iiis claims to equal honours in his own territories. AialJek 
Ahmed, as Dufloor Deenar was the adopted (bn of his father Nizam 
al Moolk, and had alfo high demands on his own gratitude, agreed 
to fupport him j and accordingly the eunuch fpread over his head 
the umbrella of majeftyj and feizing many diftrifts dependant on the 
capital of Ahmedabad, drove out tlie officers of Cafim Berecd in a 
dilgraceful manner. 

^ CaJim Berced, through fultan Mhamood, having required the 
afliftance of Adil Shaw againft the rebel, he fent his brother Ghuz- 
zunfir Beg, with Direa Khan and other chiefs, to join the royal 
(Undardj writing to fultan .Mhamood at the fame time, that he 
fhould have attended in perfbn, did he not forelee in that cafe, that 
Mallek Ahmed would join Dufloor Deenar \t'ith his whole force, 
which would prolong the war. . Soon after this, intelligence came 
riiat Khajeh Jehaun Dekkanee, at the inftigation of Mallek Ahmed, 
had moved from PorundeH to Koolburga witli a confiderable force, 
and that Mallek Ahmed aKb was preparing to march, fliould he fee 
a necefii^’^ for his afliftance, EuliiiF Adil Shaw now thought it pru- 
dent to Join his aniras, and accordingly did fo with great e.xpedition. 
Sultan Mhamood and Cafim Bereed having joined him, the allied 
armies moved againll Duftoor Deenar without delay. The eunuch 
advanced to receive them with eight thoufand horfe, mofUy Abyft. 
finians, and twelve thoufand auxiliaries, under Mallek Ahmed and 
Khajeh Jehaun j but, after a brave ftrugglc, was defeated and taken 
prlfoner. Sultan Mhamood would have put him to death, by defire 
of Cafim Berced 5 but Adil Shaw, from motives of policy, not wifti- 
ing to flrengthcn the power of the minifter, interceded for his pardon, 

* , ■ . and 
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and ol)tamed for him refloration of his government of Koolburga/ 
Adil Shaw then, without paying his rcipcdls to Mhamood Shaw, 
returned to Beejaporp; and the fultan and Duftoor Occnar to their 
feveral refidencies. Mallek Ahmed, who had begun his marcfi to 
join the eunuch, hearing of the peace, returned to Alimcdnuggur. 

^ In tlie year 903, Mhamood Shaw demanded the daughter of 
Add Shaw, Bibi Suttee, then an infant in the cradle, in marriage for 
his fon fultan Alimed j and chuGng Koolburga for tlie place of 
efpoufals, both princes repaired to that city, which much alarmed 
Duftoor Deenar. Add Shaw privately informed fultan Mhamood, 
that if he wiflied to difplace Cafim Bereed, he muft cede to Becja- 
pore the diftridls then under Duftoor Deenar, as tliey lay between it 
and the jaghire of the miniftcr, which would afford a pretence for 
advancing his troops into tlaem, and eafy opportunities would offer 
of expelling Cafim Bereed, before Mallek Ahmed or any^otlicr 
power could hear of fuch a defign being on foot. MhamotiH Shaw 
approving the plan, gave the fequired grants, and difppfieflcd the 
officers of Duftoor Deenar; who, unable to refift, by tlie mediation 
of fultan Koollee Koottub al Moolk, made a treaty with tlie 
for the reft of his territories. Cafim Bereed, alarmed at tliis pro- 
ceeding, quitted Mhamoo«i Shaw, and retired fo Allind with his 
dependants. 

Adil Shaw upon this moved with Mhamood Shaw, Koottub al 
Moolk, and Mallek Elias, to reduce Bereed, whom be defeated 
near the town of Kinjoutee, and the fugitives took fheltenn vanoiis 
forts. A rich carpet of cloth of gold, after the victory, was fpread 
on the field, and Mhamood Shaw taking Adil Shaw by the hand, 
commanded him to fit ; which honour he would not accept till after 
repeated orders. It was determined now, that the following year 
they would march and extirpate Cafim Bereed. As Mallek Elias had 
fallen in the afliqn, Adil Sliaw conferred his eftates upon Iiis eldeft 

fon 
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ion until the title of Ein al Moolk; and, invinp- taken 

leave of IVlhamood Sliaw, relumed to Beejapore. 

The next year, Adil Shaw marched agamflDufloorDecnar, but 
Mallck Ahmed coining to hh atliftancc, he retired towards Bieder, 
where he received aHliranccs of fupport from Koottub al Moolk, and 
Ummad al IMoolk; upon which Dufloor Decnar and Ahmed Alallek 
retired, without hazarding’ an adion, to their capitals. The year 
following, Adil Shaw fent embafilcs to Mallck Ahmed and Ummad 
al Moolk, obferving, that Dekkan ums too iinall a country to main- 
tain fo man}’ independant powers, that therefore they, out of regard 
to the happlnefs and fccurity of their poftcrity, ihould form a ftrldt 
alliance, and endeavour, in conjundion with each other, to extend 
their domimons. After much negotiation, it was agreed among tlie 
three princes, that Ummad al Afoolk /liould have Alahore, Ramgeer, 
and all the territory tlien in pofTellion of Kliodawund Khan Hubfhee; 
.tliat Mallek Ahmed fliould have Dowlutabad, Antore, Kalneh, and 
all the country beyond them to the borders of Guzarat. Adil Shaw 
for his fliare^\s'as to take tlie territories of Duftoor Decnar and Ein al 
Moolk. CaCm Berced was to have the country of fultan Koollee 
Koottub al Moolk, with the capital of Ahmedabad Bieder, and a 
fmall circle of lands round it. By this treaty, no power was to inter- 
fere with the plan of the other, but all join to'enforce that laid doum 
in partitjon agreement. 

■ Adil Shaw, in purfuance of the plan, to be certain if Ein al 
Moolk \\-as attached to his vieu’s, difpatched a firmaun, commanding 
him to his prefence, wliich, before, he had always done by letters of 
equality and requeft. Ein al Aloolk received the firmaun with joyful 
fubmifiion,’ declaring, that now he was convinced Adil Shaw regarded 
him as 103'al, from Iiis putting his attachment to the tefr of trial. He 
made a fefiival of a week in the fort of Goa on^the occafion, and 
repaired with fix thouiand horfe to Beejapore, where Adil Shaw 
E e received 
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received him as his fubj eft, cxadling royal faluUtions from him, and 
conferring upon him an lionorary drefs, which he refpeflfully re- 
ceived, and fwore allegiance. 

Duftoor Deenar, apprehending his own deftruftion, applied to 
Ameer Bereed, who had juft tlicn acceded to the minillry of fultan 
Mhamood’s affairs, on the deatli of his father Cafim Bereed, for his 
proteftion from the fehemes' of his enemies ; and tlie miniffer fent 
three thoufand horfe to his affiftance. Duftoor now encamped On the 
banks of the Beemrah, and Khajeh Jehaun, who had parted from 
Mallek Ahmed on the partition treaty, from which he was excluded 
as a principal, thought it political to Join the eunuch ; which he did, 
witlthis brother and five thoufand horfe j Mallek Ahmed being tlien 
engaged in taking Dowlutabad, and defending himfelf againlt inva- 
iions from Guzarat. 

- ' Add Shaw, unmoved by the prefent fuperiority of, the enemy’s 
numbers, colleaed his troops ; and dividing liberally among them the 
treafures he had taken from the Bcejanuggur army, marched from 
Bcejapore, and encamped within ten miles of the enemy. The day 
following, he prepared his army for battle, fending on an advanced 
corps of two thoufand chofen horfe under Yas Koolli, brother of 
Ghuzzunfir Beg, with diredlions to encamp within two miles of tlie 
enemy s line, and divert their attention by hovering parties. At the 
fame time he lent a mcllage to Duftoor Deenar, allliring him, that 
Ihould he, ditedfed by the kinder influence of his ftars, agree to fub- 
mit to his autliority, both he and liis dependants fhould receive the 
higheft honours in his government; but if, impelled by folly and ill 
fortune to refufe his gracious proteaion, he Ihould turn away his 
head from his offers, and be blinded by the veil of pride, he muft 
abide by ibe chance of war.

FERISHTA's HISTORY OF DEKKAN. 


Duftoor, blinded by vanity to his real iiitcrcfl:, lent back a dif- 
refpeftllil anfwcr, and detached a large body of Abyfllnian cavalry to 
attack the advanced corps of AdilShaw; but they were defeated with 
great daughter, and many elephants and horfes fell into the hands 
of the viflors. Adil Shaw the next morning advanced upon die 
enemy, and drew up his army near their camp, in die following 
order : Ghuzzunflr Beg commanded on the right wing, Hyder Beg 
Tubbreezee on the left, and Mirza Jehangeer Koomi had charge of 
an advanced body. The fultan, widi a chofen hand, took his poll 
in the center. Duiloor Decnar allb, proud of his numbers, drew 
out his troops, moilly covered widi iron armour, after the manner of 
Hind j difpofing his elephants in different parts, and all his artillery 
and machines for battering in front. The anxious for reputadon on 
bodi fides now lighted up the flames of conflidl. Mirza Jehangeer 
advanced firll, with the velocity of lightning, on the enemy, and 
fcorched up the ftores of their e.xiftcnce with the burning blaft of an- 
nihilation. Ghuzzunflr Beg and Hyder Beg, charging from the 
right and left, attacked together, witli fuch refilllefs fury, that 
nothing could withftand their charge. By the blefling of the eternal 
aufplces and the royal fortune, Duftoor Deenar fell in the field, and 
his troops fled, overwhelmed in' defeat and terrors. Ghuzzunflr 
Beg, who had received a fevere wound, kneeling down with the reft 
of the nmras, performed the ceremonies of congratulation, and 
waved money and jewels over the liiltan’s head In oflering lor the 
vifftory. Add Shaw, killing his eyes and forehead, clalpcd his noble 
brother in embrace, and fuperintended the drefling of his Hounds; 
but all was vain ; and tlie hero, according to the declarations of holy 
writ, (When their death comes, they-fhall not delay an inftant nor 
abide) after three days and nights, having drank the flierbct of mar- 
tyrdom, fpceded to the world eternal. 

Adil Shaw was fincereiy affeSed at this heart-rending lofs ; but, 
having performed the funeral rices, brightened his countenance with 
E c 2 the 
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the crimfon of patience and fortitude, from neceffity, and attending 
to the important affairs of empire, poflefled himfelf of Koolburga, 
Saugher, and all the forts and territories of the defeated amra, which 
he committed to officers’ in whom he could confide, and tlieh return- 
ed in triumph to Beejapore. On liis arrival in that city, he raifed 
Mirza Jehangeer and Hyder Beg to the higheft rank of nobility, .as 
they had fliewn great gallantry in the adion ; and conferred honours 
and gifts on all the officers and foldiers who had deferved the^gi^uring 
the war. , * ' « 

Being now arrived at the height of his wifhes, as to worldly 
power, Adil Shaw refolved to execute a work of religion, wluch he 
02, had determined on in his mind for many years. In the year 908, he 
held a grand affemWy of his principal fubjeds, and calling Mirza 
Jehangeer and Hyder Beg, who were of the * llieea fed, as alfo fyed 
Ahmed Herdee and other learned men of that perfuafion, addrellH 
them, faying, that when the prophet, appearing to him in a vifion, 
had hailed him svidi die prefage of his prefent dignity, he had then 
vowed, if his dream proved true, to promulgate the faith of the 
^ Imaums, and grace the pulpit with proclamation of their titles 5 
that alfo, when Hccmraaje and Bahadur Geelanec had invaded his 
territories, and nearly feized the rcins-of^overnment from his hands, 
he liad renewed Hs vow, therefore wilhcd'to have their opinions if 
the prefent was a fit tunc for performance. 

The aficmbly unanimoufly broke out into prayers for the prof- 
perity of his houfc j after vyhich, (bmc approved of his holy 2cal, 

others, •

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others, more cautious, obferved, that his power 'was yet but in in- 
fancy ; that fultan Mhamood, tliough weak, was iHJl the acknow- 
ledged lawful monarch of Dekkan ; that moft even among his own 
nobles, were Turks, Dekkanees, and Abyilinians, of the fooni 
as were alfo the furrounding powers of Dekkan, Mallek Ahmed, 
Ummad al Moolk, and Ameer Bereed, all zealous for their faith j 
therefore, that it was more than probable an oppofition too great to 
be overcome by his fingle authority, would attend an invafion of the 
eftablifhed religion* Adil Shaw, after a lliort paufe of reflection, 
replied, that he had pledged himfelf to God, who had raffed him by 
his bleflings to royal power, and did not doubt but, on performance 
of his vow, the fame gracious arm would be his proteCtor. At this 
inftant news arrived, that Shaw Ifmaeel Suffewee had eftablifhed the 
fheea rites in Perfia, which confirmed AdU Shaw, who was a difciple 
of that houfe, in his determination; and he took meafures \vithout 
delay to put it into execution. 

On an appointed day, he went in great pomp to tlie grand 
mofqucintlie citadel of Beejaporej and Nukkeeb IChan, one of the 
venerable fyeds of Medina, by his command afeending the pulpit 
firft, in the call ' to prayer cried aloud, agreeably to the flieea faith, 

• " T bear teftimony that Alee is the friend of God after which he 
read tlie kliootbah in the names of the twelve Imaums. AdilShaw 
was the firft perfon tvho dared to perfomi thefe ceremonies of the 
fheea feCt publickly in Hindooftan. Notwitliftanding this bold 
attempt, out of prudence, he did not permit tlie populace to utter 
fcandalous and abufive exprefiions of the “Sahabeh j fo tliat fanatidfin 
and'overbearing zeal were prevented from Ipreading tlieir poifbnous 
venom. The learned difciples of ‘’Jafiier, and the eminently verfed

zai 
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the Vnofqaes of diffetetlt fefts, each \vorflnp|)ed the tru& God, 
flccoiding to Ins own faith, without interference in the ceremonies 
or opinions of each other. The holy teachers and pious reclufe Were 
aftoniflied at this well-regdlated moderation, -and attributed it to an 
almoft miraciilous ability in the wife fultan. The author of thefe 
flieets recoUefls an anecdote applicable to this circuirftance, which 
he thinks proper to infert for the information of liis readers. 

Molana Gheaus ad Dlen, a very celebrated divine of Perfia> much 
refpefted for his abilities and purity of life, w’as once afked by fultan 
Ibrahim, Winch was the beh 'of all the various fefts of Iflaam f He 
replied, Suppofe a great monarch to be featcd in a palace, hitli 
many gates leading to it, and through whichever you enter you fee 
the fultan, and can obtain admidion to his prefence. Yourbufmefs 
is with the prince, and not with thofe at Ids gale. Sultan Ibrahim 
again atked him, Which, in his opinion, \^*as the heft of all iaiths ? 
He replied, tliat tlie beft man of every faith in his idea •followed the 
beft faith. This obferi'ation pleafed Ibrahim, who conferred tipon 
die Molana large gifts. ^ 

It is related, tliat when EufufF Adil'Shaw read the Ichoothah after 
tlic ceremonial of the fliecas and cdabli/lied their tenets at heejapore, 
many of the principal chiefs, as Direa Khan, Fukiiir al Moolk 
Turk, and others, embraced the fame faith as their fovereign; but 
fomc being rigid foonh, were much difgufted, and exprcticd delires 
of quitting his fcrvjcc; of which Add Shaw being infonned, laid 
before them the tolerating maxim of ** My faith for myfclf, aiid 
“ your faith for yourfelves," in fuch a convincing manner, tliat they 
became fatisficd. But as he was jealous of the great influence and 
IToucr of Ein al Moolk, he deprived him of the clilcf command of 
his armj, and the diflriils he had held from Bahadur Gcclancc; 
giving him Sukker, Ahrra, and Balgoan in their room, witli leave 
to retire from court, and follow lus own, opinions in religious matters. 

All 
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All th= fooni nobUity had liccnfe alfo^in their own jaghires to read 
the khootbah in the names of the Sahabeli j and no oppofition was 
made. to their cxercifing their publick worfliip. Notwitiiflanding 
tlds compliance, tlic fultan kept fpies over every nobleman, that he 
might be hifonned of all his motions. 


Mallek Alimcd Beheree and Ameer Berced, who were ftrica and 
zealous followers of tlie foonnut, were much enraged at the innova- 
tion on the eftablilhed faitli of Dckkan, fpoke openly of it in re- 
proachful terms; and at length, forming an alliance, invaded the 
dominions of Adil Shaw, to puniOi him for what they deemed 
apoftacy. i Ameer Bereed poffeffed himfclf of Kinjoutee and many of 
the diftiios taken from Duftoor Deenar, and Mallek Ahmed fent 
ambaffadors to Beejaporc peremptorily dcmajiding the delivery of the 
fortrefs of Nuldirruk'. Add Shaw, fired by this attack upon his 
dominions, fent back a fliarp anfwer, and moving immediately to 
Kinioutee, regained poirefiion. Sultan Mliamood and Ameer Bereed 
novv reouelled aids from Koottub al Moolk, Ummad al Moolk, and 
Khodawund Khan Hubihee. Koottub al Moolk, though fecretly of 
the fiieea fefl, yet, in compliance with the times and at the infti- 
eation of the amras of Telingana. moved towards the court of 
Mhamood Shaw; but Ummad al Moolk and Khodaivund Klian 
made excufes, and would not join in tlie league. Ameer Bereed 
upon this difpatehed his fon Jehangeer Khan to Ahmedmiggur, with 
fuch powerfiil remonftrances, that Mallek Ahmed without delay 
marched to join him witli ten thoufand horfe and a powerful .train of 
artillery ■ which, added to the troops of Bereed and Khoottub al 
Moolk, made a very formidable army. Sultan Mhamood was placed 
nominally at the head of the allies. Adil Shaw thinking it unfafe to 
engage them in a pitched battle witli his inferior force, fent his fon 
Ifmaeel, then an infant of five years, with all his treafures and ele- 
phants, from Allind to Beejaporej committing the care of mat 
citir and the foie direflion of affairs to Kummaid Ivlian Dekkaiice. 

’ ' Having 
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Having Rationed Direa Khan and Fukhir al Moolk Turk to proteit 
Koolburga, he himfelf, attended by Ein al Moolk Canaanee and 
ynany foreign officers, with fix thoufand horfe firmly devoted to his 
fervice, marched with expedition towards Beer, burning and defiroy- 
ing the country as he paffed. Mallek Ahmed, feeing his territories 
attacked, moved with fultan Mhamood and the allies in purfuit of 
Adil Shaw, who had taken this meafure to prevent the invafion of 
his own countr}'« Adil Shaw always avoided an engagement, but 
hovered round the allied army, harafiing their followers and cutting 
off their fupplies. Being however at lengtli exhaufied with fatigue, 
he, after plundering the environs round Dowlutabad, retired into 
Berar, depending on thfi friend/hip of Ummad al Moolk, who was 
encamped with an army near Kaweel, refolved to obferve a firift 
neutrality, and attend only to the prote^lion of his own territories. *■ 
He received Adil Shaw with kindnefs j but as he knew the allies 
would invade Berar if he kept him with him, advifed his retiring to 
Boorahanporc, till feme fcheme could be devifed of breaking the 
league formed againft him ; which might eafily be done, if he would 
for the prefent order the fooni rites to be re-eftablifhed at Beejaporc. 
Adil Shaw complied ^with his advice, lent proper orders to Kum- 
maul Khan, and taking leave of his friend, departed for Boora- 
hanpore, where he was received with kindnefs by the fultan of 
' Khandeffie. 

Ummad al Moolk now fent one of his ncareft relations to Mallek 
Ahmed and Koottub al Moolk, obferving, that it was clear to him,. 
Ameer Bcreedhad ufed religion only as a pretence to ruin Add Shaw 
and poflefs himfelf of the kingdom of Beejaporc ; that ifi now he 
was mafter only of a fmall territory, he performed fuch plans by tiie 
nominal authority of the fiiltan as none of tlicm were equal to, tliclr 
remaining independant in Dekkan would become impoffible, ffiould 
he acquire fo rich a territory. He obferved, tliat no man had any 
concern in the religious opinions of another, and that every one 
) would 
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would be called to account for his actions at the day of refurre^tion.; 
but tliat, laying afide that confideration, EufufF Add Shaw had 
retradied his profeffion of the flieca opimons, and fent orders to 
redore the fooni rites in Beejaporej fo that no pretence now remain- 
ed for continuing the war. Therefore he advifed tliem, indead of 
injuring themfelves by being made the dupes of an artful minider, 
to retire to their own dominions. Mallek Ahmed and Koottub al 
Moolk, who paid great refpe(d to the advice of this aged and ex- 
perienced datefman, were convinced of its propriety j and on the 
<amc night in which they received it, without taking leave of 
VIhamood Shaw, began their retreat to their own territories. 

Ameer Bereed, not warned by tins defertion of the allies, had 
:he folly to apply to Ummad al Moolk for hfs afildance to inradc 
Beejapore, and fuffered himfelf to be kept fome days in negotiation; 
dll, at Icngtii, Adil Shaw arriving at Kaweel from Boorahanpore, he 
faw tlic dangerous fituation to which he was betrayed by his credu- 
lity, and fled with the fultan, attended only by a few followers, 
leaving his camp ftanding, which was plundered by tlie two friends. 

Adil Shaw, having taken leave of Ummad al Moolk, returned to 
Beejapore after an abfcnce of three months ; and, being now fecure 
from all enemies, reftored tlic publick cxcrcife of the Iheea faitli, and 
bent his mind to the improvement of his dominions, without meditat- 
ing further conquefts. He fent tycd Ahmed Herraee, with prclents 
■and declarations of attachment, to Shaw Ifmacl Suffewi, emperor of 
Pcrfia, with accounts of his fuccefs in eflablilhing the flicea religion. 

In the year 91 5, the chriflians (Portuguefc) furprized the town A.D. J5cg. 
of Goa, and put to death the governor,* with many muflulmauns. 

Upon intelligence of which, Adil Shaw, with three thoufand chofen 
men, Dekkanccs and foreigners, marched with fuch expedition, that 
he came upon the Europeans unawares, retook the fort, and put 
many to death j but feme made their clcapc in their fliips out to i^a. 

Ff The 
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The government and fecurity of Goa being provided for, Adil Shav/ 
returned to his capital, and died in that city of a dropfical diforder, 
after he had reigned With great prolperity twenty one years, in the 
feventy fifth year of his Tahir Shaw relates, that he was ii\~ 

■formed by fyed Ahmed Herraee, v\ ho had lived long at the court of 
Add Shaw, that he was a wife prince, ^ well acquainted with man- 
kind, very handfome in his perfon, and eloquent of fpeech, eminent 
for his learning, liberality, and valour. He wrote elegantly, and 
was a good judge of poetical merit, often compofmg Verles himfelf. 
His tafte and Ikill in mufic were fuperior to thofe of moll of the 
mafters of his time, whom he encouraged by princely rewards to 
attend 1dm i and he performed exquifitely on the ‘timboorand '’code. 

He would frequently fing to tlicm extempore verfes. He mixed 
pleafure wdth bufinefs, but never for the former neglcged^the latter; 
always warning his mlniftcrs to adl with juAice, integrity, and ho-« 
nour, and by Ids own example and attention exciting tlieir emulation. 

He invited many learned men and valiant officers from Perlia, Tartary, 
and Turky, alfo eminent artiAs, to his courb and made them caly 
under the Aiade of his bounty. He furrounded Beejapore with a 
Arong wall of Aone, He left behind him four 'children, the prince 
Ifmaecl and three daughters, all by one niother, originally a Hin- 
doo, AAer to a Mharatta chief, taken in war. Being of exquifitc 
beauty, great underAanding, and engaging manners, Adil Shaw', 
after her embracing the Idaam faith, married her, and gave her the 

His e\dcVt daughter was married to'Nizarr^^.' 
Slmv, the fecond to Shekh Alla ad Dicn Ummad al Moolk, and the 
third to fultan Ahmed Shaw, fon of Adliamood Shaw.Bhamencc.

ABOU AL FATTEN ISMAEEL ADIL SHAW. 


IsMAEEL Adil Shaw upon his acceffion being too young to direct 
the affairs of his kingdom, the guidance of adminiffration was com- 
mitted to Kummaul Khan Dekkance. He had been one of the 
principal nobles of Mhamood Shaw Bhamenee, but, on EufuiF Adil 
Shaw’s aiTuming independance, was won over to his intereff, and 
appointed his ‘ mcer nobut j after which, fliewing diftinguifhed gal- 
lantry and a<£livity in tJie battle againfl Heemraaje, he rofe in credit 
and influence above all the other minifters. EufufiTAdil Shaw, upon 
his death bed, added the ofiice of regent, during the minority of his 
fon, to his fonner dignities;; and cameftly advifed and entreated 
Direa Khan, Fukhir al Moolk, Mirza Jeiiangeer, Hydef Beg, and 
the reil of the nobiljty, to a ftridt friendlliip and agreement with 
him, as alfo among themfclves. On tliis account the above amras 
held him as fheir fuperior, and, leaving all affairs to liis dircaion, 
'obeyed him as regent. 

Kummaul Klian, on the commencement of his autlioritj’, dif- 
playcd good conduct. He reflored the (boni exercife of religion, 
ftiidied to gain the affe^ens of the publick, and by his condclcen- 
lions procured the attachment of the nobility. He obferved modera- 
tion and agrceincnt'with tlicfamxhesofNjzam Shaw, Koottub Shaw, 
and Bcrced Shaw. He made peace with the Europeans, uho, after 
F f a the 
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the retreat ofEufuff Adil Shaw, had befieged Goa, and regained it 
by giving large bribes to the governor, juft on the acceffion of the 
infant king, on condition that they fliould be fatisfied with the ifland 
alone, and not molcft the towns and diftrifts. Accordingly, iince 
that ‘time, the Portuguefe have kept poffcfiion of Goa, and, obferv- 
ing the treaty, have not made any encroachments on the Adil 
Shawee territories. 


Kummaul Khan, after thus fettling the welfare of the kingdom, 
held the regency with cafe and fatisfadlion ; and Direa IChan and 
Fukhir al Moolk dying the year following, he divided their jaghires 
among his own relations and dependants, procuring for each ho- 
nours and offices j taking alfo fome pergunnahs from the eftates of 
Mirza Jehangeer and Hyder Beg, to beftow upon his own followerSi 
The lands of thofc officers who died, or were convidled of crimes, he 
confifeated, and gave them to his own creatures; by thcfc_ means 
encreafing and confirming his power till at laft he became giddy with, 
dreams of vanity, and his evil imagination formed ambitious dcfires 
of royalty. 


The ambition of treacherous minifters had already proved fatal to 
the ‘ lawful kings of Dekkan. Hcemraaje was the firft ufurper. He 
had poifoned the young raja of Beejanuggur, fon of Sheoroy, and 
made his infant brother a tool to his deGgns; by degrees overthrow- 

authority over the kingdom. CaGm Bereed and others had reduced 
fultan Mhamood to nominal royalty, and at length read their own 
names in the khootbah. * 


Itummaul Klian, tempted by theft fuccefsful examples, when he 
had gained the requifites to power and dignity, addrefled himftlf 
artfully to Ameer Bereed, obferving,' that if he wiflied to extend his 
' • . pofleffions,

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poflcfiions, the fivourablc opportunity now ofKircd, as Ahmednug-. 
gur was held by the hands of a weak infint j and Ummad al Moolk, 
fovcrcign of Kawcel, being immerfed In youthful plcafurcs, liad no 
inclination for military glor)' } therefore, if he would receive liim 
anaong the number of his friends, and allow of his claims to royalty, 
he would in return affift Jiis views of conqucR* Ameer Ccrccd em- 
braced the propofal with joy, as he had for years been fccrctly wifli- 
ing for opportunity to extend his power; and a treaty of alliance, 
offcnfivc and defcnfiv'c, was immediately concluded. It was IHpu- 
lated, that all tlic countr}' conquered from Duftoor Dccnar, as 
Koolburga, Allind, KJnjoutce, and Nuldirruk, to tlic banks of the 
Beemrah, iliouldbc ceded toBcrccd; and Beejaporc, Kokun, Mud- 
kul, and Roijorc, with other places, be confirmed to Kummaul 
Khan, who miglit depofe, or even put to death, Ifmaccl Adil Shaw, 
and proceed to reduce Sholaporc and tlic country belonging toZicn 
Khan. 

Ameer Bereed, having confined fuUan Mhamood in his palace 
under charge of his fons, moved to Koolburga j and Kummaul Khan, 
imprifoning Ifmaccl Adi! Shaw, with his mother Boobojee KIntoon, 
in the citadel of Beejapore, marched with a great force to Sholapore, 
which he befieged for three months ; and no relief coming from 
Ahmednuggur, Zien Klian, on receiving fecurity for the fiifety of his 
family and wealth, delivered it up to him, with the five dependant 
diftriils. Bereed, who vvas tlicn bcfieging Koolburga, after recciv- 
ingfrom the Add SJjawee officers the places ceded to him by Kiim- 
maul Klian, fent him a congratulatory letter on his fuccels ; upon 
which the regent, more haughty tlian before, returned to Beejapore 
to finiih the ufurpation he had meditated, by dethroning his fove- 
reign, and feizing the Mngdom. ^ ^ 

Kummaul Khan, upon his arrival at Beejapore, brought the young 
fultan once for form fake to receive the compliments of the court in 

. die

the durbnr. To ftrengthcn his own party, he fuddcnly ifiued orders 
to reduce the * kh.ifibh khiel from three ihouflvnd foreign troops to 
three hundred ;* commanding aU lire reft to quit Bcejaporc in a wecU> 
under penalty of forfeiting life and property to the {late. The un- 
fortunate exiles hahened with all fpeed to various parts, to avoid Ids 
tyranny, and the regent, as no obilaclc now lay in Ins way, imitating 
the rules of the court of N izam Shaw, to give more confcquence and 
dignity to his fcrvicc, ordered the amras of a thouland to be filled 
nobles of three thoufand, and to cflabhflr the korawat, or hiring of 
temporary cavalry. When ICummaul Khan, by this manccuvrc, had 
raifedan army of tsventy thoufand horfc, he called together his crea- 
tures on the firftof Suffir, in the year 017, to confult with them 
upon a lucky day for Ins dcpofing Ifmaecl Adrl Shaw, and proclaim- 
ing hU own name in the khoolbah ’at Becjaporc. . After much 
debate, the firftiof the enfuing month, Rubbi si Awul, was 6xed as 
the day propitious to his defigns; the traitor little ipppoling, that 
the recorders of providence were then penning the concluding pages 
of the journal of liis vain-glorious life. 

The young fultan and liis mother, though much alarmed at the 
intelligence of the regent’s daring ambition, notwitliflanding the 
fmall number of dieir friends, raifed their minds to deflroy the un- 
grateful rebel. As providence had decreed tlie prefervaiion of the 
Add Shawee family, and its long fway .of royal power, fome aftro- 
logers reprefented to Kummaul Khan, djat from the appearance of 
the heavenly bodies, certain days of the prefent month were very 
u^avourable to his defigns 5 therefore he would do well to clothe 
hrafelfwith the armour of caution, and ftridlly avoid the company 
of any perfons he had the Icaft caufe to fufpeit of difaffcdlion.. The 
regent, iniprefled vyith their remarks, on thq days pointed out as 
charge of the city to his own dependants; 
and having chofen an apartment in the citadel clofe to the royal 

palace. 
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pahcc, fliut himfelf up, witli only his own family and principal 
oliiccr^, keeping all the gttes of tlic fort flrongly barred witiiin, and 
guards without. He hiihfelf remained in one room conftantly for 
fomc days, pretending a feverc hcad-aclic, to cxcufc his retirement ; 
thinking by this prudence, wluch providence fmiled at, to evade its 
decrees. 

The queen mother, inwardly rejoicing at the miaiures of the 
regent, Co favourable to the plan he had formed to de/lroy Jiim, pre- 
pared to carry her defigns into execution, and applied for affiflance to 
Eufuft Turk, the foftcr father of Kmacel Shaw, who had been 
treated witli great indignity, and mortally hated Kummaul Khan. 
The old officer, in reply to the queen's requeft, faid, that inflead of 
one life devoted to the fervicc of his prince, he lamented he had 
not a thoufand to facrfficc for him ; but that againrt eight thoufand 
Dekkanees and Abyffinians, it was clear to all, one man could efTed 
nothing.^. The queen replied, that if he would rifque his fingle life 
for his maker's fafety, tlie traitor and his fchemes would fall together. 
Eufuff Khan anfwered, that as he knew his life would be taken t!ie 
inftant Kummaul Khan fliould afeend the throne, he preferred giw'ng 
it honourably in ranfom for his fovereign s,' which would acquire lum 
immortal reputation among tlic illuflrious faithful, and defired to be 
informed how he could be ufeful. 

The queen then fent for an old female attendant of her own, 
whom flie knew to be employed as a Ipy upon her aftions by Kum- 
maul Khan, and pretending to be under great uneafinefs at the 
reports of his indifpofition, fent her with “a fum of money, as an 
offering for his fafety, to make enquiries of Ins health. When the 
old woman had left 'her and gone Ibmc paces, flic called out, as if on 
faaden recolledtion, that Eufufr Turk was very much deprefied, and

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SufTder Khan thinking tlie force within fufficicnt to take the 
young fultan prifoner, kept the gates of the citadel fliut, and with 
liis relations and followers, armed with mufquetry, fabres, fpean, 
bows and arrows, advanced to the apartments where the prince 
refided with his mother and family. The queen, apprehending that 
EufufFTurk had failed in his attempt, andtliatXummaulXlianoutof 
refehtment had haftened his operations to dethrone her fon, thought 
it bell to pretend ignorance of EufulF’s deilgns, and ^endeavour to 
avert tlie ftorm by flattery and fubmlllion^ but the fultan’s fofter'' 
uunt, Dilfliaad Aggeh, who had come from Perfia to Hindooftan in 
the latter part of the reign of Eufuff Adil Shaw, remarked, that in 
'fuch.a crifis as the prefent valour and fortitude were required, in- 
ftcad of fubmiffion and entreaties. She then ordered the doors to be 
fhut, and fent out her eunuch Mallek Sunduf to tlie few of her 
countrymen on duty in the outer court of the haram, informing them,' 
that Kummaul Khan, meditating the depofal of Ifmaeel Adil Shaw 
their fovereign, and of the fame nation as themfelves, was advancing 
to afiaffinate him with the whole royal iamily, and convert the gar- 
^den of empire to a rooft of ravens and birds of prey; that if they were 
men of honour, they fhould not regard the fupcriority of the enemy, 
but valiantly aflift their prince againft the traitor ; who, by the divine 
blefllng, would be ovenvbelmed in tlic enormity of accurfed ingra- 
titude, and that they would gather the flowers of glorious vidlory 
in the field of fidelity. 

The guards bound the belts of re/blufion on their waifls, and 
touching the ground of loyalty with their foreheads, declared their 
vows of fupport and defence of their young fovereign. Dilfliaad 
Aggeh and Boobojee Khatoon now came out, in the drefles of men 
in compleat armour, with bows and arrows ih tlicir hands attending • 
on Ifmaeel Adil Shaw, who had the yellow umbrella of his father ^ 
held over him by a Turkifli woman, named Wurtuffeh Aggeh, and 
joined tlie guards.

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wiflicd to make a pilgrimage to Mecca ; therefore ilic defired flic 
would take him with* lier, and prevail on Kummaul Klian to g^ve 
him leave, and a “betel of difmiflion with his own hand, which flic 
fliould regard as a favour done toherfdf. The fpy confented; and 
going firfl; in to Kummaul IClian, delivered the queen's prefent and 
meflage in fuch a manner, that the regent was highly pleafed; and 
gave orders to admit Eufuff. The Turk on lus entrance, with great 
humility, nV^dc his obcifance, and uttered fcveral flattering Ipeechcs, 
which pleafed Kummaul Khan, who called liim nearer to him, at 
the fame time reaching out his arm to givclum a betel. EufufF ad- 
vanced, ” putting his hands under the cloiji covered liis flioulders, 
n cuftomary. refpefl. The regent had 

Itrctched his hand to put the betel on the ^lo^, when Eufuff, witli 
the V'ckmfs of Ughtning, plucking out^ g concealed under- 
neath, ftabbed him in the bread with all i.jj fo that he fell 

down and expired immediately avith a loud . upon which the 
atten^nts ruflied upon Eufuff, and cut him, ^ pje^s with their 
ftvor^ together with the old woman, who th^y filppofed had afted 
in concert with the murderer. ^ 

Kh™. a 'voman 4 daring fpirit, com- 
manded the attendants to refrain from clamour; aiyd plafing the body

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SufFder IChan thinking tlie force within fufHcicnt to take the 
young fultan prifoner, kept the gates of the citadel fljut, and with 
his relations and followers, armed with mufquetry, fabres, ipears, 
bows and arrows, advanced to the apartments where the prince 
refided \vitli his mother and family. The queen, apprehending that 
EufuffTurkhad filled in his attempt, and that Kummaul Khan out of 
refentment had haftened liis operations to dethrone her fon, thought 
it beft to pretend ignorance of Euiuft 's deiigns, and endeavour to 
avert the florm by flattery and fubmiflion; but the fultan's fofler'' 
aunt, Dihliaad Aggeh, who had come from Perfia to Hmdooflan in 
the latter part of the reign of Eufuff Adil Shaw, remarked, tliat in 
fuch .a crifis as the prefent valour and fortitude were required, in- 
ftead of fubmiffion and entreaties. She then ordered the doors to be 
flmt, and fent out her eunuch Mallek Sundul to the few of her 
countrymen on duty in the outer court of the haram, informing them, 
that Kummaul Khan, medicating the depofal of Ifmaeel Adil Shaw 
their fovercign, and of the fame nation as themfelves, was advancing 
to aflafllnate IiTm with the w'hole royal fimily, and convert the gar- 
den of empire to a rooft of ravens and birds of prey ; that if tliey were 
men of honour, they fliould not regard the fuperiority of the enemy, 
but valiantly aflift their prince againft the traitor ; who, by die divine 
blefllng, would be ovenvhclmed in tlic enormity of accurfed ingra- 
titude, and diat they would gather die flowers of glorious viCtorj’ 
in die field of fidelity. 

The guards bound the belts of rcfolution on their waifis, and 
touching the ground of loyalt)’ with their foreheads, declared their 
vows of fupport and defence of their young fovercign. Dilfliaad 
Aggeh and Boobojee Khatoon now came out, in die drelTes of men 
in ccmplcat armour, with bows and arrow’s iti their hands attending 
on Ifinae'cl Ailil Siiaw, who had the ycllow’ umbrella of his father 
licld oicr him by a Turkifli woman, named iVIurtuffch Aggeh, and 
ioined the guard*:.

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’Suffder Khan, who was . endeavouring to /orcc the gates, -WiW 
oppofed by the Turks from the wall with arrows, and .the young M- 
. tan, with the women, affifted in perfon ; ^but the enemy, s fuperioj'ity 
was fo great, that,the little band of gallant-Turk's; had nOiChance, 
many of them were. . killed > by mufquet balls, and the reft falling 
back, h mournful cry of defpair iflued from the apartments of -the 
women. Juft then, Muftapha Khan and Seconder Khan Kobmi, 
who Had formerly the charge of the citadel, . and whom Kummaul 
. Khan thinking weak and humble had not moleiled, hearing<of the 
difturbance, haftened'with fifty Dekkanee matchlock men to.the>y^lI 
of the mahal, and, hailing Dilfhaad Aggeh, .afeended - the terrace^ 
•and joined her par^ againft the rebels ; who, tliough , now 'kept at 
hay, could, not be driven off, and many perfons fell on-bpth^fides. 
Diifhaa'd privately fent a.fervant ovcr..thc wall into the dty tq infqnn 
• all the foreigners and others of the danger to which the fultan vyas 
expoCed from the treachery of Ids mihiffer, entreating tlicm to haften 
■ to hisadiftance, and flie would admit them ovcr.a b^ioh behind the 
palace. The rebels not knowing of tliis accefs, many, of her friends 
mounted by ropes thrown oyer'by Dilflnad, till at hfl theyamounted 
to one hundred and fifty foreign archers, 'fifty matchlock men, nine- 
teen Turkifli flaves, .and twenty, five’ Abyflinians,- all jeiblute to de- 
fend their prince. DiKhaad, with a veil oh her, head, ^fought, witli 
them, and by, animating fpceches encouraged their ardour, proraillng 
that the. fultan would reward them-all by high honours. ;Suftcier 
Khan, feeing that the .defenders cncrcafed in numbers, fent out a 
patty to prevent mote entering, and made a fierce attack with five 
hundred men, bringing alfo cannon to ,battcr down the walls of the 
haram. ^ Many of the defendants fell, and'dl the Dekkances and 
Abyflinians tlircw tliemfclvcs in a panic over the battlements. The 
foreigners now, by the advice of DUftmd, fat down filent under cover 
of the parapet wall ; and SufTder IChan, judging they had fled alfo, 
broke open tlie outer doors of the mahal/ and entered the court; but 
as he was endeavouring to force the other, the gallant DiKhaad fired a 

volley 
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volley 6^ flaot and arrows from the terrace above, w hich did great 
exccutidn, killing and wounding ibme principal rebels. An arrow 
alfo pieirced the eye of Suffder IClian, who ran iinder a wall over 
Avhich the fultan Inmfelf was ftandlng ; and the roj al youth, knowing 
his perfotf, rolled down a'heavy Aone from tlie terrace, which cruili- 
ed hini io dedtli as he lay couched to avoid tlie fliof. The troops, 
feeing their cluef killed, ran to the houfe of Kummaul IClian, where 
they learned that he alfo was dead; upon which they opened the 
gates of the citadel and fled different ways. Khufieroo Khan Turk, 
a faitliful jflavd of the late fultan, dreading the nunlbers of the enemy 
without, fliut the gates again, and by the orders of Dilfliaad lent the 
heads of the father and fon with a guard by a fally port, to be car- 
ried through die ftreets of the city, for the information of the people, 
Mahummud Em al Moolk, who had given his daughter to Suffder 
Khan in’ marriage, and all tHe principal friends of tlie regent, quit- 
ting, fheir houfes and effedls, made their cfcape as cxpeditioufly as 
poffible out of the city. When the capital was cleared of the rebels, 
the fultan tame out with the funeral proceffon of his fo/ler iadier 
Eufuff, whofe body he depofited near the tomb of the venerable 
‘Ein ad Dlen Juneedec, at which he alfo paid his relpedts; and 
diftributing great alms, ordered a dome to be eredlcd o\er it, and a 
mofquc near, for the fupport of which lands were allotted. During 
his Whdle reign, he wentcoriftantly once a month to viflt the tomb 
Of the faithful Edfuff. Towards evening he returned mounted on an 
elephant into the citadel. 

The next day, early in the morning, tlie fultan afoended the 
throne, and gave general audience, at w hich .all tlie officers of (lie 
court and inhabitants of the city paid their compliments, and made 
offerings according to their rank and ability. Expreis letters w ere 
dilpatchdd to tlie furroilnding powers. With accounts of the puniffi- 
ment of the regent, and the happy efoape of the fultan from his 
> G g 2 treacJicrouS 
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treacherous defigns. Ameer Bereed, upon receiving the information# 
immediately railed 4he fiege of Koolburga ; but Heemraaje, who 
had taken advantage of the times to invade the fultan’s dominions, 
ftill continued before Roijore ; which at laft was given up to him by 
the garrifon, Ifrnaeel Add Shaw being too much employed in reftor- 
ing the domeftic affairs.of government, to afford it timely relief. 

The fultan firft raifed thole who had aHifted him in the late crilis_ 
to high honours, and fent letters of invitation to Mirza Jehangeer, 
Sobejung, Hyder Beg, and other noblemen, who had fled from the 
perfecutions of Kummaul Khan to different parts, to return to his 
court and xefume their employments. With mercy, becoming a_ 
great king, he drew the line of forgivenefs over the crimes of the 
regent's modier and his family, who had been taken prifoners, and, 
giving them a confiderable fum of money, ordered them to leave his 
territories. Tlie aftrologers, who had foretold fo truly the danger 
of Kummaul Khan, he took into his own employment. ^ The 
veterans of his father flocking from all quarters to^his court, he had 
foon a gallant body of Turks and Moguls in his fervice. Khufferoo 
Turk, who had affiftcd in his late deliverance, was honoured with 
the title of Affud Khan, and had Balgoan conferred upon him in jag- 
“ lure. The fultan had vowed that he would not entertain any Dek- 
kanees or Abyfnnians in his ferviccj and he kept^this promife for 
near twelve years, keeping none but foreigners • till at length, at 
their requefl, he admitted their children to be received mto the army, 
■and afterwards by degrees confented to entertain fucli Aighauas and 
Raajcpootsas were not born in Dekkan, the rule againft whom was 
rigidly obferved till the reign of Ibrahim Add Shaw. ’ ' 

Mirza Jehangeer, on his return to court, having the diflridls of 
Koolburga conferred upon him, drove out the forces of Ameer 
Bereed with tlie flaughtcr of four hundred men, retook tlic forts 
of Nuficrutabad, SauglierT* and Ahflgur, wholly regaining all the 

country 
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cbuntrj' tak^n from Beejapore during the regency of Kummaul Khan. 
'Ameer Bereed, fired with his lofles, fent fimiauns in the name of 
fulian Mhamood to all the fovcreigns of Dekkan, demanding aflift- 
ance j upon which, * Boorahan Nizam Shaw, ’’ fiiltan Koolii ICoottub 
Shaw, and * Alla ad Dicn Ummad Shaw, each fent troops to Join the 
royal ftandard. In they ear 920, Ameer Bereed obliged the fultanto a.D. 
move from Alimcdabad at the head of Ac allies, conhfting of twenty 
five thouiand horie, towards Beejapore, and committed every tvaile 
and depredation on the country in his route. 

Ifmaeel Add Shaw, out of policy, remained in his capital; letting 
Ae enemy advance witliout oppofition to AUapore, a town built by 
EufulF Adil Shaw, within a mile and half of Beejapore; when he 
marched out of the city at the head of twelve thoufand horfe, all 
foreigners. Notwithrtandlng the great fupenority of the enemy, he 
defeated Aem fo completely, Aat Ae allies fled, leaving behind 
Aem Mhamood Shaw and his fbn fultan Ahmed, who had fallen 
from their horfes in the a<5tion. All Ae baggage of the fugitives fell 
into Ae hands of Ac vidlors ; and Ifmaeel Add Shaw, on hearing of 
Ae fltuation of the princes, went to pay bis obeifance to Aem as his 
iuperiors, prefented offerings of horfes wiA furniture fet wiA jewels, 
and jvould have conduiVed them in magnificent palanquins to Beeja- 
pore, Aat they might be freed from Ae oppreflion of Ameer 
Bereed. Mharaodd ShaWnot confentins: to enter the cit^, encamped 
near Alhpore / where lie remained foaie time to recover of a bruife 
he had fuffaifled in his fall, and afterwards demanded Bibi Sutti, fifler 
to Ifmaeel Adil Shaw, for his ion iultan Ahmed, to whom Ae was 
clpoufed. lAiaeel Add Shaw conienting, Koolburga was appointed 
for celebrating Ae nuptials, and both Altans repaired to it in com- 
pany wiA great pomp. The ceremony of marriage was perArmed 

wiA 
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vpilii rpyal niagnificence, and the bride being delivered to fultarr 
Abmcd, Ifmaeel Add Shaw fent five thoufand horfe to attend them, 
with the fiiltan Mhamood Shaw, to- Ahmcdabad, which was^ deferted 
by Ameer Bereed on their approach ; fo that the iultan for fome time 
had the pleafurc of liberty, and releafe from' the controul of a minif- 
ter: but the Beejapore troops had no fooner left him, than Ameer 
Bereed returned, and refumed the charge of affairs, as before. 

.Some years before this, the emperor of Perfis, Shaw Ifmaeel 
Suffewi, had fent ambafiadors to the powers of Hindooftan, who had 
been received with due rcfpe£l by the roy of Beejanuggur and the 
king of Guzarat; Sultan Mhamood alfo bad received an ambafiador 
to him with proper attention, and wiflied to dUmifs him with royal 
prefents j but Ameer Bereed not confenting, the ambaflador wrote to 
Ifmaeel Adil Shaw, complaining of his being detained at Alimedabad. 
The faitan immediately demanded his difmifilon i and accordingly, ^ 
having obtained his audience of leave, the ambalfador came to Beeja- 
pore, where he was met by ifnweel Adil Shaw'at Allapore, honoured ^ 
with rich prefents, and cfcortcdasfarasthepDrt of Dabul by a proper 
• guard, on his return to Perfia, The emperor of Perfia, in aclmow-' 

> ledgment of this fervice to his ambalfador, in the year 925, fent 
Ibrahim Beg Turkomans an officer of his court, with letters and 
' prefents to Ifmaeel Adil Shaw, and among the latterwas a fabre fet 
with valuable jewels. The emperor in his letter addrefled him as a 
fovereign prince. Ifmaeel Adil'Shaw went twelve miles'to meet the' ^ 
ambaflador j and being highly gratified at the acknowledgment of his 
royalty by fo great a mouacch, received Ibrahim Beg with extraor- 
dinary honours, ordped tlic march of viflory to be founded, and com- 
manded the officers of his anny to wear fcarlet caps of twelv c points, 
it being the dtftinaion of the difciples of flickh Suffi. He alfo " 
ordered, that on Fridays and holidays a prayer fhould be recited at the 
moftjucs for the royal family of Perfia. 


In 
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In the year 927, Ifmaeel Adil Shaw made prcpanitjons for march- 
ing to recover Mudkul and Roijorc from the roy of Bcejanuggur ; who 
gaining early intelligence of his dchgns moved witJi a great force> 
and Rationed his camp on the banks of the Kiftnah, where he was 
joined by many of his tribuUries; fo that his army amounted at Icafl 
tohfty thoufind horfc, behdes a vaR holl: of foot. The fultan would 
now have” delayed his expedition, as the enemy poficflbd all die 
ferries of the KIRnah, but that his tents were pitched, and it \youId 
have been difgracefiil to retra^ldroin his declarations. He therefore 
marched with feven thoufand horfe, all foreign, and encamped on die 
bank of the river oppofite to the enemy, waiting to prepare floats to 
crofs and attack them. Some days after his arrival, as he was 
repofing in his tent, he heard one of his courtiers without the 
* Ikreens reciting thisverfe; Rife, .md flU the golden goblet with’ ' 
" the wine of mirth, before the cup itfclf fliaU be laid in duR." 
The fultan, infpired by the verfe, called his favourites before him, 
and fprea'ding the carpet of pleafurc, amufed himfelf widi mufic and 
wine. When the banquet had, laRed longer than reafonable, and 
the fumes of the wine had evercifed their power, a fancy feized the 
fultan to pdfs the river and attack the enemy. He called his officers 
before him, and enquired the reafbn for the delay in preparing the, 
floats, and was atifwered, that one hundred were already finiflied, 
and the reR would be ready in a few days. ' The fultan, w'arni with 
wine, refblved tp crofs immediately § and mounting his elephant, 
without making his intentions known, proceeded to the river, as if 
to reconnoitre, but fuddenly gave orders lor as many of his troops as 
could to go upon the rafts, and others to follow him on elephants 
Rirough the river. The officers reprefented the folly and danger of 
precipitation j but the. fultan, without reply, plunged his own ele- 
phant into the Rream, and w’as followed involuntarily by the amras 
and their followers, on about Cw o hundred and fifty elephants. By 
great good fortune, all reached the oppofite fliore in fiifety, and as 

T ^ * many 
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many troops as covUd crofs on the floats at two cmliarkatlons had 
time to arrive, when the enemy advanced to battle in fo great force, 
ab excluded every probable hope of cicape to the fultan, wlio had not 
more than two thoufand men ready to oppofe thirty thoufaiid. The 
heroes of Iflaam, animated with one foul, made fo gallant a refinance, 
thatabove a thoufand of the infidels fell, among whom was Sungect 
Roy, the cliief general of Beejanuggur ; but at lad, lurailed beyond 
all power of oppofition, by cannon fhot, mufijuetry, and rockets, 
which, deftroyed near half their numbers, ilie furvivors threw them- 
felv9S into the river, in hopes of elcaping, and Nnrfoo Bahadur and 
Ibrahim Beg, who rode on the fame elephant with Ifmacel Add 
Shaw, drove the animal acrofs tlic ftream ; but fo great was the cur- • 
- rent, that except the royal elephant and feven foldicrs, all the re/l 
Were drowned. The fultan’s raflinefs was heavily punifhcd by fo 
great a lofs. He took a folemn vow never to indulge m wine, till he 
had revenged his defeat j and then, throwing away dcfpair, bufiecfliis 
mind in repairing this unfortunate niifcarriagc. 

As Mirza Jehangeer had fallen in the adlion, the fultan confultcd 
with Affad ’Khan on what meafures would be beft to take in the 
prefent crifis of his affairs. Afiiid Khan replied, that as his lofs was 
great, and the troops difpirited, it would be proper to retreat for the 
prefent to Beejaporc, and lay afide thoughts of revenge on the roy 
of Beejanuggur, till he could ftrengthen hjmfelf by alliances with 
l^izam Shaw, and remove his natural enemy Ameer Bereed from his 
borders ; after u'bicb, rhe puni/lMncnt of the infidds might be- eafily 
effedled. The fultan, approving the advice, marched from the 
Kiflnah to Beejapore, and conferring the dignity of * fippeh fallar on 
AfTud Khan, added feveral diflridls to his jagliire, and made him his 
principal advifer in all important afiatrs* j 

Syed Ahmed Herraee, who had formerly been lent as ambafladqr 
from the fultan to the emperor’bf Perfia, was now diipatched in that 
^ capacity 
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capacity to Alimednuggur, to ftrengtlien the bonds of agreement 
with that Rate j and being met -near the city by Shaw Tahir and all 
the principal nobility, was introduced to fultan Boorahan Nizam 
Shaw, and received with great favours. \Vjien letters and civilities 
had been repeatedly interchanged by die two fultans, an interview 
'Was feed upon, and accordingly they met at the town of Sholapore. 

Boorahan Nizam,Shaw having afleed in marriage the filler of Ifmaeel 
Add Shaw, and the latter agreeing to grant his requeR, nuptial fcRl- 
vals were prepared, the princefs Maricm was elpouled to him, and 
the ceiembnies of marriage ^concluded with great pomp and mag- 
^ nihcence. Prefents of valuable curiolities, elephants, and horfes, 

* ' were given by both kings j and the royal rejoicings for the accom- 
plifliment of the alliance continued tKe whole month ofReJib, of the * 
yeai' 930; after wliich die royal brothers took leave, and returned A.JDijjaj. 
each to die capital of his^o wn dominions. 

It is related, that it was Ripulatcd’in the treaty of alliance diat 
Ifmaeel Add Shaw Riould give up, as the marriage portion of Jiis 
RRer, to Boorahan Nizam Shaw, the fort of Sholapore widi its five 
didridls, tahen by the late regent from Zien Khan ; but that this 
article he delayed to perform, and Boorahan Shaw for fome time took 
no notice of tlie breach of treaty ; but having the next year fccured 
■die aflidance ofUmmad Shaw, fultan ofBerar, and Ameer Bereed, 

^ regent of Biedcr, he mardicd to befiege Sholapore, and feize the 
ceded pergunnahs, wth forty thoufand horfe. 

Ifeaccl Add Shaw having collcdcd ten thouRnd foreign cavalty, 

^ mo-ved to oppofe the invafion; and both armies lay forty days 
between the forts of Shohporc and Niildirruk, at the diRance of four 
miles from each other, without coming to aSion. Three thoufand 
foreign archers of Add Shaw exerted themfebes daily in hovering 
round the enemy’s camp, and cutting off dipplies of provifions ; in 
v.liich, and harafhng the foraging parties, dicy ^^c^c very fucccfsfitl. 

H^h Khajeh 
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IChajch Jehaun Dekkancc, governor of Porundeh, vexed at this dif- 
grace and the inaftlvity of Nizam Shaw, without orders feparated * 
frona the camp wnh four thouCind fcicfl Dckkahcc cavalry, rcfolvcd 
to furprize tlie archers. The following evening, tlie archers> after 
a fatiguing cxcurfion round 'the enemy's camp, hid chofen their-; 
poft for the night on the banks of a rivulet, and hiving picketted 
their horfes, \scre unarming, and waiting for tlicir fervants to drefs 
their victuals, unTufpcdling any attack. Tlie night had juft fliut in, 
when Khajeh Jehaun arrived near, but was pcrccitcd at a little 
diftance from. ‘the outpofts, by one of the foldicrs, who had gone in 
front. on fome occafion. He immediately ran back and gave the 
alarm j upon which the archers took to their horfes, but before tliey 
could all mount, Khajeh Jehaun charged, and killed about three ^ 
hundred. The reft made their cfcape, by the fwjfmcfs of their ^ 
horfes, and the Dekkanccs returning from purfuit to the fpot on 
which the archers had been enc.impcd, difmounted, and employed^ 

' themfelvcs m plunder and eating the vi<ftuals, which Iiad been left m 
the pots on the fires. The archers, when they had rode out of dan- 
ger of purfuit, rallied} and judging the Dekkanees would-be off 
their guard, refolved to furprize the camp of Nizam Shaw. They 
accordingly moved, and the ccntmels, taking them for KJiajeh 
Jehaun’s detachment returning to camp, which was alfo the cafe, let 
them paf?. The archers, letting fly a fliower of arrows, wounded 
Khajeh Jehaun, who fled with his followers into the camp. 'The 
archers purfued^ and made great flaughter in their way to the tents of. 
Nizam Shaw- A ftrange confufion now prevailed, friends could noP 
be diftmguiftied from foes, and the archers, when fiitiated with 
flaughter and plunder, retired with very little lofs. Early in the 
morning, Ifmaeel Adil Shaw advanced to give battle to the enemyl « 
not recovered fully from the night's alarm. Nizam Shavi^ and Uin- 


mad Shaw drew up their line m great diforder and precipitation 5 ' hut 
could not long Hand againfl the ficrce^attack of the Beejapore troops. 
Ummad Shaw, being charged by ylfruii Khan, fled from the field 

‘ almoft 
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almofi: \vithotit making any oppofition, and did not halt, except at- 
Jiight, till he had reached his fort of Kaweel in Berar. Nizam Shaw 
being joined, as he \vzs on the point of giving way, by Ameer 
Bereed, with fix thoufand horfe, all frefh*, continued to oppofc for 
feme time longer. At laft Kooldi Aga and Ifmaeel Aga, Turkifii 
cliiefs", with two tltoufand horfe, gained the enemy's rear, and Aflud 
Kiian attacked the right wing at the fame time. This confufed the 
enemy much ; and Boorahan Nizam Shaw, overcome by the weight 
of his armour, was near falling from his horfe through faintnefs; 
upon which, fome Turkifli Oaves, feeing liis condition, led him from 
the field, and the route of his army immediately became general. 
About three thoufand men were flain m the purfuit, and the Toyal 
fiandard of Nizam Shaw fell into the hands of Afiud Khan. Forty 
k*elephants, with many pieces of pnnon, and'all the tents and baggage, 
became the pnze of the.vi(5tors. Many piindpal officers and nobles 
fell on the fide of the vanqoiOied. Ifmaeel Adil Shaw, after his 
viiloxy, returned in triumph to Beejapore, where he made rejoicings 
for a month together, and conferred rewards and magnificent drefles 
on his nobility/^ He gave Afiud Khan five large and fix finall ele- 
phants, taken from Nizam Shaw,v and doubled the pay of every 
foldier in his amiy. To' enable liim to bear this expenfe, he divided 
all the lands appropriated for the fiipport of die royal haram among 
' his officers, and alfo half the duties of all Ins forts. Being one day 
told that fome officers ^^e^e fidl unprovided for, and the mimfters, in 
anfwer to liis injunilions to fatisfy them, obfcivung; that the treafuiy 
- could not maintain fo many troops on the cftablifhed pay, he afked, 
what number of famis 'were coUcdled under die heads of his ^^•ard^obc 
and kitchen? It was anffiered, four and twenty. Upon wlilch he 
-.commanded half to be divided to the troops, faying, that it was 
^better be fhould fuffer fome inconveniences, than they ha\e reafbn to 
complain. 
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. Inthe ypr 935, Nizam Shaw, , with' Ameer Bereedj "again in- 
vaded the 'territories of Ifmaeel 'A^l'Shaw, againfl; Ae ftrongefl 
remondrances of h^. own! niinifters. He was corhpletely defeated* 
within twenty'cofs of Beejaporc, by 'AiTud Tvhah, when I^ajeh 
Jehaun, and feveraV officers 'of tlic' firft diftindtidn, ; were taken ^ 
prifoners in the action. ' Afliid idiah' purfued the fugitives 'as Tar'as 
Porundeh, and took much baggage and' twenty elephants, among 
which was that which carried tlie tlirone of Nizam Shaw. ' Ifmaeel 
.Add Shaw gave him all the' elephants, except one named AllehBukfli> 
or the gift of God, and honoured him' with the title of fon in' all Ids 
firmauns. .Thefultan, by Ids advice, this year gave his liAerKJiadi- 
jah Sultana to Alla ad Dien Uininad Shaw of Berar s and the two 
fultans had a meeting in the town of Oorjaan to celcbrate the nup- 
tials'; after which they took leave 6f each other with mutual prefents/- 
and.profeflions of regard and fupport. ■ 

. . This year alfo, fultan Bahadur of Guzarat invading the territories 

' of Nizam Shaw. Ifraaccl Adil 'Shaw 'feht * ten lacks of 00ns and fix 
thoufand horfe to'aflift the latter, iri conjundlion with Ameer Bereed. 
Tliefe troops, after the retreat of.fultan Bahadur, returning to Bceja- 
. pore, informed their" fovercign, that Atncef Bereed'had endeavoured ; 
to corrupt their fidelity, and prevail on them ' to join him in an attack 
on Beejapore, promifing' to reward them witli a. ffiaye of' territory.*: 
Ifmaeel Add Shaw, juftly provoked, refolvcd to punifh'his treachery ; 

:529. and in the year 936 fent intelligent ambafladors to Nizam Shaw, 
complaining that Ameer Bereed had frequency conlpircd againft his 
family, and more than oncct'induced his enemies to invade his do- 
minions j which •'treachery he had as ’ yet declined punifliing, but 
that now he liad rcfolved to requite Iiis.bchaviour, led to it by botli. 
.religious and political arguments 5 *fbr, to ufe the wolf with gentle-" 
nefs, of the fnakc witli favour, was contrary to, tlie didlates of wif- 
dom. He obferved, that if Nizam”^ Shaw, out of regard to their. 

•tr ‘ ' connedtion 

• Tlircs liundred thoufand pounds and upwards. 
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conneftioii and friendftiip, would remain neutral, he would in a fliort 
time cive him a full retribution for his cvh deeds. Nizam Shaw, 
who lay under obligations to the fultan for Ins late fnccours, ac- 
quiefcedinallhis defircsj obferving. that whatever wifted to 
eftea would undoubtedly be pleafing to his antbafla- 

dors returned with tins anfwei. 'and ICnaeel Add Shaw immediately 
prepared for his intended expedition. 

' The fultan having formed an army of ten thoufand cavalry, con- 
fifting of Arabians. Perfians. Turks. Ulbeks Koords and other 
'foreigners, whom his liberality had bound to h.s intereft, marched 
toivards Abm-edabad. On his approach. Ameer Bereed, who was 
very old and infirm, by the advice of Heemaje. a bramin >s 
minifter. committed the citadel of Bieder to the charge of ^ 
Bereed. his eldeft fon, and the r^ of his family,, ping himfelf to 
refide at the fortrefs of Oudegur. 

Ifmaeel Adil Shaw, upon his arrival before Ahmedabad. blocked 

up the city on all Tides but the garrifon made repeated failles, and, 
bLg nearty equal in numbers to the befiegers greatly miarded Aeu 

opemtions, and at length the Tons of i\meer Bereed, witli five thou* 
ftndhorfe, came out of the city, refolved, as the Beejaporeans were 
,only archers, to charge upon them covered with fluel^, .iid 
tiwL to pieces in clolb'combat, with die fo-ords of the DekLanees; 
butlfmaLl Add Shaw, who had foreleen fuch an amack, P™' 
vided three thoufand cavalry, expert in the ule of the fabre, ..nd both 
men and horfes covered with iron armour, under the command of 
Syed Houffetn, an Arab chief of great repumuon. A fevere 
aaon edfued on the plain before the gate of the btamin fuburb, and 
' -foreigners and Dekkanees both difplaycd the higheft examples of 
\’alour m rivalry of each otlicr. Add Shaw, in fpite of die remon- 
ftninces of AiludKhan, engaged m the adlion, and killed t\\obro- 
‘ thers of Ameer Bereed, who Jiad attacked him in fingle. combat. 

> Botli 
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Both annies were loud in the praifes of the fult'an’s valour, and his own 
officers, alighting from tlieir horfes,' kiffcd his ftirrup. At this inftant, 
four large bodies of troops were feen upon the right,' w'hich appeared 
about four thoufand; AlTud Khan fent off one of his attendants, named 
Goderz, to learn who they wcre> with forty horfe. It proved that they 
were four thoufand horfe detached b/ fuUan Koollee for the afliftance 
of Ameer Bereed. Iffnaeel Add "Shaw ordered Afiud Klian to oppofe 
them, and prepared to engage the^ troops of Ali Bereed himfelf ; 
when Syed Houffein Arab earneftly requefted to be honoured with 
that charge, and obferved, that the fultan fhould not too much ex-^ 
pofehis perfon. The fultan, moved by his remonftrances, confented 
to lus requeft, and prefented him. with his own fword, yet reeking 
with the blood of his enemies. Both generals were fuccefsful, and 
the troops of the allies, „after lofing about five hundred men each,^ 
fled in diforder, Icavjng the field of vidlory to Ifinaeel Add ‘Shaw. * 
Aflud Khan in this battle gained great honour, as, after driving off 
the four thoufand Tehnganees* of »Koottub Shaw, he came to<tlie 
afiiftance of Syed Houfleln. On tliis account, when the fultan after 
f the vidlory difmounted upon an eminence to thank his officers, he 
honoured AApd Khan above all the reft, by clafping him in,hU em- 
brace. To Syed Houfleiahe gave the horfe he had rode in thcadiion:' 
Two fons of Ameer Bereed, and Gufthum Beg, commander of the 
Koottub Shawee auTdliancs, were (lain. 

Ifmaecl Add Shaw now blockaded tlie city clofer than before r 
and Ameer Bereed, heuig reduced to gf^t diftrefe, wrote to Um-^ 

^ mad Shaw,^earneftly requcihng him to conic and’-mediate a peace 
for hnnj upon uhich he, without repairing to Oudegur, came and 
encamped witliin a mile of the fultan. Ifmaeel Add Shaw went to 
Mfit him uith his principal nobility, and Ummad Shaw, after con-^ 
gratulations on tlie late fuccefs, declared, "that he had marclied 
merely for the purpofc of flianng^in his victories, but that he hoped' 
to be able to obtain his forgiveneft of the faults* of Ameer Bereed/ 

^ ‘ Tlie 
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The fultan replied, that Bereed had done his family more injuries 
than could be enumerated, and that in this w-ar many gallant men 
had fallen, who had great claims to his cflccm ; therefore he wKlied 
not to hear of peace, till tlicir lofs was fully revenged on the infidious 
enemy. , Ummad Shaw, feeing his rcfolution firm, did not prefs 
him farther j and the two princes, after fpendmg a week together 
in feftivity, parted. Ameer Bereed how left Oudegur, and travelling 
with great expedition, came to the. camp of Ummad Shaw, entreat- 
ing Kim to procure peace for him; but being informed no otlier 
offer tlian'the furrender of tlie city would be hftened to by Ifmaeel 
Add Shaw, he retired in dlfguft to his own camp, mean that of Upi- 
mad Shaw j and to relax his cares engaged in ^drinking and mufic. 
His troops alfo, fatigued wdth long marches, wtro carelefs of duty, 
'and even the outpofts lay down to fleep, not dreading any danger j 
while many, following the example‘''of their chief, had recourfe to 
tme to drown their forrows. * 

Ifmaeel Adil Shaw having heard of the arrival of Ameer Bereed, 

, ordered .Affud Khan, with fevenil chiefe and two thouf^d chofen 
horfe, to furprize his camp. Affud lOian'prcparcd the troops, as if 
-to relieve thofe^ at the trenches ; but when he had got without the 
oamp made known his intentions, and proceeded as filently as poffible 
towards die tents of the enemy. Being arrived 01016 to the outpofts, 

. "and hearing not the hnalleft noife or challenge, he ordered his troops 
jto flop and obferve the flri(5lefl hlence, fending ipies to learn the fitu- 
-ation of the enemy j who foon returning, declared, that they had 
. advanced uninterrupted to the tents of Ameer Bereed,"" wJiere the few 
on guard were all afleep. To prove their aflertions they prefented 
* fbme turbans and fabres they bad ilolen from tliem, Affud Khan 
then ordering his troops to remain m profound filence on die borders 
of the camp for ‘his further orders, advanced lamfelf, with tiventy 
five horfomcn and a few foot, through the fleeping enemy to 
tents of Ameer Bereed. Here he faw the guards lying about in 
' ^ flrangc 
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lliangc poflurcs, fnoring amid the broken vcnbls of liquor. Aillitl 
Khan, thinking it ungenerous to murder them in fuch an hclplcfs 
condition, ordered feme footmen with draw’n fabres to iland over 
them, in cafe any fliould awake, to prevent them giving the alarm. 
He then difmounted, and entered the tents witli fomc part of his fol- , 
lowers, hoping to take Ameer Bcrced alive, but if he could not, in- 
tending to put him to death, and carry his head to the fultan. Thofc 
within he found as fafl: afleep as their friends ^ without. Ameer 
Bereed lay fcnfclefs on a bed, round which the dancers and fingers,^ 
male and female, were jumbled together 'in flrange poflurcs, amid 
their own fjitli, broken ve/TcIs, and fpilt liquors, fnoring in concert. 
Aflud Khan obferved, that to murder fuch perfons was ungenerous, 
^therefore it would be more glorious' to carry their chief^alive on his 
bed to the fultan, without injuring any of his followers. The bed of 
this old, experienced, and wily mmifler, was then lifted up by the 
attendants of Aflud I^ian, who was moving out of the tents wiA,liis 
prize, when one of the lamp-men, called dcotees in Dekkan, and 
who have the body watch of the chief at nigHt, awaking, was 
going to cry out, but Aflud Khan clapped liis hands timely on his*' 
mouth, and his people flranglcd him j after which he reached his 
troops on the border of the camp without accident. " He then repre- 
fented to them, that as their chief end was obtained, it was better to 
defift from farther enterprize, as in the darknefs of the night the ^ 
Hindoo could not be diftinguifhed froni the mufiulmaun j and confe- 
qucntly many of the faithful mull be flain, which he wiflied to avoid.^ 
All the detachment approved of'his generofity, and Aflud Khan 
moved towards tlie royal camp, carrying his prifoner on his bed in 
jocofe triumpK Ameer Bereed awaking on the road, and finding 
himfelf in motion, thought he W'as among evil ipirits, or geniir andS 
began to cry out in terror to God for relief from enchantments j but ' 
Aflud Khan told him who he was, and after relating his exploit at 
large, upbraided him with his imprudence j obferving, that Tor a 
reverend old m*an, experienced as*he was in the arts of government, 

S to 
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to have fuffered himlblf to be intoxicated fo near an enemy, was 
highly derogatory to his charadler and wifiiom. Ameer Bereed, as 
he was covered with (hame and forrow, returned no anfwer ; but 
Atiiid Khan, defiring him to be comforted, allured him of his in- 
fluence with the fultan to procure kind treatment and forgivenefs. 

The detachment arriving at the royal camp, Afliid Khan without 
delay prefented his important prize to the fultan, who was overjoyed 
at the pofleflion of his enemy, whom he afked. How, witli fuch art 
and cunning as he had difplayed in a long life, he could fall into fuch 
a fnare ? Ameer Bereed faid. Fate and providence had thus decreed ; 
therefore to queftion him on the fubJeS was ufelefs, as he could give 
no fatis&aory anfwer. The fultan then delivered him over to Afliid 
Khan, whom he ordered to bring him to the Durbar in tlie morning, 

Ifmaeel Add Shaw in the mornmg, being feated on his throne in 
full court. Ameer Bereed was placed oppofitc to him, with his head 
bare, and his hands tied behind his back, e-xpofed to a hot fun. 
When he had flood for two hours in this manner, the fultan gave 
orders for his being put to death, and an executioner advanced to do 
his duty with a drawn fcymetar. Ameer Bereed, feeing his danger- 
ous fituation, now opened liis lips to entreaty ; faying, that undoubt- 
edly he had been gtiilty of many infults to the fultan and liis late 
father of blcffed memoiy, and ivas confeious of defurving death at his 
hards ; but if the fultan could forget his crimes, and fuffer bun to 
live and repent, he would furrchder to him tlie city of Alimedabad, 
with the fbrtrefs of Bieder, whofe battlements the ladders of royal 
ability had never yet fealed ; and allb all the treafutes and cflcdls of 
the royal family of Bhamenec. 

TIic king having confented to mercy on this condition. Ameer 
Bereed difpitchcd one of his attendants to his tons, acquainting them 
with his fituation and the .agreement he had made. They returned 
I i for 
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for anfwer, tliat as he was very old, and the fun of his cxiftence near 
fetting, to furrender fuch a fortrefs for a few remaining days of life, 
would 'be unbecoming his character of their own intereft. Their 
intention in this meflage was only to gain time, in hopes of afiiftancc 
from their allies, for they fent out privately an intelligent perfon with’ 
inRru(5lions to make terms of furrendcri fliould tlieir father be in real 
danger. Ameer Bereed knew this, and with much art complained of 
the cruel neglcft of his fons j hut Ifinacel Adil Shaw, who fulpedted - 
the fcheme, without delay ordered him to be thrown before a vicious 
elephant, refolved to punifli his treachery, and truft for gaining the 
city to an afiault of his troops. Bereed had again recourfe to entreaty, 
begging that he might be carried before a certain tower of the fort, 
that his fons nught behold his mifery, and be moved to fave his life 
hy furrender. This was done accordingly, .and the fons, feeing no 
other means but fubmiflion to procure tlie fafety of their parent, 
offered to refign the city and fortrefs^ on' condition tliat tliey and 
their women fliould be. allowed to depart wth the clotlics on-their 
perfons without fcarch. / Their demand being agreed to, they loaded 
themfclves and women as heavily as they could bear with tlie valu- 
able ornaments and robes of the royal family of Bhameilce, and with 
their followers retired unmolefled to the fortrefs of Oudegur. 

^ Afllid Khan now entered the city, with fome chofen troops, to 
prevent plunder, and collect the ticafures and cfFefts belonging to the 
vanquiflied. Ifmacel Add Shaw at a lucky inflant, attended by all 
the pt c.’n ftova the. the tt> the palaW, 

entered the grand hall of audience, and ^feended the throne of the 
Bhamcncc fultans. Having given God thanks for Ids glorious fuccefs, 
he difpatchcd his fon Mulloo Khan, with Afliid Khan, and other 
amras, to invite Ummad Shaw to his court j and he affenting, came 
in roj al Rate to the fort. Ifmaccl met him at t!ic Reps of the pahcc,^ 
and the two kinr^^ thm .... _ mufnud 

• The 
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The treafures of the Ibrt were now laid before them. * Ten lacks 
of oons, valuable jewels, gold and filver plate, magnificent china> 
and rich cfTcfts innumerable were found, and the fultan defired Um- 
mad Shaw to take whatever he chofe. To avoid tlie fcandal of hav- 
ing poflefled himfelf of the riches of tlie Bhamenee family, he divided 
every thing into prefents to the furrounding -powers and to his own 
army, not keeping a fingle coin for himfelf. He entniflcd fif^ 
thoufand oons to Syed Ali Ukhcel, a perfon celebrated for learning 
and integritj’, to be diilributed in charity to the poor inhabitants of 
Nujiff, Kerballa, and Mcfliid, and gave fifty thoufand to Syed 
Ahmed Herraee, to be beflowed on the defer\'ing in lus own domini- 
ons. He then defired the poet Molana Shied Koommi to go to the 
tre^ury and take as much gold as he could lift; but the poet, who 
was very ill and infirm, obferving, that when he firll came to his 
court he was as ftrong again as at prefent, the fultan defired him to 
take as much as he could carry aAvay at wo attempts, laughing at his 
ready invention : and the poet ftiU defiring to vvait till he fliould re- 
cover, before he made tlie effort, the fultan repeated the following 
verfe; ** There is danger in delay, and it hurts,the petitioner.” The 
poet made fhift to lift at twice as many bags as contained ‘ twenty five 
thoufand oons, and the fultan being told the amoiuit by Ins treafurcr, 
replied. The raolana fpoke truth in complaining of liis wc.ikneis. 
He then,, declaring tliat he would not rile till he Jiad diipoftd of all 
the pluridcr, commanded Afiiid Khan to make a divifion among the 
troops; which was cfTedled in fuch a juff manner, tliat cv*ery perfon 
was contented wtli his fiiarc, 

Unimad Shaw now again requeffed his pardon for Ameer Bcreed ; 
and the fultarr confcnlcd to rccchc him among his amras, upon 
AlVud Khan’s bccouiing pledge for his fidelity. He had Kallcan, 
Oudegur, and other pergunaahs out of thccollcdion of die city lands, 

I i s allotted 
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allotted for his jaghirc> on condition of attending tlic fultan %Ylth three 
thoufand horfe on Jiis expedition to Roijorc. ^ The fultan a week 
after put his army in motion* attended by Ummad Sliaw and Ameer 
Bereed with tlieir forces i and the affairs of Beejanuggur being in 
confufion, owing to tltc dcatli of Hcemroajc, who wa<; newly fuc- 
ceeded by his fon Ramraaje, againfl whom rebellions had arifen by 
feveral roics, met with no interruption to his arms. Roljore and 
Mudkul were taken, after a fiegc of three montlis, by capitulation, 
after they had been in poffeffion of the infidels for feventcen years. ? 

Ifmacel Adil Shaw, who had vowed to refrain from wine till tlie 
reduction of thefc fortrefles, at the requeft of liis nobility now made a 
fplcndid feftival, at which he drank wine and gave a full loofc to 
mirth and pleafure. Ummad Shaw and Ameer Bereed partook of 
the banquet, and Afliid Khan was alfo admitted to fit and drank out of 
the fame cup with his prince, who helped him, and received wine in 
return from hU hands. At liis requeft, fifteen hundred captives 
were rcleafed, and received prefents offcarlet caps and veils. Many 
of them chofc to remain in his fervicc, which the fultan permitted. 
At this feftival alfo, tlie fultan promifed on his return to Beejapore, to 
give Ameer Bereed the government of Ahmcdab6d Biedcr. The 
camp continued in conftant rejoicings for a whole month, and 
Moolla Ibrahim Isferanec wrote a poem of a thoufand verfes deferip- 
tive of them. As intelligence arrived that fultan Bahadur of Guzarat^ 
was preparing to invade Dekkan, Ifmaeel Add’ Shaw, having dif- 
miffed Ummad Shaw to Hs capital, returned in. triumph to Beeja- 
pore, and agreed to return the city of Ahmedabad, fix montlis after 
Ameer Bereed Ihould refign to him the forts of Kallean and Canda- 
harj giving him leave to go and prepare for the exchange. It is 
related, that in tliis expedition the fultan, being one day entertained 
by Ummad Sliaw, was prefented with feveral trays of i-alnable 
jewels, which were prefied upon him againft his inclination. The 
fultan a few days afterwards invited him to a banquet, and upon 

, ' Ummad 
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Ummad Shaw’s rifing to go, drew up twelve tlioufand of his foreign 
cavalry before him, obfcrving, that they were the jewels he had 
acquired during his reign, and he might take his choice of a number 
from among tliem. Ummad Shaw prailed his obfervation, and faid 
with a figh, had he takcix care to acquire fuch jewels, he iliould not 
h^ve loft his fortrefs of Maliore. 

In tlie year 938, Ameer Berced having neglefted to fend the keys A.D. x^3f. 
of the fortrefles of Kallean and Candahar, Ifmaeel Add Shaw refolved 
to reduce them by force, and fent his tents with one of his Tons out 
ofBeejapore to prepare ior march. Ameer Berced applied for aflift- 
ance to Boorahan Nizam Shaw j who fent ambailadore to Beejapore 
•to reprefent, tliat as Befeed had lately done him great fervices, he 
wilhed he would lay afide Ids enmity againft him, which would 
oblige his friend. I Ifmaeel Adil Shaw obferved in anfwer, that on 
Boorahan Shaw’s attack of Mahore, he had never interfered with 
requcfls, and to oblige him had refrained going againft Goa; that as 
it ms the cool feafon, and he did not chufc to remain at home, he 
fliould make a tour of his dominions, and particularly vidt Sholapore 
and Nuldirrukj therefore he hoped BooraJian Shaiv would iffue- 
orders to Ids araras on that frontier not to be alarmed or conceive 
imaginary terrors. Boorahan Nizam Shaw, being perfeiflly eafy from 
apprebenlions on the fide of Guzarat and Berar, replied to Ifmaeel 
Ail Shaw, that he would do well not to depart from his defire, and 
efleem remaining unmolefled at home as the luckiefl event for Ids 
interefr. 

Ifmaeel Adil Shaw, who had marched from Beejapore, received 
this mefiage at Bahmeti All, while at evening prayers ; after which 
he moved w ith' only four hundred horfe and forty foot, and reached 
the river flowing under Nuldirruk before evening prayer tlie next day. 

He then difmifled the ambafladors of Nizam Shaw, telling them, 
he had performed every office incumbent on friendfliip, and fhould 

now 
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now wait foe' his royal brother to come, as he had done repeatedly 
before, and amufe himfelf with a view of«thc tempeftuous fea of 
battle. ' 

Booraban Nizam Shaw did not refufe the invlution; but in con- 
jundion with Ameer Bereed, marched fpeedily .with twenty five 
thoufand horfe and a gieat train of artillery to the frontiers of Beeja- 
pore. Ifmaeel Add Shaw left the difpofition of his army to Affud 
KJian,* who foimed all the fons of foreigners and Raajepoots into one 
body, as a light corps, under command of Sunjir IChan, fon of 
Mirza Jehangeer Koomi, obferving, that their fathers were moftly 
old, fo that this was a day for the fons to fliew their aftivity. He 
took, as ufual/ command of the right wii^, leaving the left fo 
Mufiapha Aga, Secunder Aga, and Kiiooflt Kuldee, Turkilh amias 
of dlftinguiflied abihties. The center was commanded by the fultan 
in perfon, who joined as foon as tlie line was formed. When the 
umbrella, ftandard, and ^ flags of the enemy, which were formerly 
wliite, appeared green, the fuUan.alkcd the caufe, and was told, they 
were given to Boorahan Nizam Shaw by fufian Bahadur of Guzarat." 
While he was fpcaking, the light corps began to engage.’ Ifinacel 
Add Shaw, upon this, advanced brifkly with his whole line, and an 
engagement enfued, fo well fupported, that vidtoiy hung on the 
balance between botli parties for fbme time. At length Khoordiced 
Khan, commander in chief of the Nizam Shawee army, being' 
kdled, hb troops fled in tlie utmoft difordcr. Boorahan Shaw was 
totally furrounded by the Mogul horfb, and in danger of being killed 
or taken prifoner, when feme of his body guards, by a deiperate 
effort, freed thciv fovercign, and carried liim from the field with the ' 
^ utmoft precipitation to his capital of Alimednuggur, without waiting 
to collcQ: the fcattcred army. ’ Much plunder fell into the hands of 
the MdorSi and the fiipcriority of Ifmaeel Adil Shaw became eftab- 
^ . liftif^ o\cr all Dckkan. This ^iftory he called the vitftory of the 
foreigners fons, vho now rofc in his^ftccm 3 and many of them were 

raifed 
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raifed to* the rank of nobility, in rew*ard for tbcir fervices. This was 
the la(t conteft between* Ifmaeel Adil Shaw and Boorahan Nizam 
Shaw. An alliance was formed between the two fultans, who had 
an interview on their frontiers, in whiclt it was agreed that the former 
lliould have full right to reduce tlie country of Koottub Sliaw, and 
the latter to add Berar to Ills pofleJffions. 

In confcquence of this agreement, Ifmacel -Adil Shaw, in tlie 
year 940, having brought over Ameer Bereed to join him, marched A. D, 1553. 
into Telingana, and laid fiege to Kowilcondah, one of the capital ^ 
fortrefies on the frontiers of that kingdom. When he had nearly 
reduced it to furrender, he was taken ill of a violent fever which 
obliged him to take to his bed. Finding his diforder encrcafe, the 
fiiltan fent for A/Tud Khan and Ameer Bereed, -who were detached 
to lay wafte the country of Telingana, and exprefled his defir6 that 
they fhould continue the fiegc, uhile he retired to Koolburga for 
change of air, till his recovery Biould enable hint to rejoin his army. 

It was accordingly fixed that the fulftn fhould begin his journey the 
next morning in a palanquin 5 but, before day, a fevcrc fit returned, 
and joined him to the eledt on the fixteenth of Suffir, 941, after a a,I>.j 534. 
glorious reign of twenty five years. ' 

Afiud Khan having embalmed the royal corpfe, placed it in a 
clofo litter, and font it privately to Kookec. He concealed die fol- 
tan’s deatli for two days j at the end of which he communicated the 
fatal event to Ameer Bereed and all the principal nobility, whom he 
adinfod, to .avoid diiputcs between die two young princes, fons of the 
deceafed, in an enemy's country, to raifo the fiegc of Kowilcondah, 
and defer fettling die fiicccfiion till their arrh’al at Koolburga, \\ here 
they might feck infpiration to diredt their choice at the tomb of die 
blcfled * Syed Mahummud Geefoo-derauz, who lay buried near that 
city. All the amras approving the advice, botli the princes, with 

Afiud 
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AlTud Khan^at the head of the army, began their march from 
Kowilcondah, 

Ameer Syed Herraec relates, that Ifmaeel Adil Shaw \vas pru- 
dent, patient, -and liberal. He did not jcaloufly infpedl the payments 
and receipts of his treafury. He was generous, fond of forgiving 
criminals, never hftening to flander. He never ufed pallionate lan- 
guage. He had much wifdom, added to a found and penetrating 
judgment. He was a complete artift in painting, varnlfliing, mak- 
ing arrows and faddle cloths. In mulic and poetry he excelled moft 
of his age. He was fond of tlie company of learned men and poets, 
numbers of whom were elegantly fupported at his court. -He was 
delighted with repartee in converfation, and had a great fund of 
humour, which he often employed among his courtiers. No other 
fultan of Dekkan ever equalled him in the Rrength and wit of his 
remarks. He was fonder of the Turkifli and Perfian manners, 
mufic, and language, than the Dekkanec, which he feldom ufed. 
Tins partiality was owing to his being kept wliile young under the 
tuition of his aunt Dilfliaad Aggeh, who by defire of his father kept 
him as much as pofTible from the company of Dekkanees, lb that he 
had little relilh for the people or their manners. He ^vas buried at 
Kookce, near his father Eufuff Add Shaw.

fultan Ifmaeel Adll Shaw \Tas about to take his departure 
from this temporary manfion of care, he addrefTed Aflud Khan, ob- 
fen-’ing, that although he feared his eldeA fon, MuIIoo KJian, had 
not abilities to govern, j^et paternal affedUon led him to with he* 
might fucceed Iiim, according to birthright. He appointed AlTud 
Khan regent of the kingdom, with die fuUeft powers, and inilruc- 
tions to eftabliih the prince in the fuccelTion; conjuring him to 
remain ftedfaft in loyalty to him, as he had full reliance on his 
abihties to balance the folly and imprudence of liis fon. 

Sultan Ibrahim, the youngeil Ion, had long entertained ambition 
of the throne, and liad brought over many of the nobility to his 
interefl: ; fo that at their father’s death, the brothers ^ve^e near com- 
ing to open war, though in an enemy's country, and carrying on the 
Cege of ICowilcondah. Koottub Shaw, learning the difputes of the 
brothers, thought them favourable to his caufe, and commanded his 
troops to hover round the camp and Hop fupplies of provifions ; alio 
to cut off the ears and nofes of their prilbners, and then let them go, 
to terrify ^eir fblJotvs by fheiving Aeir mi/erable conditions. All 
the amras being engaged in one party or other, none would lead 
detachments againft the enemy, left advantage ftiould be taken by 
their rivals of their abfence ; and the camp followers, after^ having 
fuffered by the attacks of the Tclingas, refrained from bringing in 
K k * forage 
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forage or grain, fo that fajninc foon began to rage in the camp, and 
difeontent and dread feized the whole anny. Afliid Khan, who was 
refpefled by all ranks, finding the diibrders daily cncrcafing, rcfolvcd 
to put an end to them by the cxcrcife of his autliority. He firft put 
to deatli fomc evil minded perfons who had excited the princes to 
enmity, and confined others. Then calling together all the amras, 
he ftridlly forbad them to vifit eidicr of the princes, and attend him, 
as ufual during the life of the fultan, at tlie audience tents, that tliey 
might conduit publick affairs till a lucky inllant fliould arrive for feat- 
ing one or other of the princes on the throne. Both the princes and 
the whole army approved of the orders of Affud Khan, and agreed to 
acquiefee in his determination. The regent now detached a force 
to diflodge the Telingas from tlte vicinity of the camp, and placed 
firong guards of his own dependants over the prince^, informing 
them, that the aftrologers had unanimoufly declared ten days muft yet 
pafs before an inftant favourable for acceffion to the throne would, 
arrive, and that it was his opinion, remaming fo much longer in an 
enemy’s country would be imprudent j therefore he advifed the im- 
mediate march of the army to Koolburga, where they might invoke, 
the blefied fpirit of Syed Mahummud Geefoo-derauz to influence 
the inauguration* ' ’ 

The princes confentmg to follow his. advice from necclEty, the 
fiege of Kowilcondah was raifed without delay, and the army moved 

^KooWrargi, wliere AiTud Khan conluhed widi^the principal 
^ladies of the haram of his late fovereign and the nobility^on the choice 
of a king. Moft of them being of opinion that his lafl will fliould be 
followed, he acquiefeed , and confining fultan Ibrahim, to prevent 
difturbances, placed Mulloo Adil,Shaw on^the throne, 'who was 
immediately acknowledged by the nobility and army. - Aflud 
Khan, on his return to Beejapore, being dilgufted at the behaviour of 
^ the new fultan, gave up fultan^^fbmhim to the care of his grand- 
mother, Boobojee Khatoon, and refigning his employment at court, 
. retired 
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tetired to Ws jagliirc pf Balgotn, ivith all liis family. Mean Ilinaeel 
Dekkancc was raifed to die office of prime minifter in his ftead. 

■ Sultan. Mulloo, now left atithout a check on his inclinations, 
^ve lumfelfiiptothe plealures of w'ine, mufic, dancing, and low 
Vices ; in gratifying which he fpent die whole of his time, leaving 
the direflion of affairs to his abandoned favourites. He foon became 
difguflfiil to all the worthy part of his fubje(2s, whofe children, if 
they pleafed him. he feiaed by force, and draped to his f” 

■lliaLLl purpofes. At length he demanded the fon of Eufuft ^an, 
anoblemL of high rank among the Turkifh officers, who fpurning 
at the tj-rannical order, ,the anger of the fultan was raifed pd he 
fent guards with orders, if Eufuff refufed complying with his de- 
mands. to bring him his head.- The Turk beat off the royal fyco- 
phants. and the fame day retired in fpite of great oppolition to 
his own jaghire of Kuppore, with all his fimily and troops. Offier 
perfons of honour following his example, left court, and “ 

dieireftatesi but the fultan, notwithftanding thefe commouons. did 

not alter his conduft. ^ 

Boobojee Khatoon. mother to the late kmg, difgufted at the llil- 
• n , Jpfid vices refolved to depofe him, for the eafe of the 
« a^ftri^’ oTgovernment to her ftmily. She wrote to 
MlOian, that^ Mulloo ivas unwordiy of the ffirone fhe w^ed 
L wo^ alfift in depofing him. and proclaun fultan Ibr^im. 
■R r ff Khan difoatching one of his friends to Balgoan without 
deUy advifed Affud Khan, that, forced by the tyranny of Mulloo 

S, he had fled from Bee.apore, and m th” 

the dowager queen. Affud Khan in reply obfened, 'ha^ “s the 
behaviour of *e fulta'n was difgulhng to aU ranks^ men. the fafety 
honour of the tote required that hh fliould follow the advip of 
Siobojee Khatoon widiout delay. Eufuff Klian now fent back her 
meffen«rs with offurances of implicit compliance with her,tom- 
“ K k z mands; 
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mands j and fliortly after, on a day appointed between them, making 
a forced march to Beejapore, fuddcnly entered the citadel with two 
hundred friends well armed. Noor IChan, tlic commander of the 
garrifon, made but little oppofition. Mulloo Klian v/as feizcd, and 
blinded, by orders ot his grandmother, togetlicr witli his youngefl 
brotlier, Ulloo Khan, after an inglorious reign of only ftx months. 
Sultan Ibrahim was immediately after feated on the throne, amid the 
acclamations of the nobility and people.

Ibrahim AdU Shaw, immediately on his accelGon to the throne, 
rcjefting the names of the Imaums from the khootbah, reftored the 
exercife of the fooni ceremonies; and commanded that no perfon 
Ihould wear die fcarlet cap of twelve points, which had been worn 
by all the troops of his father, in imitation of the Perfians. He 
entertained Dekkanees in his fervice, and admitted only four hundred 
foreigners to remain In -his body guard. All the foreign nobility, 
except Afiud Khan Laree, Klioofli Kuldie Aga Roomi, and Shujahuc 
Khan Koord, were degraded. Dekkanees and Abyllinians were 
promoted to their offices. All die foreign troops being diTmilTed, but 
four hundred, they entered into the fervices of different princes. 
Ramraaje of Beejanuggur took three thoufand of diem into ins pay, 
gave them great indulgences, and allowed diem to erefl a mofque 
in their quartets at Beejanuggur. He had the koraun placed before 
him when they came to pay their compliments, that they might 
falute him w ithout breach of the rules of then- religion. 

Ibrahim Adil Sliaw, by his new regulations,* obtained an army 
of thirty thoufrnd cavalry, but moftly huelings who rode Iiis horfes. 
a-he cudoms of Ifmacel Add Shaw were totally laid afide, and the 
publick accounts, which had been kept in PcrCc, were changed 
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to Hindooeli, under the mamgement of bramins, iHvho fooii acquired 
great influence in the adininiftration of government. Aflud Khan 
was ordered to keep Dekkances in his fcrvicc,' and follow the fooni 
faith. He out of a thoufand foreigners difeharged fix huridred ; but 
refufmg to change his religion, in camp and on his own jaghircipub- 
lickly encouraged the flieea ceremonies, and 'the* >fultan thought it 
prudent to wink at his difobcdicnce. Ibrahim -Adil Shaw the yeir 
after his acceflion led his army to Beejanuggur, on tlie requifition 
of the roy j but before the particulars of the expedition are recited, it 
IS neceflary to difplay the caufes which led to it, and give fome 
account of the revolutions of Beejanuggur. . 

The go' ernment of Beejanuggur had remained in one fimily, in 
uninterrupted fucceffion, for feven hundred years; when Scoroy 
dying, was fuccceded by his fon, a minor, who did not live long 
after him, and left the throne to a younger brother. He alfo had 
not long gathered the flowers of enjoyment from the garden of 
royalty, before the cruel Ikies, proving their inconflancy, burned up 
the earth of his exiftence with tlic blaftmg wind of annihilation. 
Being fucceeded by an infint, only three months old, Hcemniaje, 
one of the principal miniftcrs of tlie family, celebrated for great wif- 
dom and experience, became fblc regent, and was cheerfully obeyed 
by all the nobility and vaflals of'tlie kingdom for foity years; 
though, -on the arrival of the young king at the age of manhood, he 
load poTfonei him,'’ and put an infant of Vns famWy CfniiKt; thtone, an 
order to have a pretence for‘ keeping the regency in his own hands. 
Heemraajc at his death was fucceeded in office by bis fon Ramraaje, 
who having married a daughter of the fon of Seoroy, by that alhance 
gready added to his influence and power. By degrees railing his own 
^ family to the highefb ranks, and deftroying many of the ancient 
nobility by various intrigues, he at lengtli afpired to reign an his own 
name, and totally extirpate thc.flimily of Seoroy. Many, of the 
nobility, houeier, refAing to acknowledge his authority, he, in 
‘ *. com- 
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compliance with their prejudices, placed on the throne an infant of 
the female line, and committed his perfon to the care of his uncle 
Hojc Termul Roy, who was not without a caft of infanity in his 
mind, and from whofe weaknefs he apprehended no danger of com- 
petition. Ramraajc, in the ipaco of five or iix years, by treachery 
cut off all thofe chiefs who had declared againft his claim to the 
throne ; and, having left the city of Beejanuggur under charge of a 
flave whom he had raifed to high rank, marched with a great army 
againft fome roles of the country of Malabar, who had witliheld their 
tributes. Thefe he foon reduced, and deprived them of their for- 
trefles j after which fuccels, he moved againft a powerful zemindar 
to the fouth of Beejanuggur, who held out for ftx months without 
the fmalleft impreflion, Uiougli fevcral general adions were fought. 

Ramraajc, having expended all the treafure of his military clieft, 
wrote to his Have to fend iiim a fupply from Beejanuggur, to enable 
him to continue the war. The Have, on opening the vaults of the 
Ircafury, was overcome with the defire of poflefling fuch immenfe 
wealth as they contained, and rclblvcd on rcbelh'on againft his patron. 
He fet at liberty the young roy, and having procured Hojc Termul 
Roy to embrace his intereft, aftumed the oftice of miniftcr, and 
began to levy troops. Several tributary roles, who were difgufted 
with Ramraaje, flew with Ipecd to Beejanuggur to obey their lawful 
A'diiy/ .and *ir ^ .ftwJ' Avew* Absuvlhud .hn-.Gv avad 

foot, were aflemblcd under his ftandard at the city; where now, by 
the advice of Hojc Termul Roy, they put the fiaVc to dcatli, left he 
/hould repent of his rebellion to Ramraaje. 

Ramnajc hearing of this revolt, inftantly patched up a peace w ith 
his enemy, and returned towards Beejanuggur ; but l>eing deferteJ 
by fcvcral of his firft nobility, who left him on Uie route to join their 
lawful fbvcrcign, he thought it advlfcablc at prefent to dellft ftom 
w'ar, and reft contented v.'idi his cvfcnfivc jagliircr. A treaty vs-as 
■ scccrdingly 
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accordingly concluded between him and the young’rby, by which he 
was allowed to remain in independant pofleflion 'of his country ; and 
quiet being now reftored, the nobility who had fupported tlie revo- 
lution, left their fovereign under the care of his uncle- Hoje Termul 
Roy, and returned to their feveral diftrifts.' Not long after this, the 
uncle becoming ambitious of royally', ftiruigled his nephew^, and 
feized the throne of Beejanuggur. As he was of tlie royal family^ 
the nobility, preferring his authority to tliat of Ramraaje, as the more 
honourable, became fubmiflive and obedient ; but in a fliort time, as 
he governed with .tyranny and oppreffion, they became difaifedled, 
and invited Ramraaje to return, and take upon him the adminillra- 
tion of affairs. 

Hoje Termul Roy having intelligence of the defigns forming 
agaihft him, dlfpatched ambafladors, with a large fum of money and 
many valuable prefents, to Ibraltim Adil Shaw, begging he would 
rnarch to his afliftance j in return for which he would acknowledge 
himfelf his tributary, and pay down a fubfidy of " three lacks of oons 
for every day that his army fliould march. Ibrahim Adil Shaw, 
tempted by the greatnefs of the offer, and the glory of having the 
roy of Beejanuggur for a tributaty, in the year 942, by advice of 
AfTud lOian, moved from his capital, and arrived at Beejanuggur by 
regular marches, without oppofition. ' He was conduced into the 
city by Hoje Termul Roy, who feated him on the mufnud of the 
raaje, and made rejoicings for feven days. Ramraaje and the con- 
c erate nobility nOw fent letters to the roy, expreflive of fbrrow for 
t eir rebellion, and afluring him of their future firm allegiance. 

ty reprefented in ftrong colours the evil confequences of the 
mufiulmauns remaining in the country; that their holy places and 
1,0 s would be defiled and deftroyed, and the children of all ranks of 
pcop c, as in the times of the Bhamcnee fiiltans, be made cap- 
tives. hey fworc, finally, never more to depart from obedience, if 

he 


* Porty thonfand pounds. ’ 
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he would procure the retreat of the fultan to his own dominions. 
Hoje Tennul Ro/. thinking he had now no farther ufe for his allies, 
requefted the fultan to return, and paid down ‘fifty lacks of oom, 
the amount of tlae fettled fuhfidy, befidcs making prefents to a vaft 
amount ; among tliem were twelve fine elephants and feme beautiful 
horfes. 

Ibrahim Adil Shaw had not yet recrofled the Kiftnah, when Ram- 
raaje and the confederates, who had bribed many of the troops in tlie 
city, broke their newly made vows, and haftened towards Beejanug- 
gur, rcfblved to put the roy to death, on pretence of revenging die 
murder of- his predecefibr. Hoje Termul Roy, feeing he was be- 
trayed, fliut himfelf up in the palace, and becoming mad from 
defpair, blinded all the royal elephants and horfes, ulfo cutting off 
their tads, that they might be of no ufe to his enemy. All the 
diamonds, rubies, emeralds, other precious flones, and pearls, which 
had been collected in a courfe of many ages, he cruChed to powder 
between heavy millftones, and fcattered them on the ground. He 
then fixed a fword blade into a pillar of his apartment, and ran his 
breaft upon it wth fuch force, that it pierced through and came out 
at his back 5 thus putting an end to his cxiflencc, juft as the gates of 
die palace were opened to his enemies. Ramraajc now became roy 
of Beejanuggur without a rival, 

Ibrahim Adil Shaw, hearing of tins revolution on his arrival at 
Roijore, difpatched rUTud Khtn with the grcalcft part of his army to 
reduce the important fortrefs of Oodnee, which was on tlie point of 
furrender, when Ncgtaderee, tlic j'ounger brotlier of Ramraajc, 
marched from Beejanuggur witli a great nnny to relieve it. Aflud 
Khan, upon his approach, raifed the fiege and moved towards him. 

A lharp engagement enfued, and A/lud Ivlian, finding that he ivas 
likely to have file word of the aiUon, from the %-aft fupsriority in 
L 1 numbers 

• So cntfcn hui^rrf ihoahnJ poxids and upwards. 
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numbers of the enemy, retreated in good order, but was followed 
fourteen miles by the viftors, when he encamped ; and Negtadcrcc# 
in order to be ready to harafs the retreat the next day, halted in tuU 
fecurity at the diftancc of only two miles from him. Allud Khan, 
who had ardently wiflre'd for fuch an event, towards the dawn of day, 
with four thoufand chofen horfe, furprized the camp of Negtadcrcc, 
whofe felf-confidencc had left him wholly off liis guard agalnfl fuch a 
manccuvre. Affud Khan penetrated to his tents before he received 
the alann, and he had fcarcc time to make his efcape, leaving his 
treafiires, family, and elephants, to tlic mercy of the vidlors. When 
the day had fblly cleared up, Ncgtaderec collet^cd Ids Scattered 
troops, and drew up as if to engages hut feeing Affud Khan refolute 
to maintain his advantage, and fearing for the perfonal fafety of 
his wife and chddttn, he declined hazarding a battle, and, retiring 
fome miles off, fixed his camp j from whence he wrote Ramraaje an 
account of his difafier, and requeffed reinforcements to enable him 
to repair it. Ramraaje immediately fent fupplies of men and money# 
openly declaring his intentions of carrying on the war, but privately 
informed his brother,’ that he had reafon to imagine Ibraliim Adil 
Shaw had not been led merely of his own will to befiege Oodnee ; 
that he fufpefted the zemindars of tliat quarter had invited him to 
make war, and that many of the nobility with him v, ere fecretly in 
his intereft ; therefore, he thought he would z€t prudently by malc- 
ing peace with the muffulmauns at prclent, and procuring the releafe 
nf his wife jwad fajsiiy imw ^ i.*? 

quence of the defires of his brother, liaving procured tlie mediation 
and influence of Affud Khan, addrellcd the fultan for peace ; which 
being granted, and all affairs fettled to the fatisfadliOn of both fbtes, 
Ibrahim Add Shaw returned to Beejapore, with Affud Khan, and 
the reft of his noblhty and army, . 

In this expedition, fome malicious perfons told tlie fultan that 
Affud Khan had received an iminenle fum of money, befides jewels, 
^ - and 
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And gold and filver plate to a great amount, from Ramraaje, as a 
preftnt for the releafe of his prilbncrs and mediation of the peace. 
Ibrahim Adil Shaw, inflead of being diiplcafed, or coveting the great 
fum faid to have been received, reproved die informers for their dif* 
honourable proceeding j fajang, He returned God thanks diat he had 
a fer\'ant, whom great kings ieared Ib, as to pay him contributions 
and wear the collar of his fubmiffion on their necks. He then, in 
prefence of the informers, called for AGtid Khan, and honoured him 
ivith a fuit of his own robes, and other di/linguifiiing marks of 
foiour* which confounded his enemies, and for fome time prevented 
their machinations againft him. 

The fultan having on his return to the capital made Afiiid Khan 
prime nunifter and commander in chief of his armies, added fUU 
more to tlie emy of his enemies, who took all opportunities of hint- 
ing to the fultan, that Iiis influence w'as growing to a dangerous 
pitch. Though thefc infinuations had for a long tunc no effedt, yet 
at length fome impreflion was made by them on the royal mind, and ' 
the fultan, in private, exprefled his wifii to humble the miniAef, 
Eufuff, a companion of the fultan's pleafures, thinking tliis a lit 
inftant to alarm tlie fears of his mailer, oblcri'ed, that Aflud Khan, 
from a fimilarity 6f religion, held fncndly correlpondence ivith 
Boorahan Nizam Shaw, to whom he meditated refigning the fort of 
Balgoan, and becoming his fervanc. This report alarmed Ibrahim, 
and he alked his confidant the furcll method of ruining his mini/lcr. 
Eufufradiifed tliat he lliould invite AiTud Khan to court from Bal- 
goan, on pretence of the felUval of the circumcihon of the young 
prince AH, ^^hcn, if he came, it would be calj' to confine liis per- 
Ibn, or reduce his authority, Thclultan*s ^^'ate^-coolc^ happened to 
•be prefent at this confultation, and told it in confidence to his own 
family, who revealed it to their friends} fo that in a fliort time the 
fultan’s dlfpleafurc at the mimfler became the topic of converlatlon 
among"^ ranks; and Aflud Khan became on his guard. When the 
h 1 2 roj'al 
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royal order was fent commanding him to court, he excufed himfelf 
from attending, on pretence of illneft. Attempts were then made to 
corrupt his fervants to poifon him, but all in vain ; only ferving ftdl 
more to guard him from the effeCts of treachery. At laft it was de- 
termined, that EufulF fhould have grants of lands in the viciniiy of 
Balgoan, and retire to them mth his dependants, to be at hand to 
feize any favourable opportunity that might offer of furprizing tlic 
minifter. 

Afiud Khan, who was experienced and cautious, was not to be 
deceived by the arts of his enemies. One day, however, he chanced 
ith few attendants to vifft a garden-houfe at fome diftance from 
Balgoan, leaving orders for four hundred horfe to follow him. A 
fpy of Eufuff's, who was ignorant of this order, haftened to inform 
his employer that the miniffer had gone out almoft alone, and might 
with cafe be taken prifoner, if he would be fpeedy in his ’■motions. 
EufufF immediately advanced towards the garden, which, to his 
difappointment, he found furrounded by troops. Seeinghowcver his 
own force fuperior, he refolved to effe<a his defign by force ; but was 
fiiamefully beaten off by Affud Khan, who^ returned tnumphant to 
Balgoan, widi many prifoners. 

•Ibrahim Add Shaw pretended that this attack was made without 
his confent j and to make it lb believed, ordered EufufF to court, and 
confined him ; at tlic fame time writing to AfTud Khan that he was 
much difpleafed at die imprudent boldnefs of a miftaken fervant, and 
would punifh him’ in any manner the faitliful minifter of his kingdoms 
fliould defife. AfTud Khan, who knew fully the fultan^s real wifti, 
fent back a petition, rcfpcdUully felting forth, that he hmilelf was 
the guilty perfor, and wifhed to coroe to court to implore pardon for 
lus faults } but that as Ids majeffy from his gracious difpofition had 
l>ccn plcafcd of his own accord to oicrlook his tranfgrcffions, he was 
at a loft for uords to exprefs a fcnfc'iSf-flich bounty. He with Iiis 

letter 
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letter fent back all hjs prifoners, after having prefented them with 
khelauts, and committed to their charge a valuable offering for the 
fultan. 

This difagreement of the fultan and the miniftcr being known 
through all Dekkan, Nizam Shaw and Ameer Bereed caft their eyes 
on tlie dominions of Beejapore, and circulated a report that Ailud 
Khan had promifed to deliver up Balgoan, whenever they fliould 
approach with an army. In the year 949 they invaded the territories 
of Ibraliim Add Shaw, and having wrefted the five diflridts depend- 
ant on Sholapore from his officers, gave them up to the fervants of 
Khajeh Jehaun Dekkanee, afterwards moving towards Balgoan. 
Affud Khan, though he had originally not the leaff /hare in tlie in-' 
vailon, out of neceffity, to fave his eftates from devaftation, joined 
them on their approach with fix thoufand horfe. The allies, infpired 
with frefli courage by this fuccefs, /pread fire and flaughter through 
the country to the environs of Beejapore 5 and Ibrahim Adil Shaw not 
thinking himfelf able to oppofe in the field, retired with his family to 
Koolburga. 

Affud Khan, fiill earned: to ferve his prince, though abandoned 
by him, privately difpatched AIi Mahummud Budukh/hi, one of his 
faithful /ervants, to Elichporc, the capital of Bcrar, reprefenting to 
Ummad Shaw, that from tlie firangc turns of inconftant fortune, and 
the viciflitudes of chance, an afioniffiing event had taken place, by 
which he was ^ confounded in a labyrinth of difire/s 5 but that if he 
would march to the aid of Ibraliim Adil Shaw, he would join him 
immediately when he /bould reach the borders of his country. Um- 
mad Shaw, in compliance with his requeff, moved without delay 
tow'ards Koolburga ; and Boorahan Nizam Shaw and Ameer Bereed, 
who were then before the citadel of Beejapore, upon inf elligence of 
his march, raifed the fiege, after burning the fuburbs of the city and 
laying wa/le the environs, intending to prevent a jundion witli Ibra- 
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him AdU Shaw. Aflvid ICIian on the route quitted the nilies, and 
with all his followers joined Ummad Shaw, to whom he reprefented, 
that the traitor EnfufF, having filled the mind of his prince with 
fufpicions of his loyalty, and Ibrahim liftening implicitly to every 
report to his diflionour, the minifters of Boorahan Nizam Shaw had 
from political views openly declared, that he had offered to join 
their mafter if he would invade Bcejaporc. Sultan Ibrahim, believing 
this, had entertained *the higheft dilpleafure againfi him, removed 
him from office, and attempted to deftroy his life by fcveral methods. 
The enemy, feeing their arts fuccefsful, had invaded the country; 
and, neglected by his mifguided (bvercign, he was out of fclf-prc- 
fervation obliged to join them for a time ; but that as Ummad Shaw 
had come to his affiftancc, he threw himfclf on his protedlion, to 
clear him if pofiiblc from the accufations of his enemies in the eyes of 
fultan Ibrahim : but if that could not be effcdlcd, he declared he 
would refignedly fubmit to any punifhment he Ihould decree for hU‘ 
involuntary offences. 

Ummad ShaW, convinced of the integrity of Affud Khan, con- 
duited him the fame day to fultan Ibrahim j to whom he foon made 
clear the error he had been guilty of in lifiening to the enemies of his 
faithful miiufter. Ibrahim Add Shaw clalped Affud Khan in his 
embrace, expreffing forrow for his ill-ulage ; and to convince him of 
Ids fincerlty, impnfoned Eufuff and his creatures, who had abufed 
his confidence, bellowing the traitor’s eftates on Ein al Moolk Cana- 
anee, an officer of diftin^on, whom Affud Khan had prcaoiiled upon 
to quit the fendee of Ameer Berced. This reconciliauon foon 
changed ilic date of affairs. Ibrahim with Uinmad Shaw marched’ 
to give the allies battle, but they retreated with expedition towards 
Dowlutabad and Ballagaut. The fultan followed them, and took 
ample revenge for the depredations on his country, by burning and 
deftroymg the territories of his enemies. Ameec Bereed dying at 
Ballagaut, Boorahan Nizam Shaw was reduced to bcgfbr peace, and 

the 
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the venerable Shaw Taliir was fent as his ambaflador to obtain terms. 

It was agreed, that the five diifbri^ fhonld be reftored to Ibrahim 
Adil Shaw, and that Booralian Nizam Shaw fliould not again invade 
-his dominions. The treaty being figned, and exchanges made, the 
fovereigns returned to their feveral capitals. 

The following year, 9 ^o, Ibrahim Add Shaw married the daugh- A, D. 1543. 
ter of Alla ad Dien Ummad Shaw, named Rabieh Sultana, and'thc 
nuptials were celebrated with royal magnificence. Boorahan Nizam 
Shaw, jealous of his military reputation, and vexed at his late defeat, 
could enjoy no repofe till he recovered the pergunnahs he had been 
obliged to cede to Beejapore. On fome dif^fts breaking out be- 
tween Ibrahim Add Shaw and Ummad Shaw, he found opportunity' 
of executing his defigns ; and having formed alliances with Ramraajc 
and Jumfheed Koottub Sliaw, marched with his omi army and the 
troops of All Berecd and Khajeh Jehaun to the borders of Beejapore. 

He laid wafte many didri( 5 ls, and feveral times defeated the army fent 
to oppofe his progrefs. Jumdieed Koottub Shaw entered the countiy 
by anotlier road, and feized the diflrifl: of Kaknee, in which, he built 
a ftrong fort, poflefled himfelf of all the pergunnahs to the ^va^s of 
Koolburga, and laid fiege to the fortrefs of Angeer, near tlie city of 
Saughcr. Ramraajc fent his brother Ncgtaderce with a great army 
to reduce the fort of Roijore 5 fo that Beejapore, attacked at the fame 
time by three powerful princes in feparatc quarters, w^as full of 
danger and difordcr. 

Ibrahim Adil Shaw was at a lofs how to aft ; and no opinion of 
Jiis counfellors fatisfjdng him, he at Jcngtli called AlTud Klian from 
Balgoan to his prefence, and demanded his advice on the alarming 
crifis of afiairs. Afllid Khan replied by ob/endng, rliat Boorahan 
Nizam Shaw wus the true cneny’’, who had pre^ ailed on the reil to 
commit hofUlitics, and if he could be removed, it would be caCy to 
manage the others. He adi bed, that peace fliould be made w ith him 
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by refigning the five dillrids dependant on Sholapore, and that am- 
bafladors fliould be fent to Ramraaje with letters and prefents to 
procure his fricndfiiip ; obferving, that fmall conceffions would obtain 
his forbearance from war, as his own country, Carnatic, was not yet 
fully fettled, many roics being in a Hate of rebellion ; tliat when free 
from the attacks of thefe two great powers, he would take the 
chaftifement of Koottub Shaw upon liiinfclf, and, by the royal 
aufpices, in a little time recover all the places he had taken from 
Beejapore fo unjuftly. 

Ibrahim Adil Shaw, lending the ear of confent to this advice# 
a£ted according to it, and found every point turned out as the pru- 
dent minifter had foretold. When peace was concluded with Boora- 
han Nizam- Shaw and Ramraaje, Afihd Khan marched againft 
Jumlhecd Koottub Shaw, took the newly erefted fort of Kaknee in 
• three months by ftorm, and levelled it with the ground. He thea 
moved towards Angcer, but Koottub Shaw raifed the fiege on his 
approach j and, not thinking it prudent to hazard an engagement, 
retreated to his own dominions. AlTud Khan followed him dole to 
the walls of his capital, Golconda, when Jumflieed gave him battle,’ 
but was defeated in a very fevere a^ion, himfelf receiving a wound in 
his cheek fi-om AlTud Khan as they fought, without being known to 
each other, hand to hand. Ailud Khan after a glorious campaign 
returned triumphant to Beejapore, where he w'as received by the 
fultan, who regarded him as his deliverer, with the higheft honours. 

Some little time after this, Boorahan Nizam’ Shaw, at the inlH- 
gation of Ramraaje, moved again to reduce Koolburga, and Ibrahim 
Add Shaw marched from Beejapore to oppofe him. Upon his 
arrival near tlie town of Ooijaan, he found Nizam Shaw fixongly 
potted on the oppofite bank of the river Beemrah; and feeing it 
impofTible to crofs, the fultan encamped on this fide. Both armies 

ay ina ivc during three months of the rams, in fight of each other, 
) with 
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with the river between them. At Icngtli, Ibrahim Adil Shaw, tired 
of delay, found means to cro^, and a general adlion enfued imme- 
diately, in which Nizim Shaw was totally routed with veiy great 
lofs ; leaving two hundred and fifty elephants, feventy pieces of can- 
non, and other appendages of royalty, to the vi(5tors, Ibrahim Adil 
Shaw in this battle fought peribnaJIy with the greatefi bravery, krUing 
tlirec antagonifts with his own hand ; but he attributed his viiflory to 
the conduct of Afliid Klwn, on whom he conferred feveral diftridts in 
addition to his jaghire. 

The fultan, puffed up by vain glory, after this vidtory growing 
haughty and imperious, treated the amballadors of Nizam Shaw in a 
contemptuous manner, and behaved tyrannically to his own fubjedls, 
putting to death many, and fevercly punilhing others of his principal 
nobility, for flight offences, which occafloned difaffedUon to his 
government. Boorahan Nizam Shaw taking advantage of the diiJen- 
tions, again invaded his dominions, and defeated him in two general 
engagements jn the fpACc of fix months, taking many elephants, and 
committing fuch ravages as threatened the very exiflence of his govern- 
ment. Ibrahim, thinking his lofies were occafloned by the difaf- 
fedtionofhis amras and the bramins at tlxe head of civil affairs, put to 
death forty Hindoos and feventy raufliilmauns of rank, in the /pace of 
two months, on mere fu/picion j lb lighting up the flames of leverity-, 
that high and low about his court were terrified and difmayed, living 
in conftant apprehenfion for their iafety. At Jafl, numbers reduced 
to delpair, formed a confpiracy to detlirone the fultan, and place his 
brother Abdoolla in his room. One of the conlpirators, in hopes of 
great rewards, betrayed tlie plot to Ibrahim, who put him to death, 
with mofl: of tliofe againft whom he had informed. His brother, 
fultan Abdoolla, with much difficulty made Ms efcape to Goa, wliere 
he V. as honourably received by die Portugue/e, who afforded him 
protedtion. The fultan, enraged at his flight, puniflied all the bra- 
min fpies witli various tortures, in tlic great fquare of Beejapore, till 
M m tliey 
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they expired in agony. Having again entertained fuij3icions of die 
fidelity of Aflud Klian, he. neglcftcd him fo much, that the old 
minifter was fei^jcd with grief, and for felf-protedHon took up h^s 
refidence at Balgoan, from whence he fent a confidential friend, with 
an offering of nine clephanii, hine horfes, and many valuable curi- 
ofitles, with the following letter to the fultan, 

VERSE, 

“ Why, Ah ! why art thou thus eflranged from me ? What have 
I done, what haft thou hcatd, what haft thou feen of me ^ 

If I have committed a fault, to my head the fabre and the 
fliroud I But to vex a friend is not generous. 

^ ** I know not the'eaufes of this unkmdncfs, nor what can have 

V occafioned fuch great coldnefs. ‘ ^ ^ ^ 

“ Whatever crimes interefted perfons may at the moft glorious 
“ audience of the fultan have attributed to the charge of tins loyal 
“ Have, I acknowledge an hundred in place of one , but I know not 
“ their accufations , and, like the ’wolf of EufufFunfeen, aminno- 
** cent of their forgeries. I never palTed tliem from my tongue, nor 
** conceived them in my mmd;,fuch ideas have noplace m the 
conception of the Jlave. ^ 

“ The reafon of the delay of the humbleft of Ilaves in his fbr- 
trefs, and not coming to the court glorious as the fun, is to pre- 
** vent the injuries of his enemies; who, in the auguft prefence, 
** reprefent the punty of his intentions and fincerity of attachment in 
" the moft unfaithful manner. Drawing the ftains of difaffeihon 
“ over the face of his behaviour, they have made the peaceful recefs 

*< of 
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** of tlic king’s heart a cell ofTorrow, nay» a mine of fire. Some- 
times accufing the faitliful flavc of treachciy, they diminifli the 
« purple glow of his chearfulnefs; and fometimes mixing the pure 
** gold of his loyalty with /ufpicious alloy, melt him in the torment- 
ing crucible of grief and forrow. 

If the unreftraining klndnefs of the king of kings compaflion- 
“ ates my fituation, and the aulpicious hint fhould be ilTued for the 
“ difgrace and fliame of my enemies, I will at the end of a month, 
when the rains lhall be concluded, haften to kifs tJic feet of the 
** throne of illuftrious royalty. In one month, witli prefents and 
** offerings, I will haften glad and rejoicing to the court."’ 

Ibrahim Adil Shaw, moved by the above letter from AfTud Khan, 
having treated his family with many marks of favour, was going to 
fend them to Balgoan, when fuddenly the rebe^on of the prince 
Abdoolla breaking out, his miftruft of the minifter was renewed, and 
his favourable intentions towards him laid alide. 

Sultan Abdoolla, after his cfcape to Goa from ,the cruelties of his 
brother, by the advice of many of the nobility of Beejapore, entered 
into a correfpondence with Boorahan Nizam Shaw and Jumflieed 
Koottub Shaw, in hopes of obtaining their fupport of his caufe. 
Thefe princes, feeing the confufed ftate of affairs at Beejapore, and 
the difguft of Afilid Klian, joined in promifes to place him on the 
throne j and wrote the Portuguefe of Goa, that from the cruelties 
and tyranny of Ibrahim Add Shaw fiich troubles muft icon break 
out in his government, as he could by no means overcome or ex- 
tinguifh 5 therefore they wiflied the pnnee Abdoolla might be lent to 
them, as they intended featmg him on the throne of Beejapore. ’The 
Portuguefe agreed to join m promoung their views, but obferved, 
they could only fucceed by the co-operation of AfTud Khan. 

M m 2 Boorahan 
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Boorahan Nizam Sliaw, on receipt’ of tliis anfwer, difpatched 
one of his principal bramins to Affud Khan, to prevail on him to join 
in the plan ; but that faithful mimfter, ftarting with horror at the idea 
of difloyalty, told the bramin indigniritly, tliat but for the laws of 
nations which forbid the killing ambafiadors, he would put him to 
death j commanding him, if he regarded his fafety, to depart in- 
ftantly from the reach of his authority, left refentment ihould get the 
better of his paflions, and make him offend againft the rules of 
, policy. The bramin returned with hafte to Nizam Shaw, but tlie 
Portuguefe feeing that all the powers of Dekkan, excepting AlTud 
Khan, were joined to fupport Abdoolia, marched with him from 
' Goa, and he aflumed the royal titles. Almoft all the nobility of 
Beejapore were preparing to defert fultan Ibrahim, and come over to 
him, when an accident changed tlic fece of affairs. Aftud Khan 
being taken very ill, Boorahan Nizam Shaw, fuppofing he might 
die, call the eye of avidity on the fort of Balgoan, and inftcad of 
marclung to Beejapore vvith fultan Abdoolia, which would have en» 
fured him acceflion to the throne, halted at Mirch, to cany on hfs 
own defigns. He fent his bramin again to Balgoan, with a vaft fum 
of money to corrupt the foldiers of the garrifon to give it up to liim, 
in cafe Aftiid Khan (hould die. The bramin had nearly fucceeded in 
his commiffion when the plot was difeovered by Aflbd Khan, \vho 
put him to death, together with feventy of the foldiers whom he 
had bribed to give up the fort to his employer. ^ The nobility of 
Beejapore upon this event, fully convinced that the old minifter had 
no fliare in the rebclUon of Abdoolia, returned to their allegiance to 
Ibrahim Add Shaw ; and die other adherents of the rebel prince 
began to fall off daily. 

The difordcr of Affud Khan continuing, and old age rendering . 
nature too weak to ftrugglc agamft it, he prepared to meet death, 
and entreated fultan Ibrahim to honour him "with a farewell vifit in 
ihc following verfes; 
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“ Hafte, like the morning breeze, to tlie garden offrjendfliip; 
“ Come, like the fportive cyprefs, to the parterre. 


Sultan Ibrahim thinking it advifeable to contply tvith his requeft, 
mtlie month ofMohirrim, 956, marched exped.tioudy towards Bal- 
goanr but when he had pafled S.kkree r^ewed account of hrs 
death. The fultan, arriving the fame night 
forted Ids mourning family with khelauts, and affuran«s of royal 
favour, but all his eftates and treafures he took for Ins own ufe. 
The Portuguefe marched back to Goa with fultan Abdoolla, and 
the other alhes thought proper to retreat to their own dominions. 

Affud Khan tvas famed for his judgment and wifdom, and in his 
. condua of the important affairs of Sf 
Ifmaeel Add Shaw, he juftly exalted the ftand^d ^ , 

near forty years he was the patron and ptoteflor of *e nobles and 
difting^ed of Dekkan. He Uved in the 

tfteel with a magnificence and grandeur furpafiing all his cotem- 
ponry nobiUty. The fovereigns of Beejanuggur and every coun^ 
oSinga mfpea to his great abmties, frequendy honoured him 
letfers and valuable prefents. His houfehold fervants, Geor- 
Circaffians, Hindoos, and Abyflinians, amounted .0 tivo hun- 
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without the kujjuk, or goad ; but as thofc animals have frequently 
fudden flarts of vice, tliis mode of guiding them has not been much’ 
followed. Ibrahim Add Shaw, agreeably to his laft will, gave his 
daughter Mataab Bibi in marriage to Ali Screed Shaw, with whom 
he fought an alliance. 

Boorahan Nizam Shaw, foon after the death of AlTud IChan, 
having fent ambafladors to Ramraaje, prefents and profeflions of 
regard Were interchanged between them ; upon hearing of which, 
Ibrahim Add Shaw treated the ambafladors of the latter who were 
with him at Beejapore with 'great flight, and they returned abruptly 
withdut taking leave, to Beejanuggur, where they avowed to Ram- 
raaje, that fultan Ibrahim, out of refcntment to his alliance with 
Nizam Shaw, had they not made their cfcape, would have put them 
to death. Ramraaje, enraged at this affront, wrote to Nizam Shaw, 
that as Ali Bcreed had preferred to hb alliance that of fultan Ibrahim, 
it would be prudent ‘to take from him the fortrefs of Kallean in 
revenge for liis defcrtion. 

Boorahan Nizam Shaw without delay moved from Ahmednuggur 
with a great army, and, furrounding Kallean, eifedlually blocked 
up all communication from without. Ibrahim Add Shaw marched 
to relieve it j and advancing within fight of the enemy, pitclied Ins 
camp, round which he threw up a mud wall, not chufing to offer 
battle. As Nizam Shaw would not raife the fiege, he allb fortified 
his camp. Sultan Ibrahim now ordered' his ‘Bcrgee officers, who 
were very expert in predatory excurCons, to flop up the roads, and 
prevent all fupplies of grain and forage from going to the enemy. 
His orders were fo well executed, that a famine foon prevaded in the 
camp of Boorahan Nizam Shaw, fo that in the month of ** Ramazan, 
ihc king and his army, the believers and Hindoos, all failed alike 
^ from

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from abfolute neceffitjb Nizam Shaw in this diftrefs confulted his 
generals and nohUity, fome of whom adviled raifmg the fiege and 
retreating to Ahmednuggur, and others, making peace with Ibrahim 
Adil Shaw ; but Shaw Jaffier and Cafim Beg gave their opimons for 
offering battle to the enemy, and Nizam Shaw approved their coun- 
fcl. Accordmgly, Syef ad Dien Bin al Moolk, with other amras, on 
the morning of tlic 'Eeed al Fitter, at dawn of day, furprized the 
camp of Ibrahim Adil Shaw, whofe troops were off their guard, and 

employed in preparing for the fefUval. The fultan, who was then 

in the warm bath, had fcarce time to make his efcape ; and his 
troops fled in fuch confufion, that all the tents, baggage, and 
artillety, were left to the poffeflion of the vidlors. Nizam Shaw, 
elated by his fuccefs, aflaulted the fort of Kallean, and the garrifon, 
alarmed at the defeat of their friends, laid down their arms, and 
furrendered without attempting any oppofmon. 

Ibrahim Adil Shaw after his defeat, in order to fave his own ter- 
ritories from-devaftation, invaded the enemy’s country j and coming 
fuddenly before Porundeh, finding the gates open, rufiicd with a 
large body of troops into the fortrefe, which fubmitted, and was 
given in charge to one of his Dekkanee amras. He then laid wafte 
the country round, and having colleaed contributions, upon advice 
that Nizam Shaw was approaching, retreated touards .Beejapore. 
Nizam Stow marched to recover Porundeh j but before he had 
arrived witifln many miles, the cowardly governor, being alarmed, 
without acquainting any one of his defign, fled by night, and his fol- 
lowers the next m'oming imitated the example of their chief. The 
third day after, the empty fortrefs was taken poffeflion of by the 
former maftcr$. • 

Ibraiiim Adil Shaw put the cowanJIy Dekkanee to death on his 
arrival .at Beejapore, and began to make preparation to retake, the 
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fort of Kallean. Booralian Nizam Shaw, upon advice of his defigns, 
fent ambafladors to Ramraaje, who agreed to meet him near Roijorc, 
when they might form a plan foe their mutual operations in tlie war. 
Ramraaje, agreeable to his promlfe in the year 959, moved with a 
confiderable force to the place appointed for an interview, and Nizam 
Shaw meeting him, it was refolved, tliat tlie former fliould have 
Mudkul and Roijore, and the latter the city and dependancies of 
Sholapore. The allies laid fiegc to Roijore without delay j and upon 
its being taken, the garrifon of Mudkul furrendered the keys to 
Ramraaje, without making any oppofition; and he, having left his 
younger brother with an army to affift Nizam Shaw in the reduftion 
of Sholapore, returned to Beejanuggur. Nizam Shaw took the place 
m a fliort time, and having ftrengthened it, returned to Ahmed- 
nuggun 

Upon the death of Boorahan Nizam Shaw, a peace was eftab- 
•liihed between his fuccellbr fliltan HoulTein and Ibrahim Adil Shaw, 
who had a friendly meeting on their borders, and parted much fatis- 
fied with each other j but this good undeiflanding did not laft long, 
and agreement was changed to war. Khajeh Jehaun Dekkanee, who 
had fled to avoid the refentment of his fbvereign Houffein Shaw, 
coming to Becjaporc, infpired fultan Ibrahim with the deflrc of 
retaking Sholapore j and for this purpofe he concluded treaties of 
friendfhip with Ramraaje, and invited into his fervice Syef Ein al 
Moolk, commander in chief to the late Nizam Shaw, who had taken 
refuge in Berar from tlie oppreffions of his fucceflbr. His offers were 
accepted by that general, and the fultan conferred upon liim high titles, 
v\ ilh confiderable jaghires, and an immediate prefent of money. By 
his advice he (bon after fpread the umbj:Aa of royalty over the head 
of Shaw Ali, fon of Boorahan Shaw, ^who iiad taken refuge at his 
court; intending, firfl: to feat him on the throne of Ahmednuggur, 
and then to poflefs himfclf orKallean and Sholapore, in reparation of 
his former defeats and lofles. Pic firft fent Shaw Ali, with two 

thoufand 
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tlioufand horfe that had joined him from Ahmednuggur, to attempt 
drawing over the nobility of tliat kingdom to his caufe, but with little 
fuccefs ; and Houflein Nizam Shaw having put his array in motion, 
faltan Ibrahim marched from Beejapore, after diftributing large fums 
among his forces by way of encouragement. 

Both armies met in the plains of Sholapore, and dre^v up to en- 
gage. Ibrahim gave the 'command of his right wing to Syef al 
Moolk' Canaanee and Ankufs Klian, and that of the left to Noor 
Khan and Iinmaam al Moolk ; liimfclf taking poft with tlie houfe- 
hold troops in the center. The herawul, or advanced line, was 
commanded by Syef Ein al Moolk, who began the a(5lion witli great 
impctuofity } but fultan Ibrahim difapproving his feparation fo far 
from tlic main body, fignified, that on the day of battle the heratvul 
fhould remain nearer the army, in order /boner io receive fupport, if 
neceflary. The general returned foranfwer, that his majcfty*s obferva- 
tion was very juft j but that as he had advanced fo far, to return would 
only give fpirits to tlic enemy. When he had faid this, he pufhed 
On to the charge ; and on the firft onfet feized the enemy’s cannon, 
tt'liich lie fpiked up, ^nd drove the enemy's herawul back on their 
main body : by this he was reiblutely oppoftd, Houdein Shaw com- 
manding in perfon. Many hundreds were llain, the army of Nizam 
Shaw began to give way, and muft have been inevitably defeated, 
had the gallantr>' of Syef Ein al Moolk met with tlie fmalleft fupport. 

At this crifis, ievcral amras who had been repulfed from the left of 
Ibrahim Adil Shaw ad^'anced to the affiftance of their fbvcrcign, and 
almoft furrounded Syef Ein al Moolk ; who now in his turn began 
to be confufed ; but feeing the umbrella and llandards of fultan Ibra- 
him, he, as was always his cuftom on delpcrate occa/lons, difmount- 
cd from Ids horfe, rcfolvcd to conquer or die. Some weak people 
who faw him dilmount, told the fultan, that Syef Ein al iMoolk, 
having gone over to the enemy for a bribe, had juft alighted to pay 
his compliments to Houilcin Nizam Sha\v. Ibrahim Adil Shaw, 

N n who 
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who upon his firft advancing had entertained fufpicions of the gene- 
ral’s fidelity, was now convinced of their tnith, and without an 
inftant’s delay fled from the field, and did not ftop till he readied 
Bcejaporc. vSyefEmal Moolk, feeing the rout of tlic king, nobly 
fought his way tlirough the enemy witli great lofs, and, upon his 
arrival near the city, fent word rc/pc^lfully to the fultan, tliat he 
had loft all his baggage, and was without tents or any covering for 
himfelf or miferable followers; tliercforc he begged an advance of 
money from the treafury, to enable him to repair his lofies and come 
to the prcfenccin a proper manner. The fultan, wlio regarded Ins de- 
feat as owing to his firft difobcdicnceof orders, replied, that he wanted 
not fuch inattentive and obftinatc fcrvanls as himfelf, and that he 
might provide for himfelf wherever he could. SyefEin al Moolk, 
who could not accufe himfelf of any crime, was overwhelmed with 
aftoniftimcnt, and fent back his mclTcngcr to reprefent to tlic fultan, 
that he had ferved him to the danger of his life with unlliaken fidelity, 
and facrificed five hundred brave relations and friends in the battle for 
his majefty ; that in his prefent miferable fituaiion he could not move, 
had no other refuge but his threflioli and no other place where to 
lay his head; that he was his flavc, and could not move to any other 
court. The fultan imagining there was fomewhat of infolencc in the 
latter part of the raeflage, ordered the bearer of it to be beaten and 
turned out of the prcfcncc. . ^ 

Syef Em al Moolk now defpairing of afliftance from the fultan, 
had recourfe to the advice of his friends how to proceed. They 
propofed his going to his jaghire, and raifing the coUedhons of the 
autumn harveft, then juft, ripe;, after which, fhould the fultan fend 
a force to expel him, he might retire wherever he" ftiouldifee ,beft. 
Bin al Moolk, approving the plan, marched from Beejapore to the 
diftrifls of Maan, and collecting the revenues, divided them among 
his followers. ] Ibrahim Adil Shaw fbon after fent one of his amras 
\vith five thoufand horfe to expel him from the countiy; but the 
t royalifts 
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ro}*aliRs were defeated; and Ein al Moolk from this fuccefs being 
grown bolder, colleiled the revenues of many dUlrifts, as Mahvehi 
Mirdj, and fome others. Tlic fuJf.in upon tliis, detached againft 
him ten thoufand horfc and foot, under command of Beafs Koolli 
and Diilawer Khan liubthee, who were alio defeated ; and fo many 
elephants and horfes, with fucli a quantity of valtiahle baggage, fell 
into the hands of the rebels, that Ein al Moolk, becoming formida- 
ablc, extended his views to eftablilh himfclf in the country as an 
independant chief, for which purpofc he began to levy additional 
troops. ' 

Ibrahim Adil Shaw tliought proper now to march againft the 
rebel in perfon, at the head of five thoufand chofen horfe, tliree 
tlioufand foot, and a great train of artillery. Ein al Moolk encamp- 
ed on die river of Maan j and the fuUan arriving, remained fome 
days on the oppofite bank without attacking him j which encouraged 
the rebel, wlio now rcfolved not to leave the country widiout fight- 
ing, and for three days together advanced towards the fuJtan’s camp, 
as if to engage, but as often retreating ; and the royal amiy remained 
under arms each day from dawn till funfet, expe«51ing the attack. On 
the fourth day, Syef Ein al Moolk alfo put his troops'in motion;' but 
the roj^l army, fuppofing that his defign was only to parade, as on 
the preceding days, neglc«5led to make preparations, only keeping 
up the common guards of the camp. At length, the enemy’s 
llandard appearingin fight, Ibrahim Adil Shaw 'drawing up his troops 
in great hafte and irregularity, moved out of the camp to give battle. 
Ein al Moolk, 'averfe from engaging the fultan in perlbn, confulted 
with his fi-iendsj obfervmg, tliat it was treacherous to fight again/t 
the royal umbrella; to which all aflented, except Mortiza Khan 
Anjoo, ivho remarked, that the umbrella did not fight, thcrclbrc 
there was no danger of fliedding ro}'aI blood. Ein al Moolk, plealed 
with this cafiiifiiy, altered Jiis mind, and without delay charged tlic 
royal armyj and attacking the center, ^\hcrc fultan. Ibraliiin \\as 
' N n n polled,, 
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port-cd, prcfTcd fo vigoronlly that it w.-vi foon difordcrccl, and 
fuUan fled; upon which hU who*c line K'uke, and i!ic victory uas 
decided in favour of Ein al MooU:, who fcivcd the royal umlirclla, 
clcpliants, artillcty, and other infignw of empire, hclidcs al! the 
tenl5 and luqgagc. The fuUan flmt hiinfclf uj> in the citadel of 
Bccjaporc ; and fo great was the alarm of the people on this defeat, 
lint the ruin of the royal family was pronounced to he inevitable. Sycf 
Ein al IMoolk followcil hi5 fuccefs, .and cajnc before Bccjaporc, 
where he for fcvcral da)s aflaultcd variou* parts of the city, and cn* 
deavoured to cut off all fuj)plics of proviflons from the inhabitant?. 

In this exigence, Ibrahim Adil Shaw applied to Ramraajc for 
afiiflance againfl the rcbeh, fending him a prefent of a large fumj 
upon wluch, that roy difpatchcd Ins brother Ncgi.idcrce witlia great 
force to expel the enemy. Sycf Ein al Moolk, imitating yVflltd 
IClian, rcfolvcd to furprizc the infidels ; but Ncgtadcrce having in- 
telligence of his defigns, ordered his troops to be on tlicir guard ; and 
having procured long faggots, with cloth deeped in oil bound round 
one end of each, commanded his followers upon the alarm being 
given to light tltcm, and, lioldlng them up as high as pofliblc, give 
the troops a full fight of the enemy. Ein al Moolk, agreeably to 
his intentions, luving one night chofen two thoufand men for the 
purpofc, marched \vitli Sullabut Khan to the enemy's camp, which 
he was allowed to enter unmolcftcd ; but upon a fignal given, all the 
brands were inllantly lighted up, and Ncgtadcrce, who w*as prepared 
with his troops, rufljcd upon the firprizcrs, who expelled no refin- 
ance, wnth fuch fucccls, that above five hundred of diem were killed 
before the detachment could clear the camp. Ein al Moolk and 
Sullabut witli tile greatefi; difficulty made tlicir cfcapc ; but lofing the’ 
road through the darknefs of the night, a report fpread in iiis camp 
on the return offomcof the fugitives, , that he was killed; and Iiis 
troops being immediately firuck witli a panic, feparated, and fled to 
different quarters. Ein alMoolk.apd Sullabut IClian^ with two hun-' 
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horfe about daylight arriving at their ground, and feeing it de- 
£ted fled in con&fion by the route of Maan to the 

Ql,^w where they fought protcaion, but were bafely affaflin- 

proper place, in the hiftory of that dynafty.

flicca faith. The clerk of the kitclicn, wlio had at hrrt favoured the 
def/gn, no fooner heard the mtention of changing t}}c rcUglan c[b.b- 
liflied, of which lie was a flrifl follower, than he revealed tlie plot 
to the fultan, ^vho put all the conlpirators to deatli, but his brother, 
efcaped to the port of Goa. Ibrahim now became fufpicious of his 
fon, and font him N^itli his tutor to the fortrefs of Mirch, giving 
ftrid orders to the governor Seconder Khan to watch him clofely,* 
and prevent any perfons of the flteea fcdl from approaching his per- 
fon, or their dodtrincs to be mentioned in his prefence. It happened, 
however, that the governor and his fon in law, Kamil Kljan Dek-’ 
kance, were privately fliceas j Ib tliat inftcad of obferving the orders 
of the fultan, they attached thcmfclves finnly to the prince, endea- 
vouring to acquire his good opinion by indulgence. When the fultan 
was taken ill, and his end appeared nigh, tlie prince frequently 
afeending the pulpit in a mofque, read tlie prayers after the ntual of 
the fliceas, and fbmetimes KamilKlian officiated. This behav'four com- 
ing to die knowledge of the fultan, he rcfolved to appoint his younger 
ion, Thamafp, to die fucceflion ; but learning that he was by far a . 
more zealous fheea than his brother, he ^vas enraged againfl him, and 
committed liim to confinement in the fortrefs of Balgoan. ^ He then 
faid he fliould leave the fucceffion to be determined by the decrees of 
providence, and the miniflers of government to ele^t either of die 
princes they might chufe for tbeir fovereign. ^ 

When the life of Ibrahim Adil Shaw was defpalred pf, Mahum-,^ 
mud Kifliwer Ivhan, governor of the diftridls of Bikree, Balgoan, 
and Roibaugh, of great wealth and influence, moved towards the 
fort of Mirch, reprefenting toScewnderKhan, who commanded that 
garrilbn, that as the fultan's end V'as approacliing, it yras ^probable ^ 
that many officers of tlie court and jaghiredaurs ivould embrace 
the caufe of fultan Thamalp, and rai/c d^ntions in the Rate j there- , 
fore it would be prudent to fpread the umbrella of ro^^lty over the 

head 
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heiid of prince AH immediately, and let him encamp under the walls 
ofMirch, that the people might join his ftandard, and he be able to 
move toBeejapore without delay on the death of his father. Secunder 
Khan, approving this precaution, invefted fultan Ali with the infignia 
pf royalty, and fent his fon in law, Kamil Khan, to attend him out of 
the fort. He was immediately joined by Kifhwer Khan, who pre- 
fented him With a large fum of money, and was honoured witli the 
hlielaiit of commander in chief, and Kamil Khan Dekkanee was ^Ifo 
raifed to the rank of nobility. The news of the prince’s operations 
fpreading abroad, tlie troops repaired to his ftandard from various 
quarters, and many of the nobility of the court, with the body guards, 
quitted Beejaporc, and haflened to pay tlieir compliments. Upon 
the death of Ibrahim Adil Shaw, fultan Ali witliout delay moved 
towards the capital, and was met on the route by all the officers of 
the court, with the infignia of royalty belonging to his father, which 
they laid at the feet of their fovereign. On his arrival within two 
miles of the city, he afeended tlic throne in the garden of JCiffi- 
wer IChan. All the fyeds and learned men pronounced prayers 
for his fuccefs, and the nobility and officers, railing their t'oices in 
congratulation, prefented offerings. The fultan gave orders for a 
town to he erefted near the place, to commemorate his acceffion ; 
which was foon built, and called Shawpore. His attention to the 
flourifliing flate of religion he gave immediate proofs of, by ifluing 
orders for the khootbah to be read through all his dominions in the 
name of the Imaums, as during the reign of his grandfather. He 
ordered forty perfons to be employed in his train as criers, to utter 
curfes againfl; and abufc the Sahabch, agreeably to the ceremonies of 
the flieea fe£l; which was accordingly done in the mofqiics, at the 
publick audiences, and whenever the fultan appeared abroad. As 
juflice is a treafure, which encrcafcs by expenditure, and a building 
which fire cannot burn, nor the engines of viciffitndc deftroy, the 
fultan, by his attention to equity, became tnrolled among the juft 
monarchs ; paying fuch regard to'the cafe and rights of the fubje*, 

' that 
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that the revenues of h\s dominions -were encreafed, and the circle of 
his kingdom greatly extended. 

In the Jirll year of his reign, as he was eager to recover the forts 
of Kallean and Sholapore, which had fallen into the po/Teffion • of 
Nizam Shaw, %nthout waiting for the cuftomary compliment of am- 
hafiadors from the furrounding powers to congratulate his acceffion, 
he difpatched Kifliwer Khan and Shaw Abou Teraab Sheerazee to 
negotiate a treaty of alllince at Beejanuggur; at the fame time fend- 
ing Mahummud Houficin Suddeefcee for the fame purpofe to Ah- 
mednuggur. Ramraaje received the ambafladors with proper ho- 
nours, and fent back one of his confidential officers with Kiffnver 
Khan, to congratulate the fultan*s acceffion ; but Nizam Shaw, who 
wasjealous of the defigns of AU Adil Shaw, did not ffiew the proper 
compliments to his erobafly, nor fend any in return, but gaveflrong 
marks of dlfguft and enmity. AU Adil Shaw, who was intent on 
extricating his dominions from the Ioffes of his father by alliance with 
Ramraaje, on die death of a fon of that monarch, with uncommon 
prudence and rcfoludon went, attended by one hundred horfe, to 
Beejanuggur, to offer his condolancc on the melancholy occaffon, 
Ramraaje received him with the greatefr rcfpeifr, and thefultan with 
the kindeft perfuafions prevailed upon liim to lay afide his mourning. 
The wife of Ramraaje adopted the fultan as her fon, and at die end 
of three days, which were fpent in interchanges of friendly profef- 
fic.is, he took his leave j but as Ramraaje did not attend him out of 
the city, he was difgufled, and trcafiired up the affront in his mind, 
though too prudent to fficw any figns of difpleafurc for the pre/ent. 

All Add Shaw, on his return from Beejanuggur finding tint 
the enmity of Ilouffcin Nizam Shaw ivas daily cncreafing, intimated 
to him tharit was clear ro the whole norld, that the forts of Kal- 
Ican and Sholaporc belonged to his fiimily by encient right, though, 
owing to the misfortunes of liis father, they Ind paflcd into that of 
O o Nizam. 
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Nizam Shaw ; but Uiat now he hoped they would be reftored, or at 
Icall: the fonner, from confidcrations of regard. Shaw Houflcui 
Anjoo, though he ufed every argument, could not prevail on Nizam 
Shaw to give up either place to remove tlic caufes of contention i fo 
that the flames of enmity every day blazed higher- At Icngtli AH 
Add Shaw fent another ambaflador to Ahmednuggur, reprefenting, 
that paflTion and ncgleft in matters of fuch importance did not become 
great kings; therefore, to prevent ill confcqucnccs, Nizam Shaw 
muft give up the forts, when agreement and.fricndfldp would cn- 
creafe between their ftates ; but if not, he might cxpcjfl tlie march 
of an army into his dominions, which fljould be laid waftc without 
mercy. 

Houflein Nizam Shaw, inflamed by this meflage, fent back, a 
reply fo indecent in expreflion as to be unfit to relate j which cn- 
created the anger of Ali Add Shaw, who without delay changing 
the colour of his umbrella and' ftandard from yellow to green, the 
colour of Nizam Shaw, by way of defiance, according to the cuhom 
of Dekkan, challenged him to come and reclaim his honour. ^ 

. In the year 966, Ali Add ShaW having called Ramraaje'to his- 
afliflance, they in concert invaded the dominions of ilouflein Nizam. 
Shaw, and laid them wafte in fuch a manner, that from Porundeh to 
Khiber, and from Ahmednuggur to Dowlutabad^ ' not a mark of 
population was to be feen. The infidels of Beejanuggur, -who ibr 
many years had been wilhing for fuch an event, left no cruelty un- 
pra€lifed. They infulted the honour of the .muflulmaiin women, 
deftroyed the mofques, and did not rclpedl even the facred koraun. 
Houflein Nizam Shaw, by the advice of Cafim Beg Hakeem, Shaw 
Jaffier, and other miniflers, declining any oppofition in the field, 
retired to Puttan, and after feme time purchafed his peace by giving 
up Kallean to Ali Adit Shaw ; but the enemy had no Iboner retired 
from his dominions, than he entered into alliance with Ibrahim 
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Koottub Sliaw, and marched in conjundtion with him to retake the 
fort he liad juft furrendered. Ali Add Shaw, upon receiving intel- 
ligence of the league againft him. difpatched Kifliwer Khan and 
Abou Teraab to Beejanuggur, to demand aid from^mraaje; and 
alfo invited Ali Bereed to enter into alliance. Ramraaje, who 
knew the abilities of the fultan. judging thatjhould he refufe his 
affiftance, he would makepeace with the mufliilmaun powers, and 
attempt the recovery of Mudkul and Roijore marched to jomhim 
«dth my tlroufand horfe and a great army of foot. The allies met 
hn the banks of the Krftnah, and moved immediately towards Kal- 
le'an, which was then befieged by the united armies of Nizam Shaw 
and Koottub Shawee. 

Ibrahim Koottub Shaw, according to his ufual mode of embracing 
the ftrongeft party, quitted his ally, and came over fuddenly to Ah 
AdU Shawi upon which Nizam Shaw without delay retreated to 
Ahmednuggur , but as the allies foUowed him with the utmoft expe- 
^“n to th!t city, he did not think proper to rem^ , and havmg 

holv places: but, notwithftanding the »cge > ^ • 

iLft vigour, the gairifon held out rwth refolunon. hoping. 
Aat at th! approacl, of the rainy feafon, the enemy would be 
necenitatcd to raife the fiegc. 

When tlie rains had fct In, from the floods, damp, and want of 
proviftons, diftrcfc began to pres a J in *1“= “ 

Koottub Sliaw alfo fccrctly corrcfponded with tlie bLficgcd, to ivhoni 
he privately font in grain. Ah Add Shaw, fufpedlins the caufes^of 
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the obllinancy of the befieged, and, probably, jealous of the' beha- 
viour of his Hindoo allies, perfuaded Ramraaje to raife the fiege, and 
march againft Sholapore* Upon their arrival within fome miles of 
that fortrefs,' Kilhwer Khan, feeing tlie danger of tlie aggrandize- 
ment of the Hindoo prince, reprefcnted to Ali Adil Shaw, that 
fhould the fort of Sholapore fall, Ramraaje would moft probably 
keep it forhimfelf, and extend his views to the neighbouring coun- 
tries ; that, therefore, it would be more advifeablc to endeavour at 
acquiring the fort of Nuldirruk by his aid, and leave the reduction of' 
Sholapore to a more convenient time, when there would be no fear 
’of rivalry in the pofieffion. Ali Add Shaw, approving this advice, 
perfuaded Ramraaje to alter his views, and move to the place where 
raja Nul had formerly crefted a ftrong fortrefs. Here, after throw- 
'ing up an extenfive work of done, the allies took leave of each 
other, and returned to their fevcral dominions, , * 

^ * 

'• In the firft expedition, ’on which Ali Adil 'Shaw prefled by the 
>bchaviour ‘of Houficin Nizam Shaw", had called Ramraaje to his 
affiflance, the Hindoos at Ahraednuggur committed great^butrages, 
and omitted no mark of difrcfpcil to the holy religion of the faithful, 
finging and performing their fupcrftitious worfliip in the mofques. 
The fultan was much hurt at this infult to the faith j but, as he had 
. not the ability to prevent it, he did not feem to obferve it. Ram- 
raaje alfo, at the concluflon of this expedition, looking on the Iflaam 
fultans as of little confequence, refufed proper honours to their am- 
bafladors. When he admitted them to his prefence, he did not 
defire them to fit, and treated them with the moll contemptuous 
referve and haughtinefs.. He made them attend when in publick in 
his train on foot, not allowing them to mount till he gave orders. 
On the return from the laft expedition to Nuldirruk, the officers and 
foldicrs of hh army in gencral,**'lrcatcd the mufiulmauns with info-- 
lence, fcoffing.'and contemptuous language; and Ramraaje, after 
taking leave, cafhng an eye of avuhty on the cotintrics of Koottub 
’ * Shaw 
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SKaw and AdiV Shaw, dUpatched armies to the frontiers of each. 
All Adil Shaw, to purchafe peace, and preferve the reft of his 
dominions, gave up the diftrifts of Outungpote and Bakreekobe j 
and Ibrahim Koottub Sha-w, for the fame end, refigned Kowilcon- 
dah, Bankul, and Kimbore. 

Ramraaje daily continuing to encroach on the dominions of the 
munhlmairns, Adil Shaw at length refolved, if poffible, to pimilli 
his infolence and curtail his power, by a general league of the faith- 
ful againft liim; for which purpofe, he convened an alTembly of his 
friends and confidential adsdfers. Kifliwer Klian Laarec and Shaw 
Abou Teraab Sheerazee, whofe abilities had often been experienced, 
reprefented, that the fultan’s defirc to humble tlie pride of tlie roy of 
Beejanuggur undoubtedly meritorious, and highly pohtic, but 
could never be effected, unleft by a general alliance of the liiltans of 
Dekkan, as the revenues of his country, colledted from flvty feaports, 
and numerous flouri/hing cities and diftrifts,' amounlcd to an immcnTe 
fum; which enabled him to maintain a vaft forCe, againft which no 
finglc fultan of the muflulraauns could ftand with the fmalleft prof- 
peit of fuccefs. Ali Adil Shaw, approving tbefe remarks, com- 
manded Kifliwer Khan to take mcafures to effect a general alliance ; 
and an ambaflador was diipatched without delay to found the wnfhes 
of Ibrahim Koottub Sliaw, and open to him, if prudent, the defigned. 
plan. 

. Ibrahim Ko6ttub Shaw, who had long been inwardly flung with 
indignation at the hauglitincft, infolcncc, and ufurpations of Ram- 
raaje, eagerly agreed to the propofed alliance, and olfered Hmfelf as 
mediator fo efFcil a union of friendfliip between Aii Add Shaw and 
Nizam Shaw, promifing to obtain for the former tlie fort ofShob- 
porc, which had been the caufc of all their difagreement. Witi) 
this view, fultan Ibrahim immediately diipatched Muftafa Klmn 
Ardlftaancc, the moft intelligent nobleman of his court, to Air Adil

Shaw, with orders, if he fliould find hiin fmccrc in his intentions, 
proceed to Ahmednuggur without delay, and conclude the alliance. 
Muftafa Khan, on his arrival at Bcejapore, feeing every reafon to 
believe that the fultan was refolvcd on the defign of alliance, and 
war againft the infidels, departed for Ahmednuggur \vithout delay," 
and laid his commifiion in a private audience before Houffein Nizam 
Shaw. He reprefented to him, that during the times of the Bhamc- 
'nee princes, when the whole ftrength of the mufliilmaun power was 
in one hand, the balance between it and the force of the roies of 
Beejanuggur was nearly equal; that now the muflulmaun authority 
was divided, policy demanded tliat all the faithful princes fiiould 
unite as one, and obferve the ftnaeft fricndfiiip, that they might 
continue fecure from the attacks of their powerful common cnerhy, 
and the authority of the roles of Beejanuggur, who had reduced all 
the rajas of Carnatic to their yoke, be diminiflied, and removed far 
from the countries of Iflaam ; tliat the people of their feveral do- 
minions, who ought to be'confidercd as the cliargejof the Almighty 
committed to their care, might repofe free from the oppteflions of the 
unbelievers, and their mofques and holy places be made no longer 
the dwellings of infidels. 

Thefe remarks had a full cfFc<5l upon the mind of Houflein Nizam 
Shaw, who was pleafed at the fincerity of Muftafa Khan, ' and treated 
him with the moft honourable attentions, fo that the mimfier had 
every opportunity he could defire of promoting lais .views, and which 
hedid not negleft. After a negotiation of. feme days, it was deter- 
mined, that Houffein Nizam Shaw fliould give his daughter Chaund 
Bibi in marriage to Ali Adil Shaw, with the fortrefs of Sholapore as a 
portion ; and that he (hould receive the filler of that prince, named 
Huddeeah fultan, as a confort for his eldeft fon fultamMortiza ; that 
a firm frlendlhip fiiould for the future fubfifl between both Hates, 
and that tliey (liould unite finccrely to»reduce the power of Ramraaje, 
and march againft him in conjundion without delay. . When thele 
\ points 
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points were fettled, Moolla Einaut OoUa came with Muftafa KJian 
as ambaffador to JBeejapore; the proper treaties and agreements 
were drawn up, and confirmed by the moft folemn oaths. On 
the fame day, nuptial rejoicings and icftivals were held at Beejapore 
and Ahmednuggur, and the two prince/Jes ient in great pomp and 
magnificence to their feparatc courts ; after which, HouBein Nizam 
Shaw, AU Adil Shaw, and Ibrahim Koottub Shaw, as alfo Bereed 
Shaw, began with great vigour preparations for the war againft 
Ramraaje. 

All Adil Shaw, preparatory to the war, and to afford himfelf a 
pretence for breaking with his ally, dilpatched an amba/Tador to 
Ramraaje, demanding reftitution of Ibme diffridls that had been 
tvrefted from him. As he expc«fled, Ramraaje expelled tlie am- 
^ baffador in a very difgraceful manner from his court; and the united 
fultans now haftened the preparations tocrulh the common enemy of 
the Ifiaam fiiith. In the year 972, the four princes met with their A. 0.^564. 
armies, on the plains of Beejapore, and on the twentieth of Jummad 
al Awul the fame year, marched in conjundlxon from that neigh- 
bourhood. After fome days, they arrived near the banks of the 
Kiftnah, at Talicote; where, as that place belonged to Ali Adil 
Shaw, .he’cntertained his allies %vith great fplendour, and font ffrifl 
orders to all the governors of his dominions, to for%vard ilipplies of 
pvz'jw&wr frsvii io $h£ 

Ramraaje, tliough he faw the union of the muflulmauns againft, 
him, did not defeend in the leaf! from his former haughtincis, hut 
treated their ambafladors with fcomfiil language, and regarded their 
enmity as of little moment. He firft dilpatchcd his youngefl: bro- 
ther Eeltumraaje, with twenty dioufiind horfo, five hundred ele- 
phants, and one hundred tliouftnd foot, to remain on the bank of 
the Kiftnah,. and block up all tlic paflages of that river. After this 
force, he font his brother Negtadcrcc witli a great army, and follow- 
ed 
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ed himfelf, by flow marches, with the whole power of his dominions*f 
The allied princes, finding, that all the known ferries and fords were, 
blocked up by the enemy, difpatched their ipies to explore the river, 
in hopes of finding fome place at winch they might be able to crofs 
their troops ; but, after much fearch, ft was found that the only fafe 
ford for aa army was dire<5tly in their front, and in pofleflion of the 
enemy, who had thrown up works fortified with cannon and fire- 
works on. the oppofite bank. The allies upon this informatioa held 
a council, at which it was determined that they ftiould march ex- 
peditioufly to another part of the river, as if to crofs, in hope that the 
en^y might quit their flation to follow, when they might return 
fuddenly, and gain the dcfired ford without interruption. The army 
of.Iflaam, agreeably to this plan, moved the next, morning, and 
continued to do fo for three days fucceflively, which deceived the 
enemy, who quitted tfieir flations, and followed their courfe along 
the^oppofitc bank of the river. The fultans on the third night fud- 
dcnly decamped, and moved with fo much rapidity, that the next 
day they gained the ford which the enemy had deferted, and crollcd 
the river without oppofitlon. In the morning they moved to withia ’ 
ten miles of the camp of Ramraaje; who, though furprized at their 
,a<flivity, was not alarmed, commanded his brothers to joia him, and 
kept flrifl watch during night round his camp, apprehending a 
furprize. The day following the allies arranged their army, in order 
of battle. The right was entrufled to Ali Adil Shaw, the left to Ali 
Bcrecd Shaw and Ibraliim KoottubShaw, and the center toHoufiein 
Kizam Shiw. The artillery, faftened together by ftrong chains and 
ropes, u'as drawn up in front of the line, and the war elephants, 
placed in various pofifions, agreeable to cuftom. Each prince exalted 
hb particular ftandard in the center of h»s own army, and the allies, 
moved irtcloie order againfl the enemy. 

Ramraaje entrufled his left to his brother Eeltumraajc, to opppfe 
KcottubShaw, and his right to hb other brother Ncgtaderce, againfl 

AU 
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AU Adil Shaw ; while he himfelf commanded in his center. Two 
tlioufand war elephants and one thou/and pieces of cannon were 
placed at different intervals of his line. About twelve o'clock in the 
day, Ramraaje mounted a ‘finghaufm, in fpitc of the rcmonftranccs of 
his ofheers, who wiflied him to be on horfeback, as much fafer; but 
hefaid, there w'asno occafion far taking precaution againR children, 
avho would certainly fly on the firft charge. Both armies being in 
motion, foon came to battle, and the infidels begun the attack by vaft 
flights of rockets and rapid diicharges of artilleiy, which did not dif- 
courage tlie allies. A general action took place, and many wereilain 
on both fldes. Ramraaje finding a different behaviour in the enemy 
from what he had expected, defeended from his finghaufin, and 
feating himfelf on a rich tlirone let with jewels, under a canopy of 
crimfon velvet, embroidered ^vith gold and adorned with frmges of 
pearls, ordered his treafurer to place heaps of money all round him, 
that he might confer rewards on fiich of his followers as deferved his 
attention. There were alfo rich ornaments of gold and jewels 
placed for the fame purpofe. -The infidels, infpired with the genero- 
fity of their prince, charged the right and left of the allies with fuch 
vigour, that they were thrown into difbrdcr; and Ali Add Shaw and 
Koottub Shaw began to defpair of victory, and prepare for retreat. , 
Houifein Nizam Shaw remained firm in the’center, and puflied Co 
vigoroufly that of Ramraaje, that it began to be confli/ed; upon 
which tlvi soy a.gala raoutvted his fmg,Kaufm» wluchwas foon after 
let fall by the bearers on the approach of a furious elephant belonging 
to Nizam Shaw ; and before he had time to recover himfelf and 
mount a horfe, a body of tlie allies took liimprilbner, and conduced 
him to Chela Roomi, who commanded the artillery. He carried 
him to Nizam Shaw, who ordered inftantiy his head to be flriick oflv 
and placed upon the point of a long Ipear, that his death might be 
proclaimed to the enemy. The Hindoos, according to cuflom, when 
they law their chief deflro>ed, fled in the utmoft confliflon and dilbr- 
der from tlic field of battle, and were purfued by the allies \%'ith fuch 
P p fuccefsful 
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fiicccfsful flaughtcr, that the river wliich ran near the iield was dyed 
red \Mtli their blond. It is computed, on the heft authorities, that 
above one hundred thoufand infidels were (lain in fight and during 
the purfiut. Tlie plunder was fo great, that every private man in 
the allied army became rich in gold, jewels, cffedls, tents, arms, 
horfes and flaves, as the fultans left every perfon in pofiefiion of what 
he had acquired, only taking elephants for their own ufe. Firmauns 
with accounts of this very important vidlory were difpatched to their 
ieveral dominions, and the fultans, a few days after the battle* 
marched onwards into the country of Ramraaje as far as Anicondeh* 
and the advanced troops penetrated to Beejanuggur, which they 
plundered, razed the chief buildings, and committed all manner of 
excels. When the -depredations of the allies liad deAroyed all the 
country round, Negtaderec, who had cfcaped from the battle to a 
diftant fortrefs, fent humble entreaties of peace to the fultans, to 
whom he gave up all the places which his brother^had wefted from 
them } and the vigors being fatisfied, took leave of each other at 
Roijore, aiid returned to their fevcral dominions. The raaje of Bee- 
januggur fincc this battle has never recovered its ancient fplendour; 
andtbe city itfelf has been fo dellroyed, that it is now totally in mins 
and uninhabited} while the country has been feized by the zemin- 
dars, each of whom hath aflumed an independant power In his 
own dUlri<A. ‘ ^

ceeded by his fon Mortiza, then i. minor r and "AH Add Shaw think- . 
ing this a proper opportunity to execute his defigns, moved with an 
anny to Anicondeh, in order 'to place Timraaje, the fon of Ram- 
raaje, on the mufnud of Bdeondah, and depofe Negtaderce, hoping 
by degrees to acquire for iiimfclf Anicondeh and Beejanuggur. Neg- 
taderce, being informed of his defigns, wrote to Mortiza Nizam 
Shaw and his mother Khoonzeh fultana, who dire£led his affairs, for 
afiiflance, as he regarded himfclf as* their dependant, Tlie fultana, 

. ’ by 
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by the advice of Moolk Emaiut Oolla, taking her Ton with her, 
marclicd at the head of an army to Beejapore j upon which AU Add 
Shaw retreated expeditioufly from knicondeh, and returned to his 
capital ; before which frequent fkirmiihcsliappened between the two 
armies, but at length the foltana thought it advifcableto return with 
her ion to Ahmednuggur. 

The next year, at the requeft of the fultana regent, Ali Add 
Shaw, accompanied the army of Nizam Shaw to Berar, which was 
laid wade ; but the fullan returned on the approach of the rains to 
Beejapore. This year the done wall round that city was completed. 

As, on account of the ill management of die relations of Klioonzeh 

fultana, the government of Nizam Shaw was much weakened, Ali 

Add Shaw formed views of reducing fome parts of the country to his 

authority. He prefented Kummaul Kifhwer KJian with the dandard 

of Adlid Khan Balgoaanee ; on which was embroidered an angry lion; 

and in the beginning of the year 975 lent him, with twenty thoufand A, D. 1567* 

horfe, to invade the temtones of Nizam Sliaw. The general poflelT- 

ed hlmfelf of fome pergunnahs with little oppofition, and in a Ihort 

time erected a fort for their defence, wluch he named Darwer. 

Mortiza. Nizam Shaw, having at length wreded his power from the 
hands of his mother, marched to recover his poflbfiions^ upon wluch 
Kilhwer IClian Ihut himfelf up in the ibrt, which he had well dock- 
ed With dores and grovidons, to fudain a de^e, Ankuls TUian, and 
other amras who had been lent to lus lupport" by Ali Add Shaw, 
cither out of hatred to him, didionefty, or lolly, chole to quit him, 
under pretence of drawing off the enemy’s attention by plundering 
and laying wade the environs of Ahmednuggur. Nizam Shaw, un- 
intimidated by this feint, as he had taken an oath not to retire with- 
out reducing the fortrefs, made an immediate affault upon it, without 
any regular approaches, and fucccedcd, contraiy to the expeidations of 
his own troops, by the lucky accidcntofKiIhwcrKhan’^ being killed 
by marrow, as he was condu<ding the defence; after which his fol- 
i P p 2 lowers 
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lowers fled through a wicket out of the place, which fell into thff 
hands of 'Nizam Shaw, with all the diflrifls that had been wrefled 
from his tciritories by the army of Ali Adii Shaw. ICliajeh Meerulc 
and Peer Ifpahance were immediately detached with a large force 
after Ein al Moolk, who had moved towards Alimednuggur 3 and 
overtaking him, a defperate action enfued, in which that, cliicf was 
killed, Noor Khan taken prifoner, and the fliattered remains of Adil 
Shaw’s army returned to Beejapore with great difficulty and much 
lofs. 


In thefe years, Ali Adil Shaw marched againft Goa to reduce the 
Europeans, but retreated witliout effecting any thing, after the lofs 
of a great number of men.,, He then moved againft thefortrefs of 
Oodnee, then in pofTeffion of one of the principal amras of Ramraajc, 
who on the death of his mafter had alTumcd independancc. Ankufs 
Khan .was difpatched on this fcrvicc, with eight thoufand hdrfe, 
infantry, and a confiderable train of artillery. Several aftions were 
fl>ught on the plain j and at length the chief (hut himfelf up in the 
fortrefs, which was well fupphed with flores and provifions ; but 
Ankufs lUian carried on the fiegc-with fuch vigour, that at length it. 
fubmitted to his arms. Oodnee ■was lituated upon the fummit of a 
very high hill, and contained many ponds and fountains of clear and, 
Eveet water, with numerous princely flruftures. , 1 The roies of Bee- 
januggur regarding it as impregnable to the arms of Iflaam, had all^ 
contributed to make it a convenient afylum for their famihes,;^and it 
was fortified with eleven \vaUs, one within another, fo that it appear- 
ed impoflible to reduce it by force, and-notbing but tlie clofe and 
long blockade of Ankufs lOian couldhave reduced it to the arms of 
Beejapore. , v

• acquifition having given great reputation to the arms of Ali 

1 Shaw, he refolved on other conquefls ; prior to entering upon^ 
■which, he judged it proper to have -a meeting with Mortiza Nizam^ 

' Shaw/ 
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SIilw, WIio» at his requeft, came to an interview on his borders, at 
Which it was agreed; that he fliould poffefe himfelf of Berar, and 
that All Adil Shaw might conquer as much of the dependancies on 
Beejanuggur as he thought proper, without any interference from 
Kizam Shaw to interrupt his plans. 

, ,'^In the year 981, Ali Adil Shaw marched againft the fortrefeof 

Toorkul, which he had loft during the invafions of Ramraaje, after 
whofe death it had fallen into the hands ofVmgti and Bulfabie, who 
after a fiege of feven months furrendcred themfelves prifoners, and 
were put to deadi by painful tortures. The fultan then moved to 
reduce Darwer, one of the ftrongeft forts in Carnatic, and at that 
time pofleiTed by one of the nobility of Ramraaje, who paid annually 
A fmall acknowledgment to Eekumraaje, and had acquired great 
power. By the good condudl of Muftafa Khan Ardiftaanee, who 
had been appointed prime mimfter, tlie fort was taken in fix months ^ 
and when the furrounding country was perfeftly reduced to ordef> 
All Adil Shaw, at the perfuafions of his vizier, carried his arms 
againft Binkapore, the principal^ refidence of Velub Roy, who had 
been betel-bearer to Ramraafe, after whofe death he had afTumed 
indepcndancc, and had reduced the roies of Jerreli, Chundercote, and 
Caroorc to become his tributaries. "Upon the approach -of the royal 
anny he lliut himfelf up in the fort, and detached his Con, with a 
.bonfe ihrvuj&.ud jfent .to .Uue ibe .wood*: Jind 

in order to harafs tlic enemy as opportunity offered, and endeavour to 
cut off fuppltcs of provifions. At the fame time, he fent letters to 
Negtaderee," grandfon of Ramraaje, confeffing great penitence and 
ferrow for his difaffefftion to him as his legal fbvereign, and begging 
foV afliftance againft the liiltan 5 in confideratioti of which he promifed 
to pay an annual tribute, and in future continue firm to his alle- 
giance." Negtaderec in reply wrote him, that by iiis wlckcdnefstand 
evil ‘example, moft of the dependants on his lioufe Ind become^ 
rebels, and departed from tlicir duty, fe diat it iras witlidifHciiIyhc 

could 
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could Support himfelf at Bllcondali and Cliundagcerch, which the 
fultans of Iflaam hiid left liini ; therefore he would advife him, if 
money or jewels could purchafe peace, to lay afide Iiis avarice, and 
procure it at any price ; but if hefhould find that impofrible, he inuft 
by all means in his power bring over tlic neighbouiing roies to his 
caufe, and prevail upon them to join h^ fon with their followers, and 
harafs the muffulmauns by cutting off provifions, and by night rob- 
beries. He promifed to iffue Ins firmauns to all his vaflals to aflift 
him, though he could not rely on their obedience. > i 

Though Velub by this anfwer was reduced to defpaxr, yet agree- 
ably to the advice of his prince, he prevailed on fome chiefs to join 
his fon i who ailed with fuch vigour, that grain became veiy fcarce 
in the royal camp, which he molcfted at night by parties of robbers, 
who did much execution. The footmen of the Carnatic, who^valued 
their lives but little, quite nakedj and tlieir bodies anointed with oil, 
to prevent their being eafily feized, entered tents at 'night, and /tab- 
bed the fleeping inhabitants without mercy. Every night numbers 
were killed by them in this treacherous manner ; and fo great a dread 
and difeontent prevailed among the foldiers, that they were near 
forcing the fultan to raife the fiege. At length Mullafa IChan pro- 
wdeda remedy, both to prevent famine and ilie nightly murders, 
rle detached the Bergee chiefs, with fix thoufand horfe, againft the 
enemy in the field, -and Rationed a chain of eight thoufand foot round 
the camp every night. ‘ By this precaution the robbers were fbon tired 
found it impofliblc to efcapetwitli impunity.^ 

_ c ^ ergee chiefs performed their orders fo well, that the commu- 
nication was kept open,^and plenty reftored to’the camp. The fiege* 
owever continued for one year and three months, when provifions in 
thegarr^on began to fail,. and the fon of Velub dying, allthevafial 
roies who had attended him retired home, Velub, defpairing.of 
relief, at length fent offers for furrendering the fort to the fultan, on 
condition of being allowed to march away -witli his family and eifcils* 

• ‘ which 
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which AJi Adil Shaw tiiought proper to grant, and the place was^ 
evacuated accordingly. The fnltan ordered a fuperb temple within 
it to be deftroyed, and he himfelf laid the iirft /lone of a mofque, 
which was built on the foundation, offering up praifes for his viOoty. 

^ Muflafa KJian by this fuccefs acquired new credit, was honoured 
with a royal drefs, and Iwd many towns and diftridls of the con- 
quered country conferred upon him in jaghire. The fultan, who 
- was much given to pleafure, entrufted to his foie management all. 
affairs offfate, and reffgned to him his feal, with orders to ufc it as 
he pleafed, without waiting for particular inftrudlions. 

“ Four ‘months after the rcdudlion of Binkaporc, when the countrj' 
v.^s properly fettled by the royal officers, and the different chiefs had 
fubmitted to pay tribute, Ali Adil Shaw took up his refidence in the 
fort, where he l^ent his time in a round of amufements, and detached 
Muftafa Khan, with twenty tlioufand horfe and a great body of 
infantry with artillery, to reduce the forts of Jerreh and Chundcrcotc. 

On the arrival of the miniffer near the former, the roy made offers 
of fubmiffion and tnbute, which were accepted j and the army* 
moved on, without moleffing him, to Chundercote, the roy of 
which prepared for refiftance, Muftafa Khan laid ftege to the 
place, and detached the Bcrgce chiefs to employ the roies who had 
come to his affiftance. At the end of fourteen months the fort was 
carried by ftdrm, in the year p 8 j, and Ali Add Shaw came from A.D.i_^75. 
Binkapore to vifit it j and having continued at it three months, re- 
turned in triumph to Eeejapore, after an abfcnce of fomewhat more 
than three years, Muftafa Khan remained at Chundercote to regu- 
late the country, and the royal feal was left in Ids poffeflion ; while 
orders were given to the heads of offices for all firmauns to be ex- 
pedited by them from Beejapore for his approval, ' 

, The following year a petition came from Muftafa Klian, repre- 
fenting, that the ancient fortrefs of Chundercote was iituated upon a.- 

lofty ^ 
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lofty hill, and better calculated for defence tlian that now Aanding on 
the plain, j fo that he wiQied the faltan would come and view the old 
fitc, that, if he approved, it might be refortified without delay. AH 
Add Shaw, in compliance with his requeft, went with a fraall train j 
and approving the defign of his minUlcr, ordered a fort to be creded* 
It was finiflied in the fpacc of one year, and tlie fultan came again 
from Beejaporc to view it. Subgcer Naik having come to vifit tlic 
fultan, invited him to make the tour of his country; and AU Add 
Shaw accepting the offer, left his army at Chundercote, and with 
Muftafa Khan and four or five thoufand men, proceeded to thefor- 
trefs of Caroore. This place was fituated in a. mountainous country, 
full of forefis, and fo difficult of accefs, that in mofi: pafiages only 
one horfeman could enter at a time. 'The fultan difliking tlie ap- 
pearance of the country, returned to Cliundcrcote, leaving the Naik 
all his polTeffions j but Muftafa Khan, in order to make a merit of 
his mafter’s generofity, told the Naik, that it was with difficulty he 
had perfuaded him from reducing the territory; therefore, if he 
wKhed his own fafety, he had better fubmit to pay tribute, and draw 
over the ^furrounding roies to do the lame. Subgeer Naik, by his 
reprefentations, prevailed on Seeb Naik of Jerreh, the rannee of 
Barcelore, and feveral other chiefs, to pay their refpefts to the fultan ; 
to whom they prefentedan ofteruig of confiderable fums, and agreed 
to pay an annual tribute. On the day on which thefe chiefs received 
their drefles of difmilfion from the fultan, women’s habits were pre- 
pared for Baradeo, the rannee of Barcelore, and another rannee, which 
they declined accepting, laying, that though women in fex, they 
held their dominions by mafculmc ftrength : upon which the fultan 
gave them men’s dreftes, and praifed their valour. Thefe countries 
have been long governed by Women, the daughters always fucceeding 
to the raaje, and the men Ibrvlng under them as officers, the hufbands 
of the rannecs havingmo power in the ftate. 

Ali 
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‘ All Adil Shaw having fettled his new conquefts, appointed a 
bramin governor, and Muftafa Khan commander in, chief of the 
whole, conferring the office of vaqueel upon Afzul Khan Sheerazee ; 
after which regulations, hh returned to Beejapore. Jvluftafa Klian, 

R ho was a faithful fer\’ant, and anxious to exlend the power of his 
fovereign, fent, not long after, one of his confidential fnends to court, 
propoling to his majefty to march agaioll Bilcondah. AH Adil Shaw 
approving the plan, ordered his forces to afiemblc, and moved in 
great pomp to Oodnee j ftom whence, on the jundtion of Mullafa 
Khan with the troops of Carnatic, he proceeded towards Bilcondah, 
and Ncgtaderce, on his approach, committing the place to the care 
of one of his nobilit}', retired with his treafures and effedls to the fbr- 
trefs of Chundageereh. The fultan furrounded the city, blodcing 
it up clofely for three months? at the end of which the garrifon 
were near fubmitting for want of pro'ilions, when Negtadcree bribed 
Hundeattum Naik, the chief of the Bergecs, with • tw’cnty four 
lacks of rupees and five elephants, to defert from the fultan with his 
followers and harafs the camp? which he did fo cffedlually, tliat Ali 
Adil Shaw thought proper to raifc the fiege, and retire to the neigh- 
bourhood of Binkapore ? from whence he fhortJy after marched back 
to Beejapore, leaving Mufiafa Khan to protcdl the frontiers. 

In the year 9S6, tlic Bergees committing cx-cefles in their jag- a.D. 157S. 
hires about Beejanuggur, the fultan ient againrt them Mortiza Khan 
Anjoo, with three tho\j 0 nd foreign archers, and a number of Dek- 
kanccs and Abyfiinians, w ith whom they carried on fkimiiflics for 
near one )car, without being at all weakened. Mufiafa Klnn then 
reprefi^nted to the fultan, iliat it was ulelcls fending troops againft 
them, and he had better prc\ail upon them by flratagcm-to come to 
Beejapore, w'hcn he might puniOi them in a manner worthy of their 
treachery. AH Add Shaw approsing this advice, dilpatchcd Vafbo 
Pundit, and others of their friends, to invite them to return. Jfand- 

cattum 
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cattum Naik in vain rcprcfented to them, that it was not pofUblc the . 
fullan.could forgive a treachery which had difappointed him of thc- 
conqueft of Bilcondali, but had invited them back to cfFc^ their de- 
flruition. Moft of the chiefs and their followers however returned; 
but Handeattum Naik retired to BUcondahi where he' took fervicc 
with Negtaderec. For fome time the fultan treated the Cergees with 
kindnefs, but at lengtli put molt of tliem to death by treachery. . 

In vthe year. 987, as the' fultan had no fon, .he appointed*, his 
nephew Ibndiim, fon of his' brother Shaw Tham'afp, Ins fucceflbr; 
and the following year he was alTaHinatcd by a eunuch, whom he 
had forced againft his inclination to come to h'lS court irom Ahmed- 
nuggur. , , .

. ABOU AL MUZZUmR IBRAHIM 
ADIL SHAW 2^ BEEJAPOREE. 


Ibrahim AdU Shaw upon his acccJBon to the throne, being only 
in Ills ninth year, the management of publick avoirs was given to 
Kamil Klian Dekkanee, and Chaund Bibi Sultana, wife to the late 
king, was entnifted ulth the care of the education of the minor 
monarch. Every day, excepting WedneCdays and Fridays, publick 
audience was given, at which fuUan Ibrahim appeared feated on the 
throne, when publick affairs were,tranfa£ted in his prefence. For 
fbme time Kamil iChan behaved with due moderation in his high 
office ; but, at length, intoxicated tvith pow'er, he was guil^ of fome 
infolcnce towards Chaund Sultana, who turned her thoughts to cifedt 
his dcflrudUon. "She fecretly fent a meflage to Hajcc Kifliwcr Khan, 
an officer of high rank, obferving, that as the regent %vas unfit for 
his important office, ffie wifhed to rcmov'c him, and beftow his 
honours upon himfclf, provided he would deftroy the miniff er before 
Ills power fhould become fb great as to render his removal impoflibic. 
Hajcc Kirtwer Khan, infligatcd by tlic hopes of ad\'ancecncnt to the 
higheft honours of the ftatc, formed a party \vith lc> eral chieft, and 
one evening, when Kamil Klian was holding a durbar in the green 
palace, fuddcnly entering the citadel witli four hundred men, fliut 
the gates, confined tlie commandbyg officer of tlic garrifbn, and pro- 
z cccdcd 
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ceeded io feize the regent. Kamil Khan, being alarmed, attempted 
to fly tov/ards the haram, in hopes 'of prote{flion from Chaund Sul- 
tana 5 when he was informed, by fome eunuchs his friends, that the 
plot to feize his perfon was formed by her. Confounded at this in- 
telligence, he ran out of the palace, and, as his only chance for 
efcape, flung himfelf over the wall of the citadel into the ditch, then 
full of water. He fwam over, and pafled undifeovered to the 
Imaum gate of the city, which was however ihut. By the help of 
his turban, fafli, and other clothes tied together, and fixed to a battle- 
ment of the city wall, he defeended, and hafiened to his own houfe 
at no great diftance, where he prepared for flight with his friends. 
Hajee Kifhwer Khan not finding his intended victim, fuppofed he 
^vas concealed in the fort, and employed near an hour in fearching all 
the private buildings and retired places 3 after which he difpatched a 
force to feek him without. Kamil Khan having provided himfelf 
with as many jewels and as much money as time would allow, fled 
with feven or eight friends towards AJimcdnuggur 3 but had not 
gone above four miles before he was overtaken, and feized by the 
people of Kifliwer I^han, who cut off his head, and carried it to^ 
their patron j but plundered all the jewels and treafiire for their 
own ufc. j ^ 

Hajee Xifh^ver Khan after this event, copying tlie example of 
Kamil Khan, by the patronage and fupport of Chaund Sultana, 
grafped the whole authority of the Rate, and ruled with uncontroulcd 
fway. At this period, Behzaad al Moolk Turk, mecr nobut to 
Mortiza Nizam Shaw, advanced from Ahmednuggur witli fifteen 
thoufand horfc, to reduce fome diftrlils belonging to Beejapore; 
upon which the regent detached Em al Moolk Canaance with an 
army to repel the enemy on the frontiers. Behzaad al Moolk received* 
a tor'l defeat near Shawdirnik, and all his tents, baggage, clcplnnls, 
end artiUcrj*, fell into the hands of the vlftors, wlio returned trium- 
phant to Btcjaporc. The regent, by the adticc of Chaund Sultana,^ 

ordered 
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ordered rejoicings for three days, and conferred rich gifts and 
honorary diftinaions upon all the amras who had fignalized them- 
felves during the expedition ; but fome time after, tljought proper to 
ifiue firmauns demanding the elephants taken “ 
tors, for the royal ufe. This order gave much dif^ft, and many of 
the nobility refufing to comply, fecretly 

move him from the regency. Some advifed addreffing Chaund 
Sultana to call Muftafa Khan from Bmkapore, to take upon lumfelf 
the adminiftration of affairs j and others were for deferring any refo- 
lut'ion for the prefent, as Syed Mortiaa, governor of Berar, was upon 
his march from Ahmednuggur to revenge the defeat of Belizaad al 
MooLk ■ therefore it would be dangerous to attempt a change tdl the 
enemy was driven away from the frontiers ; but that being effefled, 
they might then retire to Beejanuggur, and take_ meafures, by the 
approbaLof Chaund Sultana, to accomplilh their wifl.es fora new 

regent. 

Kifliwer Khan being informed of the defigns forming agamft to 
power, took meafures to prevent them. He fent an orfer under the 
myal feal to Meer Koor adDien, a jaghiredaar nmr B-nkapore, W 
affaflinate Muftafa Khan, promifing to reward him to the deed n .th 
the eftates and honours of that nobleman. Noor ad Dien. though he 

hadbeenp-itronizedbyldm. and was obhged to him to h.s prefc.nt 

totion, undertook the affion. He fent the beamr of thefirmaun into 
to tot, and at the fame time a private meffage to to principd 
officers of the gamfon, infonning them, that Muftafa KJian medi- 
med to put them to death, and deliver the fort up to the raja of 
Carnatic, with whom he had entered into defigns againft 
authority, therefore they would do well to obferve the contend of 
to firtftain in to hands of Maliummud Ameen the bearer, and nd 
themfelves of their treacherous governor, to avhich they would be 
^Lewarded by the fultan. Maliummud Ameen, uponhisar- 
tofat the Jtes of Bmkapore, fent word to Muftafa Kl.an, ffiat he 
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had brought a.firmaim from the fultan : upon which he W«as admit- 
ted with great refped, and ordeis given for his accommodation. 
Pretending that it was late, he defired to he cxcufed fliewing the 
firmaun tdl the next morning; and Muftafa IClian, unfufpcdling 
deceit, agreed to the delay. During the night,' Mahummud Amcen 
iliewed the paper to tljc officers of the garrifon ; who feeing the 
king’s order for the death of Muftafa IClian, agreed to put it into 
execution, he wis at prayers tlie following mofning, a num- 

ber of them rufiied uponhim, and ftrangled him with a bow ftring, 

- I ' When intelligence of this adtion arrived at Beejapore, Chaund 
Sultana was highly difpleafed, and uttered in bitter terms of reproach 
her difapprobation of the conduft of KiJhwer Klxan, The regent for 
::^e prefent concealed his refentraent againft her ; but in a ftiort time 
accufed her of having fecretly inftigatcd her brother, Mortiza Nizam 
Shaw, to invade Beejapore, and obtained the fultan’s orders to con- 
fine her for fomc time in the fortreft of Sittara. She was accord- 
mgly forced out of' the haram, with many indignities, •'’and fent 
prifoner to that place.' After this fuccefsful treachery, Klftiwer Khan 
became felf-fecure, and condudted affairs with unbndled authority. 
He fent Mean Buddoo Dekkance, on whofe lidelity_he had the 
greateft reliance, to command on the frontiers, witli inftruftions to 
feize by treachery moft of the Abyffinian nobiLty of the army, and 
confine themin Shawdirruk. This defign by accident coming to the 
knowledge of the intended vidtims, they rciblved to ieize Mean^ud- 
doo in his own fnare, and then remove ICiflnver Khan from the 
regency. With this % icw, Aklaals Khan, the principal Abyffinian 
chief, pretending that he had received netys from Beejapore of the 
birth of a fori, made a grand entertainment, to which he invited 
Mean Buddoo j who, ^not fufpcdling his intentions, went to his tents, 
attended only by a feledt number of his friends, and was made prilbn- 
cr by the very fame ftratagem he had defigned to praftifc. AUaals 
Khan, with all the amras, and tlic whole army, moved the fame day 
, towards 
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toY-arcls Bcejapore; and Bin al Moolk and Anknfs Ivhan, with fuch 
of the nobility at tvcrc friends to ICifliwcr Khan, deferred on tlie 
route to their fevcral jaghircs. 


Kifhwcr Khan on hearing of this league againfl: him, gave over 
all thoughts of oppofition ; but to preferve appearances, and prevent 
being feized by the inhabitants of the city, he invited tlie young ful- 
tan to a feafl: at his own houfe ; but as he attended him through tlie 
ftrects, the common people, and even women, uttered loud exclam- 
ations of abufe againft hirti, calling him the murderer of fyeds, and 
confiner of Chaund Sultana. The regent, feeing tlie minds of the 
publick enraged againft him, thought it high time to prepare for his 
efcape When he heard that the army was arrived within a day’s 
march of the cltj’, he prevailed on tlie fultan to go wiUi him, on 
pretence of hunting, to Koollabaugh, one of the royal gardens ; 
where, on his arrival, he exprefled fears left the heat of the fun Ihould 
hurt his majefty’s healdi, and begged he would retum to the palace, 
oromifing to follow liimfelf, as foon as he had taken a view of Ae 
Lrdens of Shawpore. The fultan returned, agreeably to his requeft ; 
when Kifliwer Khan, 'who had a train of four hundred horfe, among 
whom he had diftributed his jewels and money, -leaving his women 
and children behind in the city, took Ae road of Ahmednuggur. On 
his arrival, he found that court did not wifli to afford him proteftion j 
on which he moved towards Golconda, the capital of Koottub Shaw, 
and he ms Aortly after affaffmated in that city, by one of the friends 
of Muftaft Khan, in revenge for his treacherj- to Aat nobleman. 


The Abj-lllnian amras entered Beejapore wiAout oppofition, and 
were honoured by the young fultan wiA fchelauts and oAer marks of 
approbation. AHaafs Khan affumed Ae regency, and Chaund Sul-' 
tana being condu£led from her confinement in Sittara to the capital, 
was agaS entrufted widi Ac care of Ac young fultan's perfon. At 
her requeft, Afzul Khan Shcerazee was appointed peAwa, and Vafoo 
^ Pundit 
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■pundit muftofee of the kingdom ; but the new regent not long after 
put them both to death, on fufpicion of their entertaining defigns^ 
prejudicial to his intereft in concert with the fultana. He baniflied 
many principal noblemen from Beejapore ; and, in conjunftion with 
Hummeed Ipian and Dillawer KJian, ruled the ftate as his caprice 
diredted. He invited Em al Moolk from his jaghire to court, and on 
his arrival near the city, %vitli his companions, went out to meet him, 
in order to fliew theii refpedt for his dignity Ein al Moolk, feeing 
the three minifters with but few attendants, ti eacheroufly feized them, 
put them all into heavy fetters, and the next morning prepared to 
enter the city with his prifoners upon elephants, in order to feize the 
regency. Upon his entering the city, he was told that the garrifon 
had ftiut the gates of the citadel, and meant to oppofc.him; upon 
which, without regarding Ws captives, he withdrew with expedition, 
and retired to his jaghire. Aklaafs Khan and his companions being 
thus unexpedledly rcleafed, rcaiTumed tlicir authority ; but fome of the 
nobility at court oppofing them, greats difientions prevailed at Beeja- 
porc, which gave encouragement to enemies to invade the kingdom., 

Behzaad al Moolk, who after his defeat had retreated, returned 
with Syed Mortiza,- the ameer al amra of Berar, Mahummud 
Koolli Koottub Shaw alfo, having entered into alliance with Nizam 
Shaw, and marching from Golconda, joined ^his generals before 
Shawdirnikj which place wasdaid clofe fiegc to by the allies; but 
the commanding officer, notwithftanding the confofed Hate of affairs 
at Beejapore, made a firm refiftance, and refufed Iplendid offers made 
him by the enemy to give up his charge ; obferving, m anfwcr > to 
their ptomifcs and temptations, that he would not forfeit his honour, 
the iofs of which nothing could reftorc, as he muft give up with it the 
cfleem of the world. The allies finding all their attempts fruitlcfs, 
rcfolvcd to raife tlic liege, and march againft Beejapore ; where the 
diflentions prevailing among the minifters, would probably favour 
their caufe, and if they fuccceded in taking the capital, the depend- 

ancies 
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iifieies nilift foon fall. The allies accordingly broke up their camp 
before SlfaVdirfuk, aud, after laying wade the country iu their route,' 
appeared before Beejapore witli forqr thoofand horfe. 

' As there were not then at the capital more that! two or three 
thobfand horfe, the Abyffinians kept themfelves clofe f ‘he city till 
the arrival Of Em al Moolk and Ankufs Khan, with eight thoufand 
horfe ; after which they encamped near the gate of Allaporc, an 
had repeated IkiimMies witll the enemy, whofe fnperiority of num- 
bers gave them the advantage. About twenty yards of the wall of the 
city falling down, owing to heavy ram, and Em al Moolk and An- 
kufsKhan going over in difguft at theHubdieh chiefs to the enemy 
tlie famfc night, the alUes meditated an affault on the place in the 
morning^ j but Syed Mortiza,'wha was difpleafed at being fiipCrfeded. 
by Behzaad al Moolk, prevented tlie exeedtion of that defign, and 
the Beeiaporees found time to repair the breach. . At lefigtli, the 
Abyffinian chiefs feeing that the principal nobility imd officers diffiked 
their authority, ■ and on that account declined coming to the fultan s 
affiftance, in confideration of the Bate of aft'airs, reprefented to the 
fultana, tliat they were willing to give up tlicir power to whoever (lie 
(liould appoint, as they were loyal, and wiflicd to fee the govetn- 
-ment rendered flouri/hing, though they could not Conduit it thim- 
felves, owing to the refiifal of the nobility to obey their orders. - ' 

• Chaiind Suluna believing their declarations, at their defire con- 
ferred the kliclaut of ameer Jumlcgee on Shaw Abou al Houffun, fon 
of Shaw Tahir, who immediately font off c\'pr6flc3 with firmaunS o 
encouragement W the Bcrgec clucfs of Carhatic, ihviting thtm to 
return to their duty. He alfo wrote to Sjed Mortiza, who bad .1 
profound veiicration for the family of Shaw T.ilnr, ndvi mg mn o 
prevail (ipon the allies to quit the territories of Beejii.oi c ; 'W“tcn.

As the diftrefs of the allies ehcrcafcd, they held councils uhat mwi;' 
furcs to purfucj.and it.was atdaftdeterinincd that'they fhould divide 
their armies, that Koottub Shaw (hoiild proceed againft-.Koblburga, 
and Behzaad al Moolk and Syed Mortiza recommence the fiege of 
Shawdirruk. .They.accordingly moved fuddenly from before-Beeja-- 
porej but, the '^Nizam Shawee -army, on- account' of 'fornc.-events 
which will be mentioned,' proceeded immediately to Ahmednuggur, 
plundering . the dlftriSls of Mirch .and Kulhir on their, route; arid 
M-obummud Koolli Koottub Shaw, .having left a detacliment, under 
. Muflafa Kliantb reduce feme diftri^ls of- Adil Shaw, returned to’hls' 
- capital of Golconda. -jMuftafa Khan at die end of three months mvos 
.totally defeated, by an army fentfrora Beejapore under the command 
of Dillawcr Khan, who, after the victory, aipired'fO'thciofHcc.'of 
prime, miniftcrj for which purpofc he entered into .’a.-plot againft 
• Akiaafs Khan with Hydcr Khan, commanding officer in the citadel, 
of Beejapore, to whom he irindc great promifes for his ifupport.- 
. ■ \>, When 
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Wheh every' thing was fixed for the 'execution of Ids defign/ he 
'marched expeditiouQy to the capital; and encamping near the gate 
of Allapore, fent in'fuch flattering meflages and declarations of 
attachment to Aklaafs lOian, as threw him.off his guard, and made 
him'negleaful of the fecurity bf the city and palace. One-day, 
when Aklaafs Khan was repofmg in his own houfe witliout the 
citadel, Dillawer Klian with his fons, feven hundred horfe,.and 
fifteen elephants fuddenly entering the city, proceeded to the palace, 
into which he was admitted according to promife by Hyder Khan; 
and after paying his compliments to the fultan, ftationed his followers 
in every wrt. Aklaafs Khan foon after advanced towards the gates 
with four thoufand men ; but the cannon from the walls obbged him 
•to retire to a diftance. He blocked up the citadel for near four 
months, but being then deferted by Bulled Klian, his pnncipal 
chief, with the greateft part of his followers, and difdaming to fly, 
he was taken in his houfe by Dillawer IChan ; who, forgetung aU 
his fiivours and kindnefs, ungratefully put out his eyes, and coined 
him.- During this difputeV the -inhabitants of Beejapore fuIFered 
many injuries from both parties, audmany fine edifices were deftroy- 
ed by tbe cannon. . « ^ ‘ 

. Dillawer Khan, on his accefllon to the regency, endeavoured to 
.iMch the nobility to his intereft, by courting their alliance with his 
f t and olacL his relations In die higheft offices, particularly his 

f 

-Klian, who had by his coming over to him fmm Aklaafs KJian con- 
Sbuted greatly to Iih e-xaltation, he adopted for his fon; and chufing 
ebout onfhundred foreigners and toy Ab>-ffinians, bamfl.ed all die 
reft from the dominions of Ibrahim Adil Shavv. Shai Abou al 
Houffim, who had been made prifoner in one of the foru by Atlaafi 
-laian, he firft blinded, and then put to death ; as 
a favourite of the late fultan, and circumfer.bcd the influence of 
Chaund Sultana in fuch a manne^, that none of the court 
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attended to Jior pkafure.- He byilratagem got intoWs po\vcr Ghallb 
Khan, governor of the fortrefs of Oodnccj who had jehelled, and, 
to deter others, pulled out Jiis eyes. He cftablinied'thcfoonnt cere- 
monies of religion in Beejapore, and ruled with abfolute fwaymnd 
authority in every department for eight years ; during which period 
he'reftoredtheaflairsof'the kingdom to a flourlfliing fituation.

The firft-aflofliis power, after lie found himfclf fecurc, 'Was, 
’ to detach Bulled Khan witli an army to coUedt the arrears of tribute 
from the ‘roies of Malabar. 'Bifllcel Klian, after being joined by 
Arfub 'Naik, roy of jerreh, marched againft Sunkir ,Naik, roy of 
Kooi^, who refufed to comply witli his demands. One night, after 
he had^begun the ficgc, as’lic was vifiting the batteries, 'he Jiad the 
illfortimeto'bc taken prifoner by a body of the enemy’, and wasicar- 
ried into the fort, \diere he was put intoiicavy tliains andicoofined. 
His ‘troops,’ mining their chief, nufed the fjege, and feparated-to 
various quarters. Bulled Khan after fomc time, by promifes of 
great rewards, -prevailed upon his kcejjers and -a feller .of grafs to 
aflifl'his efcape j -and he was carried out^bytthe latter upondiis flioul- 
ders, concealed in a bundle of forage. When he had got to a con- 
\enient fpot, he contrived to pull off his chains, and haftened with 
all expedition towards the 'frontiers' of ASjI Shaw; where larnving 
in fafety, he procured a horfe, and 'proceeded to .Binkapore, from 
whence he informed Dillawer Klian of ^his Tituation, and requefted 
another army to take revenge on Sunkir Naikj i>uc theiregent cfiofe 
for the prefent to lay afide fiutlier attempts. 

Dillawer Tvhan, the fame year, in order ^to dettle a treaty of 
alliance -with Morriza Nizam Shaw, fent ambafiadors in the name of 
‘ the fultan to Ahrtiednuggur, by vTiom it -was effcded ; and in the 
1584. year 992, 'NiZam Shaw requefted of Ibrdhim Shaw'his filler Khadi- 
jeh Sultana in marriage for ,his Ion fultan Houflein ; Which being 
agreed to, "Cafim Beg cameUvith a train of four ‘hundred horle to

Beejapore to jeceive the'princefs, and efcort jier to Ahmednuggur. 

I She departed in great (pomp -at the end of four months, and u-as 
accompanied by Chaund jSidtana, who delired to 'vilit her brother 
'Mortiza Nizam Shaw. 

In the year 995 , as'MahnmmudXoolliKoottub Shaw negledted A.D.J586. 
complying witli tire requeft of Ibrahim Shaw to fend his filler Chaund 
' Sultana, to whom he was betrothed, to Beejapore, flillawer Khan 
marched with the fultan towards the frontiers of Nizam Shatc, at the 
inlligation of whole minillers the ptincefs had been detained. On 
his arrival at the fort of Oofeh, Mortiza Nizam Shaw, who had long 
retired from publick affiiirs, judging that the conduft of bis minillers 

■ had occafioned the invafion, confined Suliabut Khan, and gave the 
office of premier to Cafim Beg ; who by his entreaties prevailed upon 
Dillawer'Khan 'to quitithe country. The regent then moved .to- 
wards tlie dominions of IWahummud Koolli Koottub Shaw, who, to 
procure peace, fent his filler in great pomp and Iplendour to Ibrahim 
Shaw, without delay', and the nuptials, were concluded .with roypi 

■ magnificence at Shawdirruk ; after which the fultan returned tp 
"Beejapore. 

' ' "In the year 996, ‘Mortiza Nizam Shaw, who was become difiradt- A. D. 1587. 

' ed, cnddai cured to take the life of.his fen fultan Mceran ^oufiein,; 

upon" which the minifier, Mirza Khan, thought it bell to join the 
' , prince, and dethrone Nizam Shaw ; to effea which, he requclled 
affillanceofDilliwer Khan, .who marched with his fovereign from . 

Beejapore in conlequencc of his application, but belbre he arrived at 
,Abmednugguri fultan Houficin had dethroned his father. Ibrahim 
.Adi! Shaw lent congratulations to him upon his accelfion, and intend- 
ed to have had an interview with him and the liiltana his filler, .lor 
which purpofe he remained encamped feme mihs from Ahmednug- 
gur; but upon hearing that Houflein Shaw had afrocioufly put 
' his fatlier to death, he was firuck u’ilh honor at the parricide, and 
‘ ■ rclbhcd 
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refolvcd not^to fee Inm. He fent Mcer Houflein Koord, who Was 
remarkable for his free manner of fpcaking, to Houflein Shaw with a 
meflage, tint hc’had marched from Becjaporc folcly %vith tlic defire 
of placing him on the throne, and obliging his fatlicr to retire to 
feme fort where he might pafs his time in religious excrcifes; but as 
he had iwckedly put liim to death, he would not fee him; yet, left 
the world fliould fiippofc that he afted from views of conquefr, he 
fliould leave him to the vengeance of the Almighty, and return to 
his own dominions. The faltan, after fending this meflage, returned 
to Beejapore j from whence Bulled Khan was again detached witli 
twelve thoufand horfe to colledl die arrears of tribute from the roies of 
Malabar, and, in cafe they refufed payment, to reduce their forts.

^ A year had fcarcc elapfed, when Houflein Ni::am SJiaw tvas 
aflaflinated, and Jemmal Khan became all-powerful in the govern- 
ment; upon which, Ddlawer Khan advifed Ibrahim Adil Shaw to 
move towards Ahmednuggur, to take advantage ofithc diflentionsj 
and firmauns were difpatched to Bulled Khan, commanding him to 
5* return from Malabar without dday. The fultan in ppy^marched 
from Beejapore, an'd Ddlawer Khan made die army'halt near Shaw- 
dirmk above a month, iri hopes of the junction of Bulled Khan ; ,but 
he not appearing, the regent judged farther delay dangerous, and 
moved on towards Ahmednuggur. Jemmal Khan, with Ifinaeel 
Nizam Shaw, attended by fifteen thoufand horfe, a great body of 
foot, and artillery, advanced to meet him, and both armies lay near 
each other for many days without engaging. At length, Jemmal 
Khan thought proper to beg peace, ‘and Ddlawer Khan tonfented to 
grant it, on condition, that die princefr IChadijeh, lifter to Ibrahim 
and widow to the late Shaw Houflein, fliould be fent back'to her 
brother ; alfo that he fliould pay a fum of money. Jemmal Khan 
without delay lent the princefr, with all her eflcdls and a large iura 
of money ; upon which Ddlawer Khan retreated ; , and upon the lame 
day Bulled Khan joined the army, where his fervices were not now 
• ^ wanted.

The fuJtan moanting, iiTued, attended by his 
llaves^ from his tents ; and on the way Elias Khan, his nurfe’s Ton, 
tv ho ‘was upon guard, running up to him, afked the caufe of his 
motion, and received for anfwer, that the prefent was not a time for 
explanation, but he fliould know the caufe if he chofe to attend him ; 
which he did immediately, with ratlier Jcfs tlian an hundred horfe. 
When he arrived within a fhort diftance of the camp of Em al 
Moolfc, he halted, till that nobleman, with Ah Khan and Ankufr 
Khan, joined him. As foon as tlie fnltan's march was known, 
feveral officers,^ among whom was the author of this hifrory, with 
about three thoufand foldiers, hafrened to join him during the night. 

Dillavver Khan, though above eighty years of age, had that 
night dedicated his hours to plcafure with a beautiful virgin of Dek- 
kan, whom he had long fought after, and juft obtained; fo that, 
though feveral fpies often requefted admiftince to his prefence, to 
inform him of the fultan’s flight, liis attendants, who had received 
orders not to difturb him, reftifed to acquaint him with their coming; 
which ncgleft gave full time to Ibrahim Adil Shaw to complete his 
defiens. Towards funrife, the regent was rou/ed from liis dream of 
pleiHurc, and with his fons and fix tlioufand horfe, with many ele- 
phants, followed his fovereign, in hopes that on his arrival he wonid 
be deferted by lus friends, and again be obliged fo throw Hmfelf into 
his^ hands. When he came in fight of the royal army, the fultan 
ordered Eln al Moolk to prepare to oppofr him j but that nobleman 
fent privately a meftenger to the regent, olTering to ftand neuter 
v/hile he might attempt to cany off the king. Dihawer Khan, en- 
couraged by this afilirance, ftopped fblloucrs at a httle diilance, 
and coming on with an hundred horfe and four elephants dole to the 
fultan, addrefled him, faying, tint mirchirg at night vs as improper. 
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coriverCon of the- foonite nobility, and -would frequently rally them 
upon it, -calling them political ihecahs. He however left every one

When Dillawer Khan fled to Ahmednuggur, he was received by 
Boorahan Nizam Shaw among his nobihty, and appointed to reduce 
tbe forts of Sholapore and Shawdirruk j which coming to the know- 
ledge of Ibrahim Add Shaw, he fent ambafladors to requeft that he 
might be tent to him, together with the elephants uhich had been 
taken from him by Jemmal Khan. Boorahan Nizam Shaw.’indead 
of 'granting this demand, forgetting evciy former obbgation, pre- 
pared for war ; and at die mftigation of Ddlawer Khan, in the 
month of JemmadalSani, looo, marched towards the terntories of a.D. irji. 
Beejapore with a great army; and, having pafled the Frontiers;' laid 
walie the country as he advanced. Upon his arrival at Alungierreh, 
feeing that no army was fent into the field to oppbfe him, he became 
fufpicious of ftratagem to draw him into the hMit of tbe kingdom, 
and on that account would have retreated, but was prevailed upon 
byXldlawcrKhan to remain, and advance as far as the river Beem- 
rah, , where he baited, and there finding a ruined fortreft, ordered it 
to be repaired. Ibrahim Add Shavy, who all this time had gircn 
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but he hoped* he would now return to liis^cncampmcnt. The fultmi; 
eriragcd at tins infolence, exclaimed, Will no one punlfli tliis traitor?., 
Upon which an -inferior officer, of the body guard, named Awut, 
Klian, fpurrmg his horfe up to die regent, gave him a wound with 
his fabre, and was preparing to inflid, another 'flroke, when die; 
regent’s horfe rearing at the flafliing brightnefs of the weapon, threw 
him; and his elephant drivers niflung between him and Awut Khan,^ 
he had- time to efcape to his own troops, .wliom he endeavoured to., 
lead on againfl the fultan ; but. they •were, alarmed at the enormity of 
alTaulting their fovereign, and refufed, many, of them defertmg him 
immediately., Dillawcr lUian,,. overwhelmed, with conffifion ,and 
difmay, fled towards Ahmednuggurj but lus -fbn Kummaul-Khan 
was overtaken at Darafung by the royalifts, and put to death. - . . - ; . 

When the hand’of, providence. had,rcmoycd the diorns of, die, 
regends ufurpations from the fkirts of Ibrahim Adil Shaw, and the 
veil,of ,obfcurity was taken from the luftre ofhis majefty, he gave 
khelauts of encouragement to Ein i Moolk, Ali Khani' and'Ankufs 
Khan, , notwithflanding their .failure of .promife, .and,, encamping,, 
afeended thcithrone to 'give .publick .’audience. Such.as^had dif. . 
tinguinied,themfelves.by thcirjoyalty.doring the night, he rewarded , 
beyond ^eir expiations, and gratified the noHUty 
and army by his hbel^ behaviour. . Upon his retiring, into his pri-/j 
vate apartments to^ take^repofe, a circumftance happened worthy of

lip to amufemente;. whkh mode of Jcondudt became thciyonder of 
all, -and every marl .fornied.his.own.conjedures upon it, both in, 
own dominions and the enetr^'S camp,* without bemg;abIe,to account 
for his intentions^ i ^Boorahan Nizam SHawiconfultcd upon it with Jiis 

own officers and DillawerIChan;„vvhen.fome f^d that Jbrah^Adil 

Shaw, being a youth', was immerfed in pleafures, and -unmindhil of 
the ’affairs of :his.kin^om ^.ptlieis, ,tliati; as* be. .was 'jealous, jpf the^ 
fidcUty xf his noMity,;he,was' afiraid of calling them tog€ther..;'iThe 
fultan*s fpiw brought bimtregular .information of all that p:^ed, .and. 
gave ^alarrning accounts of tlie confidence of the enemy at his very 
.cjttraocdinary.fupinen^s.i.' ^ .rr.iJ* ”. 4 . '/I'/.jy.'i.-f-i 

‘-•r Ibrahim. A«^Shaw, at lei^h,*’finding*.matters ripe for the ex<^ 
cudon of his intentions, fentamefiengcr to Dillawcr Khan, rcquelHng 
him’ to return, and once more take the charge of affairs upon, him- • 
fclf;.obferviDg,'’that he law,-’ though late, the folly.dfhis own cort- 
duQ, in having liftened - to -the reprefentations of defigning men 
agaiiill fo yvorthy a fen'ant ; but if he would once more accept of his 
office, he. might depend on .the' utmoft. encouragement. , Dillawcr 
Khao, overjoy^ at this 'invitatioh, returned for anfwcr, that if his 
majefty would aflurc.himhc fliould np,t/uffcr any iijury in his* life or 
property, he would haften to throw himfelf at his feet. All fcciiri- 
tics he required being granted, ’the regent, nv the hopcs’ofonce moru 
attaining ablblutc power and confining the fultan as fonncrlyj ob^ 
mined his ciiTminton fmm KooraWn Nizam * Sljaw who in Vain 
reprefented to -him that he was Iiaftening to his own deffruaion, as 
, behaviour like his to his fbvcrcign could never 'llnccrcty be fbrgivcnL 

The 
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The regent hiftened to Beqaporc, where ie arrived in t!ie evening, as 
the fultan was returoing in great ftatc from the garden of the tsvclve 
Imaums towards the palace, and, having paid his relpefls, proceeded 
on foot in the train. Wien he had pafled on a little, the fultan call- 
ing to Elias Klian, ordered him to flietv the regent a’ fpecimen of his 
own favourite puniihment in pullmg ont eyes. Dillatt'er Khan in 
vain reprefented tiiathe had come to court on his tnajeftys afliirances 
ofphrdon and fafety. The fultan told him, that he had only promifed 
not to injure his life or property, and that depriving hiii of fight 
could elFcfit neither. He iras accordingly blinded, and 'fent to the 
fortrefs of Sittareh, where he remained a prilbner till he died. 

\ 

The fultan having fuccefsfull^ridhimfdfofhis’dangerous minif- 
ter, ftnt orders to all his nobility to haften from their jaghircs with- 
out delay, and made preparations to marcli agalnitthe enemy. He 
’firft fent die Bergec amras, with lix thoufand horfe, to cut off all 
rommanication oFfupplics from the enemy's camp i and in the month 
of Shaaban, having appointed Rooml Khan Dckkanee commander of 
liis armies, difpatched him af the head of ten thoufand horie, and, 
foon after, fent Elias Khan to reinforce him witli three thouland of 
the houfehold troops. The Bergee amras greatly diftreiTed the 
enemy, and defeated feveral detachments fent agamft them ; till at 
laft, Boorahan SKaw marched in pertbn; upon which, unable to 
oppofr, they recrofied the Bcemrah, which was then fordable ; and 
a lucky flood of the torrents from the mountams'flvcllcd the river fo 
mudi immediately after, as to prevent their being purfued, upon 
which Boorahan ^haw returned to his camp» A famine and pelHlen- 
~tlal difbrder growing ton great height, and carrying off great niimhers 
of men and animals, obliged lum to retire fomc marches back 
tou'ards his own country, to obtain relief. When he had rccencd 
^ hipplies of provafions-, and the plague had fomenhat ccafed, he 
moved again, xvith a deflgn to layficge to the fortrefs of Shohporej 
^hut was oppofed onhismarch'fay RoomiKJian and Elias Khan, who 

defeated 
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defeated a principal part of his army under Noor Kliah, ameer al 
amra of Berar, and took an hundred elephants and four hundred 
horfes. 

After this'lofs, the afiairs of Boorahan Nizam Shasv declined 
daily/and numbers of his troops, tired of long fervice and 'fatigue, 
deferted from his caihp. A confpiracy was formed againft his life by ' 
fevcral of the nobility, who wifhed to place his fon Ifmaeel upon the 
throne in his room, Difcovering the plot, and growing fulpicious of 
all around him» he began Iiis retreat towards Ahmednuggur ; but 
was fo harafled on his firft march, that he thought it imprudent to 
attempt moving fiirtlier till he could make peace wth Ibrahim Adil 
Shaw, to whom he fent ambafl*adors for the purpofe. The fultan for 
near a month rcfufed liftening to any terms 5 but was at laft prevailed 
upon to ceafe enmity, on the condition that Boorahan Nizam Shaw 
fhould deftroy the fort he had erefted upon the bank of the Beemrah, 
which he did accordingly, throwing down the firft ftone with his 
own hands; after which his troops demoliflied the whole fabric, 
which had coft much trouble’ and expcnfe. He then marched ex- 
pcditloufly back to Ahmednuggur, heartily repenting of his unpro- 
voked invaCon of the territories of Ibrahim Add Shaw. 

i93‘ As affairs were now reftorcd to order, , the fultan refolved to hum- 
ble the roies of Malabar, who, lince the recall of BuUcel Khan, had 
negleftcd paying their tribute; and for this purpofe difpatched Mun- 
jun Khan with a confidcrable army. This general upon his arrival 
at Binkapore halted, and fummoned all the roies to meet liim with 
their tributes, promifmg thofc who obeyed, proteftion and en- 
couragement, but threatening the refraSorj' with certain dcflru^lion. 

Mofl of them prepared to comply Mith his demands, and intended 
coming in a body to vifit him; but as Gung Naik, who was one of 
the prindpil roies of Malabar, and had eight or ten thoidand horfe 
and fcotin his pay, uent firfl to pay his rcfpcfls, the reff, jealous 

of 
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of liis power, and fufpeiting Uiat he had gone to form fome plan 
againft them with Munjun Khan, broke off their engagements, and 
witlidrew to the mountains. Munjun Khan not thinking it prudent 
to follow tliem into an unknown country, marched with Gung Naik 
againft Jerreh, which belonged to Arfub Naik ; who with his alh’es, 
to the number of twenty thqufand men endeavoured to interrupt the 
liege. For three days bloody Ikirmillies were, kept up, and, as the 
Becjaporeans could not ufe their cavalry, owing to bad ground, 
tire fuccefs rvas frequently doubtful; but at length the good 
fortune of the fultan’s .arms prevailed, and Arihb, feeing further 
refinance vain, confented to pay a tribute, and made a prefent of two 
fine elephants to Munjun Klian, with many curious and valuable 
effedts for the fultan. He alfo joined the army, and affilled at 
the Cege of Myfore, belonging to Negtaderee Naik, which was 
reduced in three months, and twenty fine elephants were taken with 
it. Munjun Khan was proceeding rapidly in his conquefts, when 
the rebellion of the fultan's brother in Balgoan occafioned his recall, 
and left the affairs of Malabar once more in an unfettled fituanon. 

Sultan Thamafp had two Ions, Ibrahim Adil Shaw and Sultan 
Ifmaeel, who was brought up with his brother till the age of puberty, 
when Dillawcr Khan fent him to be kept prifbner in the fortrefs of 
Balgoan, according to the ufua] polity of government. After the 
expuKon of the regent, Ibrahim Adil Shaw lent hnmediafe/y one of 
his confidential fervants to his brother, to exprefs his concern that 
reafbns of flate would not permit him to fatisfy the defire he had tliat 
they fliould live in the fame place together, and to allure him of 
every indulgence and mark of affcdtion that could be allowed. At 
the fame time he fent orders to the governor of Balgoan, to give 
fultan Ifinaeel tire fuil liberty of the fort, and to provide every con- 
venience and amufement that could make captivity lets irklome. He 
alfo allowed him a monthly income of • one thoufand oons, for his 
T t private 


* Three hunrited pounds^ 
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private e'vpenfcs. The prince for feme time 'feemed-fatisfied vvitli 
his condition s but fuddenly lofing all fenfe of the generolity of his 
brother, confpired againft him, and by degrees bringing over the 
governor and garrifon of Balgoan to his interell, and fecretly cor- 
rupting many of the officers of the court, on the ninth Of Ramazan, 
1002, took polTeffion of the fort, and openly exalted tlie ihindard of 
rebellion. ? 

Ibrahmi Adil Shaw, regarding this behaviouras proceeding chief- 
ly from the treachery of fome of his ungrateful nobility, and unvvil- 
Img to proceed to extremities againft a brother, thought proper 'to 
try iirft upon his mind the effedts of admonition ^ for which purpofe 
he fent to him the venerable Shaw Noor Aalum, tvith folcmn allur- 
ances, that if he laid afidc his extravagant deligns, he /hould receive 
pardon, and be treated .with every refpedt and mark of alTedUon due 
to a brother. The prince, inftead ofliftening to the remonftrances 
of the Shaw, put him into confinement, and quickened his prepara- 
tions to take the held j at the lame time fending ambalTadors to de- 
mand the affillance of Boorahan Nizam Shaw, whopromifed to fup- 
port him with a confiderable army, Sultan Ilmaecl alfo -brought 
over to his intereft Ein al >Moolk, ameer al amra, and the adopted 
fon of Ankufs Khan. The forme^ wlllilng, for his own intereft, 
that the difpatcs for tlic throne might not foon bfr fettled, would not 
break out all at once, fo that Ifmaecl was obliged to content liimfclf 
^or*i?ncprelcniwxfn ine 1 ortr€ 5 s o? ^liigoan ani ifes envntiijv, 
the khootbah was read in his name. Em al jMoolk, to deceive Ibra- 
him Add Shaw, redoubled his flicw of loyalty, till matters Ihould 
be ripe for ilic execution of his defigns in favour of the prince. The 
fultan on learning the behaviour of his brother to Shaw Noor Aalum, 
^vas^nuch enraged, and immediately difpatchcd Elias Khan, his nicer 
nobut, with an army to quell thc^Kbdlionand bcficgeJlalgoan. ^ 
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Ellas Kiian, with fix thoiifand men, fioon arrived before Balgoaaj 
and as fultan Ifm’aecl had not yet been Joined by his adherents, he 
fiiut himfelf up in tlie fort, whicJi was clofely befieged by the royal- 
ifts. Ein al Moolk alfo, agreeable to the fuUan’s firmaun, joined 
the befiegers to preferve appearances ; but, fccretly attached to the 
rebel prince, kept up a conftant corrclpondence with tlie enemy, 
and fupplied tliem at night from his camp with grain and other ne- 
ceflaries.^ Intelligence of this treachery reaching tlie fiiltan, he, in 
order to try his fidelity, difpatched a firmaun, fummoning him to 
court, on pretence tint he whhed to have advice from him on fome 
affairs of importance, which could not be communicated to any 
other than himfelf. Ein al IVfoolk, in order to defiroy fuipicion, fet 
out with many of Jiis friends immediately on receipt of the firmaun to 
Beejapore, where he ailed mth fa much art, as left the fultan iti 
doubt of the truth of the accufations againfl him ; and Ibrahim Add 
Shaw, unwilling to deftroy an old fervant on fufpicion only, hoped 
that, fhould it have any foundation in reality, the favours he received 
at liis hands would imprefs his mind in fuch a manner, as to make 
him lay afide treacherous defigns, and revive his loyally. With this 
view, to do him honour, he received him with the greafeft marks of 
attention in a full court. Ein al Moolk, according to cuftom, killing 
the ground three times, advance'd to the throne, the feet of which he 
alfo kifled j but his own, guilt at this timedlruck him fo forcibly, that 
he was feized with a trembling, which was oblerved by the fultan, 
who, ' defiring him to fit down, turned his face another w’ay, that he 
might give him time to recover. He afterwards permitted him to 
cat witli him, and after every mark of kindnefs and diftinflion, hav- 
ing conferred upon him a khelaut of great value, a dagger fet with 
jewels, fine hories, and a bracelet of diamonds, gave Jiim leave fo 
return to the army without delay. The traitor departed from the 
capital the next day to his Jagliircj and, forgetting his majefiy's 
clemency, renewed his corrclpondence witli fultan IfinaccI, and 
afforded him every aid of provifions as before j which conduit foon 
, T t 2 became 
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became the topic of common coiwcrfition tliroiighout the royal campr 
Not long after thU, Hyaut Khan, cutwal of Bccjaporc, who had 
been to cfcort ammunition and ftorcs, pafled on his return from camp 
near tlic rcfidcncc of Ein al Moolk, who invited Ifim to an enter- 
tainment. Hput Klian, in hopes of obtaining a fum of money 
from him, upbraided him wntli his treachery, of wliich lie had 
received full proofs in tlic camp; ‘at the fame time threatening to 
difclofc all he knew to the fultan. Ein al Moolk, guclling tJiat his 
condud was now beyond the power of hypocrily or prevarication to 
conceal, put Hyaut Khan into fetters for Ids raHi infolcncc, and 
openly avowed his dcfcdllon, writing letters without delay to the 
governors of garrifons to join him in favour of tlic prince. Moft of 
theiri fent fair promifes. but waited to fee the tuni of aifairs, before 
they would dare to a<ft openly j but tlie foldicrs of tlic garrifon of 
Mirch inftantly confined tJicir governor, and proclaimed fultan If- 
macel.' Ein al Moolk then fent exprefles to Booralian Nizam Shaw/ 
defiring him to expedite lus marcli from Ahmednuggur, as the affairs 
of fultan Ifmaccl were in a profperous train, and, with Ids aid, 
would cafily attain an happy ifluc, for which tlic forts of Sholaporeand 
Shawdimik, with their dependant di/lri^s, ihould be given up with- 
out delay. Boorahan Nizam Shaw, allured by this offer, began his 
march, and Ein al Moolk, encouraged by this fupport, withdrew 
Iiis troops from Ellas Khan before Balgoan ; upon wldch great con- 
fufion prevailed through all the territories of Bcejapore. The Hin- 
doos of Malabar feizing tlie -opportunity, invaded tlic diflrI6ls of 
Binkapore j and Elias Khan, eidier through fear or treachery, raifed 
the fiege of Balgoan, and witliout orders returned to Beejapore, 
where his arrival threw the court and inhabitants into great difmay 
and terror. Dangerous infurreitions enfued, and many courtiers 
formed defigns of taking poffeOIon of the palace for the rebel prince,' 
to gain his favour; but the firmnefs of mind of Ibraliim Adil Shaw- 
on tlus trying occafion, at length prevailed over the fchemes ofthe 
fe^tious. >He difplaced Elias Khan, Hajee Mahummud,’and'Roomi 

Khan, 
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Hc then, fuddcnly throwing off the mafk, made a vigorous charge/ 
which threw the camp into confufion and diforder. The prince and 
Ein al Moolk, upon being undeceived, mounted their Jiorfcs, and 
endeavoured to collect their troops for oppofition, but in vain. Ein 
al Moolk received a wound from a fabre, and, falling from his 
horfe, his head was immediately cut off by SohcU JChan. Sultan 
Ifmacel was taken prifoncr in trying to make his efcape to Ankufs 
Khan, with whofe affiftance he intended to join Boorahan Nizam 
Shaw. The rebel army difperfed to different quarters, and Hum- 
meed Khan fent the head of Em al Moolk, with congratulatory 
accounts of his victory to Becjaporc. Ibrahim Adil Shaw ordered 
the head of the traitor to be placed on a high pole, before tlie prin-, 
cipal -gate of his palace, where it remained near a week j and Shuja- 
hut Khan Koord was fent to the camp, where, to prevent freih 
rebellions, . he by the fultan’s orders put on end to the cxiftence of 
fultan Ifmaeel. Hummeed Khan returned to Bcejapore, and with 
many other arhras was highly diftinguiflied by the royal favour. The 
head of Em al Moolk being put into a great gun was blownt-into the 
air, that no traces might remain of him ; and feventeeen perfons of 
the garrifon of Mirch, who had confined their chief and declared 
for the rebels, were put to^ death, after being brought in chains to 
Beejapore, by way«of example. Boorahan Nizam Shaw, who had 
advanced as far as the fort of Porundeh to affifl ^the rebellion, on 
hearing that it was quelled, and the order of goveri^ent rcflored, 
letreated widn expedition towards Mirnednuggur. 

The great Author of events, and the Former of the world by 
words only, in order to difplay the fulnefs of his power, at frequent 
periods effedls revolutions furpiizing to human imagination, of which, 
there could not be a greater proof than this vidlory, which was un- 
expefted by all, as moft of the nobility favoured fultan limaecl, and 
the zemindars were throu^out the kingdom of Bcejapore ripe for * 
revolt. ^ 

■Not 
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Not long after tW'!, Booralian Nizam Shjw catering into alliance 
witli tlio roy of BiJcondab, rcfolvcd again to invade the territories of. 
Ibraliim Adil Shaivj and accordingly diipatched Mortiza Khan 
Anjoo, at the Iiead of ten thoufand lioric, with intentions to reduce 
Shawdirruk and Sitolapore, while his ally laid fiege to fome of the 
forts on tire frontiers of Carnatic. Mortiza Klun, when he had ad- 
vanced as far as Porundeh, finding that the roy of Bilcondah had not 
yet begun Ids march, thought proper to halt ; but fent out detach- 
ments to lay wade and plunder the adjacent country. Thefe received 
a fevere defeat from the troops of Ibrahim Adil Shaw, and their com. 
mander, Uzbak Khan, was killed in the adtion, which llmck the 
red of the army with terror, and dopped their operations. In the 
month of Rejib, Boorahan Nizam Shaw was taken dangeroufljMll of 
a bloody dyfenteiy j the news of which occafioned great commotions 
in the army at Porundeh, where difientions arofe among the amras, 
and Mortiza Khan, with many of his friends, fearing aflafllnation 
from the mutinous chiefs, left his command, and retired to Ahmed- 
nuggur j at the fame time Khalifah Arab and Kuzzlbafh Khan fled 
for refuge to Ibrahim Adil Shaw. Boorahan Shaw, waded by illnefs 
and the difientions of his government, dying, was fucceeded by his 
fon Ibrahim, and Mean Munjoo Dekkanee became regent of the 
kingdom j but the young fultan^s mother, who was an Ab^’fiinian, 
gave fo much encouragement to tire chiefs of her own nation, that 
the power of his office was withheld from him, and the upfiart Abyf- 
finians behaved fo difrefpeafuUy to the ambafladors from Beejapore, 
as to make them quit Ahtnednuggur in difguft. 

Ibrahim Adil Shaw was fo much offended at the affront offered to 
his 'throne, that he refolved to be revenged on Nizam Shaw; for, 
which puipofe, he on the twentieth of Shaaban having marched, ;Y.D. rjg;. 
from his capital, encamped at BhAncnalec, and moved from thence 
towards Shawdirruk. Being however not fond of nnneccflaiy war, 
he had determined in his own mintf, if ambaffadots fhould be fent 
. from 
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from Ahinednuggur ^vit!l apologies for the conduft of the minifters 
and defires ofj)eace, to lay afide his expedition; and in this hope 
made defignedly but very flow marches to Shawdirruk,' where he 
fixed his head quarters. 

Aklaafs Khan and the Abyilinian amras of Ahmednuggur, inftead 
of endeavouring to make peace, marched with the fultan Ibrahim 
Shaw, at the head of thirty thoufand men and a great train of artil- 
lery, to their borders; upon which Ibrahim Adil Shaw, tliinking 
delay no longer advifeable, dilpatched Hnmmced ICJian with other 
amras of difiinj^Vion againfi: them ; at the fame time giving inftrudUons, 
that if Ibrahim Nizam Shaw did not attempt marching into his 
couh^, they fhould refiain from hoftiUties. The Nizam Shawee army 
pafied the boundaries of Beejapore; upon which Hummeed Khan‘ 
without delay marched to attack their camp, and a fevere a(fl:ion 
enfued, in which he was near being defeated, his left wing giving 
way and flying from the field, clofely purfued by the right of the 
enemy. Hummecd Khan however refolutely continued the battle 
with his center and right wing. Ibrahim Nizam Shaw, who had at 
firft remained in the rear, to be out of danger, feeing the flight of 
part of the enemy’s line, advanced with his houfehold attendants; 
which being perceived by Soheil Khan, a eunuch, who commanded 
the right wing of the Adil Shawee army, he charged him ; upon 
which the fultan's attendants begged him to retire, but he would not 
confent, exclaiming, that as his brother Ifmaeel had difdained to fly 
from Dillawer Khan, it would be diflionourable in him to give \vay 
before a eunuch. Having faid tliis, he drew his labre, and with the 
elephants rufhed towards Soheil Khan ; but, after a ihort ftruggle, 
he received a mortal wound fi'om an arrow, and died immediately. 
His attendants took up the body, and fled towards Ahmednuggur ; 
:md the otlier part of the army engaged with Hummeed Khan, learn- 
ing the death of their king, were fcized with a panic, and haftened 
from the field, of wlilch th^y had nearly been the viilors, leaving all 

their 
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‘their baggage and artillerj', with moft of the royal clepliants, to the 
plunder of the fortunate conquerors, who found theinfelves fuch, 
when they leaft expedled. While Hummecd Klian was enjoying the 
fniits of lus vidtory, Ibrahim Adll Shaw recelrcd intelligence at 
Shawdirruk tliat his army was defeated, as many of the fugitives of 
the left wing, which had broken and difperfed at tlie beginning of 
the aftion, had fled as far as the royal camp, which was tlirown into 
great conRemation by their alarming accounts. Some faid, moR of 
the nobility had been Rain, and tli.-u all tlte elephants except one had 
fallen into the Jiands of tlic enemy. For tliree days, uncertain intel- 
ligence and frequent alarms were received ; but on the fburtli, full 
accounts ntre brought of the unexpected victory, and the death of 
Ibrahim Nizam Shaw, which changed the terrors of die multitude 
,to the extravagance of joy. The fultan, notwithftanding this fignal 
advantage, and the confufed Rate of the enemy’s government, would 
not confent to inv.adc their territories, but recalled Hummeed Khan 
from the borders j and in the latter part of the month marched back 
tow.irds Beejapore, but did not enter that capital till 1004. He A. D. 1595, 
halted on the banks of tlie Becmrali, from whence he diipalched a 
force againft one of the zemindars of the Carnatic, who, taking ad- 
I’antage of the war, had befieged thefortrefs of Oodnee, which was 
in danger of falling from want of provifions. On the thirteenth of 
Mohirrum, the fultan made a triumphant entry into Beejapore, amid 
the acclamations of his people ; who on this occafion had .adorned the 
ftreets with tiflues, velvets, brocades, other rich cloths and coRly 
ornaments. Soon after tins, intelligence arrived that the infdeJs of 
Carnatic had, on the approach of the ro}’al troops, raifed the fiege of 
Oodnee, and fled to their own country; but tint many of them were 
cut to pieces in the purfiiit. Mccr Mahummud SalcJi Humnndince, 
a venerable i}'cd, arriving near Beejapore, and bringing \\ith him 
ibmc haire of the prophet, the iultan, eager to pay Ids rc/pcCls to 
fuch valuable relics, went out to meet him; and liaving conducted 
him into the entertained him ’iritl* royal magnificence for 
U u many

many days. 'He endeavoured to prevail upon him to fiX his'refidence 
at his court, but the holy man was earneft to perforin the pilgrimage 
to Mecca; and at his sdeparture the fultan conferred upon him many 
rich prefents, and received from him two of the facred hairs, which 
he placed with care in a golden flirine fet with jewels, and conftantly 
vifited it every Friday night, and upon all holidays. 

' DHputes growing to a great height in the government of Ahmed- 
nuggur, fultan Moraud, fon of the emperor Akber, was invited into 
Dekkan by one of the parties, and, eager to take advantage of, 
diflention to Ipread the autliority of the Moguls in that country, 
marched from Guzarat to Ahmednuggur with an army of thirty 
thoufand men, ‘and laid fiege to that city, which he was after many 
months obliged to raife, as Ibrahim Adil Shaw difpatched Soheil, 
Khan with a great army to the relief of tlie befieged Nizam Shaw- 
eeans, and, before his arrival, the Moguls retired. > 


Ferisuta concludes hts hiftory of the Beejapore fultans in the 
1596. year 1005. What follows relative to them, is tranllated from a work 
called Lub al Towareekh, a fummaiy hiAory of Hmdooftan, by 
Bmderabun, a Hmdoo, in the reign of Aurungzebe, as I could not 
obtain any fuller authority. 

Bmderabun writes, I know not of any hiftory, after Ferilhta’s, 
** of the fovercigns of Dekkan, hut as the conclufion of his was at 
** the clofc of the reign of the emperor Akber, I have felefted fome 
“ information from his hiftory, fome from that of the fucceeding 
'* emperor*?, and the reft from the converfation of well-informed, 
“ credible perfons and partly I write from my own knowledge."

III the reign of Jehaungeer, Ibrahim Adil Shasv, in concert witli 
the faltan of Ahmednuggur, difpatched an army againft Abd al 
Rahcem IChankhaanan, the Mogul foubahdarofKhandeflieand Berar. 

The foubahdar, unable to oppofe the allies, was blocked up in the 
city of Booralianpore. The Dekkances po/le/Ted themfeli'es of /everal 
diftrldls in both provinces j and canying their depredations into 
Malwa, laid wafte the country as far north i as the fbrtreft of 
*Mandou. At length, the prince faltan *‘Khoorrum advancing with 
an army from Dhely, an engagement took place near Boorahanpore, 
when the Dekkanees were defeated with great flaughter, lind ded. 

The imperial diilridls in Dekkan were recovered, and a vei^ con- 
fiderable part of the Ahmednuggur {overetgnty reduced to the Mogul 
government fay the prince j who, at lengtli, confented to a peace,, on ‘ 
die allied fultans paying him a fum of * Afty lacks of rupees* 

Of the above fum, * twenty lacks were contributed fay Ibrahim 
Adil Shaw, who in the year 1036 departed this life, after a reign of A.D.aSaS. 
forty feven years and fome months.

MAHUMMUD ADIL SHAW. 


Sultan Mahummud Add Shaw on the death of his father 
acceded to the throne of Bccjaporc. As the Moguls were daily 
extending their conquefb in Dekkan, and he knew tliat (hould the 
country of Ahmednuggur be reduced, his own would become the 
objeift of attack, he allifted Nizam Shaw againfl: the imperial anns } 
and more than once fuffered for his condufl, being obliged to pur- 
34. chafe peace by large contributions. In the year 1044, the armies of 
the emperor Shaw Jehaun, under Khan Dowraun, Khan Zuramaun, 
and Syed Jehaun Khan, invaded Dekkan on three quarters, and laid 
waftc the country of Bccjaporc wthout mercy. After the rcdudlion 
of Dowlutabad and other forts, with moft part of the kingdom of 
Nizam Shaw, Mahummud Adil Shaw agreed to pay a confiderablc 
tribute to the emperor Shaw Jehaun. Though the government of 
Dekkan was entrufled to the prince Aurungzebe, he courted the 
patronage of Dara Shekkoh, and by his influence obtained royal titles 
from Shaw Jehaun, to whom he prefented * forty lacks of rupees and 
forty elephants, with houfmgs of gold and filver. He gave alfo *’ five 
lacks and fome elephants to the princefs Jehaunara Begum j and 
'fifteen lacks of rupees, as many elephants, and fome valuable 
jewels, to the prince Dara Shekkoh. Aftertvards, having difpleafed 
_ Aurungzebe,

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Aurungzebe, that prince obtained permiffion to invade Beejapore ; 
which he entered, and took the fortrels of Kallean and other places ; 
but at this junQure intelhgence arriving of the illnefs of Shaw Jehaun, 
and the confuiion confequent at court, he moved from Dekkan. 
Mahummud Adil Shaw for the prefent laved his country. In the 
latter part of his reign, his vaflal Sewajee, the fon of Sahoo Bholiieh, 
by Aratagem and treachery obtained great power, and the foundations 
of the Beejapore monarchy became weakened, as will be accounted 
for in the hiftory of the reign of Aurungzebe. Mahummud Adrl 
Shaw died in the year joyi.

ALEE ADIL SHAW 2 '>- 


This prince fuccccding his fatlicr in Iiis childhood, was un- 
able to remedy the diforders which had occurred in his kingdom 
’ by the rebellion of Sewajee. This chief had pofieiTed liimfclf of 
all the ftrong holds in the Kokun country, and creeled fevcral new 
forts. Under pretence of making his lubrniiTions to the fultan, he 
begged an interview with the Beejapore general, Afzul Klian, whom 
he trcacheroufly fVabbed in an embrace. Ruftum IChan was after- 
wards fent agalnft him, and defeated. Alee Add Shaw died in the 
year 1083, after a turbulent reign of between eleven and twelve years j 
during which he enjoyed little of royalty but the name, his country 
being ufurped by Sewajee and other valTals. He was fucceeded by 
his fon Secunder Adil Shaw, an infint, who never acquired any real 
685. power, being the tool of his nobility; and in the year lopy, Beeja- 
pore, with its remaining dependancies, was reduced to the Mogul 
yoke by the emperor Aulumgeer.

AHMED NIZAM SHAW BEHEREE. 


AfiMED Nizam Shaw was the fon of Mallek Naib Nizam al 
Moolk Beheree, originally a Knimm of Beejanuggur, but being taken 
prifoner in his infancy by the army of fultan Ahmed ShawBhamenee, 
was mads a muffulmaun, received the name of Maliek Houffun, and 
was educated as one of the royal flaves. The fultan, feeing him a 
youth of abilities, gave him to his eldeft fon Maliummud fultan, .with 
whom he‘fini£hed his education, under the fame tutor, and became 
eminently learned -in Perfic and Arabic literature. On fultto Ma- 
hummud’s acceflion to the throne, he was railed by that prince to 
the tank of a thoufand, and the charge of the royal falconry was 
entrufted to him, from which he acquired the appellation of 
•Beheree. By degrees he rofe to the bighefl honours, recehed the 
titles of Alhruff Humaioon Nizam al Moolk Beheree, and by the 
patronage of IChajch Jehaun Gawan, being appointed governor of 
Telingana, hadRaajmundrec and Cundapul, with their dependancics, • 
conferred upon him in jaghirc. Upon the deatlj of Khajeh Jehaun, t 
he fucceeded him in office, and was honoured with the title of Mai-' 
lek Naib. Upon the deatit of Mahuromud Shaw, he by his will 
became iirfl; mmlTccr to his ion fultan Mhamood, tvfio added Beer 
and pther diflrifls to his jaghinc s which ho committed to the charge 
of his fon Mallek Ahmed, who took up his rclidcncc at Khibcr, and

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employed liimfelf diligently in the affairs of his government. As 
fome of the forts granted to him were garrifoned by Mharattasi who 
fefufed to evacuate them,' oh pretence that fultan Mhamood, being 
ah infant, was hot capable of conducting" affairs, Mallek Ahmed pro- 
ceeded to reduce them by force ; and firft marched a’gainft the fortrefs' 
of Skr, which was very ftrong, built found the fumniit of a high*!

Alimed Shaw, 
on his return from Jagneh, went to vifit him, and ufed every means 
to encourage him in his difagreeablc fituation. Some nights after, 
having left Ids camp ftanding, he furprized tlie enemy fo effectually,' 
that Nadir, with many of his principal officers, " were killed, and his 
army totally difperfed, leaving all their baggage and tents to the for- 
tunate Ahmed Shaw; who after his victory returned to Kbibcr, and, 
as before, turned all his attention to the flourifldng Hate of his people. 

Sultan Mhamood Bhamcnec, enraged at the defeat of his general, 
fent towards Khiber Uzmut al.Moolk Dobecr, with eighteen amras 
of diflinCtion and a great army ; upon which Ahmed Shaw, quitting 
the fortrefs, moved with his anny into the mountainous country of 
Kadabad j and when, the royal army had reached the pafs of Mccrec, 
he with three thoufand horfc marched expcditioufly to Ahmedabad 
Bicdcr, and arriving during the night, was admitted by the guards, 
whom he had prcvioufly bribed to his intcrefts. . He proceeded im-

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■ The amras at the pafs of Meereci upon hearing of this bold en- 
terprize, and the fuccflfs with which it had been attended, returned, 
in hopes of intercepting him j and arriving near, fent him a melTage, 
that as he had afled towards their wives and children as hi's own, 
they all were obliged, and bound by gratitude not to attach him ; 
but that it was unbecoming his magnanimity to fly from them like 
robbers or banditti and diftrefs tvomen j a behaviour not allowable 
among Roords or Fringes. Alimed Shaw, hurt at this remark, im- 
mediately fent back to them the women and children, and marched 
to Porundeh. Juft then a firmaun full of reprimand and ditpleafure 
came from fultan Mhamood to his anitas, fetting forth, that Ahmed 
the Ion of Nizam al Mbolk, the falconer, fpreading his pinions like 
tlie hawk, foared on high, while they, trembling in the nefts of, their 
tents, could not prefen'e the innocent mates of their alfeilions from 
his talons j that if, having taken the rebel prifoner, they fliould 
repair paft errors, it was well ,• ollienvife, being feized by the royal 
anger and dilpleafurc, they would give the honour of themfelves and 
their anccflots to the winds. The amras upon receipt of tip’s firmautf . 
halted, and fent off reprcfcntations to the fultan, tliat they were fol- 
diers, whofe bufinefs it was only to fight the enemy, i of whofe mo- 
tions if the proper intelligence had been ncglcdtcd, tliey-wcre not to 
blame, but Uzmut Dobcer, who commanded the army,- .that if 
another chief fliould be fent them in bis room, by the aulpiccs of the 
roy.ll fortune, the expulfion of tlic enemy would be clTcfted. Sultan 
Mhamood immediately recalled Uzmut, and fent Jchaungccr Ivlian, 
governor of Tclingana, with three thoiifand Iiorfc as, a reinforce- 
ment, to command the army in his room. Tlus general, w ho was 
one of the firft miniflcrs of the court, had pcrfomicd many great c.v-- 
ploits, and in courage and condiiff was unequalled in Dchkan, iipo.i 
his juiiftion witli the army, encouraged all tiie amras, and without 
delay adtanced by continued marches to Potoindcli.

Ahm’ed Shaw laid out on the Ipot a magnificent garden; in "'Juch ho.

Nuddjrbar,:I 3 uggellana and Guzarat became fo fecure, that merchants j 
and travellers paffed without guards; .and.the inhabitants being happy, 
under their government, the country became 'populous and flourifhing, - 
Both thejbrpthersi in, gratitude for the patronage of Nizam al Moolk,^ 
kept,on.,t'erlns.ofrthe flrI<aefV fricndfliip >vith his fon Ahmed Shaw;^, 
who, tp, cement their alliance Hill ftrongcr,, after. the ,vi^orypfBaughj 
Nizam, (gave hisdifteriBibi.Zcenut in marriage, to Mallck-Wojehrj'A* 
fon being ‘bom ftomithh union, the younger brother,' MallekAfhrufT, ; 
who had entertained ambitious views of. fucceeding ^Mallck :Wojeh * 
and’.founchng. a kingdom for^himfelf, jwas alarmed 'at ..it, .and atro-T 
cioufly contrived to affaflinate both father and fo'n 5 after which crimej 
he.aflumed independance at iDowlutabad, . and -endeavoured {to form r 
alliances with the.fovereigns of Boorahanppre, Berar, and Guzarat*} . 

'Zeenut, Rafter, thej murder* of herrhufband and ,fon, - haying madc'^ 
her.efcape ,to Khiber, .demanded, proteflion of her brother: Ahmed-

capital' of.Ahniedabad, Bieder, and J.prornifing, ^if.he. would -com-*', 
ply, to afford him aid in the reduftion^. of^ Dqwlutabad. .^med-r 
Shaw, confenting to the requeft, imrched to Bieder, which he reliev- 
cd m the manner we have related in the hiftory ofEufuff Adil Shaw; 
and then returning by the lame route, proceeded to execute his’ 
r..*' .1. ~ j... v' i i.'; ^ -‘T ‘original 
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' original defign 3 but finding, after a fiege of two months, that Dow- 
lutabad 'was’ too firong to be taken by force, he retreated towards 
Khiber. On his arrival at tlie town of Brnkar, fituated nearly at an 
equal difiance from both places, he formed the defign of mifing a 
city for the capital of his dominions; from whence he refolved, every 
year at the harveft feafons, to difpatch an army to lay waftc the ter- 
ritories dependant upon Dowlutabad, hoping that the garrifon, being 
deprived of refources and difirefied for provifions, would in procefs of 
time defert their chief, and give up tliat important fortrels. \^^ith 
tills view, in the year 900, at an infiant fived upon by the afirologers A.D.J 493 * 
as auipicious, be began the foundations of a city near the garden of 
I Nizam, upon tlie bank of the river Seen, to which he gave the name 
of Alimednuggur. Such diligence was ufed in creeling buildings, by 
the fultan and all Iiis dependants, tliat in the fiiort ipace of two years 
the new city rivalled in fplendour Bagdad and Cairo. His army eveiy 
year marching into the territories of Dowlutabad, left nothing undone 
in ruining cultivation, wafiing grain, and fitting fire to foe habita- 
tions of foe farmers at both foe harvefts. In foe year 905, iultan A, 0.1494* 
Mhamood of Guzarat, at foe requcfi of Mallek Aflimif, marched 
towards Dekkan j refolving firfi to humble Add Khan Farobkf, 
fovercign of Khandcfoe, and then proceed to Dowlutabad, whicli 
was befiegcd as ufual by Ahmed Nizam Shaw, Upon his arrival at 
Sultanpore, Add Khan being alarmed, requeited foe affiftance of 
Dmmad al Moolk and Ahmed Shaw; upon which foe latter imme- 
diately evacuated foe vicinity of Dowlutabad, and hafiened with 
fifteen thoufand horfe to Boorahanporc, fultan Mliamood being tlicn 
^encamped with a great army near Afire. Nufieer al Aloolk, by the 
advice of Ahmed Shaw, by means of a large fiim of mojiey, prevailed 
up<^n the keeper of the fultan’s elephants to let loofi from his chains 
one of thofe animals, who w'as remarkably vicious. On the night 
appointed, Ahmed SInw, with fit c fooufind men, marched towarfo 
the Guzaratcc camp ; and at twch c o'clock, when, by a fignal agreed 
upon, foe elephant was let loofi and occafioned great confufion, be 
X X fuddcniy 
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fuddcnly poured in upon the line lliowcrs of rockets and mufqud- 
try. Sultan Mhamood and his officers, who apprehended nothing 
lefs than an attack from fo inferior an cnpmy, and were fleeping 
quietly in their tent?, alarmed at the uproar, rofe from tlieir beds 
with hafty confufion. At ffits inftant, the elephant ran towards the 
tents of the royal haram, the ladies of wliich, frightened, made 
dreadful flirieks j upon this the fultan, fuppofing the enemy had 
penetrated his camp and were beginning a llaughtcr of his family, 
made his way out of his tents, and fled witli a few attendants to the 
diftance of fix miles. The Dekkanccs continued at tlic limits of the 
camp firing rockets, till the Gu'Zarat amras had turned out their 
troops, and then retreated; upon which, tlie latter haftened in a 
body to the royal tents, to congratulate the fultan on the repulfe of 
the enemy; but not finding Iiim, they thought proper to follow 
with the whole army ; and Alimed Shaw in tlie morning took up the 
ground they had left, with his allies, Adil Khan and Ummad al 
Moolk. A peace being concluded with fultan Mhamood fhortly 
after, Ahmed Shaw returned to^vards Dowlutabad, and encamping 
on Ballaghaut, relaxed from his cares in a variety of amufements* 
While here, fome gardeners brought him feveral bafkets of mangoes, 
which they faid had grown from kernels that had fallen on tlie 
ground he was encamped upon, when befieging Dowlutabad feven 
years before, which the fultan regarded as a lucky omen, that prefaged 
his fpeedy acquifition of the fortrefs. Afhruff IChan being reduced to 
great diftrefs, applied once more foraffiflance to fultan Mhamood of 
Guzarat, promlfing, if he would relieve him from the power of 
Ahmed Shaw, to read the khootbah at Dowlutabad in his name, and 
pay an annual tribute. The fultan, tempted by thefe offers, returned 
with a great army to the bank of the Tapti; upon which Ahmed 
Shaw railed the liege, and retired to his capital. Afliruif, agreeable 
to promife, read the khootbah in the name of fultan Mhamood, and 
going to his camp, made him valuable prefents, which he agreed to 
renew every year as his valfal. The fultan, after collecting the arrears 

of 
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of tribute from Adil Khan of Boorahanporc, returned to Guzarat ; 
which was no Iboncr made known to Ahmed Shaw, than he a^ain 
marched ton ards Don. lutabad, the garrifon of which, difgufted at 
their chief for reading the khootbah in the name of Mhamood, fent 
liim aifurances tiiat they were his fertants, and would, if he arriied 
cxpcditioufly, ghe him a convincing proof of their attachment. 
Ahmed Siiau, who received thefe letters on the banks of the Gung, 
fet out inibnily, witli three thoufaiid chofen men, and reacliing 
Dovvlutabad the fame night furroiiiidcd tlic place- Alalltk Alhruff 
difcmcring the dcfcAion of )iis followers, who were niollly AUia- 
ratlas, was taken ill asith vexation, and died file or fix dijs after, 
ujxn which the garrifon immediately dcliiercJ uji the place to 
Ahmed Shaw, fending a deputation to bun with the keys. lie im- 
mediately w ent to 1 icw the fort, and gate orde-t for neeelLiry repairs, 
fettling in It a gamfon of his own faithful troops, afier which, lie 
returned triumphant to Ahmcdnuggiir, and built a citadel roiird the 
garden of Niram, in atiiicli he had crcflcd a palace of red and green 
(lone. He alfo reduced Afinacr and other forts, and made the lujas 
of Kalneh .and Buggcllana bcco.mc his tribuiaric'. 
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’ frontiers, and fent an ambaflador, with a letter to tlic fultan, dcfirlng 
timt as Aalum Kltan had taken protedion with him, he would give 
him part of tlie territory of Aferc and Boorahanpore : but Mhamood 
behaved roughly to the ambaBadors, exclaiming. What right had 
the fon of a Have to the fultans of Bhamcncc to write to him, and 
extend his feet beyond his covering ! that if he did not lliortly cliange 
his behaviour, and repent, he iliould meet punlflimcnt! Ahmed 
Shaw, tliinking it rafli to proceed to extremities, upon this returned 
with Aalum Khan to Ahmednuggur, without delay, by continued 
marches. 

In the year 9 14, NulTeer al Moolk dying, his office was conferred 
on Mukkummul lOian Dekkancej and two or three months after, 
Ahmed Shaw was taken dangeroufly ill. He appointed his fon 
Boorahan, an infant of only feven years, his fuccc/Tor j « and conjur- 
ing all the nobility to obey him faithfully, took their oaths of 
allegiance, and ihortly after paid the debt of nature. 

Though the virtues of this prince exceeded all tliat can be com- 
prized in the bounds of delcnption, yet,"' in compliance with the 
• cuftom of hiftonans, the autlior attempts to relate a few. Among 
his great qualities, were continence and modefty.j When he rode^, 
through tlte ftreets of the city, he never looked alide to the right or ^ 
left, left his eyes might fall upon another's wife. When he was a 
■young man, arid marctieh to reduce ihclortrels ol’Kawcdi, ‘iirenrwas 
taken among the captives a young lady of exquifitc beauty, who was ^ 
prefented as an acceptable gift to the fultan by his firft minifter. 
Ahmed Shaw was charmed with hcrperlbn, but being told by her 
that flic had »a hulband, who, with all her family, waSjamong the 
pnfoners, he bridled his defirc, and reftored her uncontaminated to^ 
her fnends, with prefents to a great amount. 
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It was the cuftom of Ahmed Shaw, if any of his officers in the 
day of battle neglected difplaying a proper Ipirit, that, inftead of 
reproacliing, he rewarded them among the firft who had diftinguifli- 
ed themfelvcs by their gallantry. One of his courtiers once taking 
the liberty of enquiring the caufc of this unufual conduct, he reph'ed, 
that he fhould hare an explanation of it another time. Nor was it 
long before an officer, who had been backward in his duty and had 
been noticed by the fultan, dilHnguilhcd himfelf very particularly ; and 
the fultan having honoured him with marks of approbation, faid to 
liiS courtier. Princes are maftersof the hunt, and ihould thus prepare 
young ^varriors for the game of war. 

The cuftom of yulleek, or ftnglc combat, in Dekkan, is alfo a 
memorial of this prince, who ivas well ikilled in the fvvord, and 
delighted much in the fcience. Accordingly, as is ever the cuftom, 
the people being eager to copy the prince, both high and low devoted 
thcmfclves to It ; and inftead of colleges, cuftomary in the cities of 
Iflaam, fchools for fword-playing were eftabliilied in all quarters of 
Ahmednuggur, and nothing was talked of but defence in evciy 
aflcmbly. As is the of the ftrife-brceding climate of Dekkan, 
every perfon opened his mouth in vaunting over his fellow, and many 
contentions occurred beuveen ralh young men, who brought them 
for decifion before the fultan. He ga\c orden for them to uith 
fabres in his own prcfence, deciding in favour of him who firft 
wounded his adverfary. In conftqucncc of this encouragement, a 
crowd of young men everyday attended in the hall ofaudjcncc, to 
contend before the king} and, by degrees, this extravagance rofo to 
fuch a height, that every day two or tlirec of the combatants were 
killed. At length, the fultan taking a diiguft at foch tragedies, 
commanded that no trials of fkill fhoiild be made in his prcfcncc; but 
on the plain before the fort claimants might decide their pretenfions, 
and that their friends Ihould not interfere. He aWb commanded, 
that if either of the ducllifts was llain in confiiil, rctaJ/at/on, or 

piim'ffimcnt 
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punifliment for his death, fliould not be demanded.' This eVil cuftom 
proving^ agreeable to the muflulmauns of Dekkan, Ipread from Ah- 
mednuggiir into every city ; and its abomination was fo far forgotten, 
that to this day even the learned and venerable fages, and the princes 
and the nobles of the land, pradtife duelling, and efteem it a great 
accomplifliment ; fo that if their children do not court it, they do not 
number them among the valiant, but reprove them. The writer of 
• thefe flieets, Mahummud Cafim FeriflUa, law tlie following occur- 
i-ience in the ftreets of Beejaporc. Syed Mortiza and Syed HoulTun, 
two white-bearded brothers, who were in great efteem with Ibrahim 
Adil Shaw, and regarded by all as refpedtable in Dekkan, had a dif-- 
pute about a very trifling matter with three Dekkanees, alfo brothers, 
white-haired, and know ri to the king. Firft, the fbn of Syed Mor- 
tiza, a youth of twenty, engaged a Dekkanee, and was killed j upon 
which his father Angled out another, and, like the fon, refigned 
himfelf to death, Syed Houffun next fought the third Dekkanee, 
and fcattered the duft of anniliilation upon his own countenance. 
The three bodies were not yet removed from the ftreet, when the 
Dekkanees, who had received mortal wounds from the flaughtered, 
gave up their lives to the Keeper of fouls : and thus, in an inflant, 
without any former enmity to each other, fix relpedtable perfbns 
were deftroyed. The muflulmauns of Dekkan are certainly un- 
equalled in the management of the fabre, and in Angle combat, and 
no one can face them, who has not learned the fcience , but as mofl 
of them praCtife on foot, and are ignorant of horfemanihip and 
throwing the lance, before an army, efpecially of Dekkanee cavalry, 
they are much inferior ; but for private quarrels and flreet conten- 
tions, they arc as tearing lions. ,

Since the dynafly of Bhamenee, no princes of Dekkan have tried 
to difcQurage or abolifh this abominable cuftona, but have rather 
endeavoured to promote it, except Ibrahim Adil Shaw ad of Beejapore, 
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in whofe reign it has been much diluted ; and there is hope, that 
this deteftable praftice, wliich never exilled in any other country, 
will, by the happy auipices of wife and juft princes, be altogether 
done away; and this countiy, refembling paradife, be purified 
from fueh abomination.

, BOORAHAN NIZAM SHAW. 


Boorahan Nizam Shaw afcended the throne of liis father, at 
Ahmcdnuggur, in the feventh year of his age. Mukkummul KJian 
Dekkanee, who was an able ftatefiman and general as in the life- 
time of Ahmed Shaw, was honoured with the offices of ‘peiliwa 
and '’meer jumla, and his fon Jummaul ad Dien became diftinguifli- 
cd by the title of Yezzcez al Moolk and poft of * fer nobut. The 
fether and fon, having thus brought the royal houfehold under their 
controul, obtained fuU power over all tlie affairs of government. 
Near three years pafled in this manner, when the pride and want of 
moderation of Yezzeez al Moolk exceeded all bounds, and the other 
miniflers and nobles, as Roomi Khan, Kerrum Khan, and Meer 
Khan, became jealous, and weary of his audiority. But as much as 
they ftrove to remove him, they could not accomplifli their\viffies. 
At length, they gained over to their vie^\^ one of the women of the 
haram, named Bibi Aieflia, who was nurfe to the mother of BooYa- 
han Shaw, and enjoyed much of her confidence. It was agreed that 
ffie fhould contrive to deliver over to them Raja Jeou, the infant bro- 
ther of the king, whom they would place on the throne, and thus, 
by depofing Boorahan Shaw, free themfelves from the tyranny of 
Yezzeez al Moolk and Mukkummul lOian. Bibi Aiefha accordingly,

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one day, having dreflcd the young prince, who was only four years 
oW, in girl’s dotJjes, and put him in her own litter, took him from 
the palace towards the city. She was fcarce gone, vi^hen the mother 
called for her fon, and, upon his not being found, a great tumult 
-arofe among the attendants witliiii and without the palace. Some, 
guefling that he might have fallen into a canal or fountain, went Co 
fearch; while others purfued Bibi Aicflia, towards the cit*, and over- 
taking lier before flie reached the houfo of Roomi Khan, brought her 
, back with tlic child. As Bibi Aiefha was regarded as a grandmother 
to riie princes, and now and then took them-to her own houfe, 
where flie kept tliem for two or three days at a time, fhc now pre- 
tended that foe was cariying the young prince only on a viilt; but in 
a few days the fecret w'as dtfoiofed, that foe had done it in concert 
with the amras. Upon this, the minifters tookgr^ateT caution than 
ever for the fafety of the princes. They ufed fo much attention in 
foe education and inftrufiion of Boorahan Shaw, that in bis tenth 
year he read verfe and wrote with elegance ; and the writer of this 
hiftory has feen a treatife on the duties of kings, vi^rilten by him, in 
the hbrarjr of the. Ahmcdnuggtir fbvereigns. 

As the enmity between the mihifters and the abovementioned' 
three amras now exceeded all bounds, the latter fuddenJy fled from 
Ahmednuggur, with near eight thoufmd followers ; and, taking the 
Toah o^'Serar, exciteh ’5)ne\in Kha. ahY>ien^3mTna6 in- 

vade the dominions of Boorahan Shaw, by reprefenting tlie conqueR 
as eafy. The Berar chief, deceived, and tempted by their declara- 
tions, colledled his forces, and, marching foom Ehchpore, moved to 
the frontiers of Nizam Shaw, and poflefled himfelf of fome towns and 
diflriits. Mukkummul Khan, upon inteJli^nce oT this invaCon, bent 
his whole attention to expel it, and marched wifo Boorahan Shaw, 
attended by Khajeh Jehaun Dekkance, in great force againR the 
enemy. An engagement enfoed near the town of Ranooree, in the 
j’earolb, in which foe invaders received a total defeat j andUmmad A.D.i5*°* 
Y y al

al Moolk flying from tlic field, did not draw in liis reins, till he 
reached Iiis capital of Elichporc. His baggage, horfes, and elephants, 
fell into the hands of the Nizam Shawceans, who laid waftc great 
partofBcrar. In this battle, Boorahan Shaw, on account of his 
tender years, was carried on horfcback before Ardoo Khan, a con- 
fidential Turkifli flave. Ummad al Moolk, upon Mukkummul 
Khan’s following him into Berar, feeing lus fafety in flight, went to 
Boorahanporc, die chief of which fent learned and refpedlablc per- 
fonages to the camp of Boorahan Shaw, who reprefented, from the, 
authority of the koraun and the traditions of the prophet, the dil^cc ^ 
of the faithful making tvar on each other. A peace was concluded, 
and both parties retired into their own country. 

♦ is fiud, that thcanceflors of the Nizam Sliavvce kings were 
natives of Paterree-j but for fbmc caule, one of them, quitting his 
birth place, removed to Beejanuggur, wheredic fettled. When thS^ 
family arrived at royalty, all the relations came to Ahmednuggur, 
and exprefled a defirc to recover their ancient home of Paterrec i 
upon which Mukkummul KJian fent a meflage to Ummad al Moolk, 
as from Boorahan Shaw, requefting that he would, irom regard, give 
up this trail with which he was fq connefted, and receive in lieu of 
it a pergunnahjyielding a richcr.rcvcnue. Ummad al Moolk would 
not confent to the exchange; and forefeeing that a quarrel muft’ 
enfue on this ! point, began to build a fort for the profcilion of the 
pergunnah. Mukkummul Khan requefted him. ta defifl^ but ia vg lu-, 
and the work was completed. Mukkummul Khan, pretending to go 
to Dowlutabad, marched fuddcniy againft thii place, and carried it 
byftormj after which he left it in charge ofMeanGori, who had 
fliewn great ipirit in the attack, and conferred upon him the title of 
Katnil Khan. 

Boorahan Nizam Shaw upon his approach to manhood, became 
enamourcdiof'a dancing girl, mamed Amcena, .whom he married, 

' ' ' and 
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In the year 931, in conjunftion with them, he moved at the head of 
thirty Uioufand horfe and a conlidcrablc artillery, with intentions to 
befiege Sholaporc. 

Ifmaeel Adil Shaw advanced to meet the enemy with nine thou- 
fand archers, and an engagement took place on the borders, fo 
bloody, that nature feels horror at the remembrance. Ummad al 
Moolk was broken by the attack of Afihd K.han Balgoanee, and fled 
precipitately to ICaweel without halting j and Boorahan^Nizam Shaw 
being overcome with heat and thirft, in the height of conflidt, faint- 
ed away, and was borne off haftily in a pallanquin by his Turkifli 
’ (laves to Ahmednuggur, which he reached with great difficulty. 

In^the year 933, Ummad Shaw, at the infligatlon of Ifmaeel 
Adil Shaw, in conjundion with Sultan KooUi Koottub Shaw, Jed an 
Army ^igalnff the fort of Paterree, which he recovered from Boora- 
han Nizam Shaw j who, however, fliortly after retook it, razed the, 
fortifications, and gave the diftrid dependant upon it to his relations 
the bramins j in whofe hands it continued for generations, till the 
reign of the emperor Akber. Frorh thence, Boorahan Shaw, diaving 
. marched to Mahore, took that fort, and then moved towards Elich- 
pore. Urnmad al Moolk, unable to withftand him, fled as formerly 
to Boorahanpore. Mahummud Shaw Farooki, chief of that country, 
afllfting him with troops in peribn, they moved againft Boorahan 
Shaw, who defeated them 5 taking from them near three hundred 
elephants, their tents, infignia of royalty, and much baggage. , Many 
places in Berar fell into his hands. Umn^ad al Moolk and Mahum- 
mud Shaw feeing affairs in this fituation, feht imbaffadors with 
valuable prefents to fultan Bahadur Shaw of Guzarat, to requeft his 
affiftance. Sultan Bahadur regarding their requeft as fortunate to his 
1528. arms, in the year 935 entered Dekkan with a great army, by the 
route of Nudderbar and Sultanpore. 


Boorahan 
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Boorahan Nizam Shaw being much alatmcd, fent letters to Shaw 
Baber of Dhely, congratulating him on his accedion, profeding 
allegiance, and begging his protcQion. He at the fame time requeu- 
ed affiftance from Ilinaeel Add Shaw and fiiltan Koolli Koottub Shaw. 
The fonner font Ameer Bereed with (iv thoiifand foreign horfe to 
join him ; but the latter cxcufed himfelf, under pretence of being 
engaged in ^va^ in anotlier quarter. 

Bahadur Sliaw liaving entered Berar with a view to retaJee Ma- 
hore and Paterree, and Jiking tljc cou^tiy^ renjained fome time in it; 
upon which Ummad al Mbolk, dreading the wafte of his dominion^, 
reprefented, tliat if he would move into Booralian Shaw*s country, 
and procure fomc parts of it for him, he would remove his iamily 
frotuKaweel,' and, refigning that place up to him, attend conftantly 
on his flirrup. Sultan Bahadur, complying with his requell, moved 
towards the army of Boorahan Shaw, wldch was encamped in the 
liilly countt^*. Ameer Bereed, with tlie auxibaries of Adil Shaw and 
abont tliree thoufand horle of his omi, attacked part of the Guzarat 
anny fuddenly,x>n its inarch between the touns of Beer and Puttun, 
killed near three tlioufand men, took much baggage, ^'ith feventy 
mules laden with treafure. Sultan Bahadur, enraged, detached 
Khodawund Khan, Jiis vizier, wtli eight thoufand hewie, to revenge 
the ai&ont, and Ameer Bereed defeated tliem by an ambuth. The 
fultan then fent twenty thoufand horfe to reinforce Kh.oda.wund 
Khan, under the command of Ummad al Moolk. Boorahan Shaw 
with his allies, finding it impoffiblc to oppofe fo great a force, fled 
to Porundeh, and from thence, being purfued by the enemy, towards 
Joneer, SultanBahadurnow proceeded to Ahmednuggur, where he 
took upTiIs refzdence in the palace, and his amras chofe their quarters 
in ihe houfes of the citizens. The fultan commanded a great terrace 
to be formed of lime and ilone/ that had been coUedled for build- 
ings, which was raifed in one night, and called the black terrace, the 
ftone being of that colour. Upon this, tlie fultan fat for forty da>'s 

fucceflively, 
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fucccfllvely, to receive the compliment of the people, and nmufe 
himfclf -witli fights of elephants and other animals. Boorahan Shaw 
arid his allies laid waftc tlie country round, and prevented fupplics _ 
from coming to his. army ;/o that famine prevailed. About this 
time, he dreamed one night, that a number of frightful dremons and 
evil fpirits furrounded his bed, fomc with brands of fire, and others 
with great flones in their hands, which they threatened to caft upon 
him. He was affrighted from deep, and immediately fummoned a 
confultation of his nobles, who informed him, that in that Ipot 
Ahmed Nizam Shaw had fought a battle, in which great numbers of 
mhdels and muffulmauns were Raid when intoxicated, and that their 
fpirits, unable to afeend the upper regions of tJic air, now hovered 
about this fpot._ Sultan Bahadur was alarmed at this account, flcptin 
his tents the next night, and a few days afterwards rnoved ffom the 
pity towards Dowlutabadj and leaving Ummad nl Moolk witli the 
Guzarat amras to befiege that fortrefs, encamped with Mahummud 
Shaw Farooki, on the mountains of Ballaghaut, 

Boorahan Nizam Shaw now wrote to Ifmacel Add Shaw, that . 
though he had fent him aid, as became a brother, unlefs he came 
to his afiiflance in perfon, he fooiUd never be relieved from the prefent , 
troubles. In anfwer to this, Ifmaecl Add Shaw replied* that the 
infidels of Beejanuggur N\ ere encamped near Roijore, and, if he left^ 
his country, would inftantly invade it 5 buttliathe had/ent him five . 
hundred chofen horfe in additiom! aid, under the command of Hyder 
al Moolk. Caibeenic, and hoped that he would fhortly be gladdened 
by viftory. Boorahan Shaw, ddappointed, was at a lofs how to a<fr. 
As the people and army were difpleafed at the adminifrration of 
Shekh Jaffier, he removed him from the office of pefliwa, which he 
bellowed on Kanwerfein, a bramin, who was endowed with wifdom, 
penetration, and integrity. By his advice Jie moved, with all the 
troops he could colleft,^ from Joneer to his capital of Ahmednuggur. 
Soon after this, he marched .with great caution, and fixed his camp 

in 
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in the hills, within eight miles of the Giizarat army, which he 
harallcd by ikirmiflies (hr near three months. At length, finding 
that this had no effedl upon the fortitude of the Guzaratees, he, by 
the advice of Kanwerfein, privately alked peace of Mahummud Shaw 
and Ummad al Moolk, promlfing to return the forts and elephants 
he had taken from them ; upon wiiieh they reprefented to Khoda- 
wund Khan, that they had called in fultan Bahadur only to recov'et 
Paterree and Mahore, for which they had engaged to read the 
khootbah of Eerar and Ahmednuggur in his name, and make Iiim 
annual prefents, but that tlie fultan had extended his views to the 
pofiellion of tlieir country. The vizier in reply told them, that this 
was their own fault, for if the kings of Dekkan would agree with 
each other, all would be well. They underftood his meaning, and 
departed. Ummad al Moolk fuffered large fupplies of provifion to 
be conveyed to Dowlutabad through his lines, and at the commence- 
ment of the rains retired fuddenly towards Elichpore. 

Sultan Bahadur and Meeran Mahummud Shaw now eonfulted 
whether to Hay, or retreat ,• and all the rainifters obferved, that when 
the rivers fiiould be full from the rainy fealbn, it would be impollible 
to obtain fupplies from Guzarat or Khandeihe, and it was polliblc 
the princes of Dekkan might unite ; therefore it would be prudent to 
leave their feveral countries in the pofiellion of Ummad al Moolk 
and Nizam Shaw, and -be content with their acknowledgments of 
homage. Sultan Bahadur conienting to this, Boorahan Nizam Shaw 
and Ummad al Moolk fent their ambafladors with prefents, and read 
the khootbah in the name of Bahadur Shaw j who afterwards re- 
turned to Guzarat. Boorahan Nizam Shaw pn lus arrival at Ahmed- 
nuggur received a demand from Meeran Mahummud Shaw for the^ ^ 
elephants he had promited him, and the Ibrts for Ummad al Moolk. 
With the firft he complied in part, but refufed the latter; and as 
Mahummud Shaw obtained bis own wufiics, he did not urge more 
^ on 
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on the fubjefl, but kept up a friendly conneaion with Boorahan 
Nizam Shaw. 

Boorahan Shaw the following year fent Shaw Taliir with prefents 
of rich goods, elephants, and hories, to fultan Bahadur of Guzarat, 
who delayed giving him an audience, and wrote to Meeran Mahum- 
mud Shaw, that he had heard, Ummad al Moolk had only once 
read his name in the khootbah. Meeran Mahummud Shaw in 
anfwer, affured him, that Boorahan Shaw was his loyal valTal, and 
that if he had only read it once, it was to fave appearances with the 
other fultans of Dekkan; therefore he fhould forgive liim, and 
receive his embafly. Sultan Bahadur accordingly received Shaw 
Talur, but did not for (bme time (hew liim much encouragement j 
till at length his great qualities and learning fo won upon him, that 
he altered his behaviour, and at the end of three months difmilfed 
him with honours and prefents. 

S30 In the year 937, when fultan Bahadur had fubdued Malwa,. 
Boorahan Nizam Shaw, being alarmed, fent Shaw Tahir witli Nerfbo 
Pundit to congratulate him upon his conquefts. They were intro- 
duced to the fultan at Boorahanpore, by Meeran Mahummud Shaw ; 
who obfcrved, tliat as the empire of the chief provinces ofHindoo- 
ftan had now devolved on the family of Tunur, the liar of whofe 
profperity was daily afcending, it was political to make a friend of 
Boonthan Nizam Shaw. Buiran Baiiadur, who was a pnhee of 
much ambition, and fought an equality with the Ibvcreigns ofDhcIy, 
liftencd to the advice of Mahummud Shaw, and conferred many 
far ours on Shaw Tahir ; rvho was difmilTcd with expedition to Ah- 
mednuggur, in order to prevail on Boorahan Nizam Sharv to come to 
an intemew with the fultan. Shaw Taliir on his arrival, at firll 
difiuadcd the fultan from die meeting j but, being overcome by the 
arguments of Kanwerfein, confented. Boorahan Shaw having left 
his fen Shaw Houflein as his heir, and the dircdlion of all aflairs under

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inftantly defcended from his throne out of refpedt, and having received 
it, kifTed it tliree times, and rubbed it on his forehead 5 then received 
the compliments ofBoorahan ShW, andalkedhim, in the Guzarat 
language, after his health j to which Boorahan Shaw replied in Perlic, 
that by the aufpices of the fultan he was happy. Sultan Bahadur 
then reafeended his throne, and Boorahan Shaw and Meeran Ma- 
hummud Shaw Rood before it. Sultan Bahadur feeing Shaw Tahir 
Ilanding, defired him to fit, which he declined / but being repeatedly 
prefled, he reprefented that he was ready to obey, but it did not be- 
come him. to fit, while his mafter ftood. The fultan then defired 
Boorahan Shaw to fit. Sultan Bahadur entered into converfation 
with Boorahan Nizam Shaw, in the Perfian language, enquiring 
how he had palTed the days of diftrefsful viciflitude. Booralian Shaw 
replied, that affli£Hons, ivliich lead to profperity, and abfence 
bounded by enjoyment, make tlie approach to be forgotten in the 
conclufionj that the prefent moment was a fufficient recompenfe for 
what evils had happened to him for a feries of years. When fultan 
Bahadur heard this anfwer, he turned to Meeran Mahummud Shaw, 
and faid, ** Heard you the anfwer ofBoorahan al Moolk?” Here- 
plied, that he did not. Upon which fultan Bahadur repeated his 
quelUon, and received the fame reply. He then praifed him in a 
voice loud enough to be heard by all prefent. Shaw Tahir then 
arofc, and faid, Thefe are the marks of the royal bounty, wliich I 
hope will daily cncreafe towards us. Sultan Bahadur, taking a fword 
and. dagger fet with jewels Irom lus own waift, ^girded them on 
Nizam Shaw j and as he had not till that time Riled lum Shaw, laid. 
May the title of Shaw prove aufpicious to you ! At tlie fame time he 
prefented him with the umbrella of roplty taken from the fultan of 
V Mal\^•a, and commanded Khodawund IChan, his vizier, and Meeran 
Mahummud Shaw to conduft him to the tents pitched for his recep- 
tion, which had belonged to the fame prince, fultan Mhamood 
Khiljec of MaUva. The following day, fultan Bahadur made a 
grand entertainment, and fcated Boorahan Nizam Shaw and Meeran 
' ' Mahummud 
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MaKummud Shaw on chairs of gold before his throne. At the 
breaking up of the affembly, he preiented Boorahan Nizam Shaw 
with live horfes, nvo elepliants, and twelve lighting deer. The 
two kings then played together at the * chowgaan. Nizam Shaw 
prefented fultan Bahadur his offerings, all of which he approved, but 
taking only a koniun, and a fcymetar, on which was engraved the 
name of one of the Abaffide caliphs, wnth four elephants, and two 
Arab horfes, faid to Nizam Shaw, '* I give you back the remainder 
of your prefents, with all the countries of Dekkanj” at the fame 
time difmifling him, with permiffion to return to Ahmednuggur. 
Accordingly he took his departure ; and going by the way of Dowlu- 
tabad and Ballaghaut, paid his devotioris at the tombs of holy men at 
thofe places : after which he cnamped for /bme rime at the reser- 
voir of KuttuUoo, where he was met by his fon Houffein Shaw, 
Kanwerfein, and his other minifters, al/b the amballadors of Adil 
Shaw and Koottub Shaw, who came to congratulate him. 

The dilagreements between the iiiltan ofGuzarat and Boorahan 
Shaw being now done away, the latter was at leifure to attend to the 
regulation of his dominions j and accordingly, by the wife policy of 
his minifter Kanwerfein, he took thirty forts from the rajas of the 
Mharattas, who had not paid obedience Cnee the death of Ahmed 
Nizam Shaw, and entertained thole chiefs in his fervicc, leaving 
them lands for their fupport. He honoured Khajeh Ibrahim with , 
the title of Lutteef Khan, and Sabajee with that of Pertab Roy, 
admitting them among his confidential fervants. The gardens of 
’Nizam, which bad been injured by the Guzaratees, he repaired and 
improved- 

In the year 93S, Ifinacel Adil SInw having meditated the con- a. D. 1531. 
qucfl of the forts of Kalican and Candahar, Ameer Berced fought the 
Z z 2 prote<ftion

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protedtion of Boorahan Nizam Shaw, who wrote a haughty letter to 
Adil Shaw, commanding him to defift, which was , anfwered by 
defiance. This brought on difputes about their borders. ^Ifinae?! 
Add Shaw, in his arifwer to Nizam Shaw, afked if he had forgotten 
the former defolation of Ahmednuggurj remarking, if, he prided 
himfelf on the tattered infignia of the Mahva princes, the boaft was 
ridiculous ; nor had he fupenority in the title of fultan, beftowed 
upon him only by the chief of Guzarat ; whereas his royalty was 
given him by the kings of Perfia, defcendants of the prophet ; that 
if he repented of fuch follies, it would be fortunate, but if not, he 
fhould quit the gardens of Nizam, where he would meet him and 
try the force of arms to humble his vanity. 

Boorahan Nizam Shaw, though afliamed of his vaunting, yet 
marched immediately to Ameeraporc, where he remained fome days 
to collect Ids forces, and then moved towards the borders of Adil 
Shaw, who gave him a total defeat, and obliged, him to retreat to 
Ahmednuggur, with the lofs of all his baggage and near four thou- 
fand'menj which ddgrace fully ledbned bis pride and vam glory. 

j2. In the year 939, by the mediation of ambafladors, a meeting 
was effefted between Boorahan Nizam 5 haw and Ifmacel Add Shaw ; 
when it was agreed, that the former ihould undertake the conqucR 
ofBerar, and the latter of Telinganaj and that they fhould divide 
De^kan in a brotherly manner between them ; but this plan was 
dcllroyed by the premature death of Ifmaeel Adil Shaw, and the 
difputes which took place between Ids fiiccellbr and Nizam Shaw. ^ 

537, ’ In the year 944, at the infligation of Shaw Tahir, Boorahan 
Nizam Shaw rejected the names of the Saliabeh from tlic khootbali 
for tliofc of the Iinaums j and as the colour of their flandards was 
green, and tradition relates, that at the rcfurrc<flion thofe of the 
prophet will alfo be of tliat colour, he changed his umbrella and 

. ' flandards 
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ftandards to it. He alfo (God forgive him) fettled penfions on.per- 
Ibns to curfe and revile the’ three companions and their followers in 
the mof^ues and ilreets j thus accomplifliing a . wifli which EufufF 
Adil Shaw, through fear of his principal amras of the Ibonni ledt, 
was obliged to cany with him to the grave, uneiFeftcd. Boorahan 
Shaw however ran feme hazard from his religious zeal. He was 
befieged in his palace fay a number of malecontents, headed by 
MooUa Peer Mahummud, a furious foonni, whom he took prifoner 
and confined; upon which the tumult fubfided. The kings of 
Guzarat, Beejapore, and ICliandeIhe, enraged at the infult offered 
to the foonnites, entered into alliance with 'each other, and agreed 
to divide tire dominions of Boorahan Nizam Shaw between them ; 
upon which he fent an embafly to the emperor Humaioon, offering 
his fervices to afiift in an invaCon of Guzarat; ‘but the rebellion of 
Shere Shaw falling out, prevented its fucceft. Boorahan Shaw found 
means to latisfy tlie fultans of Guzarat and Khande/lte ; and enter- 
taining in his fervice all the foreigners diibanded by Ibrahim Adil 
Sliaw, marched to invade Beejapore. Being fucceBful, be brought 
triumphantly to Ahmednuggur an hundred elephants and feme pieces 
of cannon. 

In the year 949, Boorahan Shaw again invaded Beejapore ; but, A. D. 1542. 
though fuccefiful in the beginning, was at laft forced to retreat to the 
fortrefi of Dowlutabad, leaving Iris capital a prey to the Beejapore 
troops. He made his peace by giving up many places. The 'ac- 
count of this expedition has been related in the hiftory of the reign 
of Ibrahim Adil Shaw, as well as of leveral others, which compofe 
the whole tranfadtions of the reign of Boorahan Nizam Shaw, and 
would be lirefome in the repetition. He died in the year 961, and a.R. 1554. 
was buried in the fame tomb with his father. 


SULTAN 
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HOUSSEIN NIZAM SHAW. 


floUSSEIN Nizatn Sliaw ruccceded his father in tlic thirtieth year 
of his age. His brother Abdul Kadcr and the otJicr princes efedped 
from the palace the day of his acceflion, and ttvo parties were form- 
ed in the Rate j the foreigners and Ethiopians embracing the caufe of* 
Houfiein, and the Dekkances, bolli mufliiJmauns ajid Hindoos, that 
of Abdul lOder, who, however, was at length deferted, and fled 
into Berar for protc<£tion to Ummad al Moolk; Jiis brothers, Shaw 
All and Mceran Mahummud Bahir, fought an afylum at Bcejapore, 
Kliajeh Jehaun, governor of Porundch, refufed to come to court, and 
claimed the throne for his ton in law, Hyder Shaw, alfo Ion to the 
late king. Houfiein Shaw marched againfl him, and Khan Jehaun 
fled with the prince to Beejaporc. The fultan reduced the fort, and 
jeturned to Ahmednuggur. The king of Beejapore embraced the 
caufe of Shaw Hyder. Houfiein entered into an alliance with Urn- 
mad al Moolk, who furniflied him with /even thoufand Jiorfe. He 
marched to relieve Sholaporc, then befieged by Add Sliaw. Aa 
account of this expedition has been given in the hifiory of that prince. 
Syef Ein al Moolk, who had left his fervice, and gone over to Beeja- 
porc, being driven from that kingdom, alked leave to return to Ah- 
mednuggur. Houfiein Nizam Shaw aflbred him of a favourable 
reception, but upon his arrival cut him off by treachery. His women 
' and effects were faved by the gallantry of his chief dependant, Kub- 
bool Khan, who condvvSed them in fafety to Golconda, where he 

was 
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was received into the fervicc of Ibrahim Koottub Shaw. The grave 

of Syef Ein al Moolh is frequented by fbldiers, who eat the turf near 

it, as a ilimuliis to valour. He was celebrated for the goodnefs of 

his troops, and living with them in a brotherly manner. Ibrahim 

Adil Shaw dying, Houflein Shaw invaded Beejapore in conjundtion 

with Koottub Shaw, who after feme time deferted him, and he was 

obliged to return to Ahmednuggur. All Adil Shaw formed an 

alliance againft him with Ramraaje and Koottub Shaw, in revenge 

for the invafion j upon which he ilrengthened himfelf by treaty with 

Ummad al Moolfc, andtiiey met in the year 966. The daughter of A, D. 1558, 

die latter was married to die former. The fame year HoulTein 

Nizam Shaw detached Mahummud Aftad Ncefijaporce and Chelch 

Roomi againft Reegdonda, a fort built by the Portuguefe, on the 

coaft of Malabar, They begged peace, and entered into a treaty 

not to moleft die fubjedts of Nizam Shawj who, upon this, ordered 

his army to retreat. In 967, Nizam Shaw fubdued feveral forts A. D. 1559. 

belonging to Antice Roy. The aibcs invaded his territories. He 

was offered peace on condition of furrendering the fort of Kallcan, 

but refufed, and fled from Ahmednuggur, which was befieged by 

die allies. The city held out, owing to the treachery of Koottub 

Shaw, who privately conveyed provifions to die garrifbn, and at 

length deferred his allies, Houflein Nizam Shau’V affiAed by the 

troops of Ummad al Moolk, cut off fuppHes from the enemy’s camp, 

in which fcarcity of proWfions prevailed. They niifed the flege on 

this account, and encamped at Aflitee. 

Houflein Niz«im Shaw, by die advice of Cafini Beg, lent Moolla 
Einaiiit Oolla to alk peace of Ramraaje; who offered to grant it on 
three conditions ; Jirfl, that he lliould cede the ibrtrefs of ICallean to • 

Ah Adil Shaw : fecondly, that he fliould put tp death Jehaungeer 
Khan, who commanded the 'auviliary troops from Hcrar, as he had 
done much injury to his army by his attacks: and thirdly, that 
Nizam Shaw fhould fubmit to pay him a vifit, and receive from 

him 
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him a betel of encouragement. The fultan, in order to preferve his 
kingdom, accepted the conditions ; and opening the doors of in- 
juftice on his friends, fent aflaffins to the tents of his gueft and faith- 
ful auxiliary, Jehaungeer Khan. After having thus, at the inftiga- 
tion of an infidel, murdered one of the faithful, and verified the 
remark, that There is no confidence in princes,*’ the fultan pro- 
ceeded to the camp of Ramraajc, who rofe on his entering his tents, 
and kified his hand. The fultan, from foolifli pride, called for a 
hafon and ewer, and wafhed lus hands, as if tliey had been polluted by 
the touch of Ramraaje 5 who, enraged at the affront, faid in his 
own language, ** If he was not my ^eft, he flrould repent this 
infultj” then calling for water, he alfo wafhed. Houflein Nizam 
Shaw, giving the keys of Kallean to Ramraaje, faid, " I give them 
** a prefent to you and Ramraajc immediately fent them to Ali Add 
Shaw. Having received a betel from Ramraajc, he took his leaves 
and, without vifiting Ali Add Shaw, quitted the camp, and returned 
• to his own capital, which he furrounded with a deep ditch, and 
firengthened by building the citadel of ftone. 

62. In the year 970, the fultan had an interview with Koottub Shaw, 
and their alliance was cemented by intermarriages. They befieged 
the fort of Kalleln, but were oblig'ed to retreat by Ramrajje and Ali 
Add Shaw, who gave them a total defeat, and Houflein Nizam 
■wb.b, tearibsAtbnfiMCaC 'fflfJb-thn.lnCiQ.CaU. 

. his artilleiy and baggage. In his flight he carried the umbrella of 
royalty over his own head, and, though attended only by a tlioufand 
horfe, made his ^vay good throughfix thoufand of the enemy. Being 
remarkably ftndt in his obfervance of the dated prayers, one after- 
* noon, when clofcly purfued, his friends reprefented the danger of 
difinounting to pray, but he regarded them not 5 and the enemy 
were fo (truck with his gallantry, that they (lopped at fome diftance 
to admire it. After prayers, on obferving that he had on 'a girdle 
. interwoven with gold, he rccollcfted that it was unlawful to pray in 

It, 
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therefore carting it off, he repeated his devotions. The enemy 
agreed, that to fucceed againft liitn was impoflible, and refolved on 
giving over their purfuit. The fultan hiving thrown Aipplies into 
Ahmednuggur, retired to tlie fbrtrefs of Joneer. The allies now 
befieged Ahmednuggur, and the Hindoos of Ramraaje committed 
every cruelty on the faithful, polluting the mofques, and dirtionour- 
ing the women. Ali Adil Shaw, vexed at thefe indignities to re- 
ligion, but unable to prevent them, advifed Ramraaje to raife the 
llcgc and purfue Nizam Shaw ; who, upon this, retired to tlie hills, 
and difpatchsd a force to hy waile all die country in die enemy’s 
front, fo as to diftrefs and retard their march; but tins detachment 
was defeated, and the general flain. At the approach of the rains, 
the allies returned to the fiege of Ahmednuggur. A great rife of 
the waters drowning near twelve thoufand horfe, a great number of 
elephants and footmen, much baggage, and cattle innumerable, 
Ramraaje retired to his own country. 

' An alliance ;vas now formed between the three fultans again/l: 
Ramraye, whofe defeat and death has already been related in the 
hirtory of the Adil Shawee ibvereigns. HoufTein Nizam Shaw died, 
eleven days after his return from this expedition, of a disorder occa- 
lioned by excefs of venery and drinking. He left behind him four 
fbns and four daughters.

SULTAN 
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MORTIZA NIZAM SHAW. 


As tWs prince acceded to the throne in. his minority, his motlier, 

’ Khoonzeh Sultana, became for foe years cliief manager of affairs. She 
raifed her brothers, Ein al Moolk Taaje JCJian and Etibar Khan, to 
the firft rank of nobility. Having appointed Moolla Einaiut OolJa 
pefhwa, llie fat daily in court behind a curtain and tranfafted bufinefs. 
Mortiza Nizam Shaw was engaged in amufements becoming his 
age, and took no part in the affairs of government. 

At this criils, AU Adil Shaw led an army againft: Anicondeh, 
hoping to reduce to his dominions all the terntories of Beejanuggur. 
Vingtaderee, chief ^of Bilcondah, upon this applied to Wioonzeh 
Sultana for afliflancc, and fhe with her fon led an army againft 
Beejapore s upon which Ali Adil Shaw, giving over his expedition, 
tetwroftd tn the. defence of own. oyantty . Ttwe two powers con- 
cluded peace at the reprefentations of holy men, and the next year 
marched againft Tulfal IChan, who had ufurped Berar, which they 
plundered, and returned at the beginning of the rains. ^ On the march 
Adil Shaw confpired to feizc die peribn of Nizam Shaw j but Khoon- 
zeh Sultana difcovering his defign, marched fuddenly to Ahmed- 
nuggur, aftifted by the fudden fwclling of a river between the camps. 

In the year 975, Adil Shaw'invaded the -country, and taking 
fevcral places, defeated the Nizam , Shawee army, by his general 
' Kummaul 
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Kummaul Kifhwer Khan. Khoonzeh Sultana difgufted all the amnis 
by her partiality to her brethren, who expended the publick treafures 
dn their own pleafures, without attending to the wants of the army. 

At length, Shaw Jemmal ad Dien Houfiein Anjoo, Ca/im Beg. and 
others, the fultan’s companions, became alarmed at the difordered 
ftate of the royal houlehold, and complained to him in private of his 
mother's conduft. The fultan obterved, that the whole minillry 
were attached to her, how then could he remove her ufurped autho- 
rity. They replied, that with his permilJion they would bring over 
the principal amras, and a cure foe the prefent evils. Nizam 
Shaw having given his confent, they, with their friends, repaired to 
the palace; but as it happened, the queen at this inflant having the 
fultan witli her, his childifh fears made him flippofe the fecrct 
betrayed, and, to fave himfelf, he told his mother that certain chiefs 
had coni^jired to 'feize her ; upon which fhe confined the principal 
conlpirator, and the reft efcaped. 

In the year 977, the fuUana marched with her ion to oppofc the A.D, 
encroachments of Kifliwer Khan, the Beejaporc general. Mortiza 
Nizam Shaw> now able to judge for himfelf, refolved to be free from 
the ufurpation of his mother. Having brought over the principal 
amras, he fent to her Hubfheh Khan, to inform her that it was his 
pleafure Ihe fliould no longer engage in publick affairs, but live 
retired, like the other prlncefles. Enraged at this, /he iumwoned 
her creatures j and, throwing a veil over her face, came from tlic 
palace on horicbick, armed with a bow, fword, and dagger. She 
was, how'cver, feized after a fhort refiffance, and her attendants fled. 

The fultan now tookaffairs under his own management; and, having 
levied forces, marched againfl the fbrtrcft of Darwer, and to expel 
the invader Killiwcr KJian. 

When tlie fultan arrived witliin a fhort di/bnee of Darwer, a 
mefienger from Kifhwer Khan brought him a fealcd paper, wluch. 

A a a 2 upon 
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upon opening, was found to contain fuch infoicnt cxprcflions, as en- 
raged lUm to the higheft pitch. Mounting his horfe, he fwore that 
he would not difmount tUl he fliould enter Darwer. Wlien he 
arrived near, he rode towards the gate 5 upon which his attendants 
reprefented, that fortrefles were not to be taken in this manner, and 
that expofmg his perlbn t\’<LS impioper. The fiiltan replied, tliat by 
the divine bleifing he would force the gate with his fword, and hew 
his paflage ; that if victory was decreed him, no injury could occur ; 
and that if his death was fixed, ft was vain to avoid the danger. The 
•officers, feeing that the royal determination was unalterable, begged 
that he would put on armour, which was allowed by the prophet. 
•To this he confented, and then proceeded. By tliis tune lliovvers of 
lliot, ‘arrows, and rdekets, poured from the fort walls, and killed 
many perfons, elephants, and horfes. The fultan ftill went on, and 
efpaped unhurt. At length, the fire from the fort fuddenly ceafed. 
The fultan was aftonillied. He fent perfons to enquire the caufe. 
They entered unoppofed.^nd found the fort evacuated. An arrow ; 
Jiad pierced l“y dead on the ground. 

They cut off his head, and hung it every® battlements j when the 
fultan offered thankfgivings for his viaoryf The fultan now invaded 
Beejapore, in conjunftion with whom he 

fuddenly became incenfed by the Shaw Abou HouQun. 

Koottub Shaw efcaped, but his camp Shaw 

Iconcluded a treaty with Ali Add Sh^v, a$ returned to Ahmednug- 
gur- He appointed Jcmmal ad Dren minifier, 

and marched agamft the fort of ReegdondSb belonging to the Por- 
tuguefe ; but was obliged to railfe-jJje fiege ® blockade of fome 
months, as the enemy obtained from the 

treachery of the fultan's own amras, vrho l?® bribed by prelents, 
particularly of wine. The fultan, upon l,i» - Jhirn from this expedi- 
tion to Ahmednuggur, difplaced feveralof his chief amras, and confer- 
red the office of vaquedut on Chungeeze Khan, a nobleman of great 
abilities, who -by Hs attention reftored the publick affairs. He de- 
* - feated 
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feated a propoied alliance between Ali Add 5 haw and Koottub Shaw, 
and effeaed one between the former and his mafter, who had an in, 
terview on their borders. It was agreed between the fultans, that 
' Ali Adil Shaw diould conquer as much of the Carnatic as would pro- 
‘duce a revenue equal to Berar and Bieder; which countrie? Nizam 
Shaw flaould be at liberty to meft from the liands of TufTal Jthan 
and AU Bereed. Koottub Shaw was excluded from any fiiare In 
this treaty. In the year 980, Nizam Shaw began his expedition to A. 
Berar ,* and fucceeded by the gallantly and condufl of Chungeeze 
Khan, who drove TufTal Klian fi-om Ehchpore, forced him to feek 
iheltcr in the woods, and brought over the inhabitants of the didrifts 
by his’ clemency. Tuflal Khan fled from place to place, and ivood 
to wood, for fix months ; at tlie end of which he Was forced into a 
defile,^ which had no other paflage but what could be blocked up by 
tlie fultan’s troops, and would have been taken, had not the fultan 
been Hopped by a religious fuperdition for fome time on his march. 

A mad devotee, Meer Moufeh Mazinderanee, met the fultan on his 
march, and conjured him for the. love he bore tlie twelve Jmaums, 
not to move farther till he had given him a large fum of money j and 
the fultan complied with his requeft, though the miniller entreated 
him to defer giving the money to the fanatic till the camp was pitch- 
ed. He would not, and the opportunity of overtaking Tufly Khan 
was loft by delaying the march. Tuffil Klian fled to Khandefhe, 
the fultan of which, at the threats of Nizam Shaw, refufed him 
proteftion. He returned 'into Berar, took refuge in the fort ofPer- 
nallch,* and applied for afilftance to tlic emperor Akber 5 who lent 
an ambaflador to Nizam Shaw, commanding him to defift from his 
in^’afiou of Benir ; but no attention was paid to the meflage. IVr- 
nalleh r\as taken, as alfo otiicr fortre/fes, with Tuflal Khan and 
Dirca Xlmmad al Moolk, who were kept pri/bners’. 

Nizam Shaw next marched againft Bieder, when, a pretender 
ftarted up in Berar, dllifted by troops from Mecran Mahummud Shaw, 

and

and was joined by feven thoufand of the inhabitants. The fultan's 
officers* entreated him to come in perfon, and quell tlie rebellion. 
He marched with the greateft expedition, .and commanded Chunr 
geeze Khan to' follow him with the main* army. Syed Mortiza, 
who had gone on' in front with a detachment of eight thoufand 
horle, 'came up with the pretended Ummad al Moolk, obliged him 
to fly, and his*^ adherents to difperfe. Nizam Shaw entered the pro- 
vince of Khandefhe, where he did much damage, even' to the 
neighbourhood of the capital Boorahanpore. 

Chungeeze KJian having heard great praifes of the fortrefs of 
Afere, where Mahummud Shaw had retired with his army, went 
with two or three thoufand horfe, by the fultan's permiffion, to view 
the country, Mahummud Shaw fent feme of his nobility, with fevea 
or eight thoufand men, in the hope to intercept and cut him off; but 
Chungeeze ‘Khan, defeated this detachment, and, took many chief 
men prifoners. Nizam Shaw then moved to the vicinity of Afere, 
from whence he fent out parties, who left not a veftige of popu- 
lation in the furrounding country. At length, Mahummud Sliaw 
purchafed the retreat of Nizam Shaw by a prefent of a large fum of 
money. 

’ Mirza Ifpahanee, who had come to pay the compliments of con-* 
gratulation on his victories to Nizam Shaw from Ibrahim Koottub 
Shaw, judging that tlic attack of Bieder would be renewed, endea- 
voured to prevent the expedition. He offered Chungeeze Khan a 
great bribe with this view j but that miniftcr refufed it, obferving, 
that he had^ tlic treafures of Nizam Shaw at Ills command, and 
w^ted nothing. He fald, it was his wifli that, Bieder being reduced, 
Nizam Shaw, Koottub Shaw, and Add Shaw, diould join in bro- 
mcrly alliance, and preferve thcmfclvcs from the attack of the 
foonmte emperor of Dhcly, Akber.

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< " The ambailador, finding ’it vam to bribe the minifter, endea- 
voured to effetfl his purpofe by bringing over to his defign Saheb 
Klian, a favourite minion of the fultan^s, who had been roughly 
treated by Chungeeze Khan. He infinuated to Iiim, that the minif- 
ter had intentions of afiuming tlie royal titles in Berar, Saheb Kharl 
willingly believed tlie accufation, and informed the fultan; wheat 
firfi: would not believe it, and told his favourite, that he knew iiis 
fiories to be the effeft of malice, for the punifliment he had received 
from the minifter. Saheb Khan however would not give over the 
attempt, but pretended to weep ; and dfifired the fultan, if he would 
not believe him, to fend for Mirza Ilpahance, who was of the fame 
city with the minifter, and hear what he had to lay. The fultan did 
fo, and diis declarations made fame imprefiions on his mind, but he 
refolvedto tvaitfor proof of his fufpicions. At length, for a trial, 
he one day fent for Chungeeze I^han, and fignified his willies to 
return to Ahmednuggur, as he \\'as tired of the field. The minifter 
obferved, that as this \V 2 S a newly conquered province, it was more 
advifeable for his majefty to remain in it five or fix months, in order 
to attach tlie inhabitants to his government; or, in cafe that was not 
agreeable, to leave him with an army for that purpofe. Nizam^ 
Shaw, upon this anftver, believed all the accufors of the minifter 
bad faid, and immediately altered his behaviour towards him. « 
Chungeeze Khan perceiving this, was alarmed, ^d,^ under pretence 
of illnefs, ftayed fomCj days from court. The fultan, di^leafed at 
this, refolvcd to difpatch him, and font his phyfician to him with a 
pbiloned draught, under the pretence. of medicine. Chungeeze 
iCian at firft refiifed to take it; but, fortifying his mind, at. Jaft> 
refolvcd on lacrificing liimfolf to loyalty, and drank tlie poilbn^ • 
During his laft moments he wrote the following addreft to the 
fultan. 

“ " The f^thful forvant Mecruk, the llin of whole age has palled 
through fixty manlions, and w^Jiaftcnmgto thefeventieth, hav- 

** ing 
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** iiig laid the head of fubmiffion on the threfliold of your majefty, 
reprefents, that the draught mixed with the water of life te has 
“ knowingly, and with eager defire, drank. Having placed the 
“ treafures of duty and loyalty to the fultan, by whofe bounty I was ^ 
“ cherifbed, in the cafket of my bofom, I fliut my eyes from the- 
** obfervance of ftrangers. As lafting as the grave will be to me, fa 
** be the life of your majefty. I hope thus much from tlje fultan, 

** that, efteeming me both in life and death among the number of 
** loyal fubjefts, he tvill afl according to the maxims I fend written , 
in my own hand j that he will lend my body to KerbalJa ; that he 
will eftcem certain amras, named in the petition, as worthy of 
“ diftindtion, and entertain my foreign fervants among his own 
** guards.” This addrefs, with Ibme inftrudlions, he committed to 
the care Of Syed Mortiza ; and then reclined upon his bed till the 
next day, when he departed from this borrowed, fading manfion, 

Mortiza Nizam Shaw was Ihortly convinced of the uprightnels 
and ftneere attachment of his niinifter, whofe death he regretted with 
unfeigned forrow j and, upon his return to Abmednuggur, rclblved 
on retiring from the world. He called beforc.him the principal in- 
habitants of Abmednuggur, and laid to thern, Know ye, that I 
'' h4ve not abilities for empire, fori lind not in myfelfthe capacity 
of difHnguilhing jufticc from injuftice; fo that I frequently am 
** guilty of oppreffion under the ^cloak of juftice 5 and when the 
*« truth becomes known unto me, I am dilgufted at my own domin- 
** ion. Therefore I now take you to Witnefs, and lhall call upon you 
to teftify at the day of refurreftion, that I have appointed Cauzi 
“ Beg my vaqueel muttuUiik, who is of the defeendants of the pro- 
** J)het s that he may do unto every one agreeably to law and juftice s 
** and, not in the leaft giving a preference to the ftrong over the 
** weak, may have no regard to private claims. Should any perlbn 
take even the needle of a weak old u oman, and it lhall be quef- 

** tioncd me concerning it at the day of judgment, that fuch oppref-

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He fcizcd tlic daughter of Mecr Mhadic, who was lulled in defend- 
ing the honour of liis family. Thefe injuries gave great difguft, but 
the regent was afraid of the favourite's influence witJi the fultan. At 
length, Saheb Kh!in became fo infoicnt, as to. order a nobleman to 
change his name, bccaufe it happened to be tltc fame as his own, 
and, upon his not confenting, rcfplvcd to deflroy him, but was pre- 
vented by Sullabut Khan’s informing the fultan of his behaviour. 
Saheb Khan, enraged, fled ; but the fultan, diflrefled at the lofs of his 
favourite, purfued him, and overtaking him at AJimedabad, perfuaded 
him to return by agreeing to his unrcafonable requefU of difplacing 
Sullabut Khan, and taking for him the city of Ahmedabad from Ali 
^Bereed, who, upon his beficging it, required and received afllftancc 
from Ali Adil Sha\v. < 

* At this time, Boorahan Shaw, the fultan’Sibrother, cfcapcd from 
prifon,.and raifed a 'rebellion; which obliged the fultan to return 
fuddenly to Ahmednugguf, and recall Sullabut Khan to his prefence. 
Saheb Khan, difgufled at tliis, fled a fecond time. Boorahan Shaw 
was defeated and. obliged to fly to Bccjaporc. The fultan endeavour- 
ed again to obtain Saheb IChan’s return, but he was put to death by 
rile amras, weary of his infolence, %sho perfuaded Nizam Shaw, riiat 
he was killed in oppofing the troops lent to condudl him to the pre- 
'fcnce.^ Upon his death, Sullabut Klian became minifter witliout a 
‘rival, and continued in power for feme years, to the fatisfiidUon of 
-the publick. The country of Mhcerut was never lb well governed 
-as by him, tfince the reign’of fultan Mhamood-Bhamenee. 

1580.. In the year 988, Ali Adil Shaw dying, was fucceeded by his bro- 
jther Ibrahim, then only in his ninth year, r Sullabut IChan,^ judging 
his minority favourable to . conqueft, perfuaded ‘MCirtiza , Nizam 
Shaw to invade his dominions. An army was accordingly lent, und^ 
^.Behzaad aI>[oolfc, ,who was. defeated, with thejl^ft of alLhis elc- 
’ j itT -* . - ... 3 . , i ^ phants. 
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to his chamber. ,Oii his departure the regent hifteucd to fove them 
from the flames, and only the pearls had received any damage. 
From this time the fultan was confidered and treated as a madman.

The fdltan having conceived that his fon Mccraun HopHein dc- 
figned toMethrone him, attempted to put him to death ; but Sullabut 
Khan watched the fafety of tlie young prince. At thi§ timc< Ibrahirj^ 
Adil Shaw demanded that the nuptials of his lifter ftjould be celebi^U 
edwith the fultan’s fon, or the princefs be fent back to Beejapore; 
but Sullabut Khan refiifed compliance with either demand, unlefs he 
would deliver up the fortreft ofShoIapore to Nizam Shaw. Ibrahim 
Add Shaw, enraged at this, laid fiegc to the fort of Oufeh. Nizam 
Shaw, difpleafed at the condu^ of ids minifter, upbraided him with 
treachery, and declared himfelfweaiy of his controul; on which the 
regent, to (hew his loyalty, begged the fultan to 'appoint any> place 
for his confinement, and he would voluntarily put chains on his own 
feet and repair to it. Nizam Shaw named the fort of Punda Raaje- 
pore, and Sullabut Khan, m fpite of the rcmonftrances of his iHends 
and numerous dependants, immediately refigned himfdf to the fultan's 
guards, and was carried to his pnfbn. 

Mortiza Nizam Shaw, on the imprifonment of Sullabut Khan,i 
conferred the regency on Cafim Beg, and the vizarut on Mxrza. 
Mahummud, commanding them to conclude peace with Ibrahim 
Add Sluw, which they did 5 and the nuptials of his fifter with the 
prince HoulTein were celebrated with great pomp and feftivity. Not 
long after this, the fultan, jealous of his fpn’s fidelity, in a fit of 
madnefs jrcfolved to dellroy him. He told his minifters that he longed 
for the company of his fon, and they, delighted at his returning 
kindnefs, fent the young prince into the fort to him. The fultan pre- 
tended great affe^hon, and gave him a chamber near his own; (but 
the next morning whde the youth- was fleeplng, he fet fire to his bed 
clothes, and faftened the door upon him. The prince, awakened 
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but having timely notice, I made my cfcapc in the night. On my 
arrival in the city, 1 related what I had lecn and heard ,10 Fatlcli 
Shaw, uho would not believe me. I obferved, that I had no in- 
tcreft or hatred to gratify, that I fliould 'felfcly accufe the miniflcr, 
and that the truth of my account would quickly ap]>car.' While we 
were talking, feme fpics brought intelligence, that Mirza Khan 
had marchtid to Dowlutabad, in order to bring the prince Mceraun 
Houncin, and feat him on tlic throne. The fultan now afkcd my ad- 
vice how to avert the thre:Ucncd Oonn. T replied, tliat there were 
two mcaftircs wlncli promiicd iucceft. Ftr/V, that the fultan /liould 
Icavfc his retirement, and inarch from the city at the head of Jiis 
guards,* when, probably, moil of the nobility Would defert the 
regent, and join lilm. He replied, that he was too ill to mount a 
horfc, ‘ I then recommended that he (Itould fend for Sullahut Kitan 
from confinement, and put him at the head of affairs, as he yvas 
beloved and refpedted by all ranks, who would flock to his flandard ; 
that his majefty fhould alfo fet out in a litter to meet him, as far as 
the fort of Khiber. The fultan approving of tliis advice, in/lantly 
fent off exprefs orders to relcafc Sullabut Khan, and prepared to move • 
himfelf; when the cowardly Fattch Shaw fell at Ids feet, and weep- 
ing, fald, that fiiould his majefty quit the palace, tlic guards would 
immediately feize and fend him prifbncr to the prince, in order to 
make their court to a new fbvercign. The fultan, alarmed at this 
. remark, altered his intention, and rcfolvcd to wait in the palace for 
the arrhail of Sullabut Khan. The troops feeing the fultan's fears, now 
deferted in crowds to Dow'latabad j and Mirza Khan advanced from 
thence with the prince to the capital by forced marches, in order to 
'prevent the arrival of Sullabut Khan. I had the guard of the palace, 
and wifhed to defend it j but being deferted by my people, and no 
one being left but the fultan, Fattch Shaw, and a very few domeftic 
attendants, oppofition was vain. At length, the prince and Mirza^ 
Khan arrived, and entering the palace with forty armed men, put to 
'death whomfoever they found. The prince fortunately knew me, 

and 
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and refledling that we had been fchoolfcllows, ordered my life to be ' 
fpared. .Having reached the prefence of his fither, the prmce be- 
haved to him, both in word and aftion, with every poflible infult 
and abufe. Nizam Shaw was Cient,idnd only looked at him with 
contempt ; till the prince, putting his naked fibre acrols his bread, 
faid, “ I will put you to death.” Nizam Shaw then , breathing a 
deep figh, exclaimed, " O thou accurfcd of God, it would be better 
" for,thee to let thy father be his few remaining days thy gued, and 
" treat him with relpeft.” The prince, relenting for a moment at 
this expreffion, flopped his hand, and withdrew from his fithcr’s 
apartment. Not having patience, however, to wait for his death, 
though he was then in a mortal illnefs, he commanded liim to be put 
into a warm bathing room, and fliutting faft the doors and windows 
to exclude all air, lighted a great fire under the bath, -fo that the ful* 
tan was fpeedily fuffocated by the ' fleam and heat. This parricide 
was perpetrated in the year 996. The deceafed fultan was buried in A> D. tjSy. 
great pomp, in the garden Rozeh j but his bones were afterwards 
taken up and carried to Kerballa, where they were dcpofited near 
thofe of his father and grandfather.

IVIeeUAUNi an his acceHion to the throne of Ahmedouggin, 
being of^an impetuous and cruel dilpofition, began his reign by 
tjTanny and oppreffion; He' appointed Mirza Khan prime minif- 
ter, but paid Utde 'regard to his advice ; difappointing him of the 
hopes he had entertained of making a pageant of the prince, and 
keepmg the real power in his own hands, Meeraun having pro- 
moted fcveral young perfons of his oWn age to high rank, made 
mem ins companions in his pleafuresand cxcelTes. It was frequently 
IS cu om, in fits of intoxication, to ride through the aty with his 
run en afibciates, and put perfons to death, though not guilty of 
any crime. It facing reported to him, that Mirza Khan had pri- 
vate y brought from the fort of Sutteeza, ,Shaw Cafim, brother to 
Mordza Nizam Shaw, and concealed him in his houfo, witli a vievv 
to raife a rebellion in his favour, the fuUan was alarmed, and confined 
me minifter. ^ The next day, however, finding the acCufation fUfo, 
he reftored him to his employments, and gave him_his ‘full con- 
fidences and Mirza Khan, to prevent future fiifpiciom-advifed the 
fultan to put to death the males of the royal family..= ^Meeraun ap- 
proved the meafure, and fifteen princes were murdered in one day. 
Not long after this event, the power of Mhza Khan becoming 
jr ome to the fultan’s companions, they again accufed him of 
eac ^ ery, an ^ eeraun believing them, in his drunken hours would 
c aim at one time, that he would behead him with his own liand j 
* and 
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?md at another, that he would have him trod to death by elephantsr. 
Thefe declarations being carried to Mirza Khan, he at length re- 
Iblved to fecorc his own fafcty by depoling the fultan; who, in his 
turn, tried every means to get the minifter into his pow’cr. On the 
tenth of Jemm^ud al Awul, 997, he repaired to the houfe of his A. 
favourite, Ankufs Klian, and fent for Mirza. Khan to come and 
partake of a banquet, intending to have him ailaffinated ; but the 
minifter, being on his guard, excufed himfelf under pretence of 
illnefs, fending his friend 'Agga Meer to make his apology. Agga 
Meer reached the houfe of Ankufs Khan juft as the fultan had 
dined j but mader of the houfe had waited, and down to eat 

W’ith him. When Agga Meer had eaten, he fuddenly pretended 
violent pains, declared that he was poifoned, and left the houfe. 
Mirza Khan foon after fent a me/Tage, that the agga was dying, and 
entreated to fee him. Tlie fultan immediately repaired, with a few 
attendants, to the fort, where he ^vas feized by the minifter, and 
confined. Mirza Khan tlien fent off Meer Tiiir Nee/haporee to 
bring the tivo fons of Boorahaa Nizam Shaw from the fort of 
Bhaughur, that he might chufe one of them to place on the throne, 
concealing the imprifoament of the fultan till their arrival. 

On the third day, Meer Taliir returned with the princes j and 
the minifter, fiimmoning fevcral of the principal nofaflity into the 
fort, declared to them, die depofa! of HoulTein, and accefiion of 
Ifmaeel Nizam Shaw, then only in bis twelfth year. AVhile die • 
alTerably was engaged in faludng the new fultan, a great tumult was 
heard at the gates of the fort, where Jcmmal KJian, a munfubdar, 
wth fevcral other officers and a mob of Ibldicrs, had aflembicd, de- 
manding to fee fultan Mecraun Houflein, their lawful foi’crcign. 

Mirza Khan fent them word, that Mecraun having no abilities to 
govern, he had depofed him, and inaugurated fultan Ifinacel, who 
diould appear and receive their homage. Jemmal Khan became 
more clamorous, and fent peribns to proclaim riirough the city, that 
/ C c c the 
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the minifter, aided by his foreign mercenaries, having depofed their 
fovereign, had feated another prince on the throne 5 and if he was 
allowed in 'this manner to make kings, and adl uncontrouled, the 
native nobles and inhabitants of the country would foon become 
flaves to foreign adventurers. The Dekfcan troops and people, in- 
flamed by this report, fled to arms, and in a Ihort time about five 
thoufand horfe and foot, with a numerous mob, flocked to Jemmal 
Khan. They were alfo joined by all the Ethiopian troops. ? 

Miraa'I^an thinking to quell the tumult by the death of fultan 
Houflein, commanded his head tobeftruck off; which being done, 
it was Auck upon a pole planted on a baflion of the citadel. At the 
fame time a perfon cried out to the multitude below, tliat, as they 
mufi> ilow be convinced of the death of the fultan, if they would 
retire quietly to their habitations, they ihould be rewarded by tlie* 
favour of Ifmaeel Shaw, now their fovereign. Several of the prmci- 
cipal amras were for retiring} but Jemmal Khan cried out, If 
Houffem was murdered, they ought to revenge his death on the 
foreigners, take into their own hands the adminiftration of fultan 
Ilmaeel, and not fuffer the country to be governed by Grangers. 
Upon this, all refolved to ftorm the fort j and Jiaving heaped piles of 
wood and ffraw to the gates, let them on fire. About funletthe' 
gates were burned; but the quantity of hot allies yet glowing pre- 
vented any one palfing in or out, till midnight, when Mirza I^an 
and his friends mihed from the citadel, and tried to tr^kc their efoape 
from the city. Numbers were flain m the attempt by the mob , but 
Mirza Khan made his flight good towards tlic fort of Khiber. The 
Dekkanees, Ethiopians, and populace, having entered the fort, put 
to dcatli every foreigner they found within, who amounted to nearly 
tlircejiundrcd, and among them were feveral perfons of high rank 
and eminent characters. Their bodies were dragged out to the open 
plain, and orders given for them to he unburied. Not contented 
with the pafl. fl'uighter, Jemmal Khan commanded his adherents to 
”* • . murder 
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murder the foreigners of every rank and occupation in the city, ahd 
to plunder and burn their dwellings The foldiers and their followers 
having extended the hand of rapine from the Ileeve of cruelty, put 
to death mdifcnminately the noble, the rich, the mafter and the ferv- 
ant, the merchant, the pilgrim, and die travelling ftranger Their 
houfes were fet on fire, and the heads of tliofe lately exalted to the 
Ikies, were brought low, and trampled in the duft Virgins, who 
from modefty concealed their faces from the fun and moon, were 
dragged by the hair into the affembhes of the drunken On the 
fourtli day, Mirza Khan, avho had been fcized near Khiber, was 
brought to Jemmal Khan, and being hrft earned through the city 
on an afs, his body was cut into pieces, which were affixed on dif- 
ferent buddings. Several of his fnends, taken with him, were alfb 
put to death , and their bodies being rammed into cannons, were 
blown into the au-. In the fpace of feven days nearly a tlioufand 
foreigners were murdered Some few cicaped under the protedtion 
of Dekkanee and Ethiopian officers, their intunates and fnends The 
reign of Meeraun HoufTein was only two months and three days. 
Among thofe princes recorded in hiftoiy as murderers of their fathers, 
we find none whole reigns extended beyond one year and a poet 
obferves, “ Royalty befits not the deflroyer of a parent, nor \\iil the 
reign of f«ch a wretch be long.”

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ISMAEEL NIZAM SHAW. 


It lias been already mentioned, m tlie hiHory of Mordza Nizam 
Shaw, that Boorahan Shaw, liis brother, Jiaving been defeated 
m an attempt to dethrone him, fled for protcftion to the court of 
the emperor Akbcr. On his departure he left behind him two 
fons, named Ibraliim and limaeel, who were kept confined in the 
fortrers of Lahaghur. The younger being raifed to the throne on 
the death of Meeraun Houflem Shaw, took the title of Ifinacel 
Nizam Shaw, and was acknowledged by the vuSonoos mindler, 
Jemma! Khan. 

Jemmal Khan, being of the feft of Mhaudee, perfuaded the 
fultan to embrace his tenets, and commit the power of government 
into the hands of his followers. In the beginning of his adminiflra- 
tioa he obliged the few foteignets who h^d e&aped the maflacre in 
the laft reign, to leave Ahmednuggur, after feizing tlieir effeils, and 
they embraced the fervicc of the fultan of Beejapore. Among them 
was the writer of this hiftory, who was exalted in the fervice of 
Ibrahim Add Shaw. 

Intelligence of the commotions of Ahmednuggur having reached 
the emperor Akber, he recalled Boorahan Shaw from his jaghire, 
and offered him a force to regain the throne of his anceflors, now his 
tight, but ufurped by his own fon and a delpotic mindler. Boondian 

Shaw 
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Shaw reprcfented, that fliould he accept the aid of Mogul troops, the 
people of Dekkan would be alarmed, andobjeft to his authority ; but 
that if his majelly would allow Iiim to repair to the borders of the 
country with his own dependants, he would tiy to draw his fubjedts 
to allegiance by gentlenefi and conciliation. Akber approving his 
propofil permitted him to depart for Dekkan, and allotted the iron, 
tier diftridt of Handea for his fupport till he iliould regain his do- 
minions ; at the fame time commanding raja Alee Khan, prince of 
Khandefhe, to afford him affiftance to his utmo/l ability. Booiahan 
Shaw having received offers of allegiance from many of the nobiliy, 
marched againftjiis fon, but was defeated. However, in a fhort 
time after this, he renewed his attempts s and, being joined by a 
great majority of tlie chiefi and people, attacked Jemmal Khan, 
who was killed in the adtion. Ifmaeel was taken prifoner, and 
confined by hh father, who afeended in his room the throne of 
Ahmednuggur.

BoORAHAN'Shaw, during the reign > of- his' brother* Mortiza 
Nizam Shaw,' was confined to the fort of Lahaghur, biit had a large 
jaghire allowed him for his'Tupport, ib. that .he ^pafled his days 'with, 
fatisfadtion’.* Wheri Saheb Khan behaved tyrannically, and 'the nobles;, 
were 'difguftcd'at Mortiza SKaw, who had left.-the capital to induce • 
Kls favourite to return, a. party of them befought BoorahanShaw to • 
rebel, on pretence that his brother was mad, and, unfit to goverm 
Allured by promifes ' of fupport, .he gained over the governor of the • 
'fort, and appeared in arms at the head of fix thoufand horfe, with 
which force he moved towards the capital. Mortiza Nizam Shaw, 
upon intelligence of this rebellion, haftened from Bieder to Ahmed- 
nuggur. . Palling through the ftreets to the palace,, he ftopped.his 
elephant at the 'fliop of an apothecary, and alked if-’ he had any • 

'haX ^ .disL 

who. required it niofl, himlelf, who wilhed'to live the .life of a; 
reclufe and yet rule a kingdom, or his brother, who, with the en- ; 
joyment of cafe, was plunging himfelf into publick cares. The, 
apothecary replied,' that his brother was the madman who could un-.. 
gratefully offend fo kind a protcflor, and vvould not prolper in his , 
treafon. Tlie next day Boorahan Shaw was defeated, and fled to' 
Beejapore. Two years aftcrvvards.he made another attempt, with - 
fimilar fuccefs, and fought proteftion with the emperor Akbcr, with 

whom 
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whom he continued till tlic ncccffion of his fon to the throne, which 
he difpoflcfl*ed him of, as above related. , 

Boorahan Shaw was advanced in years when he afeended the 
throne; but, notwithflanding his age, gave himfclfupto pleafures 
unbecoming his dignity. His reign was marked by an unfucccfsful 
war widi Becjaporc, and a dilgraccful defeat from tlic Portiiguefe, 
avho had feized the fca coafls of his dominions. He died in the 
jear 1 003, four years and fome months after his accefllon. He was A.D. 
fucceeded by his fon Ibrahim Shaw, who, after a reign of only four 
months, wras flain in a^'on againft the fultan of Beejapore. 

^ On the death of Ibrahim Shaw, fevcral foitions arofe in Ahmed- 
nuggur, each fetting up a nominal fovcrcign. Mean Munjoo, who 
poSefled the city, and acknowledged the title of Bahadur Shaw, 
infant fon to the late fultan, being befieged by his competitors, in- 
vited Moraud, fon of the emperor Akbcr, then governor of Guzarat, 
to his afliftance, for which he offered to become tributary to the 
Mogul power. Sultan Moraud embraced the propo/al, and in the ^ 
yearlco4 arrived before Ahmednuggur with a coniiderable army. 

Mean Munjoo by this time, having overcome his rivals, repented of 
his offers, and prepared to oppofe the fultan. Having committed the 
city to the charge of Nufleer Khan his deputy, and thecareofChaund 
Beebee, great aunt to fultan Bahadur, he departed to raifo levies and 
implore foe affiiTance oT KToottub Shaw and' Acfif SHaw. Sultan 
Moraud befieged Ahmednuggur, which was gallantly defonded. 
Breaches were made, but immediately repaired by the heroic conduit 
of Chaund Beebee , who, cov ering herfelf with a veil, headed the 
troops. At Icngtli, fupphes growing fcarce in the camp, and foe 
alhes of Beejapore and Golconda approaching, fultan Moraud 
thought proper to accept of fome offers of tribute from Chaund 
Beebee, and raifo foe fiege. Some money was paid, and the diffri<ffs 

in 
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in Berar belonging to tbc Nizam Shawec government 'Were, ceded to, 
the Moguls. 

On the retreat of fultan Moraud, Chaund Beebee requeued the 
affiftance of Ibrahim Adil Shaw to reprefs the inlblence of the Nizam 
Shawee nobles, and eftabli/li the auAority’ of the fovereign. ,Soheil 
Khan, a eunuch, celebrated for his valour, wifdom and juib'ce, was 
fent to her aid with eight thoufand horfe, and ftrift injundtions to 
pay implicit obedience to her orders. On his arrival, the refradtoiy 
became fubmlflive. Affairs being fettled at Ahmednuggur, the 
auxiliaries departed ; but intelligence arriving that the Dhely forces 
had taken pofTeflion of fome diflridts not ceded by the late treaty to 
the emperor, Soheil Khan halted, and fcnt for frcfli inftrudlions from 
Beejapore. Ibrahim Add Shaw commanded him to oppofe the en- 
croachments of the imperialifts, and afiift Chaund Beebee. Soheil 
Khan being joined by her troops, and a force from the fultan of Gol- 
conda, marched towards Berar. The khankbanaun who was'encamp- 
cd at Jaulnch, hearing of the advance of the Dekkanees, retreated to 
the head quarters of the prince at Shawpore, from whence, having 
collected an army of twenty thouland borfe, he advanced to meet the 
enemy on the banks of Ae Gung. A fevere aftion took place, in 
which the Dekkanees were defeated. Some time after this the 
prince Moraud died of exceflive drinking, and Akber appointed his 
fon fultan Danlaul governor of Dekkan, with orders to reduce Ah- 
mednuggur, while he himfelf was befieging the fbrtrefs of Afeerghur 
in the province of Khaiidefhc. At this junfture, the Dekkanees put 
to death the heroic Chaund Beebee, and confined the fultan Bahadur 
Nizam Shaw j not long after which Ahmednuggur was taken by the 
Moguls, and the captive fovereign fent to perpetual imprifonment in 
the fortrefs of Gualior. 

j ^ * 

On the fall of Ahmednuggur, Mallek Umber, an Abyfiinian, 
who had rifcn frpm the condition of a flave to great influence and 

command. 
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command/ and Rajoo Minnaun/' a Dekkanec chief, divided the re- 
maining territories between them. The former poflelTed from the 
Telingana frontier to within eight miles of Ahmednuggur and four of 
Dowlutabad; the latter, northward h'om that fortrefs to ^the borders 
ofGuzarat, and fouthward to within twelve miles of Alimednuggur, 
leaving to a nominal fultan, Mortiza whom they placed on the 
tlirone on the capture of Bahadur Nizam Shaw, only tlic fortrefs of 
Oufeh with a few villages for his fupport.. As each of ^efc chiefs 
coveted the territories of the other, there was conRant dilagreement 
between them. In the year 1012 Mallek Umber, by the alBftance of 1603. 
the Mogul arms, defeated Rajoo, and, taking him prifoner, feized his 
counoy. At this period fevcral commotions happening in the Dhely 
government, owing to the rebellion of fultan Seleem, the death of 
_Akber, and revolt of fultan Khoferroo, fucccflively. Umber had lei- 
fure to regulate liis county, levy great armies, and even dared tofeize 
fcveral of the imperial diftriils. Wlien the authority of Jehaungeer 
was ellablilhed, he fent frequent armies to Uckkan; but Umber \vas 
not to be fubdued, and, though /bmetimes defeated, continued to 
oppofe the royal ftrength. At length he gave up the places taken 
from the Moguls to the prince Shaw Jehaun, to whofe intereft he 
became attached, and continued loyal. After this he remained un- 
molefted by the Dhely government, and conduced his affairs with 
much glory, often obliging the ililtans of Golconda and Beejapore to 
pay him contributions. He died in the year 1035, in lus eightietli . A.D.i626^ 

. year, and was buried in Dowlutabad, under a fplendid dome^ which 
he had erected : and fuch is the eftcem in which his charadlcr has 
been held, that notwithftanding the various changes of property, the 
lands dedicated to the fupport of the attendants of his tomb are yet 
left unconfifeated, ibr that purpole. He was the firiV general, poli- 
tician, and financier of his age, and his countryw'as the bell culti- 
vated, and his fubjeCls -the happlefl, of any in Dekkan. He founded 
Ghurkeh, five cois from Dowlutabad, now called Aurungabad, and 
ornamented it with a magnificent palace, gardens and noble pieces

of wate/lihed with ftoiie, wliicli yet remaift. His eharitifis and* 
'jdiHce 'are yet celebrated; and he Svas alfo eminent for his^pidty*^ 

‘ ' Futteh IChan, th6 fon of timber Hubihee, fucceeded to his ^ 
'authority ; but Morti2a Ni^am Shaw 2 ^* being weaiy of his controul, 
took him prifoner by trcachety, and confined him in the fort of 
'Chumter, or Khiber. Having made his efcape, he rebelled, but 
SvaS" again taken;' and confined in Dowlutabad. In time he was 
yekafed, and appointed generiUflimo by the influence mf his fifter, . 
mother to Hiiam Shaw. He Ihortly, to prevent another removal 
from office, confined the fultan under pretence of infanity, and put to 
death twenty five of the principal nobility in one day, writing to Shavv" 
Jehann, that he had thus aded, to prevent them from rebelling 
'agalnft him. "The emperor irt reply commended his attachment, and 
Ordered him to put the captive prince to death; which he did, and 
placed his fon Houffein, an infant of ten years, on the throne ; but 
Shaw Jehaun demanding the royal jewels, treafures, and elephants, 
'Futteh Khan delayed to obey. Upon this, an army was feht againft - 
'him ; but he averted the wrath of the emperor, by offering a prefent 
to the amount of eight lacks of rupees, and agreed to pay^tributc • on 
which he was allowed to keep what territory yet remained to the 
Nizam Shawee fovereignty. Add Shaw preparing to wreft from him 
Dowlutabad, he offered it to Shaw Jehaun, ^ faying, that his father had 
commanded him, rather to fweep the courts of the Timur princes, 
than accept the highcft office in that of Beejapore. The emperor 
fent Ills general, Mahabut Khan, to receive the fort ; but Futteh 
Khah, on his arrival before it, repented of his fubmiffion, and held 
'out till diftrefs for provifions forced him to furrender. The fall of 
this place put a final period to the dynafty of Nizam Sliaw, which 
had fwayed the fceptre for one hundred and fifty years. HOufieln 
Nizam Shaw was confined for life in Gualior, but Futteh'Khan was 
received Into favour, and had all his property given up to him. He 
was upon tlie point of being promoted to a high rank of nobility* 

when 
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when he became infane, from tlie eftefls of an old wound in his head j 
upon which the emperor allowed him to retire to Lahore, on a pen- 
fion of two lacks of rupees, which he enjoyed till his death, many 
years aftem’ards, in that city. His younger brother, Chungeeze 
Khan, had before accepted the imperial fervice, and svas appointed 
an ameer of two thouiand, svith the title of Munfoor Khan, Many 
of his relations and dependants alfo were promoted. From this 
period the Nizam Shawee kingdom funk into a province of the 
Mogul empire.

This pflncd, khc foundct- of the forcrelgnty of Golcondd, was 
6figinally it TUfkifli adventurer, who came to try his fortune in 
Dekkan,* and embraced the fervice of Mohummud Sliaw Bharne- 
ftee. By degree^ he was promoted to high rank; and in the reign 
of Mham6od Shaw obtained the title of Koottub al Moolk, and the 
ferritoryof Golconda, part of Telingana, in Jaghire. On the decline 
of the‘Bhamenee authority, whfen Adil Khan and others afiumed 
toyalty, Koottub al Moolk alfb, in the year 918, ftilcd himfelf A.D,i5»2<- 
fultan oFTclingatKi, under the title of Koottub Shaw. He w'dsa 
chief of great abilities, and reigned thirty nine jears; at the end of 
which he was aflaninated by a Turkifli fiave, fuppofed to be bribed 
by his fbn and fucceflbr,

Ibrahim Shaw was a wfe and politic prince, but arbitrary and 
leverei puni/hing flight faults with death.

He fb 
governed the country of Telingana, remarkable for the numbers of 
Its thieves and banditti, that merchants and travellers could journey 
night and day> without going in caravans, in perfeft fecunty. In his 
reign the fbvereignty of Koottub Shaw acquired weight and relpeit, 
from the able characters whom he encouraged at Jus court. No 
wars of any confequence occurred in his tune. He died in the year 
, 989, after a profperous reign of thirty two years.

^^AHUMMUD Koolli» leaving no fon, was fucceeded hy Ins 
brother Mahunliniid, who Wsfs fiiccefeded by Abdoolh Koottub 
Shaw Abdoolla reigned many years under the proteition of the 
emperor Shrw Jehaun, to whom he acknowledged fumfcif Xributaiyr 
and paid an annual fum, but m the year 1066 he di/plcafed that 
monarch, and brought upon himfelf much trouble and diftrefs. The 
caufe of ofience was this^f Meer Mahummud Saad, prime mimfter 
to Abdoolla Shaw, having acquired great wealth and power, became 
fufpeited of difloyal intentions to\Vaids his fovcreign, who wiflied to 
difplacehim. Meer MahUitimud, ' to avoid the dif^ce of removal,^ 
and the probable COnfifca!tiOrt of hi^ treafures, offered hii Tervices to 
thaprincer Aufung^eb^, then governor' of die imperial temtones m. 
Dekkan^ The^prince recommended him to liis father Shaw Jehaun, 
who immediately honoured him with the rank of five thoufand, his. 
fon Mahummud Ameen with that of two, and commanded Ab- 
doolla Koottub Shaw to permit them to repair with their effects 
to court. Koottub Shaw ddbbeyed the mandate, and confining 
Mahummud Ameen, then at Hyderabad, feized part of his wealth. 
Aurungzebe, enraged at this conduct, marched to Hyderabad, which 
he took and phmdered Koottub Shaw was obliged to purchafe. 
pardon by a contribution of a ‘cororcof rupees, and the gift of his 
daughter m mairiagc to the fon of his enemy, the prince fultan 

Mahummud.

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Mahummud. From this time Abdoolla Shaw, during the remainder 
of his life, was in fedl a vaflal of the empire. He died in the earl/ 
part of tlie reign of Aurungzebc, and was fucceeded by his fon in law,

Golconda was theri reduced to a province of the empire of Hm- 
dooftan. 

Befides the fovereignties of Nizam Shawee, Add Shawee, and 
Koottub Shawee, founded on the ruins of the Bhamenee princes of 
Dekkan, there were two odiers, compofed of parts of their once 
extenfive dominions. One was founded by Ameer Bereed, prime 
mlnifter, or rather, confiner of the two laft Bhamenee fultans, and 
called from him, Bereed Shawee. His ‘dominions were final], con- 
fiding only of the capital of Bicder, and a few diftriits round that 
city ; nor did the honours of royalty long remain in his iamily, his 
territories being wrefted from his grandfon by the other Dekkan 
princes, and the kingdom of Bicder defiroyed. 

The other fovereignty was /Hied Ummad Shawee, and confided 
of the. fouthern part of Berar. It was fo called from the founder, 

Ummad al Moolk, a chief of the Bhamenee fultans. This mo- 
narchy laded through four generations. The lad prince, Boorahan 
Ummad Shaw, was only nominal Ibvcrcign, the power being ufurp- 
ed by his minider Tuffal Khan. He was reduced by Mortiza Nizam. 

Shaw, who added Berar to his own dominions in the year 982. A. D. 1574 
With the dominions of Ahmednuggur, Berar alfo fell into the hands 
of the Mogul emperors.
